Since then it hath pleaſed God to deliver 
me from {6 many dangers, and to protet me from the fury of that adverſe Fortune; for to 
bring me into a Port of ſafety and affurance , I ſee thatThave not ſo much cauſe to cortiplain 
of my Travchk paſt, as 1have to render him thanks for the benefits which untill now Thave 
received of him , ſeeing that by his Divine bounty he hath preſerved my life, tothe end1 
might have means to leaverhis rude and unpoliſhed Diſcourſe unto my Children for a -me- 
morial and an inheritance. For my intention is no other, but ro-write it for them; chat they 
may behold what ſtrange forames [ have run for the ſpace of one and twenty years,during the 
which 1 was thirteen times a captive, and ſeventeen times. ſold in the Indies, in Fthiopra, in 
Ar abia, im China, in Tartaria, in Madagaſcar, in Sumatra, and in djversother Kingdoms and 
Provinces of that Oriental Archipelage upon the Confines of Aſia, which the Chineſes, Siames, 
Gueor, and Lecquior name, and that with reaſon,in their Geography,the cy-lids of the world, 
whereof I hope to entreat more particularly, and largely, hereafter. Whereby men, for the 
time tocome, may take example, and a reſolution not to be dif for any croffes that. 
may arrive unto them in the courſe of their lives, For no diſgrace of Fortime ought to effaign 
usnever fo little from the duty which we arebound to render unto/God; becadiſe there is no 
adverſity,how great ſoever, but the narure of man may _ undergo it,bcing favoured o_ 
h 
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the affiftance of Heaven.” Now, that others may help me to praiſe the Lord Almighty for the 
infinite mercy he hath: ſhewed me, without any regard to my fins, which I confeſs were the 
cauſe amtl original ofall my miſ-fortunss, and that from the ſame Divine Power I received 
ſtrength and courage to reſiſt them, eſcaping out of ſo many dangers, wich my life ſaved, I 
take from the beginning of my Voyage the time. which I-ſpent in this Kingdom of Portwgal, 
and ſay, That after I bad lived there till I wasabout cleven or twelve years old, in the miſery 
and poverty of my Fathers houſe within the Town of Mnte-mor Ovelho, an Uncle of mine, 
defirous to advance me to a better fortune then that whereunto I was reduced at that time, 
and to take me from the careſſes and cockerings of my Motber , brought me to this City of 
Lixhon, where he put me into the ſervice of a very honourable Lady : the which he was car.. 
ried out of the hope he had,that by the favour of her ſelf and her friends he might attain to 
his defire for my advancement;and this was in the ſame year that the funcral pomp of the de- 
wick memory was celebrated at Lisbon, namely St. Lucies day, the

In the mean time my Un- 
cles deſign had a ſucceſs dean contrary.to that which he hath promiſed to himfelf ins favour 
of me: For having been ſervant of this Lady; about a year and a half, an accident befel me, 
that caſt me into manifeſt peril of Life, ſo that to ſave my ſelf I was conſtrained to abandon 
her houſe with all the ſpeed that poſſibly I could. F lying away then in very great fear, I ar- 
rived before I was aware at the Ford of Pedra,which is a ſmall Port fo called; There I found 
a Carvel of Alfamathat was laden with the horſes and ſtuff of a Lord, who was going to Se. 
zuval here at tharinſtant King Foanathe Third kept his Court, by reaſon of a great plague 
that reigned in divers parts of the Kingdom. 
Perceiving then that this Carvel was ready to put to Sea, Iimbarqued my ſelf in her, and 

* departed the next day. But alas ! a little after we had ſet fail, having gotten to a place named 
Cezmibra,we were ſet upon by a French Pirate,who having-boarded us, cauſed fiftcen or fix- 
teen of his men to lap into our Veſſel, who finding no refiſtance made themſelves Maſters of 
her : now after they had pillaged every one of us, they empricd all the Merchandiſe where. 
withal ours was laden, which amounted to above fix thouſand Duckats, into their ſhip, and 
then ſunk her ; fo tharof ſeventeen of ts that remained alive,not ſo much as one could eſcape 
flavery,for they clap'd us upall bound hand and foot under hatches,with an intent to go and 
fell usat Lz Rache in Barbary, whither alſo,as we fonnd by being amongſt them,they' carried 
- Arms to;the Mzþowetans in way of Trade;for this parpoſe they us thirteen daycs toge- 

- therzcontinyally whipping us 3 butat the end thereof it fortuned that about Sun ſer they dif- 
covered a ſhipgm which they gave chaſe all the night, following her gloſe, like old Pirates 
Jong uſed coſfuch Thieveries, having fetcht her up by break of day,they gave her a yolley of 
three pieces,of Qrdnance,and preſently-inveſted her with a great deal of courage;Now though 
at firſt they found-ſome reſiſtance,yert ny quits rendred themſelves Maſters of her, killing 
fix Portegals,and ten. or eleven (laves. This was a Veſſel, and to a Portugal 
Merchant of the Town of Conde, named Silveftre Godinbo, which divers Merchants of 
Lisbon had laden at Saint Tome with great ſtore of Sugar and Slaves;in ſuch ſort that thoſe 
poor people ſeeing them(clves thus taken and robbed fell to lament their loſs, which _ 
anhdrebrntent Dockers, Whore Fires hating none rich a 4 
' changed $heir deſign. for. going to 1a Rache,and bent their courſe for the Coaſt of France,cax- 
. rying with them ſuch of ours for flaves,as hey d fit for the ſervice of their Navigation. 
 Theremainder of us they left at night in the at a place called Melides, where we were 
{anded miſerably naked, our bodies covered with nothing but with the ſtripes of the laſhes 
which ſo. cruelly we had received the dayes before. In this pitiful caſe we arrived the next mor« 
ning. at St. Fago de Caten, wheee we were relieved by the inhabitants of the place ahecelly 
by a Lady that was there at that time, named Donna Beatrix, daughter to the Earl of Villa- 
zor2,and: wife to Alonſo Perez Pantoia, Commander and grand Provoſt of the Town. Now 
after the fick and wounded were recovered,cach of us departed, and got him where he hoped 
to find the beſt afliſtance;for my ſelf, poor wretch,I went with 6.0r 7. that accompanicd me in 
my miſery to Setzval:;T hither I was no ſooner come, but my good fortune placed me in the 
{erviceof Franciſco de Faria,a Gentleman belonging to the great Commander of $.Fago,who 
in recompenee of fqur years ſervice that, I did him, put meto the faid Commander to waic 
on himin: his Chamber, which I performed for an year and an half after. But ini regard the 
entertainment which was given at that time in Noble-mens houſes was ſoſinall as I was _ 
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: for that I thought was the beſt way I could take to free

gine&hat I was already Maſter of great wealtnever-confidering how vain and uncertain the 
roms of men are,and that I could not . reap much benefic by the Voyage 1 was going to un- 
being by reaſon it was dangerous, and caſonable for Navigation in that Country. Now 


. being difparted from Dir, weſailed in a time full of ſtorms, becauſe it was about the end of 
' Winter; which ſeemed to begin anew, ſo impetuous were the winds,and ſo great was the rain: 
Nevertheleſs, how violent ſoever the Tempeſt was,and dark the weather, we letted not to diſ- 
cover the HWle of Cxria, Mruria, and Avedalcuria, at the fight whereof we thought our ſelves 
quite loſt, and w'thout hope of life. Whereupon,to decline the danger, we turned the prow of 
our Veſſel to the Sou h<Faſt, knowing no other mean then that to avoid ſhipwrack : But by 
gcod fortune for us, it pleaſed God that we let fall an Anchor at the point ofthe land of 
Socotora;there we preſently Anchored, a League below the place, where Don Franciſco 4 Al- 
eg1a cauſed a Fortreſs to be byilt in the year t 507:when he came from Portugal, as the firſt 
Vice-roy that ever was in the Indies. In the faid place we took in Freſh water, and ſome 
viſion of Vitals, that we bought of the Chriſtians of the Country, which are the deſcend. 
ants of thoſe whom the Apoſtle S. Thomas converted ini thoſe parts. Being refreſhed thus, we 
parted from thence wich a purpoſe toenter the Streights;lo that after we had failed nine dayes 
with a favourable wind; we found our ſelves right againſt Maze ; There about Sun-ſet we 
' deſcried a Sail at Sea, whereunto we gave ſo hard chace, that before the firſt watch of the 
night we came up cloſe to her; and then to fatisfie the defire we had for to/learn ſomthing of 
rhe Capraifi by gentleneſs touching the T#rkiſ-Army, we demanded of him whether it was 
parted Gain Fer.of whether he had not met with itin any place; and that we might. be the 
better informed, w# ſpake aloud to all thoſe that were in the ſhip. Bur in ſtead of anſwer, 
without ſpeakinga word,ard in contempt of us,they gave us 12. pieces'of Ordnance, whereof 
five were ſmall, and the other ſeven field Pieces, together with good ſtore of Muſquet thor , 
| And withall, ina kind or , andas it were believing that we were already theirs, they 
made all the ayr about refprmd again with their confuſed cries:Aﬀter this,to brave and terrific 
us the more, \ ans 51 many flags and ftreamqs up and down,and from the top of their 
' Poop they brandiſhed a n of naked Scymitars,commanding us with great-threatning to 
: comeaboatd ard yield our ſelves nnto chem. Ar the firſt view of fo many Rhodomontados and 
bravings we Were Leſte doubrt'and amaze,which cauſed the Captains of our Foiſts to call the 
Soldiers to Counce), for th know what they ſhould do;zand the concluſion was,to continue 
ſhooting at them cill the next morning, that ſo' by day-light they might be the berter faughe 
withal and invefted,it my rn upon of all fides that they were not to be let go unpuniſh.. 
& for mr {gs wont? ich accordingly was performed, and all the reft of the night we 
| gave them thaſe, plying them with our Ordnance.So morning'come, their ſhip being ſhot,tho. 
row and thorow in'many places,and cruelly batrered all over,they render themſelves into'our 
| hands, In the encounter there were 64.0f their men killed, and of $0, that remained, the moſt 
| dk ſceing themſelves reduced to extremiry, caſt themſelves into the Sea, choofing rather 
| there tobe drowned, then to be burnt in their ſhip with the artificial fires that we had hur. 
ted into her; ſothat of 11 the fourſcore there eſcaped but five, very fore hurt, whereaf one

An hour before day. we left the Porr, 
and ſailed along the coaſt before the windguntil fuch time as about noon we, reached the point 
of the Cape of Cocamzand before we arrived at the Iſland of Rocks, we diſcerned three Veſ- 
ſels on the other fide, that ſeemed to us to be Gelvas or Terrades, which are the hamegof the 
Veſſels of that Country; Whereupon we gave them chiaſe,- and with the firength of gfir oars, - 
becauſe the wind was then ſomwhat down, we purſued them in ſuch ſort,thatin 1 n two 4, 
hours,baving gotten up ro them, we might caſily perceieve them to be Turkiſn there. ® 
of we wereno ſooner aſſured, bur that we preſently be took our ſelves to flight; 
towards the Land with all the hafte thatmight be, ſo (if it were poflible) to eſcape rhif&anger 
that inevitably threatned us : But whether the Txrks ſuſpeRted our deſign, or knew it; in leſs 
then a quarter of an hour they hoiſted upall their fails, and having the wind favourable they 
followed us very hard, ſo as in a little while getting within a ſmall Fgulcon ſhot ofus, they 
diſcharged all their Ordnance upon us, wherewith they not only killed nine of our men, and 
hurt fix and twenty, bur ſo battered our Foiſts, that we were fain to caſt: a g:eat. part ofour 
goods into the Sea ; Mean while the Twrky loſt no time, but Joyned us ſo cloſe, that from their 
poop they hurt us eaſily with their pikes : Now there were four and fourty good Souldiers 
remaining yet unhurt in our Foiſts, who knowing that upon their valour;and the forte of their 
Arms depended.the lives both of themſelves, and all the reſt;they determined to fight it out: 
With this reſolution they ſet couragiouſly upon the Admiral of three Gallies, wherein was 
Solyman Dragnt, General ofthe Fleet ; Their onſet was ſo furious, as they inveſted her from 
poop to prow, and killed ſeven and twenty Fanizaries ; nevertheleſs ſhe being inſtantly ſuc- 
coured with freſh men by the other two Gallies,which had ſtayed 2 little behind, we were ſo 
wearied and oppreſſed with numbers,that we were not able tomake any further r ; 
of four and fifty that we were at firſt, there was but eleve left alive, whereof two alſo died 
the next day, whom the Twrks cauſed to be cut in quarters, which they hung at the end of 
their main yard for a fign of their Vi&gry,and in that manner carried therh to the Town of 
Mocaa,whereof the father-in-law of.the ſaid Solyman Dragws,that had 'takenus,was Govemor;z 
who with all the Inhabitants waited the coming of his Son-in-law at the entry into'the Port;

dr his ſpeech to Heredrin Sofo, the Governour of the Town, who fate as Prefident of the 
Portfalc;he required him to ſend us,as an alms, unto the Temple of Meccque faying, that he

reſt of. the Souldiers,that had carried themſelves very valiantly in the fight with us, returned 
him this anſwer. Cerrainly you might do better, for the falvation of your Soul, to diſtribute 
fome part of theexcefſive riches you poſſeſs among theſe poor Souldiers,rhen ſeek with feign'd 
ipatches,full of hypocrific and deceit,.to rob them of theſe flaves,whichhave coſt — 
ſo-many brave men, their fellows inarms, and have been dearly bought by us that 4 
cven with our deargit blood,as the wormds wehave upon us can hut too wellwitneſs; fo cari

him; he uſed me {o cruelly, that becoming even deſperate, for that I-was not able taendure 
the evil he did me, 1 was ſeven or cight times upon the pains to have poyſoned my ſelf, which 
queſtionleſs I had done,jif God of his infinite mercy and goodneſs had not delivered me from, 
it, whereunto I'was the rather induced to make-him loſe the money .he paid for me, becauſe

ons.During this incertainty our beſt advice was,'to fail the reſt of the night with as little cloth

As we were in this diverſity of minds, and terrifled with that which we diſcerned before our

Afluredly, ſaid he, you are very much 
bound to give Gud thanks for delivering you from one of the greateſt perils that ever you 
were in,for without his aſſiſtance tt had been impoſſible for you ever to have declined it,or to 
rell me of it with ſuch Joy as now you do : Thereupon he declared unto them, that the Army 
hey had encountred was the very ſame,which had held Antonio de Silveyra twenty dayes to= 
ether beſieged, being compoſed of a great number of Tzrks, whereof Solyman the Baſſz 
Vice-Roy of Caire, was General, and that thoſe Sails they had ſeen,were,58.Gallies great 
ſmall, each of which carried five Pieces of Ordnance in her prow, and ſome! of them were 
Pieces of Battery,beſides eight other great veſſels full of Txrks, that were kept in reſerve to 
ſaccour the Army, and ſupply the places of ſich as ſhould be killed : Moreover, he added, thar 
they had great abundance of Vitals, amongſt the which there was 12. Bafilisks. This news 
having much amazed us, we rendred infinite praiſe to the Lord for ſhewing us ſuch grace, as

This done, for 
that it was the 14 of March, anda fit time for Navigation to Malaca, Pedro de Faria ſet fail 
for Goa, where by vertue of a Patent granted him by the Vice-Roy,he furniſhed himſelf with 
all things neceflary for his Voyage ; Deparcing then trom Goa on the 1 3 of April, With a Fleet 
of eight Ships, four Foiſts, and one Galley, wherein there were five hundred men , he 
had fo favourable a wind, that he arrived at Maca, the fifth day of Fare, in the ſame

: Poder /f Faria ſucceeding Dom Eftevans de Gama in the charge of the Captain of Malaca, ge& 3; 
arrived there ſafely with his Fleer, nothing hapning in his Voyage worthy of writing, Now

. fied to therti the beſt I could, how if they would permit me to return tomy Skiff for to fetch a 


thing which-Fhad forgotten,I would give them 4o crowns in gold;whereunto they anſwered, 
that if I wotild give them ali the ſilver. in Malaca, they would not letme 20; for ifthey ſhould, 
they were ſure to loſe their heads:This ſpeech of theirs redoubled my fear,which yet increaſed 
when I ſaw my ſelf invironed with 20 more of thoſe armed men, who guarded me all that 


night. The next 
| next Court, where I found him mounted on an Elephant, and ac- 
<ompanied wit , befides thoſe of: his , Which were far more in number., 
When he ſaw me towards him,much troubled, and indeed more dead then alive; He 
faid ewice tome, Be not afraid,but come nearer to me, and thou ſhalt know the cauſe why I ſent for 
thee, Thertupon having made a fign to me wich his hand that Iſhould look that wayhe 
pointed me to ; I rurned mie about, and beheld a {great many bodies extended on the place, 
and weltring in their own blood, amongft the wh'ch 1 preſently knew the Mabometan, Caia 
Mle, with whom I came, which I no ſoener perctived, but like a mandiftraught of his wits I 
caſt my ſelfat the feet of the Elephant whereuponthe King rode, and with tears in mycyes 
cried out, O Sir,have pity on me,and take me. for thy ſlave,rather then cauſe me toend my 
dayes with the trofments which have taken thoſe out of the world whom 1 ſee here ; I fwv ear 
untothee by the faith of a Chriſtian,that 1 have not deſerved death.as having no way offend- 
ed thee ; Conſider likewiſe, 1 beſeech thee, that I am Nephew: to the Captain of Malaca, who 
will give thee any ranſom for me thou wilt defire,as alſo that thou haſt the Frirupango,where- 
in I came,in thy Port, full of goods, all which thou taaiſt take it if thoupleaſeſt. Hearing me 
ſpeak in this ſort, God forbid, ſaid he, that ever T ſhould do any ſuch tbing , no, no, be not afraid, 
fland v6 and recellef thy ſelf, for Tſee well thcu art much troubled, and when thou art in bet- 
ter caſe to Hear me, T will tell thce wherefore 1 cauſed the Moor that came with thee to be ex= 
exented z and in 7004 faitb, if be had been either a Portugal, or a Chriſtian, I would not 
have put bim to death, no though be bad killed mine own ſon. Howbeit perceiving, that a

ich were alſodi{-fgured in the face, as they made-us afraid to look on them,

int of Szrebay-in the Ifle of Fooa, there aroſe ſo im a North-wind, that our Junck

bumble'thanks for it,and comforted our new.gucſts,jn repreſenting unto themall thoſe things 
which the duty of ere Chriſtians and ur Poor Le yea chliged 19 tell them, Aer tha 
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in part of payment given him rotten ſtuffs, which he could make nothing of 5 moreover, that 
for all his five thauſan4 Ducates worth «of Commodities, that in Malaca would have 
yielded him ten thouſand, and by exchange of vendible wares he might eaſily have returned, 
would have made him ten thouſand more, he never could get above 700 Ducates ; and there- 
fore to be revenged of this wrong, he had picked quarrels on purpoſe to toll him forth to kill 
him; in regard whereof he inftantly deſired me to ſtay, and not abandon him and the Cap- 
tains ſtock to ſuch apparent danger : Whereupon having uſed all the reaſons I could to facili- 
tate my voyage ; he would by no means approve of them, but contradi&ed me in all myipro- 
poſitions. For concluſion, I remonſtrate@unto him, that if it were his ill fortune, as he fa d he 
fear'd to be kill'd for that which he had,l ſhould be inno better caſe,and therefore I marvell'd 
why he would let thoſe 11 Portugals go, with whom rather he ſhould have imbarqued himſelf 
for Malaca. Hereunto after a little pauſe he made anſwer, that he was very ſorry he had not 
done ſo,but fince it was now too late,he intreated me not to forfake him in this extremicy,and 
that for the Captains ſake, who he knew would not take it well I ſhould leave him fo alone - 
with his goods, which were no leſs worth chen 30000 ducates, beſides thoſe belonging to him- 

ſelf, that amounted td almoſt as much more. This requeſt of his made to me with ſuch inſtance 

on the one fide, fomwhat perplexed me, and on the other conſidering the extream hazard I 

ran if Iſtay'd, I knew not what to refolve; At length after I had well thought of the matter, I 

was conſtrained to come to thisaccord with him, that injcaſe he did not within fifteen days 
imbarque himſelf with me in my Lanchara for Patana,with all his Commodities reduced into 

gold or tones, whereof there was great plenty in the Town, that then I might go where I 
pleaſed withont him; an offer that he was forced to accept of, and ſo we remained agreed. 

The fear Tome Loho was in, left that wherewithal he was threatned ſhould befal him,made SR. zi 
him uſe ſuch diligence in ſelling - op Gong Commodities, that by means of the good peny- 
worths he afforded them at, in leſs then eight days he cleared his Warehouſe,and the other 
places wherein they lay ; ſo that utterly refuſing Pepper,Cloves,and ſuch other Drugs, which 
took up too much room, he.trucked all away for gold of Menenchabo, for Diamonds of Lavo 
and Taxcampura, and Pearls of Borneo. Now having madea full diſpatch of all, and that we 
.-were reſolyed ro imbarque the next day, by ill fortune a moſt terrible accident hapned the 
night enſuing, which was, that one named Coia Geinal,the King of Borneo's Embaſſador, who 
had been three or four years refident in the King of Pan's Court, and a marvellous rich man, 
Killed the King upon finding him in bed with his wife, which cauſed ſuch a commotion in the 
., Town,that icſeemed tobe a Tumult of Hell, rather then auy humane bufineſs ; Wheretpori 
certain rogues and vagabonds,that wiſhed for nothing more then ſuch like occafions, to the 
, end they mighe do what before for fear of the King they durſtnot enterprize,madea Troop of 
five op {1x hundred, which ſeparated into three bands, went diretly to the houſe, where Tome 
Lobo dwelt, Having aflaulted it in fix or ſeven places, they entred by force, notwithſtanding 
all. the refiſtance we could make, and that in defending it we loſt x 1 men,whereof the -Portu« 
gats,which came with me from Melaca, were three, During this violence, all that Tome Lobo 
could do, was toeſcape away with fix great blows of a ſword, oneof the which had cuthis 
right cheek almolt away, fo as he was like to do of that hurt. We were both of us then con- 
Rrained to abandon the houſe ro them, together with all the goods that were in it, and retire 
to the Lanchara, where we remained with five boyes and eight Mariners,not having ſo much , 
as the worth of a peny left of all our Merchandize, which amounted to fifty thouſand crowns 
in gold and ſtone only. In this Lanchara we paſt away all the night very much afflifted, and 
Rill hearkning what might be the end of this mutiny, which was riſen among the people, as 
I have before related: At length perceiving the matters grew worſe and worſe,and that there 
was no hope for us to recover any part Cy our goods, we thought it a far ſafer courſe to go 
away to Patasa,then by ſtaying to run a hazard of being killed, as above four thouſand per- 
ſons were, With this reſolution we parted from this place,and in fix days atrived at Patana, 
where we were very well reccived-by the Portugals which were in that Country, unto whom 
we recounted all that bad paſt at Pay, and the pitieus eſtate "—_— we left that miſerable 
Town. This aceident very much afflifted them, ſo that defiring to give ſome remedy thereun- 
to,with a true affe&ion of charitable Chriſtians, they wentall tothe Palace of the King, and 
complained-to him of the wrong that had been done to the Captain of Malaca, beſeeching 
him thereupon they might be permitted to recover,if it were poſlible,the loſs they had ſuſtaine - 


&d, and ha ve leave granted to right themſelves upon any Merchants goods belonging tothe 
G Kingdom 
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Kingdom of Par,to the value of the ſum they had been deſpoyled of. The King having heard 
their complaint,and preſently granting what they demanded ; It isreaſonable, faid he, that 
you ſhoull do as you have been done unto, and that ,you ſhould fpoil them that firſt have 
ſpoyled you,efpecially in a matter that concerns the Captain of Malacs, unto whom all of you 
are ſo much obliged. The Portugals, having rendred him very humble thanks for this grace,re- 
turned to their houſes, where they concluded to ſeize upon all the goods they could meet 
with belonging to the Kingdom of Par, until ſuch time as _—— fully recovercd their 
JoG. It hapned then about nine days after they being advertiſed, that ſome ten Leagues off, in 
the river of Calantan,were three Junks of China, very ich, and appertaining to Mahometan 
Merchants, Natives of the Kingdom of Par, that by foul weather at Sea were conſtrained to 
putin there, our people reſolved to fall upon them : To which effe&, our of 300 Portwgals, 
that were in the Country, we choſe out fourſcore, with whom we imbarqued our ſei ves in 2 
Foiſts,and one round ſhip, well provided of all things we thought to be neceffary for this en- 
terprize. So we d ed three days after with all yu for fear leſt the Mahometans of the 
Country, baving diſcovered our defign, ſhould advertiſe them of it whom we went toſeck : 
Of chef. three Veſſels one Foano Fernandez Dabrea, bornin the Ifle of Madera, was General, 
who with fourty Souldiers went in the round ſhip,and the other two Foyſts were commanded 
by Laxrenco de Goes,and V aſco Serments, both of them of the _ of Braganain Portugal, and 
very well experienced in Sea-ſervice. The next day we arrived at the River of Calentan, 
where as ſoon as we deſcried the three Junks ridingat Anchor,which we had been told of,we 
ſt very valiantly upon them; and albeit thoſe that were in them did ar firſt do their beſt cn- 
deavour to defend themſzlves, yet at length all their refiſtanee was in vain; for in leſs then an 
hour we reduced them all under our power, ſo as ſeventy and four of theirs were ſlain,and but 
three of ours,though we had many men hurt. I will not hold you here with = particular 
diſcourſe of what was done on either fide; let it ſuffice, that after the three Junks had rendred 
themſelves,we preſently ſer ſail,and carried them away with us in all haſte, becauſe the whole 
therea was in an uproar, direQing our courſe towards Patans, where by the 
favour ofa fair wind we arrived the next day in the afternoon : Having then caft Anchor, we 
Gluted the Town with a piece of Ordnance in fign of jJoy,which put the Mahometans of the 
country out of al patience:for though we ſtood in the terms of good friends with them, yet they 
left not to uſe all poſſible'means, both of Preſents which they gave to the Governours and the 
Kings Favorites, and otherwiſe, for to make our prizes void,and that the — expel us 
out of his Dominions,whereunto he would at no hand conſent, ſaying, that he wouldnot for 
any thing in the world break the peace which his anceſtors had made with the Chriſtians of 
Malaca,and that all that he could do therein was to become a third between them : W 
on he defired us, that the 3 Necodas of the Junks, ſo are the Commanders of them called 
that Country,reſtoring unto us what had been taken from the Captain of Malaes, we would 
likewiſe render unto them as well their Veſſels free,as the overplus,a matter which Foaro Fer. 
nandez, Dabrea, and the reſt of the Portwgals very willingly agreed unto, to teſtifie the defire 
they had to content him;As indeed he was exceedingly well pleaſed with them for it, which 
he _ both in courteous Language, and many promiſes ofhis future favour. Thus were 
the fifty thouſand Ducates recovered, that Pedro de Faria and Tome Lobo had loſt, and the 
Portugals were in great eſteem over all that Country; fo that their yalour rendred them very 
formidable to the Mahometans, A little after the Souldiers aſſured us, that in the three 


* Junks we had taken, there was (onely in lingots of filver, befides the other Merchandize 


wherewithal they were laden) to the value of two hundred Taieis, which in our money 
amounts toan hundred thouſand Ducates.

1 Fs ſojourned {26 daycs at Patana for to ſell away ſome few Commodities 'of { bins 


L .& that Thad, there arrived a Foyfſt from Malaca, commanded jby one : Antonio de Fae 
riz, who came thither by the expreſs commandment of Pedro de Faria to treat with the King 


about ſome accord, as alſo to confirm the ancient League anew which he had with . 
ca, 


Of Ferdinand «M endex Pinto. 
{aca, and withal to give him thanks for the good entertai» ment he gave in his Kinsdom 
to thoſe.of the Portugal Nation. Thic bufineſ* was carried with a fair ſhew of an Embaſliefac- 
companied witha Letter and a preſent of Jewels,ſent in the name of the King of Pormgal 
our Maſter,and taken out of his Coffters,as all the Captains of that place uſed to do. Now for 
as much as the ſaid Antonio de Faria had brought along with him ten or twelve thouſand 
Crowns worth of Tz4ian woolen and linnen cloth, which he had taken up on his credit at 
Malaca, and that he ſaw there was ſo little utterance of that commodity.as he could not meet 
with any Merchant that would deal for it,he was fain to reſolve for to ſpend the winter there 
until ſuch time as he might meer with ſome opportunity to put it off; Howbeit he was advi- 
ſed by ſome of the beſt experienced of the Country ro ſend it unto Lzgor, which & a great. 
Town in the Kingdom of Siam,” 100 Leagues lower towards the North;for they alledged that 
this Port was very rich, and of great vent,by reaſon of a world of Junks that arrived there 
dayly from the Iſle of Faoa, from Love, Tewemyre, HR Demaa, Panaruca Sydayo, Paſ- 
ſarvan, Solor, and Borneo, whoſe Merchauts were uſed to give a good rate for ſuch like com- 
modities,in exchange of Gold or Stone. This advice was well approved of by Antonio de Fa. 
rt, who inſtantly went about to put it in execution ; To which end he took order for the 
providing of a Veſſel, by reaſon the Foyſt wherein he came wasjalogether unfit for a fur- 
ther Voyage : Matters thus diſpoſed of he deputed one named Chriftovano Borhalho, for his 
FaQor, a man exceeding well yers'd in buſineſs of Trafftique, with whom there imbarqued - 
ſome ſixteen men,as well Souldiers as Merchants, with a hope that one Crown would yie!d 
them 6 or 7,what in the Commodities they ſhould carry,as in thoſe they ſhould retprn. Here- 
upon wretched I,being one of the 16, we'parted from the Port on a Saturday, and failed 
with a:favourable wind all along the Coaſt till Thurſday next ih the morning, that we arrived 
at Lzgor Road, and anchored at the mouth of the River ; There it was thought fit topaſs the 
reſt of the day,to the end we might inform. our ſelves of what was behoveful for us to do, as 
well for the ſale of our commodities, as for the ſafery of our perſons:And toſay truth, we 
Jearnt ſuch good news, that we were confident of gaining above 6 times double,and to be ſare 
of freedom and liberty during all the-month of Septemher, according 'to the Ordinance of the 
King of Siam, becauſe it was the month of the Kings Sumbayas, Now the better to clear this, 
you, muſt know,that all along this Coaſt of Malayz, and within the Land , a great King com- 
mands, who for a more famous and, recommendable Title above all other Kings, canfeth 
himſelf to be called Prechax Salex, Emperour of all Sornau, which is a Country wherein 
there are 13 Kingdoms, by us commonly called Siam,to the which 14 petty Kings are ſubje&, 
and yield homage, th f were anciently obliggd to make their perſonal repair unto 04iaa, the 
Capital City of this Empire, as well to brinWWſheir Tribote thither, as todo the Sumbaya to 
their Emperor,which was indeed to kiſs the Courtelas that he ware by his fide ; Now becauſe 
this City was ſeated 50 Leagues within the Land,and the Carrents of the Rivers fo ſtrong, as 
theſe Kings were oftentimes forced to abide the whole winter there to their great charge, they 
petitioned the Prechau,King of Siam, that the place of doing this their homage might be 
altered ; whereupon he was pleaſed to ordain, that for the future there ſhould be a Vice-Roy 
reſident in the Town of Lxgo,which in their Language is called Poyho, unto whom every three 
__ thoſe 14 Kings ſhould render that duty and obedience they were accuſtomed to doupto 
imſelf,and that during that time tligy ſpent there in performing the fame, being the whole 
month of September,both their own Merchandize,% that of all others, as well natives as ſtran= 
gers, that either came in, or went out of the Country, ſhould be free from all manner of im- 
poſts whatſdever : So that we arriving in the time of this freedom, there was ſuch a multitude 
of Merchants that flocked thicher from all parts,as we were aſſured there was no lefs then 150 
Veſſels in the Port,all laden with an infinity of Commodities of very great value: And this 
was the good news we learnt at ſuch time as we arrived at the mouth of the Rivergwherewith 
we were ſo we!t pl-aſed, that we pteſently geſolved toput in as ſoon as the wind would per- 
mit us, But ala | we were ſo unfertuna: e, that we could never come to ſee what we ſo mich 
deiired ; for about ten of +42 Clock, juſt as we had dined, and were preparing to fet ſai]; 
we ſaw a great Junk comin” upon us, which perceiving us tobe Portzgals, fewin number, 
and our Veſſet\ma!!, f-l cl: with our prow on the larboard fide, and then thoſe that were 
in her threw into us creat Cramp» irons, faſtened unto two long chains, wherewithall they 
grappled us taft unto thezm; wh ch they had no ſooner done, but ftraightway ſome ſeventy 


or eighty Mahometans eame flying out from under their hatches,that till then had lien — 
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there,who with a mighty cry caſt ſo many ſtones, darts, and Lances, which fell as thick as hail 
upon us, that of us fixteen Portxgals twelve reſted dead in the place, rogether with fix and 
thirty others,as well Boys as Mariners. Now for us four remaining Pertwgals, after we had cſ- 
caped ſo dreadful an incounter, we leapt all of us into the Sea, where one was drowned, and 
we three that were left getting to Land as well as we could,being dangerouſly hurt, and wa- 
ding up tothe waſte in mud, went and hid our ſelves in the next ad joyning wood. In the mean 
time the Mahometans of the ma entring into our Frigot, not contented with the ſlaughter 
they had made-of our men,like mad Dogs they killed fix or ſeven Rpys out-right, whom they 
found wounded on the Deck,not ſparing ſo much'as one of them : That done, they imbarqued 
all the goods of our Veſſel into their Junk,then made a great hole in her, and fo ſunk her : Im- 
mediately whereupon, leaving their Anchor in the Sea,and the Cramp-irons wherewithal they 
had grappled us unto them ; they ſet ſail,and made away as faſt as ever they could for fear ot 
being diſcovered. * | 

Afﬀer this our eſcape, ſecing our ſelves all ſore hurt, and without any hope of help, we did 
nothing but-weep and complain ; for in this diſaſter we knew not what to reſolve on,ſo much 
were we amazed with that which had befaln us within the ſpace of half an hour. In this De- 
ſolation we ſpent the reſt of that ſad day ; but conſidering with our ſelves, that the place was 
mooriſh,and full of Adders and Lizards ; We thought it our ſafeſt courſe to continue there all 
the night too,as accordingly we did,ſtanding up to the middle in the Owze : The next morn- 
ing as ſnon as it was day we went along by the Rivers fide, until we came unto a little chan- 
nel whjch we durſt not paſs, as well for that it was very deep, as for fear of a great number of 
Lizards that we ſaw in it,fo that in great pain we ſtayd not otly that night there, but 5 days 
after,being riot able either togo forward,or turn afide by reaſon of the bogs round about us, 
al! covered over with ruſhes:In the mean time one of our companions dyed,whoſe name was 
Baſtian Anriques, El rich man, and that had loſt cight thouſand Crowns in the Lanchara, in 
ſo much that ofall the company we were before there remained none but Chriftovano Borral- 
bo, and my ſelf, that with tears ſat lamenting over the poor dead mans body, which we had 
covered with a little carth as well as we could,for we were then ſo weak,that we could hard- 
ly ſtir, or almoſt ſpeak, ſo as we had ſet up our reſt to make an end of thoſe few hours we 
hoped to live in that place. The next day,being the ſeventh of our diſaſter, about Sun-ſet,we 
eſpied a great Barque coming rowing up the River, w as ſoon as It was near us, WC 
proſtrated our ſelves on the ground, beſceching thoſe that were aboard her to take us in. [They 
wondering at us,preſently made a ſtand, ſeeming much amazed to ſee usſo on our knees, and 
our hands lift up to Heaven,as though we were at our prayers ; neverthdeſs, without ſpeaking 


at all to us, they made as if they would go on, conſtrained us afreſh tocry aloud to them, . 
- with tears,that they would not ſuffer us for —_ 


of ſuccour to dye miſerably Upon th ofec 
our cries and lamentations,an ancient woman came forth from under the Hatches, whoſe gra ve 
countenance repreſented her tobe ſuch as afterwards we foimd her to be ; ſhe ſecing us in (o 
pitiful a plight moved with our misfortune, and our wounds that we ſhewed her , ſhe took up 
a ſtick, and therewith ſtruck three or four of the Mariners becauſe they would not take us in 


| whereupon approaching to the bank five or fix of them lept on ſhore, and by her command- 


ment took us upon their ſhoulders,and carried us into the Barque, This honourable Woman 
mifth grieved to behold us ſo hurt,and our ſhirts and Linnen drawers all bloody and mired, 
cauſed them ftraightway to be waſhed, and having givert each of us a Linnen cloth to cover us 
withal,ſhe would needs have us to fit down by her,where commanding meat to be brought us 
ſhe her (elf preſenting it to us with her own hand ; Eat, eat, ſaid ſhe, poor ſtrangers, and be not 
affliied to ſee your ſelves reduced unto the ſtate you arein ; for I, whom now you look upon, and that 
am but a woman, not having as yet attained to the age of fifty years, have ſeen my ſelf a ſlave, 
and deſpoyled of above an bundred thouſand Ducates 'worth of goods : Nor is that all, for tothis 
misfortume was the death of three of my ſons adjoyned, and that of my busband, whom I held far 
more deare then theſe eycs of mine ; theſe eyes, alas Y wherewith T beheld both the father and the 
ſons tojn in pieces by the King of Siams Elephants, together with two Brothers, and a Son« 
in-Law I bad, Ever ſince I bave had a languiſhing life, and to all theſe miſeries have many 
others far Ox” ſucceeded ; for ſo implacable hath fortune been wnto me, that I bave 
ſecn three daughters of mine ready to be married, as alſo my father, mother, and two .nd 
thirty of my kinſmen, nephews and couſins, thrown into burning furnaces, where their cries and 
Lamentations c:uld not chuſe but reach unto Heaven, for God to ſucsour them in the violence of that 


inſuppor« 
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inſupportable torment : but alas: the enormitie of my ſins no doubt ſo ſtypped the e rs of the cle.; 
mency of the Lord «f Lords, that he would not bear ggr requeſt, which ſeemed very juſt to me > Te 
vertbele(s, I deceived my ſelf, ſince nothing is jult but what it pleaſeth his divine Maijefty to or- 
dain. Hereurto we aniwered, that the lins which wealſo had committed againft him were 
the cauſe of our calaminies. Seeing it is ſo, replyed ſhe, mingling her teags with ours, ir is al- 
wayes good in your adverhitics to acknowledge, that the touches of the hand God are ever. 
more righteous ; for both in that, as alſo in a Confeſlion of the mouth, in a ſorrow for ha- 
ving offended, and in a firm reſolution to do ſono more, conliſteth all the remedy of your 
ſufferings and mine. Having entertained us thus with the diſcourſe of her misfortune, ſhe en. 
quired of us the occaſion of ours, and by what means we came to be in that miſerable eſtate , | 
whereupon we recounted unto her all that had paſt, and that we neither knew who it was 
that had ſoill entreate {us,nor wherefore he did it ; Her people, hearing us,faid,that the great 
Junk,whereof we ſpaſte, belonged to a Mabometan, a Guzarat by Nation, named Coio Acem, 
who the ſame morning went out of the River laden with Brazil, and was bound for the Ifte 
of Ainan : Hereat the good wonian ſmote her breſt, and ſeeming to be much moved, Let me 
not live, ſaid ſhe, if it be not ſo, for T have beard that Mahometan, of whom you fþ3ak, vaunt pub. 
liquely before all that would give car unto bim, that he had ſliin a great number of the race 
of thoſe of Malaca, and that he hated them in ſuch ſort, 4s be ha4 promiſed to his Mahomet to 
kill mvre of them in time. Being amazed hereat, we deſired her to declare unto us who that 
man was, and why he was ſo much our enemy 2 Whereunto ſhe anſwered, that the knew no 
other reaſon, but for that a great Captain of our Nation, named Hedtor de Sylveirn, had killed 
his father and two of his brothers in a ſhip, which he took from them in the ſtreight of Mece | 
qu, that was going from Ju4ea ro Dabul, Thus much did this good Matron tell us, and ! 
many other things afterwards concerning the great hatred this Mahometan bore us, as allo ' 
what lies he deviſed to render us infamous. | | ; 
This honourable woman ,departing from the place where ſhe found us, went ſome two Sc&.2. 
Leagues up the River, till ſhe came to a Village where ſhe lay that night : The next morning 
parting from thence, ſhe made direGtly to the Town of Lwxgor, which was above five Leagues { 
further. Arriving there about noon, ſhe landed, and went to her houſe, whither ſhe carried us 
with her,and kept as there 23 days,during which time we were very well looked unto, and 
plentifully accommodated with all that was neceffary for us. This woman was a Widow.,aud 
of an honourable Family, as afrerward we learnt, and that had been married to the Cap- 
tain General, which they call Xzbandar of Prevedim, whom the Pata of Laſapara King of 
zaijuan had put to death in the Iſle of Fara, the year 1538. At the time fhe met with us, 
as | have related, ſhe came from a Funk of hers, that lay at the Road laden with Salt ; and 
becauſe it was great,” and could not paſs up by reaſon of the ſhelves, ſhe had cauſed it to be 
unladen by little and little with that Barque. By that time the 23 dayes, I ſpake of, were 
expired, it pleaſed God to reſtore us to our perfett health, fo that this virtuous Dame ſeeing 
us able to travel, recommended us to a Merchant, her Kinſman, that was bound for Patans, 
with whom,after we had taken our leave of that noble Matron, unto whom we were ſo much 
obliged, we imbarqued our ſelves in a Cataluz with Oars, and failing on a River called Sum- 
bechitano,we arrived ſeven dayes after at Patana. Now for as much as Antonio de Faria looked 
every day for our return, with a hope of good ſucceſs in his buſineſs,as ſoon as he ſaw us, and 
underſtood what had paſt, he remained fo fad and diſcontented, that he continued above an 
hour wirhout ſpeaking a word ; inthe mean time ſuch a number of Portuzals came in, as 
the houſe was ſcarce able to contain them, By reaſon the greateſt part of them had ventured 
goods in the Lanchara, whoſe lading, in that regard amounted to ſeveuty thouſand Ducates 
and better, the moſt of it being in ſilver coyn, of purpoſe with it to return Gold. Antonio 
de Faria ſeeing himſelf ſtripped of the twelve thouſand Ducates he had borrowed at Mala- 
ca, reſolved not to return thither, becauſe he had no means to pay his Creditors, but rather 
thought it fitter to purſue thoſe that had robbed him ofhis goods ; fo that he took a ſolemn 
Oath upon the holy Evangeliſts topart incontinently from that place for togo in queſt of 
thoſe Pyrates, for to tevenge upon them the death of thoſe fourteen Portugals, and thirty 
fix Chriſtians, Boyes and Mariners, killed by them as aforeſaid ; Adding withal, that if 
ſuch a courſe were not taken, they ſhould every day be uſed fo, nay far worſe. All the Affi- 
ſtants very much commended his valorous reſolution; and for the execution thereof there 


were many young Soldiers amoneſt them that offered to accompany him in that ay” 
ewiſe

| likewiſe preſented him with mony, and others furniſhed him with divers neceffaries : Having 


accepted theſe offers and preſents of his friends, he uſed ſuch diligence, that within 18 dayes 
he made all his preparations, and got thither 55 Souldiers, amongſt whom our unfortunate 
I was fain tobe one; for Iſaw my ſelf in that caſe, asI had not fo much as a fingle token, nor 
knew any one that would eirher give or lend me one,being indebreq& beſides at Malaca above 
£00 Ducates,that I had borrowed there of ſome of my friends, which with as much more,that 
Dog had robbed me of, amongſt others, as I haverelated before, having been able to ſave no- 
thing but my miſerable carcaſs wounded in 3 places witha Javelin, and my skull crackt with 
a ſtone, whereby I was three or four times at the point of death ; Bur my companion Chriſtc. 
van Borralbo was yet far worſe entreated then my ſelf, and that with more hurts which he re- 
ceived in fariefation of five and twenty hundred Ducates that he was robbed of, as the reſt. 


CHAP. XV. 


Antonio de Faria's ſctting forab for the Iſle of Ainan, his arrival at the River 
of Tinacorem ; and that which befgl ws in this Voyage. 


S ſoonas Antonio de Faria was ready, he de d from Patana on a Saturday the g of 
May, 1540. and ſteered North North-Welt,towards the Kingdom of Chompaa, with 
an intent to diſcover the Ports and Havens thereof, as alſo by the means of ſome gurd booty 
to furniſh himſelf with ſuch things as he wanted , for his haſte to from Paiana was ſuch, 
as he had not time to furniſh himſelf with that which was neceflary for him,” no not with vi- 
Qual and warlike ammunition enough. After we had ſailed three dayes, we had fight of an 
Ifland, called Pl Condor, at the height of eight degreesand three quarters on the North 
Coaſt, and almoſt North-Weſt towards the mouth of the River of Camboia; ſo that having 
rounded all the Coaſt,we diſcovered a good Haven Eaſtward,where in the Iſland of Camboia, 
diſtant ſome fix Leagues from the firm Land,we met with a Junk of Leazios,that was going to 
the Kinzdom of Siam, with an Embaſladour from the Nawtauquim of Lindan,who was Prince 
of the I{Jand of Toja,and that had no ſooner diſcovered us, but he ſent a meflage by a Chineſe 
Pilot to 4ntonio de Faria, full of Complements, whereunto was added theſe words from them 
all : That the time would come when as they ſhould communicate with w in the ane love of the 
Law of God, and of b's infinite clemency ; who byhis death had given life to all men, and a perp 


"- 
tual inheritance inthe hbogſe of the good,and that they believed this ſhowld be ſo, after the [u; of 


the balf time was paſt. With this Complement ay ſent him a Courtelas of great value,whoſe 
handle and ſcabbard was of Gold, as alſo fix and twenty Pearls in a little box likewiſe of 
Gold,made after the feſhion of a Salt-ſeller, whereat Antonio de Faria was very much grie- 
ved, by reaſon he was not able to render the like unto this Prince as he was obliged todo, 
for when the Ch:neſe arrived with this meſſage, they were diſtant above a League at Sea frum 
us, Hereupun we went aſhore, where we ſpent 3 daycs in taking in freſh water, and fiſhing. 
Then we put to Sea again, labouring to get to the firm Land,there to ſeek out a River named 
Pullo Cambin, which divides the State of Cambois from the Kingdom of C - in the 
height of nine Degrees, where arriving on a Sunday the [aft of May,we went up Leagues 
in this River, and anchored juſt againſt a great Town called Catimparu, there we remained 
12 days in peace, during the which we made our proviſion of all things neceflary. Now be. 
cauſe Antonio de Faria was naturally curious, he endeavoured to underſtand from the people 
of the Country what Nation inhabited beyond them, and whence that mighty River tock its 
ſource ; whereunto he was anſwered,that it was derived from a Lake, named Pmator, diſtant 
from them Eaſtward two hundred and fixty Leagues in the Kingdom of Q«itirvan, and that 
it was invironed with high mountains,at the foot whereof,upon the brink ot the water, were 
eight and thirty Villages,of which thirteen were very great, and the reſt ſma), and that only 
inone of the great ones, called Xincaleu , there was ſich a huge myne of Gold, as by the re- 
port of thoſe that lived thereabout, there was every day a Bar and a half drawn cut of it, 
whichaccording to the value of our mony,makes two and twenty Millions ina year;zand that 
four Lords had ſhare in it, who continually were in war together, cach one ſtriving to make 
bin!{clf Maſter ot it z 1, and that one of them,named Raiahitan, had in an inner yard « fhis 
houſe 'n pots unCer ground,that were full to the very brims, above fix hundred Bars of Gold 


in Powder liketo that of Menancabs of the Ifland of Samatra ; And that it three hundred 
| | : Harquebuſters 
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Harquebiſiers of our Nation ſhould go and aſſault it, without doubt they would carry it: 
Moreover, that in another of theſe Villages, called Bxaquirim, there was a quarry, where out 
of an old Rock they digged a great quantity of Diamonds,that were very fine, and of greater 
value then thoſe of Lavaand Taniampura in the Ile of Faoa, Whereupon Antonio de Fa ria, 
having queſtioned chem about many other particularities, = made him a relation of the 
fertility of the Country which was further up this River, no leſs fit to be deſired, then cafie 
to be conquered,and that withlittle charge. | 


Being departed from this River of Pullo Cambim,we ſailed along the Coaſt of the Kingdom $:8. 4k 


of {hampaa, till we came to an Haven, called Saleyzacau, 17 Leagues farther on towards the 
North, whereinto we entred. Now becauſe there was nothing to be gotten there, we went 
out of this place about Sun-ſetting, and the next morning we came to a River named Toobas 
ſoy, without the which Antonio de Faria caſt anchor, becauſe the Pilot would not venture to 


. ww 
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encer into it, for that he had never been there before, and therefore knew not the depth of 


it, As we were conteſting hereabout, ſome for to enter, and others gainſaying it, we diſcer- 
ned a great fail making toward: the Port from the main Sea. Hereupon without ſtirring from 
the place where we were, we prepared to receive them in a peaceable manner; fo that as ſoon 
ns ay came near us, we ſaluted chem, and hang up the flag of the Country, called Charachi. 
na, which is a ſign of friendſhip, uſed pong them'in ſuch like occaſions. They of the ſhip, in 
ſtead of anſwering us in the ſame ,A3 in reaſon it ſeemed they ſhould; have done, and 
knowing that we were Portzgals, to whom they wiſhed not well, gave us very vile and baſe 
words, and from the top of their poup made a capher ſlave hold up his arſe bare to us,with 
a mighty noiſe and din of Trumpets, Drums, and Bells, by way of ſcorn and derifion of us, 
Whereat Antonio de Faria was ſo offended, that he gave them a whole broad fide,» to ſee if 
that would make them more courteous + To this ſhotof ours they returned us an anſwer. of 
five pieces of Ordnance, namely three Faulcons,and two little Field-pieces; whereupon con- 
ſulring rogether what we ſhonld do,we reſolvetl to abide where we were,for we held it not fic 


to undertake ſo doubeful an enterprize, until ſuch time as the next;days light might diſcover 


the forces of this Veſſel unto us,that ſo we might afterwards either ſet upon her with the more 
ſecurity,or let her paſs by : This Counſel was approved both by Antonts de Faria, and us all, 
fo that keeping good watch,ang giving order forall that was neeeffary, we continued in thar 
place expefting day 5 now about 2 of the clock in the morning we perceived 3 black — 
cloſe to the water coming towards us, which we could not well diſcern, whereupon we wak- 
ned Antonio de Faria,who was then aſleep on the hatches, and ſhewed him what we had dif< 
covered, being by that time not far from us : He fearing, as we did, leſt they were Enemies, 
cried out preſently, Arm, Arm, Arm, wherein he was ſtraightway vbeyed , for now plain- 
ly perchin that they were Veſſels rowing towards us, we baotk io cur Arm, ndwes 

d by our Captain in places moſt neceſſary to defend our ſelves. We conceived by 
their filent to us, that they were the Enemies we had ſeen over night, ſo that 
Antonio de Faria (aid unto us, Aſy maſters, This is ſome Pyrate coming to ſet upon #s, who 
thinks we are not above fix or ſeven at the moſt, as the manner is in ſuch kind of Veſſels, where- 
fore let every mew ford down, ſo as they may not ſee any of us, and then we ſhall ſoon know 
their Defign, in the mean time let the of powder be made ready, with which, and our 
ſwords, T hope we ſpall give a good end to this Adventure : Let every one alſo bide.bis-match 
4n- ſuch ſort, as they may not be diſcovered, whereby they may be perſwaded that we are aſleep : 
All which, as he had prudently ordained, was incontinently executed. Theſe 3 Veflels,be- 
ing within a flizhe ſhot of ours, went round about her, and after they bad viewed her. well, 
they joyned all cloſe toyether, as if they had centred into ſome new Conſultation, continuing 
ſo a quarter of an hour ; that done, : hey ſeparated themſelves into two pr _—_— 
the two lefler'went together to our poup, and the third that was greater, and better 8 
made to the ftarboard of us ; Hereupon they entred our Lorch where moſt couveniently 
they could, fo that in leſs then half a quarter of an hour above forty men were gotten in, 
which ſeen by Anmio de Fariz, he iflued out from under the hatches with ſome forty Soul-- 
diers,and invoking Saint James our Patron, he fell ſo couragiouſly upon them,that ina ſhort 
time he killed them almoſt al!; Then with aid of the pots of powder,that he cauſed to be caft 
in amongſt thoſe that were remaining in the 3 Veſſels, which he preſently. took, he made 
an end of defeating, them,the moſt of them being conſtraindto leap into the Sea,where they 
were all drowned but five, whama we took up alive, whereof one was the chaper flave that 
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ſhewed us his tail, and the other four were,one Turk, two Achemr, and the Captain of the 
unk, named Similax, a notorious Pyrat,and our mortal Enemy, Antomo de Faria comman. 
ded them inſtantly to be put to torture,tor todraw out of them who they were, from whence 


they came,and what they would have had of us, whereunto the two Achems anſwered moſt 


bruitiſhly ; and when as we were going about to torment the (lave in like manner, he began 
with tears to beſeech us to ſpare him, for that he was a Chriſtian as we were, and that with» 
out torture he would anſwer truly to all our demands ; whereupon Antunio de Faria cauſed 
him to be unbound, and ſetting him by him, gave him a piece of Biker, and a glaſs of wine, 
then with fair words he perſwaded him to declare thettuth of every thing to him, fince he 
was a Chriſtian, as he affirmed ; To which he replyed in this ſort,, If I do not feak the truth 
unto you, then takg me not for ſuch as I am, my name is Sebaſtian, and I was ſlave to Gaſpar de 
Melo, whom this dog Similau, bere preſent, ſlew about two years ago in Liampao, with five 
and twenty other Portugals that were in his ſhip. Antonio de Faria hearing, this,cryed out, like 
a man amazed, and faid, Nay now I care not for knowing any more; is this then that Dog 
Similan,that ſlew thy Maſter ; Tes, anſwered he, it is be, and that meant likewiſe to have done 
as much to you, thinking that ye were not above fix or ſeven, for which effe& be oame away 


in baſte with a purpoſe, as he ſaid, to takg you alive, 
beads with a frontal of cord, as be did to my mdſter- , 
miſchief he hath committed, Antonio de Faria being 


to makg your brains flye out of your 
God I hope will pay bim fer all the 


o advertiſed by this flave, rhat* this 


Dog Simi/auhad brought all his men of War along with him, and left none in his Junk, but 
ſome Chineſe Mariners he reſolved to make uſe of this good fortune, after he had put Simi- 


lax and his companions to death, by making their brains flye out of their heads with a cord, 


as Similau had done to Gaſpar de Mello,and the other Portugals in;Liampao : Wherefore he 
preſently imbarqued himſelf with thirty Souldiers in his Boat, and the three Machnas 
wherein the Enemies came, and by means of the flood and a favourable wind, he arrived 
within leſs then an hour, where the Junk rode at Anchour within the River, about a League 
from us, -whereupon he preſently boarded her, and made himſelf maſter of the poup, from

whence, with only four pots of powder, which he caſt in ' 


the Raſcals that were 


upon the hatches, he made them all leap into the Sea, where 9 or 10 of them were d 
the reſt crying out for help were taken up and faved,becauſe wg ſtood in need of them for the 


Navigation of the Junk, that was a great tall Vefſel.Thus you ſeg how pleaſed God out of 


his Divine juſtice to make the arrogant confidence of this curſed Dog a means to chaſtiſe him 
for his cruelties,and to give him by the hands of Portwgals a juſtpuniſhment for that which 
he had done unto him. The next morning taking an Inventory of this Prize, we found fix 
and thirty thouſand Tacis in filver of Fapan, which amounts in our mony to fifty four thou- 
ſand Ducates,obefides divers othergood Commodities, that were not then for want of 
time,becauſe the Country was all in an-uproar, and fires every where ki , whereby they 
uſe to give warning one to another upon any alarm or doubt of Enemics,which conſtrained 


us to make away withall ſpeed.

The Friday following we 
found our ſelves juſt againſt a River, called/by the Inhabitants of the Country, Tinacorex, and 
by us Varella, whereinto we thought fit to enter, as well to be i of certain things 

nwnio de Faria delired to know, as alſo to ſee whether tre could lean = news of Cora 


Acem whom he ſought for, in regard that all the Junks of Siam, and of 
Malaya, that fail to China, uſe to trade in this River, where many times thgy ſell their com- 
modities well in exchange of Gold, Calemboxc Wood ,and Ivory,whereof there is abundance 
in that Kingdom; and baving caft Anchor a little within the mouth of the River,over againſt 
a Village, named Taguilles, there came a number of Paroos,and many other ſmall Boats with 
Fiſhermen, full of refreſhments, who having never ſeen men made like unto us, ſaid one to 
another; Lo, this is a ſtrange noveltic wherewithall God doth viſit us, let w beſeech him he will be 
pleaſed, that theſe bearded men may not be ſuch as for their particular profit do pie countries

like Merchants, and afterwards rob them like Thieves. Let ws get to the Woods, for fear 
left the ſparks of theſe fire brands do net burn up our houſes, and reduce the fields «> our las 
lours into Aſhes, as they uſe to 'doe untothe Lands of other Men, Whereunto ſome of them 


made 
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made anſwer , God forbid it ſhould beſo; but if by misfortune they ſhould comie amongſt 
ur, let us carry our ſelves in ſuch ſort, as they may nor perceive we fear them as Enemies, tor 
ſo they would ſet upon us with the more confidence ; wherefore the beſt courſe for us will. be, 
in a fair way,and with gentle words, to endeavour to learn of them what they would have of 
us, t on knowledge thereot we may certihe it unto Hozaa Pagruir,who is now at Congrax, 
Antoni/Me Faria, making as though he did not underſtand them, alchough all they faid 
was delivered to him by an Interpreter, received them very courteoully , and bought there. 
freſhments which they brought of they) at their own price, wherewithall they were very 
well ſatisfied ; And they demanding of him from whence he came, and what he would have, 
he anſwered them, that he was of the Kinedum of Siam, and as a Merchant was going to traf- 
fique inthe Ile of Legrios , being come in that place only to 1-arn ſome! news of a friend of 
his named Coia Acem, that was alſo bound thither : whereupon he enquired of them whether 
he were paſt by, or no ; however he intended to depart thence ſuddenly, both for toloſe no 
time, as for that he knew he could not ſell his commodities there. To which they replied, You 
fay true, for in this village of ours there is nothing but nets and fiſher Boats, wherewith we 
get our living, and that poorly enough God knows. Howbeit, added they, if thou wilt go 
up the River to the Town of Pilaucacem, where the King is, theu wilt ſel] not only the com- 
modities which are in thy ſhips, be they never ſo rich, but likewiſe more then ten ſuch ſhips as 
thine could carry,by ater that there areMercha nts in that place ſo wealthy,and that drive ſo 
great a trade, asthey go with whole Troops of Elephants, Oxen, and Camels , whom they 
ſend laden with goods to the Lands of the Lawhos, Pafuags, and Guevs, which are inhabited 
by very rich people. Antonio de Faria ſeeing a good occaſion offered to inform himſelf of that. 
he deſired to know, queſtioned them at large concerning many things , whereunto ſome of 
them, that ſcemed A > of more authority then thereſt, anſwered very aptly, how the River, 
where we rode at anchor , was called Timacorex, and that it extended ro Moncalor, a moun- 
tain diſtant from thence ſome fourſcore leagues, and that further upwards it was far broader, 


but not ſo deep, where in many places there were great ſhelves of ſand, and a world of land 


overflown with water, in the which were ſuch a multitude of fowls, as they covered all the 
Country thereabout ; And how beyond that it was all mountainous and rocky , and fo full 
of Elephants, Rhinocerotes, Lions, wild Boars, Buffies, and ſuch other wild beaſts, a« men 
could not poſſibly live there for them ; And moreover, how in the midſt of that continent 
there was a great Lake, which the Inhabitants thereof called unebetea, and others ' hiammay, 
from whence thisRiver took its beginning,as alſo three other«,that watered a guod part of this 
Country; And that the ſajd Lake,according to the port of thoſe who have written of ic,was 
threeſcore Jaos about,cach Jao containing three Leagues,all along the which there were many 
Mynes of Silver, Copper, Tin, and Lead, from whence great qitantities thereof were conti- 
nually drawn,which the Merchants carried away withTroops of Elephants and Rhinocerotes, 
for to tranſport it into the Kirigdoms of Sornzx, by us called Siam, Paſſiloco, Sarady, Tanom, 
Prom, Calaminhzm, and other Provinces, that are very far within land, and diſtant from 
theſe Coafts two or three menths journey. Further they told us, that theſe Countries were 
divided into Kingdoms,and Regions inhabited with people,that were whitc,tawny,and others 
fomewhat blacker ; and that in exchanve of thoſe commodities they returned Gold, Diamonds, 
and Rubics, Having thereupon demanded of them whether thoſe people had Arms, they an- 
ſwered none, but ſtaves hardened in the fire, and daggers with blades twoſpans long ; They 
alſo affured us that from hence one could not go thicher by the River in lefſe then half ewo 
months, or two months and half, by reaſon of the impetnofity of the waters deſcending 
with a great and ſtrons current the moſt part of the year,and that one might return in eight or 
ten dayes at the moſt. After theſe demands Antonio de Faria made them divers others, wherein 
they alſo gave him good fatixfafticn, and reported many other particulars unto him, whereby 
it may be gathered,that if the Country could be taken,it would, without ſo much labour and 
loſs of blood, be of greater profit, and lefſe charge, then the Indies. 


The Friday following we left this River of Tinacorer, and by our Pilots advice we went gef.4. 


to find out Pullo Champeilov, which is an inhabited Iſland, ſcituate in the entrance to the Bay 
of Cauchenchina in forty degree*, and a third to the Northward ; Being come to it , we caſt 
anchor in an Haven,where there was good and fafe riding,and there we remained three dayes, 
mmodating our artillery in the beſt manner we could ; That done, we ſer fail towards the 


of Ainan, hoping to meet with the Pyrat Coia Acem there whom we ſought for, and ar- 
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riving at Pzllo Capas, which was the firſt land that weſaw of ir, we failed cloſe to the ſhoar, 
the better to diſcover the Ports and Rivers on that ſide,and the entries into them. Now becauſe 
the Lorch, wherein Antonio de Faria came from Patana,. Icaked very much, he commanded 
all his Souldiers to paſs into another better Veſſel, which was immediately performed,and ar. 
riving at a River, that about evening we found towards the Eaſt, he caſt anchor a out 
at Sea, by reaſon his Junk was great, and drew much water, ſo that fearing the ſand# which 
he had often met withall in this Voyage, he ſent Chriſftovano Borralho with fourteen Seuldiers 
in the Lorctr up the River to diſcover what fires thoſe might be that he ſaw. Being gone then 
about a league in the River,he incountred a Fleet of forty very great Junks —_—_ fearing 
leſt it was theMandarims army,wherecof we had heard much talk,he kept aloof off from t 

and anchored cloſe by the thoar ; now about midnight the tyde began to come in, which Bor. 
ralbo no ſooner perceived, but he preſently without noiſe weighed Anchor, and declining the 
Junks he went on to that part where he had ſeen the fires,that bythis time were almoſt all our, 
there being not above two or three that gave any light, and which ſerved to guide him. So 
continuing his courſe very diſcreetly,be came to a place where he beheld a mighty company of 
great and {mall Ships, to the number, as he ed, of thouſand Sails, t the 
which very ſilly he arrived at aTown ofabove ten thouſand houſholds, with a 

wall of Brick, with Towers and Bulwarks after our manner, and with Curtains full of water. 
Here five cf the fourteen Souldiers, that were in the Lorch, went on ſhoar with two of thoſe 
Chineſeſes, that were ſaved out of Similaw Junk, who had left their wives as hoſtages with 
us for their return ; Theſe having ſpentthree hours in viewing and ſurveying the Towri on the 
ou tfide,reimbarqued themſelves without any notice taken of them at alland ſo went back very 
quietly as they came to the mouth of the River, where they found a Junk riding at anch or,thag 
was come thither ſince their departure in the evening. Being returned to Antonio de Faris, 
they related unto him what they had (een, particularly the great Army that Jay up in the Ri. 
ver, as alſo the Junck, which they had'left riding at Anchor at the entrance into it,telling him 
that it might well be the Dog Coza Acem whom he fought for. Theſe news ſorcjoyced him, 
that inſtantly he weighed anchor, and ſer (ail, ſaying,his mind gave him that it was undoubt. 
edly he ; and if it proved fo, he affured us all that he was contented to loſe his life in fighting 
with him; for to be revenged of ſuch a Rogue as had done himſo much wrong: Approaching 
within fight of the Junk, he commanded the Lorch to paſle unto the other fide of her, tothe 
end they might board her both together at once, and ed that not a Piece ſhould be ſhot 
off, for fear they ſhould be heard of the Army that lay up in the River,who mi —_— 
come to diſcover them. As ſoon as we Were come to the Junk, ſhe was preſently inveſted by 


us,and twenty of our Souldiers leaping in made-themſclves Maſter®of her without any refift- . 


ance, for the moſt of her men threw themſelves into the Sea, the reſt that were more couragi- 
ous valiantly made head againſt _— - but Antonio de Faria preſently getting in with 
twenty Souldiers more made an end of defeating them , killing above thirty of theirs, ſo as 
there remained none alive but thoſe which voluntarily caſt thenaſclves into the Sea, whom he 
cauſed to be drawn up to ſerve for the Navigation of his Veflels, and for to learn who they 
were, and from whence they came, to which purpoſe he com ed four of them to be put to 
torture, whereof two choſe rather to dye then confeſs any thing ; and as they were about to do 
the like to a lictle boy,an old man, his father,that was laid on the deck,cryed out with tears in 
his eyes for to give him th: hearing before they did any hurt to the child z Antonio de Faris 
made the Executioner tay, and bad the old man ſay what he would, provided he ſpake truth, 
for otherwiſe he vowed,that both he and the boy ſhould be thrown alive into the Sea; whereas 
on the contrary, ifhe dealt truly, he promiſed to ſet them both at liberty on ſhoar, and reſtore' 
unto him whatſoever he would take his oath did appertain unto him: Whereunto the old Mi- 
bometan anſwcr:d , I accept of the promiſe which thou makeſt me, and I very much thank thee 
for ſparing the life of this child, for as for mine, as a thing unprofitable, I make no reckoning of it, 
and Twill rely on1hy word, although the courſe thou boldeft may well divert me fromwt, in regard it 
is no way conformable to the Chrijtian Law, which thou haſt profeſt in thy Baptiſm : An anſwer, 
that rendred Antonio de Faria ſo confounded and amazed,as he knew not what toreply ; How- 
_ he cauſed him to come nearer unto him, and queſtioned him gently without any further 
threatening. 
' This old man then fat him down by Antonio de Faria, who ſeeing him white like unto 
a:ked him whether he were a Turk, or a Perſian ? whereunto he anſwered, that he = 
: ther, 
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ther, but that he wasa Chriſtian, born at Mount Sinai, Antonio de Faria 
how he wondred much, being a Chriſtian, as he faid, that he lived not amongſt Chriſti 
To which the old man anſwered, that he was a Merchant of a good fatnily, named Tome My. 
tang, and that riding one day at anchor in a Ship of his in the chanogd orgs the year one 
thou and five hundred thirty and eight, Soliman the Bafla, Vice Cairo, took bis, and 
ſeven other Ships, to carry Viual and Muniticn for his Army of threeſcore Gallies, where- 
with he went by the Command of the grand Seignior to reſtore Sultan Bandar to his Kingdom 
of Cambaya, which the great Moew! had deprived himifof ; And that at the end of the Voyage 
going to demand the freight which they had promiſed him, the Zwrks , that were ever cruel 
and faithleſs, took his Wife, and a young Daughter he had,and forced them before his face;and 
beca uſe hisſon wept at the fight of this injury, they threw h'm bound band and foot into the 
Sea ; as for himſelf, they laid him in Irons, and continually ſcourging him they ſtript him of 
all his goods, to the value of fix thouſand ducates and better, ſaying, that it was not lawful 
for any to enjoy the bleſſings of God, but the holy and juſt Moxſſelimans, ſuch'as they were : 
And ha his Wife and Daughterdying novlong afrer,he found means one nizht to caſt himſelf 
into the Seca with that little boy, which was his Son, at the mouth of the River of Dix, from 
whence he went by land to Swrrat,4and ſo to Malacs in aſhip of Carcia de Saas, Captain of 
Bacaim; then how by the commandment of Eftevano de Gama, going to China with Chris 
flovano Sardinba, which had been FaQtor at the Molucques, one night agyhe rode at.anchor 
in Cincaapura, Quiay Taijano, Maſter of the Junk, ſarprized them, killed the ſaid Sar 
dinba together with fix and twenty Portugals miore.; as for him, becauſe he was a Gunner, 
they faved his life. At this report Antomio de Faria ſtriking himſelf on the breaſt, as a man 
amazed at this diſcourſe, Lord, Lord, faid he, this ſeems to be a dreams that I hear, then 
turning himſelf to his Souldiers that ſtood about him, he related the life of this Q»i2y unto 
them, and further affirmed, that he had ſlain at times in ſtrayed Veſſels above an hundred Por- 
twpals, and diſpoiled them of an hundred thouſand ducates at leaft ; And though his name was 
ſuch as this Armeniandelivered, to wit , @iay Taijano, yet after he had killed Chriftovano 
Sardinba in Cincaapura, in a vain glory ot that which he had done he cauſed himſelf to be 
called Captain S:rdinba.Whereupon having demanded of the Armenian where hewas,he told 
us, that he was very ſore hurt, and hidden in the hold of the Junk amongſt the Cables, with 
five or fix others; Hereat Antonio de Fariaaroſe, and went diredly tothe place where this Dog 
was hidden. followed by the greateſt part of his Souldiers, which opened the ſcuttle wherethe 


Cables lay,toſee whetherthe Armenianſpake true or no; in the mean time the Dog,-and the 
fix others that were with him, got out at another ſcuttle, and moſt deſperately fell uponour 
in number, befides fourteen boys. Then began there ſo furious 


_ who were above thi X | 
and bloody a fight, that in leſs then a quarter ofan hour:we made a clean diſpatchof them all ; 
. but in the mean while two Portngals , and ſeven beys were ſlain, beſides I know not how 
many hurt, whereof Antonio de Faria received two downright blowes on his head,# and one on 
his arm, which put bim to very much pain. After this defeat,and that the wounded men were 
dreft, he ſer ſail, for fear of the Junks that were in the River : So getting far from Land, 
about evening we went and red on the other fide of Caxchenchina , where Antonio de 
Faria caufing an Inventory tobe taken of all that was in the Pyrats Junk, there was found-in 
her five hundred Bars of Pepper, after twenty quintals to the Bar, forty of Nutmegs and Mace, 
fourſcore of Tin, thirty of Ivory, twelve of Wax, and five of Wood of fine Aloes, which-mighe 
be worth, according tu the rate of the Country, ſeventy thouſand Ducates ; beſides a little field. 
Piece, four Falcons, and thirty Baſes of Braſs, the greateſt part of which Artillery had been 
ours, for this M:hometan had taken them in the Ships. of Sardinha, Oliveyra, and Barthole« 
mew 4e Mitos ; There was alſo found thyee Coffers covered with Leather, full of Silk quilts, 
and the apparel of Portxgals,, with a great Baſon and Ewer filver and gilt, and a Salt-ſeller of 
the ſame, rwe and tw-nty Spoones, three Candleſticks, five gilt Cups, eight and fifty Har. 
quebuzes, twelve beaded twenty and two pieces of Bengala Cloth , all which were Portu» 
gals goods, elghteen ovintals.of Powder, and nine Children about ſeven or eight years of age, 
chained together by the hands and -the feet,, moſt lamentable to behold, for that they were ſo. 
_ and Jean, that one might eaſily through their skins have counted all the bones intheis 
ie*, | | 
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Antunio de Faria's Arrival at the Bay of Camoy, where was the fiſhing of Pearles for 
the King of China ; the Relation made tc bim of the Iſle of Ainany with that - — 
whit b bappencd to him by the means of a renegado fyrat, and atherwiſe. 
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23 a Þ fodgmn day,after noon, Antonio de Faria parted frem the place where he rode at anchor, 
9:Q.15 


and returned towards the Coaſti#f Ainan, by the which he kept al: the reſt of that day, 

and the next night with five and twenty or thirty tathcm water. Inthe morning he came to a 
-Bay, where there were many great Boats m—_ for Pearles,and being unreſolved what courſe 
 totake, he beſtowed all the forenoon in counſel with his company thereabcut, whereof ſcme 
were ofthe opinion that he ſhouldſeizevpon the Boats that werefiſbing for Pearls; and others 
oppo it, ſaying, it was a ſafer way to treat with them as Merchants, for that in cx change 
of the great ſtore of Pearles, which were in that place, they might eafily put off the moſt pare 
of their Commodities. This appearing to be the beſt and ſafeſt advice, Aztenio de Faria cauſed 
the Flag of Trade to be hung out, according to the Cuſtom of Chins ; ſo that inſtantly there 
came two Lanteaas from Land to us, which are hoy tu Foiſts, with great abundance of 
refreſhments, and thoſe that were in ;hem having us after their manner, went abroad 
the great Junk, wh@@gin Antonio de Faria was ;, but whenthey beheld men, ſuch as we were, 
tavog poker ſeen thEVke before, they were much amazed, and demanded what people we 
were, and wherefore wecame into their Country. Wherunto we anſwered byan eory- 
ecr, that we were Merchants born in the Kingdom of Siam, and were come thither to ſell cr 

| barter our Commodities with them, if ſo be they would permit us. To this, an old man, 
much reſpe&ted of all the reſt, replyed,” that here was no Traffique uſed, but inarother place 

\ further forward, called Gzamboy, where all ſtrangers that came from Cantan, Chincheo, La« 
man, Combay , Sumbor , Liampau , and other Sea-coaft Towns , did ordinarily trade; 
Whefore he counſelled him to ger him ſuddenly frum thence, in regard this was a place de. 
ſtined only to the fiſhing of Pearles for the Treaſure of the houſe of the ſon of the Sun, to the 
which, by the Ordinance of the Twtan of Combay, who was the ſovereign Governor of all 
the Country of Canchenchina, no Veſſel was permitted tocome , but only ſuch as were ap» 
inted for that ſervice, and that all other ſhips, which were found there were by the Law to 
burnt, and all that were in them; but fince he, as a ftranger, and ignorant of the Laws of 
the Country, had tran ſgreſled the ſame, not out of contempe, but want of knowledge, hr 


thought fit to advertiſe bim of it,to the end he might be gone from thence before the arrival of - 


the Mandarim of the Army,which we call General, to whom thg Government of that fiſhing 
- 1 oem th that wouid be within three or four dayes at the moſt, being gone not above 
"of ſeven leagues from thence to a Village, named Bubagwirim, for to take in Vitual, 
Antonio de Faria thanking him for his good advice, acked him how many Sails, and whac 
Forces the Man1arim had with him: Whereunto the ald man anſwered, that he was accom- 
panied with forty great Jinks, and twenty five Vantuns with cars, wherein there were ſeven 
thoufandimen; namely, five thouſand iers, and the reſt Slaves and Mariners ; and that he 
was there cvery year fix months, during the which time was for Pearles, that js to 
ſay, from the firſt of March tothe laſt of Awgayft, Our Captai ing to know what du» 
tics were paid out of this fiſhing,and what revenue it yielded in thoſe fox months,the old man 
told him, that of Peals which weighed above five Carats they gave two thirds, of the.worſer 
fort half” Jefs, and of ſeed Pearl the third ; and that this revenue was not atwayes alike, be- 
cauſe the fiſhing was ſometimes betrer in one year,then in another, but that one with another 
he thought it might yield annually four h thouſand Taeis, Antonio de Faria made very 
much of the old man,and gave him two cakes of Wax, a bag of Pepper, and a tooth of I > 
wherewith both he and the reſt were exceedingly well pleaſed. He alſo demanded of 
- Wharbigneſſe* this Ifle of 4inan might be, whereof ſomany wonders were ſpoken, Tell us 
firſt, replyed they, who you are, and wherefore you are come hither, then will we ſatisfic you 
in that ycndefire of usz for we vow unto you, that in all our lives we never ſaw ſo many 
young fellows together in any Merchants ſhips, as we now ſee inthis of , nor ſo ſpruce 
and neat; and it feems that in their Country China Silks are ſo cheap as they are of no eſteem, 
.. orelſe that they have had them at ſo eafic a rate, as they have given nothing near the worth 
for them, for we ſee them glay away a'piece of Damask at one caſt at Dice,as thoſe _— ror. 
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lightly by them: A ſpeech that made Antonio de Faria ſecretly to ſmile, for that thereby he 
well perceived how theſe fiſhermen had a ſhrewd gueſs that the ſame were ſtollen, which made 
him tell them, that they did this like young men, who were the ſons of very rich Merchancs, 
and in that regard valued things far under that they were worth, and-had coſt thelr fathers; 
difſembling then what they thought, they anſwered in this manner, It may very well be as you 
fay. Whereupon Antonio de F aria gave a fign to theSouldiers to leave off their play,and to hide 
the pieces of Silk that they wvere playing for, tothe end they might not be ſuſpetted for Rob- 
bers by theſe folks, which immediately they did, and the better to aſſure theſe Chineſes thar 
we were honeſtmen, and Merchants, our Captain commanded the ſcuttles of the Junk to be 
, that we had taken the night before from Captain Sardinha, which was Iaden with 
Pepper, whereby they were ſomewhat reſtored to a better opinion then they had of us be« 
ſaying one to another, Since now we find they are Merchants indeed, let us freely anfwwer 

to their demand,ſo as they may not think,though we be rude,that we know nothing but how 

to catch fiſh and oyſters, . - | ..--\ -  _ 

The old man defiring to fatisfic 4nzonio de Faria's demand, Sir, faid he, ſince now Þ know 
what you are, and that only out of curioſity you fairly require t0 learn this particular of me, I 
will clexrly tell you all that I hnow thereof, and what I bave beard others deliver concerning it, 
that have been elder then my ſelf, and which bave a long time governed this Archipelage ; 
They ſaid then , that this Tfland was an abſolme State under a very rich and mighty King, 
who, for an bigher and more tranſcendent title then other Monarchs his Contemporaries car= 
ried, cauſed bimſelf to be ftiled Prechau Gamuu; He dying without heirs , j great @ diſcord 
aroſe amongſt the people about the ſucceſſion to the Crown, as encreaſing by little and lutle i 
cauſed ſuch effuſion of blood , - that the Chronicles of thoſe times affirm , how only in four yeares 
and an half fixteen Lacazaas of men were ſlain, every Lacazaa' containing an hundred thouſand, 
by means whereof the Conntry remained ſo deſerted of pedple , that unable to defend it ſelf 
the King of Cauchin conquered it , only with ſeven thouſand Mogores , which the King of 
Tartaric ſent him from the City of Tuymican, that then was Metropolitan of all bis Empires. 
This Iſland of Ainan being conquered, the King of Cauchin returned imo bis Country , and for 
Governour thereof left beſind bim a Commander of bis, named _— Paguarol , who revolzed 
from him for certain juft cauſes, as he pretended, that invited him therennto; Now to bave 
the affiſtance and ſupport of the King of China , be became bis Tributary for four bundrcd 
thouſand Tacis by the year , which amount to fix bundred thouſand ducetes j in conſideration 
whereof theKing of China obliged himſelf 10 defend bim againſt all bis enemies , whenſoever 
be ſhould bave need : This accord continued between them the ſpace of thirteen jeares, during 
the which the King of Cauchin was five ſeveral times defeated —_— Battel ; At length 1bis 7 
Hoyha Paguarol coming to 4ye without iſſue, in regard of the good offices that in his life time \ 
he bad received from the King of China, heby, bis teftument declared; him for his Swcceſſor 
and lawful Heir ; fo that ever fince, being now two hundred thirty and five yeares ago , to this 
preſent, this Iſle of Ainan bath remained annexed to the __ of the great Chineſe. And 
touching that you bave further demanded of me concerning the Treaſures , aud Revenue of this 

, 1 am able toſay no more then what I bave learnt of ſome ancient Perſonages, who, a 
! have related before , bave governed it in quality of Teutons, and Chacms ; and I remember 
they ſaid , that all the Revennes thereof, as well in Mynes of Silver, Cuſtomes, and otherwayer, 
amounted wnto 1wo Millions and an balf of Tacis yearly , And perceiving that our Captdin was 
amazed to hear him ſpeak of fo mighty a riches, -continuing his diſconrſe, Truly, my Mafters 
Rid he laughing, if you make ſuch / matter of that little T bave ſpoken of, wbat would you do 
if you ſaw the great City of Pequin , where the ſon of sbe Sun (thename they give to their 
King ) with bis Covert is alwayes refident, and where the Revenues of two and vhirty Kingdomes, 
that depend on 1h Monarchy , are received, of which out of fourſcore and fix Mynes of Gold 
and Silver only is annually drawn above fifteen thouſand Picos, which according to our weight 
comes to twenty thimſand quintals ? After Antonio de Faria had given him many thankes for 
farisfying him fo fully in his demands, he defired him to tell him in whatPort he would adviſe 
him to go and ſell his Commodities, ſeeing the ſeaſon was not proper to ſet ſail for Liampoo. 
Whereunto he anſwered, that we were not to go into any Port of that Country, norto put 
truſt in any Chineſe whatſoever ; for 1 afſure you ; faid he, there isnot one of them will ſpeak 
| truth inany thing he ſayesroyou, and believe me, for I am rich,and willnot lye to you like 
| a poor man;befides, I woald wiſh you to goin this Streight always wich the plummet in = 
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| hen d for to ſound your way, becauſe there are very many dangerous ſhelves all alcng till yon 
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come to a River called Tanagzir,and there is a Port where is very good anchoring, and where 
you may be as ſafe as you can defire ; as alſo you may there, in leſs then two dayes, put off all 


| your Commodities, and much more if you had them. NevertheleG I will not counſel you to 


difimbarque- your goods oh land, but to fell them in your Veſſels, in regard that many times 
the fight cauſeth defire,and defire diſorder amongſt peaceable perſons, much more with them 
that are mutinous and ofan evil conſcience, whoſe wicked inclinazion carries the m rather to 
take away another mans goods from him, then give of their own to the needy for Gods fake, 
This faid,borh he that ſpake,and thoſe that accompanied him,took leave of our Captain,and 
us, with many complements and promiſes, whereof they are not ordinarily veryſfaring in thoſe 
parts,beſtowing,on Antenio de Faria, in return of that he- had given them, a little Box made 


of a Tortoiſe ſhell,full of ſeed-pearl, and twelve pearles of a pretty bigneſs, craving his par- - 


don for that they durſt not traffique with him in this place, for fear leſt if they ſhould do ſo,to 
be all put to.death,conformable to the Law of the rigorous juſtice of the Country ; an they 


- again intreated him to make haſte _ before the Mandarims arrival with his Army ; for if 


he found him there, he would burn both his Veſſel, and him and all his company. Antonio de 
Faria unwilling to neglc& the counſel of this man , left that which he told him ſhould prove 
true, he ſer ſail wes os and paſſed to the other fide towards the South, and in two 
days with a Weſterly Wind he arrived at the River of Tanaxquir, where juſt over againſt a 
little villagz, called Neytor, he caſt anchor. 

We remained all that day, and the next night, at the mouth of the River of Tanaugair, in- 
tending the next morning to ſet fail up to the Town, which was ſome five leagues from thence 
in the River,to ſee if by anyineans we might put off our commodities there,for our veſlels were 
ſo heavy laden with them,as there was ſcarce a day wherein we ran not twice or thrice on ſome 
ſhelve or other, which in divers places were four or five leagues Jong ; wherefore it was con- 
cluded that before we did any thing elſe we were to ſell away pur commodities, ſo that we la. 
bored with all our might to get into the River, whoſe current was ſo ſtrong, that though we 
had all ourſails up, yet could we prevail but very little againſt it ; As we were in this pain we 
perceived two great ow in warlike manner come out of the River us, Which chaining 
themſelves together tor the more ſtrength, attaqued us fo lively, as we had ſcarce the leaſure to 


_ defend ourſe]ves, ſo that we were conſtrained to throw into the Sea all. that ftood in our way 


to make room for our artillery, being that we had then moſt need of : The firſt falutation we 
had from them was a pea! of fix and twenty pieces of Ordnance,whereof nine were Faulconets, 
and field-pieces : Antonio de Faria, as a man verſt inſuch affairs, ſeeing them chained one to 
anther, perceived their drift, and therefore made as though he fled , as well to win time x0 
prepare himſelf, as to make them believe that they were no Chriſtians ; whereupon they, like 
cunning thieves, defiring that the prey, which they held to be ſurely their own, not 
eſcape out of their hands, looſed themſelves the one from the other the better to ſet upon us, 
and > { up ug an. very near to us,they ſhot ſo many arrows and darts into our Junk, as no man 
was able to appear upon the deck : Antoriio de Faria, to avoid this ftarm, retired under the 
half deck,with five and twenty Souldiers,and ſome ten or twelve others,Slaves,and Mariners; 
there he entertained the Enemy with Harquebuſe ſhot the ſpace of half an hour, in which 


time, having uſed all their Munitions of War, ſome forty of them, that ſeemed to be more va- 


Hant th:n the reſt, longing to finiſh their enterprize, leaped into our Junk, with a eto 
make themſclves maſters of the prew; but to hinder them from it,our A was er aenbe 
fo go and receive them,fo that there began a moſt bloody fight,wherein it pleaſed God with- 
in an hour to give us the upper hand by the ſlaughter of four and twenty of their forty in the 
place : Thereupon twenty of ours, purſuing this good ſuccefle, boarded the Enemies Junk, 
where finding but ſmall refiſtance, by reaſon the principals were already (lain, all that were in 
her quickly rendred themſelves unto us. That done, Antonio de Faria went with all ſpeed to 
ſuccour Chriſtovano Borallbo, who was boarded by the other Junk, and very doubtful of the 
victory, in regard the greateſt part of his men were hurt; but at our approach the Enemies 
threw themſelves all into the Sea, where moſt of them were drowned, and ſo both the Junks 
remained in our power. After this we took a ſurvey of our company, the better to underſtand 
what this victory had caſt us ; and we found there was one Portugal, five Boyes, and ninc 
Mariners killed,befides thoſe that were hurt:and on the Enemies part fourſcore were lain,and 


almoſt as many taken. Having given order then for the drefling and accommodating of _ 
: wound 
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wounded men in the beſt manner that could be, Amozio de Faria cauſed as many Mariners to 
be taken apas could be ſaved;and commanding them to be brought into the great Junk where 
he-was,he demanded of them what thoſe Junks were,how the Captain of them was named, and 
whether he were alive or dead; whereuntonor one of them would make any anſwer,but choſe 
rather-to dye in torments like mad dogs, when as Chriftovano Borralbo cryed out from the Junk 
where he was, Signior, Signior, come birber quickly, for we have more to do then we think of ; 
whereat Antonio de Faria, accompanied with fifteen or ſixteen ofhis men, =_ into his Junk, 

ing what the matter was? I hear a m ny talking together, faid he,” towards the prow, which T 
denht are bidden there; hereapon opening the ſcuttle , — divers cry out, Lord Feſis 
have mercy wpon us z, and that in ſuch a woful manner , as ſtruck us all with pity : Antonio de 
Faria approaching to the ſcuttle, and fooking down, ' could perceive ſome perſons there ſhut 
up, but not able to diſcern what they might be, he made two of his boys to go down, who a 
little after brought up ſeventeen'Cheiſtians, 'namely, two Portwgals, five ſmall children, rwo 
girls, and eight boys, which werein ach a lamentable caſe, as would have gr eved any heart 
to have beheld them; The firſt thing he did was to cauſe their Trons to be trucken off,and then 
he enquiretl of one of the Portwgats {for the other was like a man dead) unto whom thoſe 
children «ppertained, and howthey fell inco the hands of this Pyrat, as alſo what hisname 
was, Whereuntoheanfwered , 'that the Pyrat had rwo names, the one Chriftian, the other 

, and that his 'Pagan/name, wherewich he uſed to be called of late, was Necoda Nicar. 
lem, and his 'Chriftian nathe Franciſeo de Saa, being Chriftned at Malace, at ſuch time as 
Garcia de Saa'was Captain of the Fortreſs, and for that he was his God-father, and had cauſed 
him to be baprizedyhe gave him that name,and married him to an orphan maid.a very hand- 
fom wench, the Daughter ofan honourable Portugal, to oblige him the more to our Religion 
and Country ; butm'the year 1534. ſetring ſail for Chins in a.great Junk of his, wherein 
there him ewenty of the wealthieſt Portugals of Malace, as allo his Wife, and 
arriving at the Hland of Pulls Catan, they ftaid twodays to take in freth water, during which 
time he and his company, 'who were all Chineſes like himſelf, and no better Chriftians, con- 
ſpired the dezthof the poor Portugalifor to defpoil themof thicir goods, ſo thatone night 
whiltthe Portugels were afleep, and Hictle dream'd of fuch Trea'on, they killed them all ' 
with their hatchers , and their ſervants Ikewife , not arms, > Iife of any one that bore 
the name of a Chriſtian z after which, he aded with his Wife, toturn Pagan, and adore 
an Idol, that Twcan, Captain of the Jank, had concealed in his cheft, and that then being free 
fromthe Chriſtian Religion he would marry her to Txcan , who m exchange would give him 
a {iſter of his to Wiſe, that was a Chineſe, and there with him, Bur in regard ſhe would nei- 
ther adore the 1dol, nor conſent to the reft, the Dog ſtrack her over the head with a hatchet 
till her brains flewowmt, and then departing from thence went to the Port of Liampos, where 
the ſame year before he had traded ; andnot daring to go to Patana, for fear of the Portugals 
that there, he wintred at Szam, and the year following he returned tothe Port of 
Chincheo , where he took a little Junk that came from Sw:da, with ten Portugals inher, all 
which he {lew ; And becauſe he wickednt& that he had done us was known over all the Coun- 
try, doubting to encounter fome Portagal forces, he had retired himſelf into this ſtreighe of 
Canchenchina,wvwhere as a Merchant he traded,and as a Pyrat robbed thoſe he met with all that 
were weaker then himſelf. It being now three years ſince he had taken this River for arefuge 
of his Robberies, thinking himſelf here ſecure from us Portwgals, by reaſon we have not uſed 
to traffique in the Ports of this ftreight, and land of Ainan, Antonio de Farid asked of him 
whether thoſe children belonged to the Portrgals he had mentioned before ; whereunto he. 
. anſwered, that they did fiot, but that both they, and the boys and girls, were the children of 
Nuno Preto, Gian de Diaz, and of Pero Borges, whom he had killed at Mompollacoza, near 
the mouth of the River of Siamin Foano Oliveyra's Junk , where he alſo put ſixteen Porta 
gals more to death, only he ſaved their two lives, becauſe one was a fhipwright, and the other 


a CauJker, and had carried them along with him in this manner, continually whipping, and 


almoſt famiſhing of them ; further he ſaid, that when he ſet upon us,he did not think we had 
been Portugals, but ſome Chineſe Merchant , like ſuch as he had aecuſtumed torob wh:n he 
found them at advantage, as he thought to have found us, Antonio de Faria demanded of 
him, whether he could know the Pyrat amongſt thoſe other dead bodies? Having replyed that 
he could, the Captain preſently aroſe,& taking him by the hand, went with him into the other 


Junk, that was faſtned to hi-,and having made him view all that lay dead upon the ——

ſaid it was none of them. ——_ he commanded a Manchuas, which is a little boar 
to be made ready, wherein he and this man went and ſought for him amongſt the other dead 
bodies that floated on the water, where they found him with a great cut over his head , and 
thruſt quite through the body ; ſo cauſing him to betaken up, and laid upon the hatches, he ' 
. demanded of that man again, if he were ſure that this was he, who anſwered, how without 
doubt it was he. Whereunto Antonio de Faria gave the more credit, by reaſon of a great chain 
of gold be had about his neck, to which was faſtned an Idotof gold with two heads, made in 
the form of a Lizard, having the tail and paws enamelled with green and black ; and com. 
manding him to be drawn towards the prow, he cauſed his head to be chopt off, and the reſt 
of the body-to be cut in pieces, which were caſt into the Sea, 
Having obtained this vitory in the manner Ihave before declared,and cauſed our hurt men 
$2.4. to be dreſt, and provided for the guard of our Captains, we took an Inventory of the goods 
' that were in theſe two : Junks, and found that our prize was worth forty thouſand Tacy, 
which was immediately committed to the charge of Antonio Borges, who was Faftor for the 
Prizes. ' Both the Junks were great and good, yet were we conſtrained to burn one of them 
for want af Marincrs to man it : There was in them beſides ſeventeen pieces of braſs Ordnance, 
namely, four Faulccnets, and thirtcen ſmall pieces,the moſt part whereof had the Royal Arms 
of Poriugal upon them, for thePyrat had taken them in the three ſhips where he killed the forty 
Portupals, The next day Antonio de Faria went about once more to get into the River, but 
he was adviſed by Fiſher-men, which he took a little before, that he ſhould beware of going to 
theTown, becauſe they were adviſed there of all that had paſſed betwixt him and the renegado 
Pyrat, for whoſe death the people were in an uproar ; in ſo much that if he would let them 
have his commodities for nothing, yet would they not take them, in regard that Chile, the 
Governoroof that Province, had contratted with him, to give him the third part of all the 
_- he took, in lieu whereof he would render him a ſafe retreat in his Country ; ſo that his 
ofs now being great by the death of the Pyrat, he ſhould be but badly welcomed by him,and 
to that purpoſe had already commanded two great Rafts, covered with dry wood, barrels of 
i:ch, and other combuſtible ſtuff, to be placed at the entring intothe Port, that were to be 
indled and ſent down upon us, as ſoon as we had caft anchor, for to fire us, befidestwo hun. 
dred P raos , full of ſhot, and men of war were alſo in readineſs to afſault us. Theſe news 
made Antonio de Faria conclude to make away unto another Port, named Mztipinan, diſtant 
from thence above forty leagues towards the Eaſt, for that there were many rich Merchants.as 
well Natives as Strangers, which came in great Troops from the Countries of Laxhos, Pafuaas, 
and Gueos , with great ſums of mony, So we ſer fail with the three Junks, and the Lorch, 
- wherein we came from Patana, coaſting the Land from one fide to the other, by reaſon of a 
contrary wind, until we arrived at a place called Tilaumera, where we anchored, for that the 
current of the water ran very ſtrong againſt us. After we had continued fo three dayes together, 
with a contrary wind, and in great want of vitual, our good fortune about Evening brought 
four Lanteaas unto us, that are like unto Foylts, in one of the which was a Bride, that was go- 
ing to a Village, named Pandurea : Now becguſe they were all in jollity, they had ſo many. 
Drums beating aboard them, as it was almoſt impoſſible to hear one another for the noiſe they 
, made, Whereupon we were in great doubt what this might be, and wherefore there was ſuch 
triumphing ; ſome thought that they were ſpies ſent from the Captain of Tanauguir's Army, 
who infulting, for that we were already in their power, gave this teſtimony thereof. Antonio 
de Faria left his anchors in the Sea,and preparing himſelf to ſuſtain all that might happen unto 
him, he. diſplayed all his Banners and Flags, and with demonſtration of joy attended the arri- 
val of theſe Lanteaas, who when they Perceived us to beall together, imagining it was the 
Bridegroom that ſtay*d ro receive them, they came joyfully towards us, So after wg had ſalu- 
ted one-another afcer the manner of the Country, they went and anchored by the " And 
becauſe we could not comprehend the myſtery of this affair, all our Captains concluded that 
they were ſpies from the Enemies Army, which forbore affaulting us in expeRation of ſome 
other Veſſels that were allo to come ; In this ſuſpicion we ſpent the little remainder of that 
Evening, and almoſt two hours of the night : But when the Bride, ſeeing that her Spouſe ſent 
nas to viſit her, as was bis part to do, to ſhew the love ſhe bore him, ſhe ſent her Uncle in one 
of the Lanteaas with a Letter to him, containing theſe words, If the feeble ſex of a Woman 
would permit me to go from the place where I am for to ſee thy face, without reproach to mine 


honour, aſſure thy ſelf that to kiſs thy tardy feet my body would fly as doth the hungry Fanlcon 
f after 
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after the fearful Heron : But fince I am parted from my Fathers houſe for to ſeek, thee out here; 
come thy ſelf hither to me, where indeed I am not, for, T cannot. ſee my ſelf, but. in ſeeing thee; 
Now if thou doſt.uot come to ſee me in the obſcuritie of this night, making it bright for me, I fear 
that to morrow morning when thou arriveſt bere, thou ſhalt .not find 'me living. My Uncle Li- 
corpinau will more particularly acquaint thee with what I keep concealed in my beart , for T 
am not able to ſay any more, ſuch is my grief #0 be ſo long deprived of thy ſ6 much deſired ſight: 
Wherefore I pray thet come unto me, ar permit me to.comte unto thee, as the. greatneſs of my love to 
thee doth deſerve, and as thou art obliged to do unto ber, whom now thou art to poſſeſs in mar. 
riage until death, from which Almighty God !of bis infinite goodneſs keep thee as many years, 
as the Sunne and Moon have male turns about the Werld, fince the beginning of their 
birth, This Lanteas being arrived with the Brides Uncle and Letter, Antonio de 
Faria cauſed all the Portuzals to hide. themſelves, ſuffering none to appear. but our Chi 
neſe Mariners, to the end.they, might nor be afraid ofus : Toour Junk then they ap- 
proached with confidence, and three of them coming aboard us, asked where the Bride$room 
was ? All the anſwer. we made them was to lay hold of 'them, and clapthem preſently under 
hatches ; now: becauſe the moſt'paxt of them were drunk, thoſe that were in the Lanteaa ne- 
verheard our buſtling with them, nor if they had, could they have had time to eſcape, for 
ſuddenly from the top of our poop we fafſhned a Cable to their Maſt, whereby they wgre ſo- 
arreſted, as it was impoſſible tor them to ger looſe of us; "one caſting in ſome ee of 
| amongſt them, the moſt of them leapt into the Sea, by which time 11x or ſeven of our 
Souldiers,and as many Mariners,/got into the Lanteaa, and ſtraight rendred themſelves Ma- 
ſters of her,where the next thing they did was to take up the poor wretches, who cried out 
that they drowned : Having made them ſure, Antonio de Faria went towards the other three 
Lanteaas,that anchored ſome quarter of a League from thencezand coming to the firſt, where= 
in was the Pride, he'entercd her without. any refiſtance, in regard there were none other in 
*her-but a few Mariners, and fix or ſeven men that ſeemed to, be af good reckoning; all of kin 


. 'tothe Beidebeing there only co accompany her, together with two little boyes her brothers, 
| 


that were very-white,and certain ancient Women, of ſuch as in China are hired for mony to 
dance,fing.and play of Inſtruments upon-like feſtival occafions. The.6ther two Lanteaas be- 
bolding this bad ſucceſs, left their Anchors in the Sea, and fled in ſuch haſte, as if the Devil . 
had been in them ; bur for all 7 I we took one of .them, ſo that we had three of the four - 
"This done, we returned aboard our Junk,and by reaſon it was now midnight,we did nothing 
for the preſent but take our priſoners,and ſhut Com up under the hatches where they remairi- 
ed until Day ; that Antoniode Faria came to view them, and ſeeing they were molt of them 
aged,full of ſorrow,and fit for nothing, he cauſed them tobe ſer on hore, raining only the 
Bride and her 2 Brothers, becauſe they were young, white, and well-favoured, and ſome 20 
Mariners,which afterwards were of great uſe to us for the Navigation of our Junks.* This 
Bride as fihce. we learn'd, was Daughter to the Anchary of Colem: (which fignifies Governour) 
and betrothed to a Youth, the ſon of Chifux, Captain of Pandurea, who had written unto her 
that he would attend her in this place withi z. or 4 Junks of his Fathers, who was very. rich ; 
Þur alas ! We ſhamefully cozened him.. After dinner, being departed from thence,the Bride- 
arrived ſecking for his Bride,with five ſail full of flags, Streamers, and Banners } Paſſing 
y us, he ſaluted us with great ftore of Muſick, and: ſhews F ; 3 ignorant of his misfor= 


* tune, and that we carriedaway his Wife. Inthis jolliry he doubled the Cape of Tilamera, 


where the day before wetook this Prize,and there paar Fu” attending his Bride, according as 
he had written to her, vyhileſt vyeſailing on arrived three days after at the Port of Mutipiman, 
vyhich vvas the place vve aymedat, in regard of the advice that Antwio de -Faria bad, that 
there they might ſell off his Commodities, of, OE 15 EE.

created all,ſo he preſerved all;howbeirt ifat any time our underſtandings were intangled with 
the diſorder and diſcord of our defires,'that no way proceeded from the ſovereign Creator, 
in whom was no imperfe&ion, but only from the finner himſelf, that out of his impatience 
w cedbel according to the wicked inclination of his heart. Moreover, asking of them, whether 
hl in their Law they believed, that the great God, which governeth this All, came at any time 
; | ints 
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into the world,clothed with a humane form, they ſaid No, becauſe there could be nothing 
that might oblige him to ſo great an extremity,in regard he was through the excellency of the 
Divine Nature deliv-:red from our miſcries,and far c{loigned fromthe Treaſuresof the Earth, 
all things being more then baſe in the preſence of his ſplendor.By theſe anſwers of theirs, we 
perceived thar theſe people had never attained to any knowledge of our truth, more then their 
eyes made them toſee in the pifture of Heaven,and in the beauty of the day ; for continuall 
in their Combayes, which are their prayers, lifting up their hands they ſay,By thy works, Lord, 
we confeſs thy greatneſs, After this Antonio de Faria ſet them ac liberty, and having given they 
certain preſents, wherewith, they were very well pleaſed, he cauſtf{ them co be conveyed to 
Land;that done,the wind beginninga little to riſe he ſer ſail, having.allhis Veſſels adorned 
with divers coloured Silks, their Banners, Flags and Streamers, diſplayed, and a Standard of 
Trade hung out after the manner of the Country, tothe end thzy might be taken for Merch- 
ants,and'not for Pyrats,and fo an hour after he anchored juſt againſt the Key of the Town, 
which he ſaluted with a little peal of Ordnance, whereupon ten or eleven Almadiaes came 
preſently to us with good ſtore of refreſhments; Howbeic finding us to be ſtrangers, and dif- 
cerning by our habits that we were neither Siams,Faos,nor Aalayor,nor yet of any other Na- 
tion that ever they had ſeengthey ſai one ugy ae cer, that the dew of the freſh 
morning may be as tabs bh th the preſence of theſe whom 
our eyes behold, Having us,” One C Almadiaes acked leave to come aboard us, 
which they were told they might do, becauſe we were all their brothers ; ſo that three of nine, 
which were in that Almadis, entred into our Junk, whom Antonio de Faria received very 
kindly; and caufing them to fit down tapon a Turky Carpet by him, he told them, that he 
was a Merchant of the Kindom of Siam, and going with his goods towards the Ifle of 4inar, 
he had been advertiſed, that he might better ms more ſecurely ſelloffhis Commodities in 
this Town, then'in any other place, becauſe the Merchants thereof were juſter and truer of 
their word, then the Chineſes of the Coaſt of Ainan, Whereunto they thus anſweted , 7 how 
ert not decerved inthat which thou ſayeſt, for if thou be a Merchapt, as thon affirmeſt, believe it, 
that in every thing and every where thou ſhalt be honoured in this place wherefore thou mayeſt ſleep 
without fear. ED | | 
Antonio de Faria miſtruſting ſome intelligence might come over Land concerning that g,a.z; 
which he had done tothe Pyrat upon the River of Tanauquir, and fo might work him ſome . 
_— would not diſ-imba we bs goods, as the Officers of the Cuſtom-houſe would 
ve had, which was the caufe of much diſpleaſure and vexation to him afterward, - that 
his buſineſs was twice interrupted by that means, wherefore perceiving that good words 
would not ſerve to make them conſent to his Propoſitions, he ſent them word by a Merchant, 
who dealt between them, that he knew well enough they had a great deal of reafon-to re- 
quire the landing ofhis goods, becauſe it was the uſual courſe for every one ſo to doz' But he 
aflured them that he could not poſſibly do it,in regard-the ſeaſon was almoſt paſt, and there- 
fore he was of neceſſity to haſten his departure as ſoon as might be, the rather too for the ac- 
commodating of the Junk wherein he came for as much as ſhe took in ſo much water ,that 60 
Mariners were alwayes labouring at three pumps to clear her, whereby he ran a great hazard 
of. lofing all his goods; And that touching the Kings Cuſtoms, he was contented to/pay 
them.,not after thirty in the hundred, as they demanded, but after ten,as they did 'in 
Kingdoms,and ſo much.he would pa preſenely and willingly. To this offer they rendred no 
anſwer,but detained him that curial the ns priſoner 5 Antonio de Faria ſeeing that his 
meffenger returned not, ſet fail immediately,hanging forth a number of flags,as one that cared 
not whether he ſold or no ; Whereupon the Merchants. ſtrangers that were come thither ro 
trade, perceiving the Commodities, of which they hoped to make ſome profit,o be going out 
of the Port, through the perverſneſs and obſtinacy of the Nautarel of the Town, they went all 
to him,and defired him torecal Antonio de Faria, otherwiſe they papers to complain to the 
King of the injuftice he did them, in being the cauſe ofhindering theirTraffique: The Nauta- 
rel, that is,the Governour, with all the Officers of the Cuftom-houſe, -fearing {eſt they might 
upon this occafion be turned out of their places,condeſcended to their requeſt, upon condition 
fince we would pay but ten in the hundred, that they ſhould pay five more, whereunts they 
agreed and inſtantly ſent away the aero we 4 had detained priſoner, with a letter 
full of Complements, wherein theydeclared the agreement they had made. Antonio de Faria 
arſwered them, that fince he was our of the Port, he would not re-enter it upon any _—_ 
Ti y 
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by reaſon he had not leaſure to make any ſtay ; howbeit if they would buy his Commodities 
in groſs,bringing lingots of filver with for that purpoſe, he would ſcll them to them,and 


in no other manner would deal, for he was muchdiſtaſted with the little reſpe& the Nanterel 


of the Fown had carried towards him,by deſpiſing his meſſages ; and if they were contented

-it took in much water,or provide himſelf of a better in exchange 


to accept thereof,that then they ſhould ler him know ſo much within an hour at the fartheſt, 
otherwiſe he would ſail away to Ainan, where he might put off his Commodities far better 
then there, They finding him ſo reſolved,and doubting to loſe fo fair an occafion,as this was, 

them to return into their Country,embarqued themſelves in five great Lighter with forty 
Cheſts full of lingots of filver, and a many ſacks to, bring away the Pepper; andfarriving at 
Antonio de Faria*s Junk,they were very well received by him, unto whom they R—_ 
anew, the agreement they had made with the Na#tarel of theTown, greatly complaining of 
his ill Government.and of ſome wrongs, which without all reaſon he had done them ; but 


fince they had pacified him by conſenting to give him 15 in the hundred,whereof they would 


pay five ; they deſired him.ro pay the ten, as he had promiſed, for otherways they could not 
buy his Commodities. Whereunto Antomio dc Faria anſwered, that he was contented fo to 
do,more for the love of them, 


then for any profit he hoped to reap thereby, for which they 
gave him many thanks, and fo bej $ageced,they uſed ſuch diligence in diſcharg- 
ing the goods,as in 3 days the mo into the hands of the 
owners thereof ;"wher&upon the accompts made up, lingors of filver received, 


amounting in all to an hundred and thirty thouſand Torr after the rate of 7 ſhillings and fox 
pence.the Tae?, as I have faid elſewhere. And though all poſſible ſpeed was uſed herein, yer 
before all was finiſhed, news came of that which we had done to the Pyrat in the River of 
Tanaugquir, inſo much that not one of the inhabicants would come near us afterward, by rea- 
ſon whereof Antonio de Faria was conltrained to ſet fail in all haſte, 

After we had quit theRiver of Mwtepinan, dire&ing our courſe Northward, Antonio de 
Faria thought good to make to the Coaſt of the Iſland of Ainan, for to ſeek out a River 
named Madel, with a purpoſe there to accommodate the great Junk,wherein he was, becauſe 

upon = tearms wharſoes 
ver;{o having faild for the ſpace of 12 days, with a contrary wind, at length he arrived at the 
Cape of Pxllo Hinbo, which is the I{]and of Cocos, There hinting no news of the Pyrat he 
ſought for,he returned towards the South Coaſt, where he took certain Prizes, which were 
of good value,and well-gotten as we thought.

oftentimes happens in this Climate ſuch a terri- 
ble ſtorm of wind and rain,as it is not poflible for ſhips to withſtand it,which by the Chineſes 
is named Txfan,and that the Sky charged full with Clouds had 4 days together threatned 
that which we feared, it pleaſed God many other Junks that fled into this Port 
for ſhelter,there came in one belonging to a notorious Chineſe t,named Hinimilax,who 
of a Gentile, that he had becn, was not long beforg become a Mabometan, induced thereunto 
(as it was faid) by a C cis of that accurſed Se&, who had made him ſuch an Enemy to the 
, that God did owe Heaven unto him for the great 
ſervice he had done him upon Earth,in depopulating it by lit le and. little of the Portugal Na-= 
tion, who from their mothers wombs delighted in their offences, as the very Inhabitants of 
the ſmoaky Houſe,a name which they give to Hell z And thus did he with ſuch ſayings, and 
orher like blaſphemies,ſpeak as villanouſly and abominably of us as could be imagined. This 
Pyrat,entring into the River in a very great and tall Junk, came up to us where we rode at 
anchor, and falnted us after th: cuſtom of the Country, whereunto we returned the like, as ir 
into any of the Ports, they neither knowing us to be 
Portugals, nor we what they were; for we thought they þad been Chineſes, and that =

five young men, that wer? Chriſtians, whom this Robber held as Slaves in his Junk, gueſſing 
us to be Prrrezals, fell a crying our three or four times together, Lord, b.zve mercy np.n us, Ar 
theſe words we all ftood up to ſee who they were, and perceiving them to be Chilitians, we 
called aloud to the Mariners for to ſtay their courſe, which they would not do, but contrarily 
beating up a Drum, as it were in contempt of us, they gave three great ſhouts, and withal 
brandiſhed their naked Scymitars in the ayr in a way of threatning us, and then caſt anchor 
ſome quarter ofa League beyond us. Antonio de Faria defiring to learn the reaſon hereof, ſent 
a Balon to them, which no ſooner arrived near them, but the barbarous Rogues pelted them 
with ſo many ſtones, that the Veſſel was almoſt overwhelmed, fo that they were glad to re- 
turn, both Mariners and S-uldiers being very ' ſore hurt; Antonio de Fari: (ſeeing them come 
back all bloody, demanded the cauſe of it : Sir, anſwered they,we are. not able to zell you, only 
you bchold in what plight we are, faying ſo, and ſhewing him the hurts on theit heads, th 
declared unto him in what manner they had beer entertained. Ar firſt thisaccident —_ 
troubled Antonts de F arta, ſo that he ſtood muling a good while upon it, but at gth turns

fign got before them and boarded their = with all the Focres of his Veſſels; hereupon be- 
gan a moſt furious combat both with Pikes,Darts,and pots full of Powder thrown from cicher 
fide,ſo that for halfan hour it could not be diſcerned who had the better: Bur at length it 
| nl God to favour us ſo much, that the Enemies finding themſelves weary, wounded,and 
*Hurt,chrew themſclyes into the Sea. Antonis- de Faria, ſecing theſe wretche> ready to fink, 
by reaſon of the impetuouſneſs and ſtrength of the Current, he imbarqued himſelf with ſome 
Souldiers in two Balons, and with much ado faved x + men, whereunto he was induced by 
the great need he ftood inof them for th: manning of his Lanteas, becauſe he had loſt a great 
many of his people in the former fights. | 


CHap. XVIIL | | 
What Antonio de Faria did with the Captain of the Pyrats Funk, that which paſt be= 
tween bim and the people of the ( ountry; with our caſting away 
| pon the Iſland of Thieves, |, 


Ntonio de Faria having obtained this Vitory in the manner I have related, the firſt thing SeQ,x; 


he did was to ſee his hurt men dreſt, as that which chiefly imported him; then being 
given tCunderſtand that the Pyrat Hinimilax, the Captain of the Junk he had taken, was one - 
of the fixteen he had ſaved, he command=-d him w be brought before him, and after he had 
cauſed him to be dreſt of two wounds that he had received, he demanded of him what was 
become of the young Portw7zals which he held as Slaves > Whereunto the Pyrat, being mad 
with rage,having anſwered that he could not tell, upon the ſecond demand that was made 
himy with menaces,he ſaid, that if firſt they would give him a little water, in 'regard he was - 
ſo dry as he was not able to' ſpeak,that then he would confider what anſwer to make. There- 
upon having water brought h'm, which he drunk fo greedily as ke (pilt the moſt part of it 
without quenching his thirſt, he defired to have ſome more given him, proteſting that if they 
would let him drink his fill, they would oblige him by theLaw of Mahomets Ale volunta- 
rily to confek all that they deſire tokngw of him. Antonio de Faria,having given himas much 
a5 he would drink,queſtioned him again about the young Chriſtians,whereto he replyed,that 
he ſhould find them in the chamber of the prow;thereupon he commanded 3 Souldiergto go 
thicher and fetch them,who had no ſooner opened the ſcuttle to bid them come up, but they 
ſaw them lie dead in the place, wich 'their throats cut;which madethem cry out, Feſws,  Feſis, 
come bither we beſeech yow, Sir, and behold 8s moſt lamentable ſpeftacle, hereat Antonio de 
Fariz,and thoſe that were with him, ran thither, and beholding thoſe youths lying ſo one 
apon 
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upon another, he c:uld not forb ear ſhedding of tears; having cauſed them then to be —_ 
upon the deck,together with a woman and two pretty children, about 7 or $ years old, that 
had their throats alſocut ; he demanded of the Pyrat why he uſed ſuch cruelty ro thoſe poor 
Innocents : Whereunto he anſwered, that it was becauſe they were Traytours, in diſcoveri 
themſelves to thoſe, which were ſuch great Enemies to him as the Portzgals were, and alſo 
for that having heard them call upon their Chriſt for help,he deſired to ſee whether he would 
deliver them ; as for the two infants, there was cauſe enough to kill them, for that they were 
the children of Portugals, whom he ever hated : with the like extravagancy he anſwered to 
many other {queſtions which were propounded to him, and. that with ſo much obſtinacy asif 
he had been a very Devil. Afterwards being asked whether he were a Chriſtian,he anſwered, 
no; but thathe had been one at ſuch time»as Don Paulo de Gama was Captain of Malaca. 
Whereunto Antomio de Faria demanded gf him, - what moved him (ince he had been a Chri- 
ſian, to forſake the Law of Feſus Chriſt, wherein he was aſſured of his ſalvation, for to em 
brace that of the falſe Prophet» Mabomer, from whence he could hope for nothing but the 
loſs of his Soul. Thereunto he anſwered, that he was induced foto do, for that ſo long 
as he was a Chriſtian, the Portugals had alwayes contemned him , whereas before 
when he was a Gentile, they called him Q«iay Neceda, that is to ſay, Signior Captain , but 
that reſpe& immedi pon his Baptiſmſforſook him, which he verily believed did ar- 
rive to him by expreſs permiſhon, to the end it ſhould open his eyes to turn 
CEMabmctan, as after Bid at Bintan, where the King of Fantana was in perſon preſent 
at the Ceremony, and that ever fince he had much honoured him, and that all the Man- 
darins called him brother, in regard of the vow he had made upon the Holy Book of Flow- 
ers, that as long as he. lived he would be a ſworn Enemy tothe Portugals, and of all 
others that profeſt the Name of Chriſt, for which both the King and the Cacis Moulans 
had exceedingly commended him,promifing that his ſoul ſhould be moſt bleſſed if he perfor- 
med that vow.Being likewiſe demanded how long ago it was fince he revolted, what Portugat 
Veſſels he had taken, how many men he had put to death, and what Merchandize he had de» 
ſpoyled them of ? He anſwered,that it was 7 years fince he became a Mabometan; that the firlt# 
Veſſel he took was Lziſo de Pavia's Junk, which he ;ſurprized in the River of Liampoo with? 
00 Bars of Pepper only, and no other ſpice, whereof having made himſelf Maſter, thathe 
had put to death 18 Portzgals, beſides their {laves,of whom he made no reckoning 
they werenot ſuch as could (atisfic the Oath he made ; That after thi sPrize he had taken 
our ſhips,and inthem had put to death above 100 perſons, amongſt whom there was ſome 
© Portugals, and that he thought the Merchandize in them ameunted to fifteen or fixteen 
dred Bars of Pepper, whereof the King of Pan had the better moyity for to give him a 
ſafe retreat in his Ports, and to ſecure him from the Portwgals, giving him to that purpoſe 100 
men, with commandment to qbey himas their King. Being further demanded, whether he 
had not killed any Por:#gals, or lent an hand for the doing thereof, he ſaid no, but thas 
ſome two years before, being in the River of Choaboquee on the Coaſt of China, a great 
Junk arrived there with a great many Portwgals in her, whereof an intimate friend of his 
named Ryxy Lobo, was Captain, whom Don Eftcvan de Cama, then Governour of the Fortreſs 
of Malace, had ſent thither in the way of Commerce, and that upon the ſale of his Commo. 
dities going out of the Port, his Junk about five dayes after took ſo great a leak, as not 
being able to clear her, he was conſtrained to return towards the ſame Port from whence he 
rted; but that by ill fortune clapping on all his fails to get the ſooner to Land was overſer 
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y the violence of the wind,ſo as all were caſt away, ſaving Ruy Lobo, 17 Portwgals, and = 
ſome ſlaves, who in their skiff made for the Iſland of Lamar, without fail, without water, or off: 


any mannerof victual; That in this extremity Rxy Lobo,relying on the ancient friendſhip that cap. 
was between them,came with tears in his eyes, and praid him on his knees to receive him and ofn 
his into his Junk, which was then ready to ſet fail for Patana,whereunto he agtecd,upon con- com 
dition that therefore he ſhould give him two thouſand ducates, for the prmucr whereot WM her 
he bound himſelf by his oath of a Chriſtian.But that after he had taken them in,be was coun- fign 
ſelled, by the 11-bometans not totruſt unto the friendſhip of Chriſtians, leſt he might cndan- in 
ger his own lifegfor when they had recovered ſtrength, they would without doubt ſeize upon 

his Junk,and all the goods that were in her, it being their uſual cuſton foto do in all places op 
where they found themſelves the ſtrongeſt : wherefore fearing leſt that which the MMahome- unde 
tans ſuggeſted ſhould befall.þim,he flew them all on a night as they flept, for the which not- W ang 
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withſtanding he was forry afterwavds. This Declaration ſo much incenſed Antonio de Pape; 
and all that were abourhim, as indeed the Enormity of (6 wicked a'fa& did require;that pre- 
ſently, without queſtioning or hearing of him further,he commanded him to be par to death 
with four more of his company;and ſo they were all chrown into the Sea; 


This juſtice being executed on the Pyrat and his four _—_— Antonio de Faria cauſed Sc&.2! 


an Inventory to be taken 6f all that was in the Junk, which was adjudged to moune unto 
forry thouſand Tacis in raw and ewiſted Silk, pieces of Sattin, Damask, Musk,fine Pourcelains, 
and other lc valuable Commodities, which with the -Jutik we were conſtrained to burn, 
becauſe we wanted Mariners for our Navigation. With thoſe valorous 'exploits the Chineſes 
wereſo amazed, as they ſtood in dread of the very meution of the name of the Portugals, in 
ſo much that the Necodaes,or Maſters of che Junks that were in the Yprr,fearing the like mighe 
be done to them que yrompwdry c_ nd rye mak _— = of the 
| amoneſt them, whom t eld moſt capable o ortning their charge; they ſent 
Mens 2 Emnbaſſadour unto Antomo de Faria, defiring him, that as King of the Sea, Lamld 
proteft them, upon the affurance of his word, ſo as _ mighe paſs fafely out of the place 
where they were for to make their Voyage whil'ſ the ſeaſon ſerved;in conſideration whereof, 
as his Tributary Subjects and ſlaves, they world give him twenty thouſand Tacis in Ingots.of 
Silver, whereof payment ſhould be made out d, by way of acktiowledging him to be 
their Lord. Antonio de Faria received them very courteouſly, and granting their requeſt, 
eſted and ſware to perform the ſame,and upon his word to prote&t them for the future, 
From having any of their goods taken from them b _ Pyratz, W one of the En 
baſſadours remained as ſurety for the twenty thouſand Tacisr, and the other went to fetch the 
Ingots which he bronght an hour after, togethier with a rich preſent of many ſeveral things 
ſent him over and above by the Necodaes, This: done, Antonio de Faria defiring to advance 
a ſervant of his, named Cota, made him Clark of the Patents that were to be granted to the 
Necodaes, whereof he preſently ict a rate, namely five Tacis for a Junk, and two Tacis fora 
Vanco, Lantea,and ſmall Barque, which proved ſo beneficial tohim, that in the ſface of thir- 
teen d; ys, wherein theſe Patents were diſpatched, he got(according to the.report of thoſe that 
enyped him) above four thouſand Tcis in filver, befides many good gratuities that were gi. 
ven him for mg gens : The form of theſe Patents was thus : I give aſſurance upon my word 
to Necoda ſuch 4 one, that be ſhall ſail (afely all about the-Goaſt of China withour any difturs 
bance, of any that belongs to me, upon conditioh that whereſoever he meets with any bot be 
ſhall entreat them as bre: bren , and underneath he figned, Antonio de Faria : AN which Patents 
were moſt exaAtly obſervedand by that means he was redoubted all along this Coaſt, as the 
Chaem himſelf of the I{land of Ainan, who s the Vice-Roy thereof; apon the report which 
he heard of him, ſent to viſit him by his Embaſfadour, with a rich preſent of Pearls: and 
ou : asalſo a Letter, whereby he deſired him to takeeritertainment from the ſon of the 
, a name which they give to the Emperour of this Monarchy for to ſerve him-as Come 
mander General of all the Coaſt from Lamas to Liampoo, with ten thouſand Tacir Penfion 
yearly, and that if he carried himſelf well, according to the renown went of him, he affured 
'm that upon the expiration of his three years charge, he [ſhould be advanced into therank of 
the Chaem: of the State, and that ſuch men as he if they were faithful, might attaintw be 
one of the twelve Twtoens of the Empire, whom the ſoyereign ſon of the Sun, being the Lion 
crowned on the Throne of the world, admitted to his bed and board, as tmembers united 
to his perſon by means of the honour, power, and cc that he gave therh with an ans 
nual Penſion of an hundred thouſand Tacis, Antonio de Faria gave him many thanks for this 
offer, and excuſed himſelf with Complements, after their manner ; ſayin”, that he was not 
capable of ſo grear favour as he would honour him withal,-but that wichout any regard at all 
of mony he would be ready to ſerve him as oftenas the Twtoens of Pequin would be pleaſed to 
command him, After this going out of the Port of Made/, where he had been fourteen days, 
he ran all along the Coaſt of that Country for to find out Coia Acem, it being the main de= 
fign of alf his Voyage, as I have declared before:Imagining then that he might meer with him .

will not open to. him;whereas,contratily, rhe more dead mens skuls he hath buried with him, 
the more happy he ſhall be efteemed ; There were many boars likewiſe, where there were 
men that had a-great many of Cages, full of live birds, who playing on divers infiruments of 
mulick, exhorted-the people with a loud voice, to deliver thoſe poor creatures of God, that 
were there in captivity g whereupon many came and chem money for the redemption of 
thoſe priſoners, which preſencly ler our of the Cages ; and then as they flew away, the 
redeemers of thzm cried our to the birds, Pichas pitanel catan vacaxs, that is,Go,and tell God, 
bow we ſerve him here below. In imicaction of theſe, there are others alſo, who in their ſhi 
kept a grear many of liye fiſhes rn great pots of water, and like the ſellers of birds invite 
the people, for Gods cauſe,to free thoſe poor innocent that had never finned; ſo that 
divers bought many of them, and caſting them imco the river, ſaid , Get ye gone , and tell there 
below the good { bave done you for Gods ſake. To conclude all, the Veffels where theſe 
things are expoſed to ſale are ſeldom leſs in number then tyo hundred, befides chouſands of 
others, which fell ſuch like wares in a far greater quantity.

as allo women in them, that for money would be hired ro weep and lament for the dead ; 0- 
thers there were, called Pitalews, that in great kept divers kinds of wild beafts to be 
ſhewed for money, moſt dreadful to behold, as Serpents, huge Adders,monſftrous Lizards, Ty- 
gers, .and many others ſuch like ;: we ſaw in like ſort a great number of Stationers, which 
fold aft manner of books char could be deſired, as well concerning the creation of the world, 
whereof chey tell a chouſand lies,as rouching the States, Kingdomes,I{lands,and Provinces of 
the world, togerber with the Laws -and Cuſtoms of Nations but eſpecially of the Kings of 
Chis, cheir number, brave aRs, and of all chings elſe chat happened 18 each of their reigns ; 
Moxeover, we ſaw a great many of the light,ſwift Foyſlis,wherein were men very well armed, 
who criedourt with aloud voice, chat if any one/bad received an affront, whereof he defired 
to be avenged, ler him come unco them, and chey world cauſe ſatisfaRion to be made him 
In other veflels there were old women,that ſerved for midwives,and that would bring women 
dily and cably abed z 2s alſo a many of Nurſes,teady to be entertained for to give children

Shock 3 There were barques likewiſe very well adorned, and ſec forth, that had in them divers 


reverend old men, ad graye matrons, whoſe profeſſion was to make marriages, and to com- 
fort widows, or ſuch as had loſt their children, or ſuffered any other miſ-forrune ; In others 
there were a number of young men and maids, that lacked Maſters, and Miſtrefſes, which of- 
fered themſelves co any chat would hire them z There weie other veflels that had in them 
ſuch as undertook to cell forrnnes, and to help folks co things loſt. In a word, not to dwell 
apy longer upon every particular that was to be ſeen in this moving Town,(for then I ſhould 
never have done )).ic ſhall ſuffice me to ſay, that nothing can be defired on land,which was nor 
to be had in their Veſſels, and that in greater abundance then 1 have delivered, wherefore :

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will paſs From it to ſhew you that one of the principal cauſes why this Monarchy of Ching, 
chat contains two and thirty Kingdoms, is ſo mighty, rich, and of ſo great commerce, is, be= 
cauſe it is exceedingly repleniſhed with rivers,& a world of Chanels that hayz been anciently 
made by rbe Kings, great Lords, and people thereof, for ro render all the Country navigable, 
and ſo communicate their labours with one another : The narroweſt of theſe Chanels have 
bridges of hewed fone over thein,that are very highylong and broad;whereof ſome are of one 
fone, eighty, ninety, nay, an bundred ſpans long, and fifteen or twenty broad, which doub:- 
leſs is very marvellous ; for it is almoſt impoſſible to comprehend by what means ſo huge a 
maſs of one could be drawn our of- the Quatry without breaking., and how ir ſhould be 


xranſporced tothe place where it was'to be ſer. All the ways and paſſiges,from Cities, Towns, | 


and Villages, have very large cauſeys made of fair ſtone,at the ends whereof are coitly pillars 
and arches, upon which are inſcriptions with lerters of gold , containing the prayſes of theni 
thac ereRed themzmoreover;there are handſome ſeats placed all along for poor paſſengers co 
reſt themſelves on : There are likewiſe infiumerable Aquedu&s and fountains every where, 
whoſe water is mott wholeſom 2nd excellent to drink-; And in divers parts there are certain 
Wenches of love, that out of charity proftiture chemſelves to travellers which have no mo- 


ney; and although anongſ us this is beld for a grear abuſe and abomination, yer with theth ic 


is accounted a work of mercy ; ſo that meny on' their death- beds do by their teſtaments be- 
queathe great revenues,for the maintenance of this wickedneſs,as a thing very merigorious for 
the ſalvation of their ſouls ; moreover,many others have left lands ſor the ere&ing 3nd main- 
taining of houſes, in deſarrs and uniphabited places, where great fires are kepr all the night co 
guide ſuch as have (irayed our of their way ;asalſo water for men to drink,and ſeats to repoſe 
them inzand that there may be no defaulc herein, there are divers perſons entetrained with y2- 
ry good means,to ſee theſe things carefully contiguedzaccording to the infiicution of him thar 
founded them for the healch of his ſoul. By theſe marvels which are found in the particular 
Towns of this Empire may be concluged, what the 'greatneſs thereof might be, were they 
joyned all rogethet ; bur for the berter ſarisfaRion of the Reader, I dare boldly ſays,if my re- 
ſimony may be worthy of credir,that in one and cwenty years ſpace(during which! with 
a world of mi(- fortune, labour and pain, I traverſed the greateſt parc of Aſia,as ma ar by

this my diſcourſe ) I had ſeen in ſome Countries a wenderfull abundance of ſeveral ſorts of vi- 


Atuals, and proviſions, which we have rot in our Exrepe ; yet, wichofit ſpeaking what each of 
them might have in particular, I do not think there is in all Zarope ſo much as there is in Chz- 


»8 alone z And the ſame may be (aid of all the reft, wherewich Heaven hath favoured this Clis 


mate,as well for che remperature of the air, as for that which concerns the policy,and riches, 
_ the magnificence and greatneſs of cheir eftate ; Now that which gives the greateſt lufire unto 
ic, is, their exa& obſeryation of Juſtice;ſor there is ſo well ruled a Govetnment in this Coun- 
LryAs ie may julily be envied of all others in the world ; And to ſpeak the rruth, ſuch as wanc 
chis parciculary have no gloſs, be chey otherways never fo great and commendadle. Vetily,ſo 
ofcen as I repreſent unto my ſelf thoſe great things which I have ſeen in this China, 1am on 
the one fide amaz2d ro think how liberally it bach pleaſed God to heap upon this people che

A Frer we were departed from that rare and marvellous Town, whereof 1 have ſpoken, $ea.r. 


we continued Sur courſe up th2 riy:r,until at length,on Txeſday,the nineteenth of Offe- 
ber, in the year 1541. we arrived at the great Ciry of Peqwin, Whither, as I have ſaid before, 
we had ben remicted by Appeal, In this manner,chained rhree and three rogetder, we wete 
Calt into a priſon, called Gofaniauſerca, where for out welcom we had at che firlt Uzſh thirry 
laſhes

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laſhes apiece givek us, wherewith ſome of us became very fick ; Now as ſoon #5 the Chifas 
who conduRed us thicher had preſented che proceſs of our ſencence, ſealed with twelve (cals,

Theic Chrooi- 
cles reporr,that a certain King,greatGrandfarhereo him cha chen reigned in Chias, named 
Chauſi-Zar ao Panagor; very. much beloved of his for his good ion and virtues, 
havipg loſt his fight by an accidenc of ſickneſs,reſolvedro do ſome wk, chac might be 
acceptable ro God; to which effeR he aflembled his Efates, where be ordained, that for the 
relief of the Poor there ſhould be Granaries eſtabliſhed in all che Towns of bis Kjpgdom for 
Wheat and Rice,rhat in-thz time of Dearth (which many cimes happened) che  prople might 
have wherewicha.l co nautiſh themſelves char year,and ro that purpoſe be gave tbe tench pare

wherein all men are of theſe Minifters, or the ſumpruouſneſs of their Temples and Pagodes, 
cogether with all che ref row + cheres for within che only incloſure of the Kings Palace 


there are above a thouſand E ,three choafand women, & 1 2 thouſand men of his Guard, - 


unco whom the King gives great entertainment and penfions :alſo twelve Tatons,dignities chat 
are Sovereign above all ochers whom, as I have already declared, the yulgar call, The beams of 
the Sus ; Under theſe rwelve 7 atons there are forty Chaemms,or Vice-roys,befides many other 
inferiour digeicies,as Judges, Majors, Governours, Treaſurers, Admirals, and Generals, which 
they term, Anchacys, Ajraor,Ponchacy, Lauteas, and Chumbiner, whereof there are above five 
hundred always retiding at che Courr , each of chem having at the leaſt two hundred men in 
his crain, which for che moſt parr, to ſtrike the greater terror, are of divers Nations, namely, 
Megores, Perſians, Curazens, Moems, Calaminhanss, Tartays, Cauchins, and ſoine Bramaas 
of Chalen, and T ang uw ; forth regard of valourgthey make no account of the Natives,who are 
of a weak and effenunare compleRion, though otherwiſe, I muſt confeſs,they are exceeding a- 
ble and ingenious in what ſoever concerneth Mechanick Trades, Tillage, and Husbandry zthey 
have withall a great wivacity of ſpirit, and are exceeding proper and apt for the inventing of 
very ſubtle and indufirious chings. The women are fair and chafie;and more inclined co labour 
then the men. The Country is fertile in vitual, and ſo rich and'abounding in all kind of good 
things, as I cannot ſufhciencly expreſs it z and ſuch 1s their blindaeſs as they atcribute all choſe 
bleſſings co che only meric of their King, 6: not to the Div'ge Providence,and to the goodneſs 
of that Sayereign Lord,who hath created all rhings. From this blindneſs, & incredulicy of theſe 
people are theie great abuſes, and confufed ſuperſticions derived, which are ordinary amongR 
them,and wherein they obſerve a world of diabolieal ceremonies; For they are ſo brutiſh and 
wicked, as co ſacrifice humane blood,offering ic up wich divers forts of perfumes, and ſweet ſa- 
vours; Morcover,they preſent cheir Prieſts wich many gifts,upon 2fſurance from theſe profane 
wretches, of great bleſſings in this life,and infinite riches and creaſure in the other : To which 
effe&s the ſame Prietts grant them )Iknow not what)Certificates,asit were Bils of Exchange, 
which the common people call Conchimnecorthat after rheir deach they may ſerve above in Hea- 
ven,to procure for chem avecompence of an hundred for 6ne ; wherein theſe miſerable crea- 
tures are ſo blinded,that they ſave the very-meat and drink from their own mouthes'to furniſh 
thoſe accurſed Prieſts of Satan wich all chungs necefary, believing char rheſe goodly Bils they 
have from them will afluredly return them char benefir. There are alſo Prieſts of another Se, 
called Naufolins,wbo(contrary to thoſe others)preach,and affirm with great oaths,that reaſ0« 
nable creatures live & die like ,and therefore thar they are to make merry 8 ſpend their 
goods joyally whiles life (hall laft,chere being no ocher after chis;as al{ bur fools & 1gnorants 
are £0 believe. There is another S:tgnamed 7 r:imechanywho are of opinion,rhat ſolong time 
2s a man ſhall live in this world, ſo long ſhall he remain under ground, iarill ac levech by che 
prayers of theip Priefis, his ſoul ſhall rezflume che body of achild of s old, wherein he 
ſhall live again cill be (hall grow ſo firong,asto re-enter inco the old body, which he had lefc 
in the grave,and (o be cranſporred into the Heaven of che Moon,where(chey ſay)be fball live 
many years, & in che end bg conyerred into a Rar, which ſhall remain fixed abvye 1g the Firma- 
menc for ever, Another SeRt chere is called Gyſon,who believe that'6nly che beatts(in regard 
of cheic ſi fferings, & rhe labour which chey endure in this life)(hal{pofſeſs Heaven afrer their 
deatb;and not man,that leaderh his life according co the lufts of Rn war ets 
commicting a world of other offences;by reaſon whereof;ſay they, it is nor p for tim to 
be ſaved ; unleſs ar the bour of death he lexve all his cftarets che ah coche Priefts, 
that they may pray for bim ; whereby one may (ce that'sll the incencions « their dizbolical 
Sets is not founded bur upon & yery tyranny, and _ the intereſts of the Bovzes, who _ 
chey- 
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.that preach this pernicious do&rine to the people,and perſwaded them with many fables 
co believe ic z In che mean time, theſe chings ſeem ſo true to theſe wrerches that hear them, 
as they very willingly giv: th:m all cheir goods , imagining that thereby only they can be 
ſaved, and freed from thaſe puniſhmenrs and fears, where withall they threaten them if they 
do otherwiſe. I hays ſpoken here of no more then theſe three Sets, omicting the reſt of the 
ewo and thirty, which are followed in this greac ire of Chins, as well I ſhould 
never have done ( as I have ſaid heretofore ) if I ſhould relare them all at large, as for that by 


theſe ic may be known what the others are, which are fGoching berrer, but in a manner even 


the very ſame ; wherefore leaving the remedy of ſuch evils, and graac blindneſs, to the mer- 
cy and providence of God, unto whom only it appertains z I will paſs on to rhe declarations 
of the miſcries we indured during our exile in the Town of Quency , uncill ſuch time as we 
were made ſlay:s by che Tarters, which in che year, 1 544. 

We had been now ewo moneths and an half in this City of Peqwis , when as on Saturday, 
che chicreenth of July, 1554. we were curtied away to the Town of Qzaxc7, there to ſerve 
all che time tharc we were condemned unto : Now as ſoon as we arrived there,the { baem cau- 
ſed us to be brought before him, and after he bad azked us ſome queſtions, he appointed us to 
be of the number of fourſcore Halberdiers, which the King aſſigned him for bis Guard ; This 
we took as a ſpecial favour fram God, boch in regard this was not very painful, 
as alſo becauſe che entertainment was good,and rhe pay of it berter,baing affureg befides thac 
at the time we ſhould recover our liberty, Thus lived we almoſta monerh very peaceably,and 
well conrented for that we mer with a better forcune then  —_— as the devil, 
ſceing how well all we nine agreed together ( for all that we Ii was in common amongit us, 


. and whatſoever miſery any one had,we ſhared ic wich him like crue brechren) he fo wroughe 


that.two of our company fell into a quarrel, which very prejudical ro us all ; This di- 
viſion ſprung from a cercain vanity coo fanuliar with the Portwgs! Nation, whereof 1 can ren- 
der no ocher reafon,but that chey are naturally ſenſible of thing that touches upon ho- 
nour : Now ſee what the difterence wasgtwo of us nine falling by chance in conteſt about the 
extraRtion of the Madureyras and the Fonſec as,for to know which of theſe rwo bouſes was in 
molt eſteem at the King of Portugal; Courc, the matret went (© far , that from one word to 
anorher chey came at length co terms of oyſter- wives, ſaying one to the other,Whoare you ?

done very much for them, by oo from « lang wiſhing weath , which ocherwiſe they con/d 
not have aveided ; and ſo you might have loſt theſe ſlaves , of whons the ſervice or ſale might 
have been ſome way profitable unts you ;, for if you will not make uſe of them at Lancama, you 
may ſell thems for a thouſand Tacis at leaſt, Here ſome began to laugh , but rhe Aſrraquer 
commanded more rice to be given us,cogether with ſome apples, and other things, conjuning 
us again co eat,as a thing which he cook pleaſure to ſee us do,wherein we moſt willingly gave 
him ſatisfa&tion. After we had fed well, he began to ta'k with Jorge Mendez about that which

ans, that we ſhall accomnt it for a happineſs to be bus ſervants ; and this was the talk which we 
had amongſt us. The next dey all the Army was put into order,and divided into twelve Batta- 
hons, whereof they made twelye Files, and one Counterkile in the Vantguard, that incom- 
paſſed the whole Camp,in manner of an half Moon : upon the wings were the foremoſi,wich 
all chat Maſs of Bavins, L:1dders, Baskers, Martocks, Spades,and other macerials,to fill up the 
ditch, and make ic equal with the reſt of the ground, Marching in this manner they arrived ac 
the Caftle, which they found (trongly mann'd, and with a number of Flags and Screamers 
waving upon the Battlements, The firſt Salucation berween the befiegers and the beiieged 
was with arrows, darrs, tones, and pors of wild-fire, which continued abour half an hour ; 
then th: Tartars preſently filled the dirch wich bavins and earth, and ſo reared up their 1ad- 
ders again the wall, that now by reaſon of the filling up of the dicch, was not very high ; 
The firſt that mounted up wis Jorge Mendez, accompanied with two ofjours, who as men 
reſolved had ſet up cheir refi,zither co die chere, or co render their valour remarkab'e by ſome 
memorable att ; as in effe& 1t pleaſed our Lord that their reſolution had a good ſucceſs ; for 
they not only entered firſt, bur alſo planted che firſt colours upon the wall, whereac the 24i- 
taquer, and all chat were with him, were ſo amaz:d, as they ſaid one to another, Doubcleſs if 
theſe people did behege Prquin, as we do, the Chmeſes, which defend that City, would ſoo» 
ner loſe their honour, chen we ſhall make them co do ir with all che forces we haye ; in the 
mean time all the Tarters, that were at the foot of the ladders , followed the three Portu- 
gals, and carried themſelves fo valiant ly,what wich the example of a Captain that had ſhewed 
, them the way, as our of their own natural diſpoſition, almoſt as reſolute as thoſe of Japan, 
that in a very ſhort ſpace above 5000 of them were got upon the walls; from whence wich 
grear violence they made the Chineſes to retiregyhereupon ſo furious and bloody a fight en- 
ſued berween either parry,that in leſs rhen balf an hour che bufineſs was fully decided,and che 
Cafile raken, wich the death of ro thouſand Chineſes and Afogores that were in it, there be- 
ing not above fixſcore of the Tartars ſlain. That done,the gates being opened, the Mitaquer 
with great acclamations of joy entred, and cauſing the Chizeſes colours to be taken downy 
and his own to be advanced in cheir places,he wich a new ceremony of tejoycing at the ſound 
of many in{truments of war, afrer the manner of che 7 artars, gave rewards boa. wounded, 
and made divers of the moſt valiant of his followers Knights, by putting bracelers of gold 
abour their righe arms z and then abour noon he wich the chief Commanders of his Army, 
for the greater triumph,dined in the Cafile, where he alſo beflowed bracelers of gold upon 
Jorge Mendez, and the other Portugals, whom he made to fic down at table with him ; Af- 
ter the cloch was taken away, be went our of the Caftle with all his company, and then cau- 
fag all the walls of it to be diſmantled, he razed che place quite to the ground, ſerting on 
fire all chat remained, with a number of ceremonies, which was performed with great cries 
and acclemations,to the ſound of divers infiruments of war ; Moreoyer be commanded the 
ruines of this Catile to be ſprinkled wich the blood of his enemies, and the heads of all of 
them that lay dead there co be cur off ; as for his own ſouldiers that were ſlain, he cauſed them 
to be criumphancly burted, and ſuch as werr hurt to be carefully looked unto ; this done, 
he retired, wich a buge crain,and in great pomp,to bis tent, having Jorge Mendez cloſe by him 
on borsback , As for the ocher cighr of us, together wirh many braye Noblemen and Cap- 
tains, we followed him on foot. Being arrived ac his cent, which was richly hung , he ſent 
Jorge Mendez, thouſand T aris for a reward, and to us butan bundred apiece ; r ſome 
of us, that thoughe themſelves co be berret qualified, were very much diſcontenred, for that 
be was more reſpeted then Ps by whoſe means, as well as his, che enterpriſe had been 
x nan atchieyed, though by the good ſucceſs thereof we bad all obtained honour and li- © 
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CAAP. XXXIX. 
The Mitaquer departs from the Caſtle of Nixiancoo, and goes ts the King of 
Tartaſy bis Camp before Pequin 5 with that which we ſaw till 
we arrived there ; and the Mitaquers pre» 
ſentmng ws unto the King. 


Sc&.x. 7 re next day the Miraquer having nothing more to do where hz was, reſolved to take 


his way towards the City of Pegwin, before which che King lay, as I have delivered be- 
fore ; To this effeR having pur his Army into barrel aray, he departed from thence ar cight of 
the clock inthe morning, and marching leaſurely to the ſound of bis warlike inſtruments, he 
made his firlt Ration about noon upon the bank of a river, whoſe ſcicuation was very plealant, 
bzing all about invironed with a company of fruit rrees,and a many goodly houſes, but wholly 
deſerted,and b:reaved of all things which the Barbarians might any way have made booty of, 
Haviog palt the greateſt hear of the day there,he aroſe and marched on until about an hour in 
che night that he cook up his lodging at a pretty good Town,called Lauimay,which likewiſe 
we found deſerted, for all this whole Country was quite diſpeopled for fear of the Barber:- 
ans,who ſpared no kind of perſon,but whereſoever they came pur all to fire and ſword, as the 
next day they did by this place, and many other along this river, which they burnc down (© 


che ground ; and that which yer was more lamentable,they ſer on fire, and clean conſumed to, 


aſhes agr-at large plain, being above fix leagues abour,and full of corn ready to be reaped, 
Tis cruelty execured, the Army began again co moye, compoſed,as it was,offome threeſcore 
and five thouſand horſe, ( for as touching the reſt they were all lain,as well at the taking of 
Quincap18 in that of the Caſtle of Nix:ancoo,) and went on to a mountain, named Pomms- 
ray,where they remained chat night ; The nexe morning diſlodging from thence, they marched 
on ſomewhat faſter then before, chat they might arrive by day at the City of Peqwin , which 
was diſtant about ſeven leagues from that mountain : Ar three of the clock in the afternoon 
we came to the river of Pal/amxitan, where 2 Tartar G_ , accompanied wich an bundred 
horſe, came to receive us, having waited there rwo days for chat purpoſe z The firſt thing that 
he did, was the delivering of a letcer from the King to our General, who received it wh (a 
great deal of ceremony; From this river to the Kings quatrer, which mighe be ſome two 
leagues,the Army mar wichour order,as being unable to do otherwile,parcly as well in re- 
gard of the great concourſe of people, wherewith the ways were full in coming to ſee the 
Generals arrival, as forthe grear train which che Lords broughe along wich them, that over» 
ſpread all che fields ; In this order,or rather diſorder,we artived at th: Caſtle of Lawrir,which 
was the firlt Fort of nine chat the Camp had for the retreat of the Spies ; there we found a 
young Prince, whom the Tartar had ſent thicher ro accompany the General , who alighting 
from his horſe rook his Scymicar from his ſide,and on his knees offered ic unto him, atrer he 
had kiled the ground five times, being the ceremony or complement ordinarily uſed among 
them ; The Prince was exceedingly pleaſed with this honour done unto bim, which wich a 
ſmiling countenanc2,and much acknowledgment of words he teſtified unco himg This paſt,the 
Prince with a new cere nony ftept two or three paces back, and lifting up his voice with more 
gravity then before, as he that repreſented the Perſon of the in whoſe name be came, 
ſaid unto him, He, the border of whoſe rich veſknre my month hiſſeth, and that out of an incre « 
dible greatneſs maſtereth the Scepters of the earth, and of the Iſles of the Sea, ſends thee word 
by me, who am his ſlave, that thy honourable arrival is no leſs able nnto him, then the 
Summers ſweet morning is to the ground , when as the dew doth comfort and refreſh our bodzes, 
and therefore would have thee without further delay to come and bear bis voice mounted on 
Eis horſe , whoſe trappings are garniſhed with jewels taken out of bis Treaſury, to the end, 
that riding by my fide , ew mayeſt be made equal in bonowr to the greateſt of bis Court, and 
that they which behold thee marching in this ſort, may acknowledge that the right hand of him 
# mighty and valiant unto whom the labours of war giveth this recompence, Hereupon rhe 
AMitagquer prolirating himſelf on the earth, with his hands lifred up, aniwered him thus ; Lee 
my head be an hundred times trampled on by the ſole of his feet, that all thaſe of my race may b» 
ſenſible of ſo great a favour, and that my eldeſt Son may ever carry it for a mark of honour. 
Then mounr1ng on the horſe which the Prince had given him, trapped with gold and pre- 
ci9us (tones, bzing one of thoſe that the King uſed to ride on himſelf, they marched on with 

a great 
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a gr-ar deal of State and M:jefty. In this pomp were many (pare Horſes led richly hatneſſ:d ; 
there were alſo a number of Uſhers, carrying Silver Maces on their ſhoulders, and fix bun- 
dred Halberdiers on borsback, cogether with fifteen Chariots, fu'l of Silver Cymbals, and 
many other ill-tuned barbarous Infiruments, that made ſo great a din, as it was nor poſſible 
to hear one another, Moreover, in all chis diftance of way, which wasa league anda half, 
there were ſo many men on horsback, as one could hardly paſs through the crowd in any part 
thereof, The Aftaquer being thus in triumph arrived ac the firſt Trenches of the Camp, he 


ſcnc us by one of his Servants co his Quarter, where we were ve3y well received, and abun- 
dantly furniſhed with a'l things neceſſary for us. pe 


iss. 


Fourtcen days afcer we arrived at tis Camp,the Afitaguer,our General, ſent for us to his <e&.1; 


Tent, where in the preſence of ſome of his Gentlemen,he ſaid unto us; To merrow morning 
about this time be you ready, that 1 may maks good my word unto you, which is to let you ſee 
the face of hins whom we bold for our Sovertign Lord, a grace that is done you cut of 4 par « 
ticular reSpelt to me 5; And this bis Majeſty doth not onely gram unto yon, but your liberty al- 
ſo, which 1 have obtained of him for you, and which in truth 1 am no leſs glad of, then of 
the taking of Nixiancoo? tbe pariiculars whereof you may relate unto hins, if you come tobe ſo 
bappy 44 to be quiſtioned by bims about it. Withally, 1 fore Jon, that I ſhall take it for a great 
ſausfattion, if when yon ſhall return into your Country, you will remember that 1 have kept 
my word with you, and that therein 1 bave ſhewed my ſelf ſo punitxal, as it may be I wonld 
nat for that conſideration demand of the King ſome other thing more profitable for me, that 
you may know this was that which 1 oncly difered. And the King hath done me the hongur to 
grant ut me preſently, and that with ſuch exceeding demonſtragion of favour, as 1 mwſt con- 
feſs 1 amithereby more obliged aunto you, then you art tome. Having ſpoken thus unto us, 
we proftrated our ſelves uponthe ground, and in ghis fort anſwered him, CALy Lord, the 


goud which you have pleaſed todo ma is ſo great, that to go about to thank, you with words (4 


the world uſeth to do ) in the ſkate me now are im, would rather be an ingratitude, then 4 true and 
due acknowledgement ; ſo that we think it hetter to paſs.

Horſes very well furniſhed,upon which we mounted, and ſo wene ro his Tent ; He in che mean 
rime had pur himſelf into a Piambre (that is ſomewhat like to a Licter)drawn with two horſes 
richly harnefſed;round about him for his Guard marched 60 Halberdiers,6 Pages apparelled in 
bis Livery mounced on white Curcals,and we nine on horsback a little more behinde. Inc big 
manner he went on towards the place where the King was, whom he found lodged in rhe 
great and lumpruous Edifice of tbe Goddeſs N acapiras, by the Ch ineſes called rhe Q:ren of 
Heaven,wher2of I have ſpoken at large in 34 Chapter. Being arrived ar the firſt T:enches of 
the Kings Tenr,he alightzd our of his Litrer,and all the reſt likewiſe off from their horſes,for 
tO ſpeak ro the Naygarar,of whom, with a kinde of Ceremony, after the faſhion of the Gez. 
tiles, be craved leave to enter,which was preſently granted him. Thereupon the Mitaquer be- 
ing ceturned into his Licter, paſſ:d through che Gates in the ſame manner as before,onely we 
and the rei of his folloxers waited upon him on foor, When he came to a low and very long 
Gallery, where there was a great number of Gentlemen, be alighted again our of his Lirrer, 
end cold us that we were to arrend him there, for that he would go and know whether irwere 
a fic time to (peak with the King,or no.We Rayed there then about gn hout,during che which 
ſome of the Gentlemen chart wete in the Gallery obſerving us to be Rrangers,and ſuch kinde 
of people 2s they had never ſeen thz like, they called us, and very courteouſly bid us to fir 
down by them, where having ſpent ſome time in beholding certain Tumblers ſhewing Feats 
of Ativity,we perceived the Afztaquer coming forth with four very beautiful Boys, attired in 
long Coats after the Twrk;ſh faſhiov,garded all over with green and, white,and weating abour 
che ſmall of cheir legs licele Hoops of Goldin the form of Irons and Shackles. The Gentle- 
men that were preſent, aſſoon as they ſaw them, roſe up on their feet,/and drawing our their 
Courtel-fſes,which theywore by their fides,they laid them on the ground with a new kinde of 
ceremony, ſaying three times, Let the Lord of our beads live an bundred thouſand years. In 
the mean whiſe,as we lay with our heads bending to the ground, one of thoſe Boys ſaid aloud 
unto us ; Tow men of the other end of the world, rejoyce now, for that the hour is come, wherem 
your deſire us to be accompliſhed, and thet you are to have the liberty which the Micaquer pro- 
muſed you at the Caſtle of Nixianicoo, wherefore ariſe pw off the earth and lift up your band: 
0 Heaven yendring thanks uuto the Lord,who daring the myght of our peaceabls - Sarnder the 
Firmament with Stars, ſeeing that of himſelf alone without the merit of any fleſh,be hath made + 


 Jou to encounter in-your exile with a man that Cm er ſons. To this Speech, proftraced 
r 


as we were on the ground, we returned him this A our Truch-man, May Heavens 
grant wi ſo much happineſs, as that bis foet may trample on our heads ; wheteunto he replied, 
Tur wiſh i not ſmall, and may it pleaſe God to accord you thu gift of riches. : 

Theie four Boys,and the Arraguer,whom we followed,pitt chrough a Gallery,cr:Red up- 
on five and twenty pillars of Braſs,and encred into a great room,where there were a number 
of G-nclemen,& among tte n many ftrangers, Mogores, Perſians, Bordies,Calaminhams,and 

' Brama4s, After we were Our of this room, we came into another, where there were many 
acmed men, ranged into five Files all along the room, wirh Courretefles on their ſhoulders, 
that were garniſh2d with gold, Theſe Rayed the Mitaquer a lictle,& with great complements 
asked him ſome queliions, and cook his oath upon the Maces the B>ys carried,which he per- 
formed on his knes,k'fling the ground 3 ſevera! rimes,whereupon he was admirred co paſs on 


* Inc a great place, like a quadrangle;rhere we ſaw four ranks of Scatues of Braſs, in form of 


wilde men,with Clubs and Crowns of the ſame metall gilt : Theſe Idols,or Gyants,were each 


» of them ſix and twenty Spans high,and fix broad, as well on the breaſt, as on the ſhoulders; 


their councenances were hideous and deformed, and their hair curled likero Negroes. The des 


' fire-we had to know what theſe Figures ſignified mage us ro demand ir of the Tartars, who 


j anſwered us,thart chey were che three bundredand chreeſcore gods which frimed che days of 
placed there expreſly,o the end that in their effigies they mighr be continu» 


| the whole world might know how in deſpight of the King of China he had captivated his 
- gods. Within this place, whereof I fpeak,and amid(t a plantation of Orange-trees,that was in- 
- vironed with a fence of Ivy, Roſes, Roſemarv,6 many orher ſorts of lowers, which we have 


© mor in Exrope, was a Tent picched upon 1 2 Bylifters of the wood of Camphireeach of =_ 
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wreathed about with ſilver in the faſhion of knotted Card-work, bigger theh ones arm. In 
this Tent was a low Throne in ch2 form of an Altar, garniſhed with branch:d work of fine

gold,and ov:t it was a cloch of (taceyſec thick wich filver Rars; where alſo the Sun and Moon - 


were to be ſcen, as alſ> certain clouds,ſome of them whice,and others of thoſe colours which 
appear in the tim? of rain, all enamelled ſo ro the life,and with ſuch art, thar they beguiled 
all choſe that beheld rhem,for rhey ſeemed tofrain indeed,ſo as ic was impoſiible ro fee a thing 
more complece,cither for the proportions or colours. In the mid(t of this Throne upon a bed 
lay a great Ratuz of filyer, called Abicas Nilancor, Which ſignifies, thegod of the health of 
kings, that had been alſo raken in the Temple of A»g:izamoy. No round about the ſame fta- 
rue Wzre four and thirry Idols of the hzigit of a child of five or fix years old,rangedin 2 files, 
and ſer on their knees, wich their hands lifted up towards this Idol,as if they would adore him. 
At the entry into rhis Tent there were four young Gentlemen richly cladgwho with each of 
them a cenſer in his hand, wene two and two abour, then at the ſound of a bell proſirated 
chemſelyes on the ground, and-cenſed one anocher,ſaying with & loud voice, Let cxr cry come 
wato theg as @ ſweet perfume, to the end thou mayſt bear . For the guard of this Tent, ther: 
were 60 Halberdiers,who at a lictle diltance invironed ic all about, They were clothed wich 
gilt leather, and hid Murtians on their heads curiouſl y-engraven; all which were very agree- 
able and majeltical ohjets. Out of this place we en:red into another divilion, where there: 
were four chambers very tich and well furniſhed,in che which were many Gentlermhen,as well 
rangers as Tartars. From thence paſſing on whither che Afiragner and the young Boys con- 
dued us, we x rived ar the door of a great low room, inform like to a Church, where Rood 
kx Uſhers with their Maces, who witha new complement tothe Mitaquer cauſed ust0 ene 
rer, bur kept out all others, In this room was the King of Tartaris, accompanied with man 
Princes, Lords,and Captains,amonght whom were the Kings of Pafua,ecuy,Capinper, Raina 
Benan, Ancheſacotay, and others to the number of 14, whoin rich attire were all ſeated 
ſome three or four paces from the foor of the Tribunal, A liccle more on the one fide were 
two and thirty v2ry fair women, who playing upon divers Infirumenrs of Muſick; made a 
wonderful ſweet Contore. The King was ſec on bis Throne under a rich cloth of Gate, and 
had about him 12 yourg boys kneeling on their knees, with little Maces of gold like Sce- 
pires;which they carried on their ſhoulders;cloſe behinde was a young Lady extremely beat- 
tiful, and wonderfully richly attired, with a Ventiloe in-her hand, wherewich ſhe ever and 
anon fanned him, This ſame was the fiſer of the Araqguer our General, and infinicely belo- 
ved of the King, for whoſe ſake therefore it was that he was In ſuch credic and reputation 
throughout the whole Army:The King was much about 40 years of age,full ature,fomewhat 
Jean,and of a govd aſpeR; his beard was very ſborr; bis muſtaches afcer the Tarkiſh mannet, 
his eyes like co the { hineſes, and his countenance ſevere and majeſtical ; As for his veſture, ic 
was yiolet-calour,in faſhion like to a Twrkzſh Robe,imbroidered with Pearl, upon his feer he 
had green Sandals wrought all oyer with gold- purl,andgrear Pearls among ic,and on his head 
a Sattin cap of th: colour of his babir, wich a rich Band of Diamonds and Rubies incermin- 
gled together: Before we paſt any farther,afcer we had gone ten or eleven ſteps in the room, 
we made our complemenc by kiffing of the ground chree ſeveral times, and performing other 
ceremonies, Which the Fruch-men taughrus : In the mean time the King commanded rhe. 
'Mnfick to ceaſe, and addreſſing himſelf ro the Afiraquer ;' Aﬀk theſe men of the other end 6f 
the World, ſaid be uno him, whether chey have 2 King, what is che name of cheir Country, 
,and how far diſtant it is from this Kingdom of (þ:;za where'now Iam? Thereupon one of 
ours, ſpeaking for all the reft; anſwered ; That our Country was called Portwga?,” that the 
King thereof was exceeding rich and mighty,and that from chence tb the City of Penn wis 
at. the leaſt three years voyage. This Anſwer much amazed the King, becauſe he did noc 
think che World had been ſo large, ſo that ftriking his chigh with a Wand that he had in his 
hand,and lifting up his eyes to Heaven, as though he would render thanks unto Godzhe ſaid. 
aloud, ſo as every one might hear him : © Creator f all things! are ws able to A 
the marvels of thy greatneſs, we that at the beſt are but poor worms of dhe earth ? Fuxiqui- 
dane, fuxiquidane, /et them: approach, let them approach. Thereupon beckning co us with his 
hand, he cauſed vs ro come even to th: firſt degr-e of the Throne,where the fourteen Kings 
fate, and demanded of him. again, as a man aſtoniſhed, Pucay, puc4s, that's to ſay, how far, 
' bow far ? wherqunto he anſivered as before,thar we ſhould be ar leaſt three years in returning, 
10 our Country, Then be asked, why we came not rather by Land, then by Sea, where ſo 
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many labours akd dangers were to be undergone ? Thereunto he replied, that there was too 
great an extent of bas, charagh which we were nor aſſured co paſs, for that it was com- 
manded by Kings of ſeveral nations. #hat come you to ſerk, for then, added the King, and 
wherefore do you expoſe your ſelves to ſuch dangers? Then having rendred him a Reaſon co this 
laſt Demand,with ail the ſubmiſsion chac mighe be, he (tayed a precty while without ſpeakingy 
and then ſhaking bis head chree or four times, be addreſſed himſelf to an old man that was 
not far from him, and ſaid, Certainly we muſt needs conclude, that there us euher much ambiti« 
o#, or lutle juſtice in the Country of theſe people, ſeting they come ſo far to conquer other Lands, 
To this Speech the old man,named Rare Benan,made no other Anſwerbur that ic mult needs 
be ſo; for men, {aid he, who have recourſe nnto cheir induſtry and invention co run over the 
Sea for to get that which God hath not given them, are neceſſarily carried thereunco, either 
by extreme poverty, of by an excels of blindneſs and yanity, derived from much coverouſneſs, 
which is the cauſe why chey tenounce God, and thoſe that brought them inco the world. This 
Reply of the od man was ſeconded by many jecring words by the other Courtiers, who 
made great ſport upon this occafion, that very much pleaſed the King; in che mean time che 
women fell to their mufick again, and ſo continued, till the King wichdrew inco another 
Chamber in the company of theſe ſair Muſicians, and car _—_ that fanned him, noc 
ſo much as one of thoſe great Perſonages daring to enter beſides : Not long afrer one of 
thoſe twely: Boys thar carried the Sceprers before mentioned, came to the Aſitequer, and 
rold him from his Sifter, thacche King commanded him co deparc away, which be beld for a 
fingular fayoury: by reaſon chis Meſlage was delivered co him wn che preſence of choſe Kings 
and Lords that were in the room, ſo that be ſticred nor, but ſenc us word, that we d go 
uncoout Tent with this aſſurance, that he would take care rhe Son of che Sun be mind-

CHAP. XL 


The King of Tartatia's raiſing of bis Siege from before Pequin, for to return into bus 
_ T Country, and x which peſed until bis Arrival there. 


'Y \y,! FE had been row full three and forty days in this Camp, during which time there 

_ 'V many fights and skicmiſhes berween che befiegers andrhe befiegedas allo rwo es 
in'the-open day, which were refifted byr_ns wichin wich an invincible courage,like:r- folme 
men as they were ; In the meantime th: King of Tartar:e,ſceing how concraryico his hope 
ſogreatanenterpriſe had been,wherein he had conſumed ſo much treaſure, cauſed his Council 
of War to be aflembled, in che which were preſenc che ſever and ewenty Kings that accom- 
panied him, and likewiſe many Princes, and: ,andche moſt part of the clnef Comman- 
ders of the Army : In this Councilic was reſdlyed, chat in regard Winter was at hand, and 
chat the-Rivers had already overflowed their banks wirh ſuch force and violence, -a8 they had 
ravaged and cattied away moſt of the Trenches and Pallifadoes of che Camp, andthatmore- 


Over great numbers of the Souldiers died daily of fickneſs, and for wanc of viftuals, that - 


therefore the King could nor do berterchen to raiſe his Siege,$ be gone beforeWincer came, 
for'fear leſt aying longer,he ſhould run the hazard of | himielt,and his Aray: All cheſe 
reaſonsſeemed fo good to theKingygther without furcher delay he reſolved ro follow-this coun- 
ſel.and to obey the preſent neceſsicy, though ir were to his = grief; ſo that incontimently 
be cauſed all his Infaniry & Ammunition co be imbarqued;rhen having commanded hisCamp 
co beſet on fire, he himſelf went away by land with three hundred thouſand Horſe,and twen- 
ty thouſandRhinocerc ts:Now after they bad taken an account of all che dead,thzy a 
to be four hundred and fifty thovſand,the moſt of whom died of fickneſs, asalſoan hundred 
thouſand Horſes, and threeſcore thouſand Rhinocerots,which were caren inthe ſpace of rwo 
monechs and an half, wherein they wanted viRtual;ſo thar of eighteen bundred thouſand men 
vhzrewith tie King of Tartaria came out of his Country gp befiege the City of Pequin, be- 
fore the which be lay fix moneths and 2 half, he carried Wine fome ſeven hundred and fifry 
thouſand leſs chen he brought forth, whereof four and fifty cchouſand tied of fickneſs, 
famin2,:nd war,and three bundred thouſand went and rendred chemſelves unto the Chimes, 
| drawm'thereunto by the great pay Which they gave them,and other advantages of honor and 
preſents which theycontinually beſtowed on rhem;wherear we are not ro maryel,ſecing Expe- 
ciencedoth ſhew,how that alone isof far more powe: to oblige menzthen all echer thingsin the 


world. 
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world, After the King of Tartaris was gone from this City of Pequin, upon a Myunday, the 
ſeycnceenth of Odober , with three hundred thouſand hotſe, as I bave relared before, che ſame 
day avour evening he went and fodged near to a river, called Quatragwn , and the next morn- 
ing, an our before day, the Army began to march ar the ſound of the Drums, Fifes, and other 
in(trumencs of war, 2ccording to the order preſcribed them ; In this manner he arrived a lictle 
before night , at a Town named Gurampea, which he found alcogether depopulateds After 
his Ar.ny had repoſed there abouc an hour and an half, he ſer forth 2galn., and marching ſome- ' 
what faſt he cane to lodge at the foor of a great mountain, called Liawpes, from whence ie 
deparced towards morning. Thus marched he eight leagues a day for fourteen days together, 
at the end whereof he arriy:d at a good Town, named Guaxxitim, which mighe contain abour 
el:ven or ewely2 thouſand fires ; There he was counſelled co furniſh himſelf with victuals, 
whereof he (12d great need, for which purpoſe therefore he begirt ic round, and skaling ic in 
the open day he quickly made himſelf Matter of it, and put it to the ſack with ſo cruel a Maſ- 
ſacre of the innabicants, as my fellows and I were ready to ſwoond for very aftoniſhment : 
Now after chat the wood and fire had conſumed all things, and that the Army was abundancly 
provided of ammunirion and victual, he depatted at the break of day and chough he paſt the 
next morning in the view of Cazxi/o9, yer would not he atraque ic, for that it was a great 
and ftrong Town, and by ſcituation impregnable , having heard befides that there were fifty 
thouſand men within ir, whereof cen thouſand were Afogores, Canchins, and Champaas, re- 
ſolure touldiers, and much more watlike then the Chineſes, From thence paſſing on he arcived 
ac the walls of Sizgrachiras, which are che yery ſame that, as I have ſaid heretofore, do 
divide thoſe two Empires of China and Tarteria; There meeting with no reſiftance he went 
and lodged on the furcher fide of it at Parquinor , which was the firſt of his own Towns, and 
ſeared ſome three leagues from the ſaid wall , and the next day he marched to P/iparoy, where 
he diſmifſ:d che mo#t part of his people: In this place he Rayed not aboye ſeven days, which he 
ſpent in providing pay for his ſouldiers, and in the execution of certain priſoners he had caken 
in that war, #nd brought along wich him : Theſe things thus expedited, he, as a man not ye- 
ry well pleaſed, imbarqued himſelf for Lavcame , in fixſcore Lavlees, with no more then 
ten or eleven thouſand men : So in fix dayes after his imbarquing , he arrived at Lanca- 
, where not -petmitting any reception to ;be made him, he landed about two hours within 
night. 


were atrived there, which was within fix and twenty days ; then having all his Army rogether, 
he wenr on to another City far greater and fairer, called 7T#ymiros, Where he was vificed by 
ſpme Princes his Neighbours, and by the Ambaſſadors of many other Kings and Soveraigns of 
more remoter Countrys , of which the chiefeft were fix great and mighty Monarchs, namely, 
Xataanas the Sophy of Perſia ; $iamon Emperour of the Gueos , whoſe Country borders on 
that of Bramaa, and T angus ; the Calaminbgm, Lord of the indomitable force of the Elt= 
phant of the Earth, as T ſhall deliver heteafretr, when I come to creat of him and bis Scace ; the 
Sowurnas of Odiaa, that names himſelf che King of $:am, whoſe dominion runs ſeven hundred 
leagues along the coaſt wich that of . T avauſerin, and on Champaa fide with the ſalayos, Ber- 
dies, and Patanes;, and through the hearc of the Countty wich Paſſiologua , Caproper , and 
Chiammay; asalſo with che Lauhot , and Gaeos ; ſo thar this Prince alone hach ſeventeen King= 
doms within his Scat2, by reaſon whereof , for to make himſelf the more redoubted amongit 
the Gentiles, he cauſeth himſelf co be filed, The Lord of the white Elephant ; the fifth was 
the great Hogor, whoſe Scare is within the heart of the Country, near ro the Corazones , © 
Province bordering upon Perſia , and the Kingdom of Dely, and Chitor ; and the laſt an Em- 
perour of a Country named Carer, as we were informed chere, che bounds of whoſe Soye- 
raignty are at the Mountains of Gengalidan, iixty degrees furcher on, where a certain people 
live, whom they of the Country call CAfoſcovites , whereof we have ſome in this Cicy, 
which were fzir of compleRior, well ſhaper, and apparelled with Breeches, Caffocks, and Has, 
like tq che Flemixgs which we (ee in Exrope, the chiefeſt of them wearing Gowns lined with 
$ables, and the reft with ordinary furs. Tae Ambaſſador of this Emperour of Cares was more . 
remarkable in bis entry, then all che reſt : He had for his Guard about ſixſcore men, armed with 
arrows, and Partiſans, damasked with gold and filyer, and all attired alike in voter and green ; 
After them march2d on horsback twelve Uſhers, carrying filyer Maces,. before whom twelve 
horſes were led, that bad carnation cloches on them, bordered abour with gold and filyer ; They 
were 


The King abode in this City of Lavcame until ſuch time as all his forces, as well horſe as foot) $e&. 2; 
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were followed by twelve huge 11] men, that ſexmed co be Giants, clothed with Tygers skins as 
wild men are uſed to be painted, one of them bolding in his band a great Greybound by a ſilver 
chiin;Then appeared twelve little Pages, mounted on white Hackneys,baving green velver Sad- 
dles,trimmed with filyer lace and fringe;they were all apparelled alike 1n crimſon ſattin Cafſocks, 
lined with marterns , breeches, and hats of the ſame , and great chains of gold ſcarf-wiſe 2. 
bour them ; Theſe twelve boys were all of one equal tiature , {© fair of face, ſo well favoured, 
and of ſo ſweet a proportion of body , as I believe there have never been any ſeen more acorn. 
Pliſhed : For himſelf, he was ſeated in a Chariot with three wheels on each hide , garniſhed all 
over With filyer ; Round about this Pirenge, ( for ſo was this Chariot called ) there were forty 
foot-men in jerkins, and breeches of green and red cloth, laced all over with carnation filk lace, 
having ſwords by their lide above three fingers broad, with the hilts, handles, and chaps of fil. 
ver, and hunting horns hanging in ſilver chains, brandrick-wiſe about them, and on their beads 
they wore caps, with feathers in them full of filver ſpangles : Thus was the equipage of this 
Ambaſſador ſo ſumptuous and (tately, that one might yery well conclude he belonged to ſome 
very rich and mighty Prince. N ow going one day as attendants on the Miraguer, who went to 
viſit him from the King , among other things chat we ſaw in his lodging, we obſerved there, 
for one of the greateſt ratitizs in chat Country, five Chambers bung all with very rich Arras, 
ſuch as we have in Chriſtendom ; and no queſtion brought from thence : In each of chele Cham. 
bers was 4 Cloth of State of gold or filyer tinſel, and under it a Table wich a Baſon and Ewer 


of lilyer of a very coſtly faſhion ; alſo a Chair of State of rich violet fluff rrimmed with gold | 


fringe, and at the foot of ir a Cuſhion of che ſame, a'l upon an ing large foot- pace of 
tapeliry; Tere was alſo a chafingdiſh of filyer , wich a perfuming pot of the ſame , out of the 
which proceeded a moſt delicate odour ; Ar the door of each of thoſe five Chambers flood 
two Haiberciers, who admitted perſons of quality to enter that came thither to ſce them ; In 
another very great room,in form like to a Gallery ,there was a very high and large foor-pace 
a lictle table placed, covered with a damask cable-cloth, edged abou with gold-fringe, and upon 
2 filver place a napkin, with a fork and a ſpoon of gold, as alſo wo little falc-ſellers of the ſame 
metal z Now \ 2 cen or eleven paces on the one fide from this table were rwo cupbords of 
plate of all kind of faſhions,and other veſſels of great value ; Moreovergat the four cormers of this 
table wete four ciſterns about the bigneſs of a buſhel, with their ketrles faſtened co them with 
chains all of ſilver,as alſo ewo very great candleſticks of rhe ſame with whice wax candles in them, 
bur nor lighted ; There were alſo at the door of the room twelve handſome Halberdiers,”' clo- 
thed in mantles like to /r;fh rugs , with Scymirars by cheir fides, all covered over with plates of 
filyer ; which Guard ( as ordinarily it is with them) were very haughty and rude in cheir anſwers 
co all that ſp2ak rothem. Although this Ambaſſadour was come thither in the way of whit, a 
the reſt , yer th: principal ſubje& of his Embaſly was i treat of a marriage berween the Em- 
perour of Cares, and a lifter of the Tartar, named Meica vidas, that is to ſay, 4 rich Saphir ; 
a Lady of about ſome chirry years of age, bur very handſoin, and exceeding charitable ro the poor, 
whom we ſaw divers times in this Ciry at the chiefeſt fealis, which cheſe people uſe ro ſo» 
lemniz : at cerrain cimes of the year , after the manner of the Gemrz/es, Howbeir ſetting alide 

all this, (whereof I had nor ſpoken but that it ſeemed more remarkabl: unro me chen off che 

reft,) 1 will return co my former diſcourſe, as well concerning our liberty, as the voyage that 

we made, even tothe Iſl;nds of the Sea of Chins, whither the Emperour of Tartaria cauſed 

us to be conveighed, to the end that ſuch as ſhall come after us may «tain to the knowledg of 

- part of thoſe chings whereof, it may be, chey have never heard ſpoken until chis pre» 

ent.

red to return anew to the Siege of Pequi, which he had formerly quicted, caking the ill - 
ceſs 
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ceſs thar he had there as a grear affront co his perſon ; To this effe& then he cauſed all the 


Eltates of hisKingdom to be afſ:mble&,1nd alſo made a league with all che Kings and P:inces. 


bordering in his Dominiors: whereupon confidering with our ſelves how pre judicial this mighe 


prove.to the promiſe had been ma 1: uygfor the ſerring of us at liberty,we repaired to the Mj- 
raquer, and repreſented unto him many chings that made for our purpoſe, and obliged him to 


keep his word with vs; To which he returned us this Anſwers Certainly you have a great deal 
of reaſon for that you ſay, 2nd I have yer more, nor co refuſe you that which you demand of 
me with ſo mach jullice;wh2refors I reſolve co pur ch2 King in minde of you, chat you may 


enjoy your liverty;& the (ooner you (hall be gone from hznce,the ſooner you ſhall be freed 


from the labors waich the time begins to prepare for us in the encerpriſe that hisMajelty hath 
newly undercaken by the counſe! of (bme particulars,who for that they know not how to 50» 
y:1n themſelves have more need to bz counſelled, chen the earch hath need of water co pro- 
duce the truits that are ſowed in ber;bur to morrow morning I ſhall pur the King in minde of 
you,and your poverty,and withall I {hull preſent unco him how-yo have poor facherleſs chil. 
dren,as you have herecofore told meto the end he may be thereby inciced co caft his eyes up- 
on you, as he is accuſtomed to do in like caſes, which is none of the leaſt marks of his great= 
nels. Hereupon be diſmiſſed us for that day,and th2 next morning he wene to Pontiven,which 
is aplace where the King uſeth co give audience co all ſuch as haye any ſuic co him;There be- 
homing his Majzlty to think of vs,he anſwered him,thar as ſoon as he hadfdiſpatched away an 
Ambaſlador to the King of Cauchexching, he would ſend us along with him, for ſo he had re- 
ſolved todo: With chis Anſwer the Miraquer r2turned to his houſe, where we were ready at- 
tending his coming, «and cold us what the King had promiſed him, wherewichall nor a lictle 
concepted we wene back to our lodging; There in the expeRation of the good ſucceſs of this 
promiſe we continued 10 days wich ſome impatience ; at the end whereof the Xitagner by 
the Kings expreſs command carried us with him co the Coutr, where cauſing us to approach 
nearto his Majeſty, with thoſe ceremonies of greatneſs which are obſerved in coming before 
bim, being the (ame we uſed ar Pequin, after he had beheld us with a gentle eye; he bid che 
Mit aquer ask of us whether we would ſerve him, and in caſe we would, he ſhould not onely 
de.yery well pleaied with it, but he would alſo give us becter entertainment,and more adyan- 
wgeous condicions then all the rangers that ſhould follow him in this War. To this demand 
the Mitaquer anſwered very favourably for us, how he had often heard us ſay, that we were 
maried in our Country, and had a great charge of children, who had no other means to main- 
tain chem, buc what we got with our labor,which was poorly enough,God knows : The King 
beard this ſpeech wich (ome demonfiration of pity, ſochat looking on the MMitaguer ; I an 
$/ad,faid bers know that they have ſuch good _ to retarn home as they ſpeak_of ,that 1 may 
with the more contentment acquit me of that which thou haſt promiſed them in my name. Ac 
theſe words the Mirraqguer, and all we that were with him, lifcing up our hands, as a teſti- 
mony of our thankfulneſs unto him, we kifſed che ground 3 times, and ſaid, May thy feet 
reſt themſelves upon a thouſand generations, to the end that thou mayſt be Lord of the wthabi« 
tans of the earth. Herea the King began to (mile, and ſaid to a Prince that was near him, 
Theſe men ſpeak as if they bad been bred \among /t 43 Then calting his eyes on Forge Mendez, 
who fiood before us all next cothe Mitaguer, eAnd thou, ſaid he unto him, in what conditi= 
0 art then, wilt thou go, of ſtay? whereupon Mendez, who had long before premedirated 
his Anſwer, Sir, replied he, for me, that have neither Wife nor Children to bewail my abſence, 
the thing 1 moſt lefie in the World is to ſerve your Majeſty, ſince you are pleaſed therewith, 
wherexnts 1 bave more offcit; » then to be Chaem of Pequin one thouſand years together, Ar 
this the King ſmiled again, and chen diſmifſ:d us, io that vve recurned very vyell iatisfied co 
cur lodging, vvhere yve continued 3 days in a readineſs to depart, at the end of wuhich, by 
the mediation of the Airaquer, and means of his Siler, yyho, as I have ſaid before, vyas 
wonderfully beloved of che King, b's MajeRy ſent us,for the eight chat yveyvere 2000 Tacm, 
and gave us in charge co his Anbaſlidor, vyhom he ſent ro the Ciry of #zamgnee in ( aw- 
chexchina, in the company of the ſame King of Caxchenchina's Ambaſſador : With him vvz 
deparred from thence 5 days after, being imbarqued in the Veſlzl yvherein he yvent himſelf : 
Bur before our departure Sos Mendez, gave us 1000 Duckets, vvhich vyas cafic for him co 
do, for that he had already 6000 of yearly rent, vyirhall he kept us company all that day, and 
at the length cook his leave of us, nor yyithour ſhedding many a tear for grief thar he had fo 

_ expoſed himſelf 'to a yoluntary cxile. 
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Being departed from this City of T»ymicas on the ninch day of Afay,inthe year one thou- 
ſand five hundred forty and four, we came that might to lodge ar a Univerſity in 8 Pagede cal- 
led Guatipenior, where the two Ambaſladors were yery well entertained by the Twyx1vaes of 
che houle, which is as the ReRor thereof, and che nexg morning when ic was day, boch 
of them continued their courſe doyyn the river,cach le in his ovyn ſhip z behdes other rvvo 
vvherein cheir (tuff vyas ; About rvvo hours m the night vve arrived at a lit ele Town, named 
Puxavyuim, well fortified with Towers and Bulwarks after our manner, 4s alſo with very 
broad Dirches,and Rrong Bridges of hewed Rone;there was likewiſe great (tore of Artillery, 
or Cannons of Wood,made lik: unto the Pumps of ſhips, behinde the which they put Boxes 
of Iron,thar held their Chaxge, and were ſaftened unco them with iron bands ; as for che Bul- 
lets which they ſhor,they were like unto thoſe of Falconers and half black: Being much a+ 
mze22d to ſee this,we demanded of the Ambaſſadors who it was that had invented choſe kinde 
of Guns?whereunto they anſwered,rhat it was cereain menycalled A/nains,and of a Coun- 
try named Myſcovy, who by a very great Lake of ſalc. water came down to this Town in g 
veſſels rowed with oars,in the company of a Widow-woman, Lady of a place called Gaytor, 
who(they ſaid) was chaſed out of her Count by a King of Demmark, (0 that flying for re- 
fuge with 3 ſons of her,the great Grand-father of this King of Tarterie made chem all greg: 
Lords, & gave them cercain kinlwomen of his in mariage,from whom are extrated the chief- 
eſt families of this Empire. The next morning we parted from this Town,and that night lay 
at another more nobler,named ExxcawFive days after we continued our yoyrge down this 
River,and then arrived at a great Temple, called S:»gnaf& xr, where we ſavy an incloſure of 
aboye a le ague in circuit, in which were builded an hundred chreeſcore and four houſes, very 
long and broad, after che faſhion of Arſenals, all full (up co the very Tiles) of dead mens 
teads,whereof there was ſo great a number,thar I am afraid co ſpeak ic,for thatic will hardly 
be credited, Wirhout each of thc ſc houſes were alſo great Piles of the bones of theſe beads, 
which were 3 fathom higher then the ridges of chem, ſo chat the houſe ſeemed ro be buried, 
nd other parc of chem appeating but the frontiſpizce where the gate flood x noc far from 
chence,upon a lictle hill on the South-fide of chem,was a kinde of platform,whereunco one 
went up by certain winding-ſtairs of iron, and through 4 ſeveral doors z Upon this placform 
was the talleſt,che moſt deformed,and dreadful moniter,thac poſſibly cam be imagined, fand- 
ing upon his feet, and leaning again(i a mighty Tower of hew2d fione ; he was made of caſt 
iron,and of ſs great and prodigious a ſtature, that by gueſs be ſeemed to be aboye 30 farhom 
high,'end more chen 6 broad ; notwichlianding the which deformity be was well 

roportioned in all his limbs, onely bis bead was ſomewhar toe lictle for ſo great a body, 

his monſter held in both his hands a bowl of the ſame iron,heing 36 ſpans abour. B:hold- 
ing ſo (range and monſirous a thing, we demand-d of the Tartar Ambaſſador the explicati 
on thereof, who willing to fſatisfie our curiohty, 1f you knew, anſwered be, the 
power of this God is, and how needful it is for you to have him to friend, certainly you would 
think u well :mployed if Jou preſented bim with all Jour means, great ſorver they mo ghi 
be, and give thens to him rather then to your own children; for ye muſt know that this grea 
Saint, which you ſee there, ts the Treaſurer of the Bones of all theſe that are born imo the 
World, to the end chat at thi laſt day, when men come'to be born ag ain, be may give to ever) 
one the ſame Bones which he had upm earth ; for be knows them ahead ' 
to what body each of thoſe bones belong : whereupen you are further to underſtand, that be

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cold us likewiſe many other brutiſh fooleri-s and abſurdicies, which thoſe of that Country 
believe as their Creed, and wherewich che Devil precipitates chem all into Hell z Moreover 
this Ambaſſidour sflured us, chat the gifts which were preſented co this Idol amoungedto a- 
bove ewo hundred thouſand 7 cz of yearly rent, without compriſing therein what came from 
Chappels,and other foundations of obics from the principal Lords of the Covarry, the R2- 
venue whereof was far greater then char of the gifts ; For a concluſion, he ro!d us, that this 
ſame Idol had ordinarily ewelve thouſand Prieſts attending on his ſetvice,who were maintain- 
ed with meat, drink, and clothing, onely to pray for the dead, that is-to ſay, for thoſe unt6 
whom cheſe bones apperrainec; we were alſo aſſured, that theſe Prieſts never went our of this 
incloſure wichour the permiſſion of their Superiors,but that there was ſtill withoue ſix hundred 
ſervants, Who took care for the providing of all things necefſary for them ; And further,that 
it was not lawful for theſe Priefts, ſave once a year, to break, within this incloſure, the yow 
which they had made of chaſtity, bur withour che ſame they might whore their p!eaſyre with 


whomſocever they would, without commitcing any fin z There was alſo a Serag/;o there, 


wherein many women,appointed for that purpoſe, were ſhur up,whom their Goyerneſſes per- 
murred to hay: co do with the Prieſts of this beafily and diabolical Se&. Oy 
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Continuing out voyage from this Pagode, or Monaſtery of Gentiles, whereof we have ſpo- $&.3; 


ken,the nexc day we arrived at a very fair Town, called Ouenginas, which ttands oh the bank 
of the RiverzIo this place the Ambafſadours Rayed three whole days for to furniſh themſelves 
wich certain things = wanted, as alſo for to ſee the feaftings and joy that was made at that 
time the entry of the Talapicer of Echana, which is thei Pope, who was going then 
unco the King for co comfort him about the ill ſucc2ſs he had in China. Among other graces 
which this T a/apicer beſtowed onthe inhabicancs of this Town, in —_— of the charge 
they bad been ac for his reception, he granted unto them, that chey might be all Prielts, and 
adminiſter cheir ſacrifices in what places ſoeyer they were, and likewiſe that they might there- 
fore receive che ſame entercainment &gifrs chat were accuſtomed to be given unto ourPriefts, 
wichour any difference berween them and thoſe that Ypon examination had been promoted to 
that digaity ; Moreover —_— chem power to grant Bills of Exchange for Heaven unto all 
ſuch as ſhould do chem good here below.To the Ambaſſadour of Caxchinchina he granted,as 
a molt fingular favour,that be might legitimate any chat would pay him for ir,and alſo confer 
on the Lords of the Goure cicles, & marks of honors far forth as if be had been Kingzwhere- 
of the fooliſh Ambaflador was fo proud,as ſerting afide coverouſneſs,though it were a vice he 
was naturally inclined untoghe imployed all that ever he had chere in gifts upon thole Prieftsg 
and beſides nor contented therewith,he for that end borrqgred of us the 2000 T ae the King 
had given us, which afterwards he paid us again with intereſt after fifreen in the hundred, 
After theſe matters che two Ambaſſadours teſolyed ro continue their yoyzge,but before theit 
dexarture they vveat to vilit the Ta/apicoy in « Pagode yvhere he vvas lodged, for in regard of 
bis greatneſs,and chat he vyas held for a Sainc,he might not abide yyith any man,bur vyith the 
King only. Noyv aſſoon as be underſtood of the Ambaſſadours coming to him he ſent them 
word not to go away that day, becauſe he was to preach at the Church of cercain celigious 
women of the Invocation of Pextimagues ; this they took for a great honour, and incotui- 


neatly wene to the Pagede, where the Sermon was to be : Ar their arrival they found ſuch a 


concourſe of people, that ghey were confirained to remove the Pulpit co another yn 
place, which in leſs then an hour was invironed wich Scaffolds, hung about with filk fiuff, 
where on the one fide were the Ladies, richly apparelled,and on the other tre Princeſs,called 
Vangutnaran, with all the MMenigregner, Or religious women of the Pagode, being in numbet 
above three hundred. After the T a/epicor was gone up into the Pulpit, and that he had made 
an exterior ſhev of much holineſs,ever and anon lifring up his hands and eyes ro Heaverghe 
began his Sermon in this manner, Like 4 it is the property of water to cleanſe all things, and 
of the Sun to warns all creatures, ſo it is the property w/ God through a celeſtial nd drvine 
nature ts do good unto 'all ; wherefore we are all bound, us well in general aud particular, to 
imitate this our Lord, who hath created, and doth nouriſh ws, by doing that nnto thoſe who 
Pand in need of the good of this world, as we wenld that they ſhould do winto t61, for that by 
this work, we are mere unto him, then by any other whatſoever. For as the good 
Father of « yp rejojenth to ſee his Children made much of, and 9 given tothem, ſo. 
our Lord, which « the true Father of a all, rejozceth at y time aa with azeal o 
charity we communicate one with another LEES it is evidem, that the covetons =_ 
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who ſhuts bis hand, when the poor ark ſomething of him which they want, conflrained thirewnts 
by neceſſity, andchat turns hum another way without aſſiſting them, ſhall be treated in the ſame 
manuer, by a juſt judgement of God, and driven down into the bottoms of the fink of the night, 
where likg a Prog he fhall croke without ceaſing, bring tormented by the bunger of counonſneſs 
This being ſo, 1 do adviſe and enjoyn you all, ſince 736 have tart to bear nee, that you do that 
which the Law of the Lord obligeth you to do ,wbich is that you give of that whereof you bave 
roo mach, to the poor, who have not wherewith to feed themſelves, to the end God may not be 
wanting to you when you ſhall be at the laſt gaif of your life : Goto then, bet this charity be fo 
te J If and univerſal in you, that the very fowls of the air may taſte of your hiberaluy ; 
nd this you owg ht to do to keep the poor, having need of what you poſſeſs inexceſ c, from being 
orced by their neceſſicy ts rob other men of their goods, whereof you wonld be no leſs blameable, 
then if you killed az infant in the cradle ; I commend alſs unto your remembrance that which 
is written in the Book of our truth, touching the goo d you are bound to do uns the Prieſts that 
prep for you, to the end that they may not perifh for want of the good you onght to do mnte them, 
which would be as great a ſin before God, as if you ſhould cut the throur of a little white beifer 
when ſhe i ſucking of ber Dan, '4 the death of whom 4 thouſand ſouls wonld dir, which'are 
buried in her 4s in a golden Tomb, 'in expeBation of the day which t to _— - the promiſe 
that was made unto them, wherein they ſhall be trantformed into white Pearls for ts dance in 
Heaven, like unto Moats which are in the brarss of the Sun. Having uttered theie things, he 
added many others thereunto, and delivering a world of ex:travagancies and fooſeries, be be» 
firced himſelf in ſuch manner, as was 2 wonder to behold; ſo chat we eight «ls were 
excecdingly amazed at the extreme devotion of theie people, and how that in lifting up 
their hands to Heaven they ever and anon repraced this word Tairimde, that is to ſay, Hs 
we believe z, In the mean time one of our fellows, named Vincent Af the - 
tors {© often uſe that word 7 arximida, laid in imitation of them, Such may thy life be ; and 
that with ſuch a grac?, and ſo ſetled a countenance, not ſeeming any wey to jecr him, that 
nor one of the Afſcinbly could forbear Rughing : He in the mean whi'e concinned fill firm, 
and more and more confirmed, ſeeming even to weep out of an exceſs of devotion z Now 
his eyes being always fixed on the Talapicer, be whenioev.r he chanced to look on him could 
not chuſes bur do as the ret did; (o that upon the concluſion of bis Sermon all that beard him 
fell co Laughing out=right : The Prioreſs her ſelf, and all the Men: ; of her Monaſte« 
ry cou:d not contain themſelves in their ſcrious humour, imagining that the faces which the 
Portugal made, and bis :Qiions, were ſo many effects of his deyoticn, and good ing. 
For it oue hg8d thought uc ro be grherwile, and that he had dons ir out of derifion,no 
Rion bur he had been (o chaltiſed, as he ſhould never have been able ro mock agzin., W 
the Sermon was ended, che 7 a/gpicor returned to the Pageds where be lodged, being accom- 
panied with che moſt honourable of all the Afl-mbly, cogether wich che Ambafſadours, unzo 
whom all the way as bz went he ceaſed nor to commend the devotion of the Portugal: Look, 
ſaid he, there s not ſo much as theſe jou. who live like braſts , and without the Genigr o 
our truth, but ſer well exough that there us nothing but what us godly in that 1 have preached ; 
whereunto all anſwered that it was as he ſaid. 

The day afrer w= parted from the Town of Qzanrginas, and continued our yoyrge down 
the River for the ſpace cf fourteen days, during the which we ſaw a number of Towns, and 
oreat Borroughs on cicher (ide of us,at the end whereof we arrived at a City,calied Leichuns, 
the ccicfelt of rhe Religion of theſe Genri/es, and ſuch ic may be, as Rowe is amongſt us. 1p 
this City was a very ſumptuous Temple,where there were many remarkable Edifices, in the 
which ſeven & twenty Kings or Emperouts of this:Monarchy of Tarteris have been buried, 
Their combs are in chap-els, 'onderful rich,as well for the excellency of their workmanſhip, 
which is of an infigite colt, as for that they are wichin covered all over with plares of filver, 
wherein there are divers Idols of differeac forms made alſo of filyer. On the North fide 2 
little apart from the temple was an incloſure worthy the obſervation, both for its exrent,end 
the forcification thereof ; within it were two hundred and fourſcore Monaſitries, as well of 
men, as of women, dedicated to certain Idols; and for the ſervice of all cheſe Porodes, of 
Temples, there are ordinarily, as we were aſſured, ewo and forty thouſand Priefis and Ani» 
repes, nct compriſing therein thoſe which were lodg:d without the igcloſure for the ſervice 
of thele falſe Prig(ts. We obſerved chat in theſe wwo hundred and fourſcore boufes the re was 
aQ infinite campany of pillars of braſs,and upon the cop of each pillar are Idols of the ſame 
me* 
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m2ral gui'e, beſides choſe which likewiſe were there all of (ilver : Theſe Idols ate the Statues 
of chem whom 1n their falſe Set they ho!d for Saints, and of whom rtbey recount ſuch fop- 
peries as would make a man wonder co hear them ; For they give unto each of chem a Scatue, 
more or le(s rich, and gilded, according to the degrees of vertue which chey bave exerciſed in 
this life : And this they do expreſly,tbat chz living may be inciced to imirate themto the end 
there may be as fauch donz unto them when they are dezd. In one of theſe Monafteries of 
the Invocation of O#:a7 Frigan, that is to lay, The God of the moats of the Sun, was a filter of 
the Kings, the widow of Rea Benan, Prince of Pafua, wiom the dearh of her husband had 
made reiolve to ſhur ber (elf up in this Monatiery, wich fix thouſand women that had follow- 
ed her chicher,and (he had taken upon ber,as che moſt honourable Ticle ſhe could think onthe 
name of, the broom of the Houſe of Ged. The Ambaſſadors went to ſee this Lady,and kiſſed her 
feer a8 a Saint ; (he received them very courreouſly, and demanded many chings of them with. 
great diſcretion , whereunco th:y rendred ſuch aniwers as became them ; bur coming to caft 
ber eye upon us, who (ood ſomewhat far off, and underſianding that never any of our Nation 
was (cen in chole before, ſhe enquired of the Ambaſſadors of what Country we were ? 
They aniwered, l wp we were come from a place at the ocher end of the world, whereof no 
man theres knew the name. At thoſe words ſhe flacd much amazed, and cauſing us to come 
nearer, (he queſtioned us about many things, whereof we gave her ſuch at account as great- 
ly cm——_— her, and all that were preſent ; In the mean time, the Princeſs wondring at the 
anſwers which one of ours made her , They (peak, ſaid (he, like mty that bave been brought up 
am N # prop who have ſren wore of the world then we have, So aiter (he had beard us talka 
while of ſome mgtters that ſh: bad propounded unto us, ſhe diſmifled us with very god 
words, and cauſed an bundred Tac co be given us in way of an alms. The Ambaſſadors ha- 
ing caken their leave of ber, continued their voyage down along the river ;ſo that at the end 
ve days we arnved at a great Town,called Rendacalems, (cituated on the uttermoſt Core 
nes of che Kingdon of Tartaria:Our of this place we encred upon the Scate of the Xinaley- 
grew, and therein we proceeded on four days together, yntil ſuch rime as we came to a Town 
named Foulens, wh:re the Ambaſſadors were very well entertained by the Lord of the Coun- 
Wy, and abundamcly furniſhed wich all things neceſſary for their voyage, as alſo with Pilots £o 
gvide them in chole rivers. From thence we purſued our courſe for ſeven days rogether during 
the which we ſaw not apy thing worthy of noce, and at length came to a (ireight, called (@- 
texemr,whereinto the Pilacs encred,gs well to abridge their voyage, as to avoid the encounter 
of 8 fanous Picare, who had robbed choſe parts of moſt of their wealch. Through this fireighc 
running Ea(t , as alſo Eaſt-North-Eaft z and ſometimes Eaſt, and by Eaſt, according- co the 
windings of the water,we arrived at the Lake of Singapamer, called by them of the Country 
Concberes, which was, as our Pilots affirmed, fix and thirty leagues in extent, where we ſaw 
{0 many ſeveral forts of birds, chilt I am not able ro recount them. Our of this Lake of Sixge- 
which as an admirable Maſter-piece nature hath d in the heart of this Country } 
do four very large and deep rivers proceed, whereof the firſt is named Yeutras, that runner, 
Eaftward chrough all the Kingdoms of Serzas, and Siam, entring into the Sea by the Baro 
Chiamtabus, in ix and ewenty degrees ; The (ccond, Jargumea,that ving South,and South- 
ealt, craverſech alſo the greateſt part of chis Country as likewiſe the Kingdom of Chia « 
the L492, Gueer, and another part of Daxbembar, diimboguing into the Sea by the Bar of 
AMartabano in the Kingdom of Pegs; and chere is in diſtance +from the one to the other, by 
the degrees of this Climate, above ſeven hundred leagues ; The chird, called Pamphilen, 
paſieth in che (ame manner chrough all che Countries of Capiymper and Sacotey, and running 
above that ſecond rives runs quite through the Empire of Monginocs, and a part of Heley- 
14), and Soevady, rendring it (elf into the Sea by the Bar of Coſmm, near to Arracan ; The 
fourth, whici in all likelihood is as great as che reft,is not known by any name, neicher could 
the Ambaſſadors give us any reaſon for it : bur ic is probable, according tq the opinion of di- 
vets, that it is Ganges in the Kingdom of Benxgala; ſo that by all the diſcoveries which have 
been made in theſe Orient] Countries, ic is conceived,that there is not a greater river then ir; 
Having crofled this Lake we continued our courſe for the hoe of ſeven dayes, till we came 
to a piace named Caleypero, the inbabitancs whereof would by no means permir us to land, 
for the Ambaſſadors endeavouring to do ſo, they entertained us wich ſuch fore of darts 
fiones from the ſhore, as we thought us noc 2 little bappy in that we could ſave our ſelves 
from the danger of ic, After wz had gotten que of this place,much yexed with the bad entreaty 
we 
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we had received there; that which moſt aflited us was to ſee our ſelves unprovided of rings 
we were greatly in need ofghurt by the counſel of our Pilots we ſailed by anorher river far larger 
ch:n che (treighr which we had lefr,and chat by the ſpace of nine days,ar the end whereof we 
arrived ar a vety good Town, called Tarem, the Lord of which was ſubje& ro the Canchis, 
who £-c:ivedthe Ambaſſadors with great Demon(irations of love, and furruſhed rhem abun- 
d:nly Wich all that they wanted. The next day we deparced from thence abour Sun-ſer, and 
conrin"ing our yoyage down rh: river,about ſeven days afrer we came to an Anchor in the Port 
of Yolor, wrich is a very fiir Town, whete all che enammelled purcelain, which is carried to 
China,is made. There cbe Ambaſſadors ſtayed five days,durgyg which time they cauſed their 
ſhips,that were very heavy,to be haled aſhore by che force of boars : That done, and proviſion 
made of all chings necef{iry, th:y went co ſee certain Mines which the King of Caxchis bath 
in that place, from whence great tore of filver is drawn,and the Ambaſladors being defirous 
ro know how much ſilver thoſe Mines yi-'ded every year, they were anſwer:d,thar the whole 
amounted to ſome fix thouſand Picos, which make eight thouſand Quintals of our weight, 
After our departtire from the Town of Xoler, we ſtill continued our courſe for five diys tos 


Towns;for in that Climate the Land is better then ocher where, very well full of 
riches, withall che rivers are frequented with a world of veſlels,and the very well cilled, 
and repleniſhed with abundance of wheat, rice, all kind of pulſe, and great Sugar- 
canes, whereof there is mary:llous ore in all that Country, The Geartlemen there are ordi. 
garily clothed in ſilk, and mounted on horſes handſomly furniſhed z as for the women, chey 
are exceeding whit: and fair. Now it was not without much labour, pain, and danger that we 
paſſed thoſe evo Channels, 15 1llo the river of Yenrinas,by reaſon of the Pirars that uſually are 
encountred there ; u2y2;thzleſs,vv2 at the length arrived at the Town of Manaquiles, which is 
ſcituared at the foot of che Mountains of Chomay,upon the Frontiers of the rwo Kingdomg of 
China, and Canchinchina, whore the Amh:f{:dors were boch well received by the Governour 
thereof. The next morning departing from chat place they went and lay in a Town, named 
Qpinancaxs, which appertained to an Aur of che Kings, whom they went to viſiee;ſhe gave 
them a yery kind reception, an withall ro!d chem,for news, that the King,her Nephew, was 
newly returned from the War of che Tineconber, and wonderfully well pleaſed with his good 
ſucceſs therein ; wheteunto ſhe added many particulariries, which they were glad co bear, e- 
ſpecially whcs ſhe aſſured them,rhar che King,1frer he bid diſmifſed the forces that h: had car- 
fied out wich him,was gone wicha ſmall Train ro the City of F where he intended 
eo ſpend ſome time in huming and fiſhing,and then ro go and wincer at #ſamgnece,the capital 
City of this Empire of Cauchim. When as they had conſulted a while upon theſe news,they 
reſolved to ſznd their four veſlels away ro ZXſamgure, 1nd themſelves to travel by land to Fa- 
nangrem,whet: they underiiood the King was. T bis deliberation tak:n,they put incontinencly 
Into execution, and that by the advice of this Prince's,vho for chat purpoſe cauſed chem to be 
furniſh2d wich notſes for themſelves and their people;as alſo with 8 Rhinecerers for the tran-« 
portation of their baggage. They began cheir journey then abour three days after, and having 


travelled 86 leagues,in clic (pace of thirteen days,and that wich much coil and labour, by rea- 


ſon of certain mouncains wh?ch chey were co paſs,that were of 4 extent,and very rough 
and ſtony,in che end they arrived at a great lodging,called Tars: ; upon the bank 
of a tive: z Ther: they -:fſed the night,and the next moraing they thence for to go to 
a Town 1amed Landau Pane, where they were very well received by the Capcain thereof, a 
kinſman of the Ambiſſidors of Canchinchina ; who was come not above fix days before from 
Fanaugrem,Where the King remained ill, being not more then fifteen leagues from that place. 
After that this Captin hath told this Ambsy his kinſman ſome other news of che Court, 
and of the ſucceſs of rhe war, he further adverciſed him that a Son in law of his was dead, 
for the love of whem his daughrer,the wife of the deceaſed, had caſt her ſelf inco a pile of 
fArming fite, where with ber husbands body (he was conſumed to aſhes, at which all ber kin» 
red exceedingly rejoyced, for that by ſo generous an end ſhe had given proof of what ſhe had 
evzr been. The Amb:f{:dor himfelf, her father, reftified alſo no lictle content for the ſame, 
ſrying ; Now i is, O my daughter, that I know aſſuredly thou art a Saint, and that thou ſerveſt 
thy busband in Heaven, wherefore 1 promiſe and ſwear to thee , that for ſo mennorable an end, 
wherein thou haſt given au infallible proof of the Royal bloud whereof then art deſcended, 1 
will 1# memory of thy goodneſs build thee ſuch a magnificent and bonexrable beuſe, of - 
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=y thee defire to come from where thou art, for to recreate thy ſelf in it, in imitation-of thoſe 
bleſſed ſeonls, which we bold have heretofore done the liks. This taid, he fell flac down with bis 
face on the _ and in chae polluce continued till the day following, when as he was vi- 
fires by all the religious men of the place, who comforred him with full aflurance that his 
Caughter was a Saint, ſo that all of them granted him permiſhon toereR a Statue of Silver 
unto her. Theſe ſpeeches of the Priefis greatly pleaſed the Ambatſador, who very much ac- 
koowledged the ſame unto chem, giving money both ro chem, and co all che poor that were 
thereabout ; Ar this place we ſpent g days in celebrating che Funera's of his Defun&, and 
then departing wwe went the next day to a certain Monaltery called Latiparan, that is to ſay, 
The remedy of the poor, where the 2 Ambiſlidors remained 3 days in expeQation of news 
from the King, whom they had already advertiſed of cheir arrival z Now his Anſwer co them 
was,that they ſhould go to a Town named eAgimpar, 3 leagues from the place where they 
were, and bur one from Fanewgrem, whither hs would ſcnd for chem when time ſerved. 


CHAP. XLIL | 
The Reception of the Tartarian Ambaſſador by the King of Cauchinchina 
with the ſad Kings going from thence to the City of Uzan- 
guea, and bis triumphant Entry thereins. F 


T2 King being adverciſed by bis Ambaſſidor, that he broughr another along with him $,e.; : 
from the King of Tartaria,(cnt for him nor long after from Ag:wpar, by the Brother of | 
the Queen bis Wite,a very valiunc and rich Prince:He was mounted on a Chariot with three 
Wheels on a (ide, ado all wichin with Plates of Silver, and drawn by four white Horſes, 
whoſe Farnicure was all imbroidered with Gold; This Chariot,which they of che Cauntry call 
Piamber, was waited on by 60 Foormen, half on che one fide, and half on the other, clothed 
in Leather, with Scymeters by their ſides, whoſe Scabberds were garniſhed with Gold, 
wn before chem went 12 Uſhers bearing their Maces on their ſhoulders ; Afcer the Foot- 
men followed certain others carrying Halberrs trimmed with Silyer, in Gowns and Breeches 
ial n—_ and whice ilk,and wich icers by their ſides; Theſe fellows ſeemed yery haughty 
proud, ſo that by their ourward behaviours, which in all cheir a&ions appeared to be like 
unco their ſurly diſpotitions,they rendred themſelves ſomewhat terrible co others ; zo paces ' 
after this Guard marched 8o Elephanrs exceeding well furniſhed wich Chairs and Caſtles 
adorned with Silver, which chey carried on their backs, and on their ceeth cheir Panores, or 
warlike Defences, roger her with many lictle B:lls of che ſame mecall hanging abouc their 
necks, Before theſe , which were ſaid co be the _ Guard,rode a number of men 
at Arms in yery good equipage z and in che vancguard of all this Train went 12 Chariots 
with Cymbals ot Silver, and covered with filk. When chis Prince was come in this ſtately 
manner to rhe Ambaſſador of Tartaris, who arended him, and that they had performed all 
ſuch complemenrs,one to anothergas are vſual amongit them,the Prince gave the Ambaſlador 
theCharioe wherein he came chither,and mounting oa a gallanc Courſet,he placed himſelf on | 
the right hand of him,and che Kings Ambaſladoron the left : In this pomp, and with the 
ſame order as before,as alſo with cha ſound of divers inſtruments of mulick, they arrived at 
the fir cr of cheKings bouſe, where the Broguems, Captain of the Guard of the Palace,at- 
re them, being accompanied wich many Noblemen,beſides a number on horsback,which 
ftood ranked in 2 files all along che Court, Afcer they had wich a new ceremony been come 
plemented wichall, chey went on foot to the Palace-gate, where they encountred withan 
old man, above $o yegs of age.who was ſaid to be the Kings Uncle; This ſame,being wait- 
_—_ by divers great Lords, was no ſooner perceived by the Ambaſſzdors, bur with a new 
inde of complement they kit che Scymicer that hung by his fide, whereupon he returned 
them the like gogether with an Honour which is of nolittle eſtimation amongſt chem; that 
was to hold his hands upon their heads,ſo long as they were proſirared on the ground before 
bim. Then baving cauſed the Tartar to riſe, and co march even check by jole with himy he led 
him chrough a very longHall to a door which was at che end thereof;where afrer he had knock. 
ed three times,one demanded of him, who he was,and what he would have > whereunto an- 
iwering very ſoberly, Here « come, ſaid be, out of an ancient cuftome of true anet9,6n Am- 
baſſador from the great Xinatzu of Tartatia, to demand audience of Prechau Guimian, whons 
we all bold for the Lord of our beads, This Anſwer being returned, the door was —_— 
whi 
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which they preſencly entred;the Prince matched foremoſt with the Ambaſlador of Tartaria, 
whom he bed by the hand,and a lictle behind: chem went the other belonging to the King, 
wich the Cap-ain of che Guard, then followed all che company by three and three. Having 
gone through that room,where there was none bur certain of t2e Guard on their knees wich 
Halberds in th:ir bands, we went into another room far more ſpacious and fair then the for- 
mer, in which we ſaw 64 Statues of Braſs, and 1g of Silver, all cied by the neck with iron 
Chains ; At ſo extraordinary a thing as this being much «baſhed, we demanded of one of 
theic Grepes or Prieſts, the reaſon of it, who anſwered us, Thar the $ia-ues which ve beheld 
there were the $83 gods of the Tineconhes, whom the King in the late War had taken from 
them our of a Temple, where th:y were placed; for, aided he, ehere is notving in che 
Wo.1d held in more eſteem, or for a greater honour,by the King, then co triumph over the 
oods of his Enemies, which he hath led away captive in deſpight of them z: whereupon in- 
quiring furcher of him, why they were ſer there, fhe replied, that it was to hay: them in a rea- 
dineſs againlt the time thac the King ſhould make his entry into Kyamguee, whicher he pur» 
poſed ſhortly ro go, for to make a ſhew of them ſo chained in his triumph as a ſpecial mark 
of the victory he had gained, After we were at the end of this room, where the Idols were, 
we entred into another very great one, Where w2 ſaw a number of very fait women, who 
were ſet all along, ſome imployed in curious needle-works, and others finging and playing 
upon certain inſtruments of mulick, very pleaſing to hear, Paſſing on we arrived at the door of 
che Kings chamber,where we found 6 women, which were as it were porters there, and car- 
ried hlver Maces ; In this room was the King, inthe company of a few ancienc men, and a 
oreat number of y women,”o the tune of whoſe muſick certain little girls ſung very har- 
moniouſly:The King was ſet on a Throne of 8 fRieps high in the manner of an Alcar,over the 
which was a cloth of fare ſup orced by pillars, all covered over with gold engraven ; near to 
bim were 6 little childrzn upon their knees with Sc-prers in their hands, => a lictle further 
cff ſtood awoman reaſonably well in years, which fanned him ever and anon, and ww 
Garland about her neck, This Prince was about ſome five and t'urry years of age, and of a 
ovodly preſence : Hz had full eyes,auborn hair 201 b:ard, a grave look, and in all points the 
countenance of a genzrous King. Afoon 2s the Ambaſlidors came into the room they pro- 
Rrared themſelves 3 cimes on th: grourid, and at the third time the Kings lay (ti'l flar all a- 
long, whitelt the Tartar paſizd onz who being com: near roche firſt ep of the Throne 
where the King ſare, he ſaid unto him with ſo loud a voice as all chere preſent might hear him, 
O thou the Prop of all the Forces of the Earth, aud the breaih of the High Ged which bath 
created all things, may the Majeſtical Being of thy Greatneſs profjer for ever aud ever, ſo 
that thy Sandals may ſerve for Hairs to the Heads of Kings, making thee likg to the Bones and 
Fleſh of the great Prince of the Silver Moun' ains, by whoſe Commandment I come to viſit thee, 
45 thou mayſt perceive by this bis Let:er ſealed with bus Royal Arms. .Wonen he had made an 
end of ſpeaking thus,the Cauchix bebolding him witch a (miling countenance, CAay the Sun, 
anſwered he, put 4 conformity between the deſires of the King thy* Maſter, and mine, and that 
by the ſweet heat of bus amorons rays, to the end that the great amity which #s betwixt me nay 
endure and c ontinue firm till the laſt noiſe the Sea ſhall no that ſo the Lord may be eternally 
praiſed in by peace. Ar theſe words all the Lords that were in ch: room anſwered with one 
YOICe, So grant it may be, O Lord Almighty, that giveſt a being to the night and the day. 
Then the iame women, which played before, beginning their mubck again, the King uſed no 
further ſpeech, bur onely in kindly entertaining the Ambaſſador, I will, ſaid he, read my bro» 
ther Xinarau's Letter, and return an Anſwer thereunto according to thy deſire, to the end thou 
mayſt go 'from me contemted, The Ambaflador made him no reply, bur proſtraced himſelf 
again ac the foor of the Royal Throne, laying his head 3 times on che uppermoſt Rep where 
the Kings feet Rood, That done the Captain of the Guard took him by the hand, and led 
"him ro his houſe, where he lodged during the 3 days that he abode there, at the end whereof 
the King departed thence for to go to Uiemguer, 


S&.2, Inregard of rheKings journey poems ne Tartar Ambaſſador had audience but once 


by the way, in the which he moyed him about our particular, according to the expreſs com- 
mandment he had received from his Maſter for that purpoſes and ic was ſaid that the King 
heard him very willingly, anſwering, that he would do what he deſired, and therefore willcd 
tim copurt him in minde of it, when the eime ſhould ſerve,to the end we might not loſe the 
oppormnity. of the ſeaſon for our yoyage, With this good news the Am acquainted us 
as 
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at his return, and demanded of us for this good office he þ:d done us, that we would wtite 
him our, ſome of thole prayers which we made to our God,whoie flave, he ſaid, he infinitely 


defired to be, in regard of the great excellencies wiick he had heard us deliver of him g This 
we not onely granced him very readily, bur alſo gave him infinite thanks beſides for this his 


reat 
| cn d unto us by the King of Tartaria, if we would have continued in his ſervice; 
Acer che King was departed from the City of Fanagrems, he proceeded on in his journey, 
travelling but onely 6 leagues a day, by reafon of the great number of perſons that he car- 
ried along with him ; The firſt day he dined at a iictle Town, called Bexaw, whete be layed 
untill the evening, and chen went to lodge at a Monaſtery, tamed Pamgatar;, The next 
morning he deparred thence, and ſo with not above 3000 Horſe in his Train, he ptoſecured 
His journey for g days rogether, paſſing by many goodly Towns, at leaſt they ſeemed to be 
ſo, wit hour permitting any reception to be made him by any of them; In this manner he 
arrived ar the Ciry-of Lingator, ſcared on a River of freſh water, which for the breadch and 
of ic is frequented with much ſhipping 3 There he abode 5 days, for that he found 
himſelf ſomewhat indiſpoſed with the rediouſneſs cf the journey : From this place he des 
_ before day, taking no greater company wich him them 30 Horſe, and ſo withdrawing 
imſelf from the/communication of ſo much people as continually imporcuned him, be ſpenc 
moſt parr of rhe time as he went by the way in Hawking and Huntivg ; thoſe of the Coun- 
tries by Which he ——_ Game always ready for him. In this ſort going ow he ſlept 
moſt commonly amidft yery thick Woods in Tenrs pirched for him to that purpoſe, Being 
amived at the River of Bagaetor, he paſſed down che ſame in certain Veſlels, called Laulces 
and Javgoas, which were there ready for him, till he came co a Town, named Natibaſoy, 
where evening hz landed without any kinde of pomp ; The reſt of his. journey he 
ny land, ſo that at the end of 13 days he arrived at #Zzamguzet, where he had a moſt 
magaificene receprion,” Ar his entry thereinco there marched before him, as ic were in cri- 
uniph, all the Spoils which he had taken in the Wars, whereof the ptincipal, and thoſe which 
be made moſt reckoning of, were 12 Chariots laden with the Idols of whom I hav®ſpoken 
hererofore, and whereof the forms were different, as they uſe co haye chem in their Pagodes, 
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favour ſhewed unto us, which we made more account of then 2ll the benefics that had- 


Of theſe Idols there were chreeſcore and four of Braſs, which ſeemed to be Giancs,and 19 


of Silyer of the ſame Rarute, for, as I have delivered before, theſe people glory in nothing ſo 
much, as to triumph over thoſe Idols, that ſo they may ſay, 1 That i deiÞ:ght of their Enemies 
be had made their gods bis ſlaves ; Round about theſe 12 Chariots wenc divers Prieſts by 3 
and 3 weeping, and bound with Iron Chains ; After them followed forty other Chariots, 
each of them being drawn by 2 Rhinocerocs, and full from che bocromco rhe top of an infi- 
nite company of Arms, and trailed Colours ; In the cail of chem there were 20 more, car- 
ing each of chem a very great Chelt, barr'd with Iron, and wherein, as we wete told, was 
the T reaſute of the Tinoconborz In the ſame order marched all ocher chings which are uſed 
to be moſt eſteemed of in ſuch triumphant Entries, as 200 Elephaves armed with Cafllles, 
and waflike Panowres, which ate certaih Swords that are faltened to their Teeth when they 
fight, and a great number of Horſes laden wich Sacks full of dead mens heads and bones ; 
ſo chat in this Encry this King of { auchin preſented to che view of his People all char he 
had gained from his Enemies in the Bactel he had given chem. After we had been a full 
moneth in this City, during which time we had ſeen a world of ſtately ſhews, ſports, and ſe- 
veral ſorts of rejoycings, accompanied with moſt cofily feafts and —_ ſer forth and 
made not onely by the greater perſons, but by the common people alſo;the Tartar Ambaſlt- 
dor, that had brought us thither, moved the King again about our Voyage, wheteunco he 
ave us ſo gracious an ear, that he preſently commanded we ſhould be furniſhed with a Veſ- 
for to catry us tothe Coaſt of (bine, where we hoped ro meet with ſome rn__ ſhip, 
thac might cranſport us ro Malace, and from thencg to the /#d:aes, which accordingly was 
done; whereupon wichour furcher delay we prepared all things neceflary for our departure;

| LEY the 12 of Jaxuary we > mn from the City of #z.amguee, exceedingly rejoycing 
$i s* 


at our eſcape from ſo many labors and croſſzs, which vye before bad ſuſtained, and im- 
barqued our ſelyes vpon a River, that was above a league broad, dovyn the yyhich vye yvenc 
- days rogzther, beholdcing in che mean time on cicher ſide hereof many fair Toys, and 
goodly Boroughs, vvhich by che out yyard appear nce yye believed yvere iced by very cich 
peop'e, in reg»rd of the ſumpruouſneſs of the buildings, not one!y of particular houſes, bur 
much more of the Temples, vvhole [tceples vy:re all covered oyer yvith goldgas likevviſe in re» 
eard of the grear number of harques and veſſels that yyere on this River, abundantly fraughe 
Vyith all ſorts of p:ovifions and merchandiſe. Novyy vvhen yve vvere come to a very fair 
toyyn calle Ouangeparus, containing ſome 18 or 2000 fires, the Nawdelum, vybo vvas be 
that condu@zd "us by the expreſs commandment from the King, ftayed there 12 days ro 
trade in exchange of Silver and Pearl z vyhereby he confeſſed to us that he had gained 14 
for 1, andthat if he had been (o adviied as to have brought Sale thicher, be had doubled his 
Money ahove 3o times z we were -flured that in this rown che King bad yearly out of the fil- 
ver Mines aboye 1500 Picos, which are qooo00 Quintels of our Weight, belides the huge 
R:venue that he drew out of mary other vifferent things : This crown hath no ocher Focti 
cation then a wezk Brick Wall, 8 Foo:high, and a ſhillow Ditch ſome 30 Foot broad z The 
Inbabicants are w-ak and unarmed, baving neither Arul.cry,nor any thing for cheir det-nce, 

ſo thar $00 relolute Souidiers might eaſily cake irs We parced from this place 08 T neſday 
morning, and continued our courie 1 3 days, at the end whereof we got to the Port of Saws 
chan, in the Kingdom of (bina. Now becauſe there was no ſhipping of cMalaca there, 
for;thay were gone from thence g Jays >e/ore, w= went 7 leagues further ro another Port, 
named Lampac as, Where we fou..d 2 Juncks of Hailaje, one of Parare, ind another of 
. Lugor ; And whereas it is the qualicy of us Portxgals to abound in our own cnſc, and to 
be obſiinate in our opinions, there aroſe among(t us Eight ſo great a conratiery of judge» 
ment about a thing, (wherein nocking was ſo nece{lary, for us, as to maintain our ſclyes in 
peace and unity) that we wer2 even upon the pnine of Liliing one another ; Bur becauſe the 
matrer would e too ſhameful ro r:count in the manner as it pali, I will ſay vo more, bur 
that the Necoda of the Lorche, which hid brought us thicher from Vzcmguce, amazed at 
this ſo great barbarouſneis of ours, ſeparated himſelf from us in ſuch diſpicaſure, chat he 
would nor charge himfelf either with our M fliges of Letcers, ſaying, chat he bad rather 
the King ſhould command his head co be cut off then co offend One en with him 
anything whatſoever chat bzlonged to us. Thus diffcrent as we were in opinions, and in ye- 
ry bad terms amongſt our ſelves, we lingred above g days inchis liccle 1)and, during which 
eime the Juncks departed wichout youchiafing to rake us in, ſo that we were conſtrained to 
remain in theſe (olitudes, expoſed ro many great dangers; out of which I did not think that 
ever we could have eſcaped, if God bad not been extraordinarily mercifull unco vs ; for hba- 
ving been there 17 days in great miſery and want z it happened chat a Pyrasr, named Sam 
pocheca, arrived in this place, who having been defeated, went flying from the Fleet of Av 
rao of (bincheo, that of <ight and ewency Sail, which chis Pyrac bad, had taken fix and 
ewenty of them from him, ſo that he had with much ado eſcaped with choſe onely two re» 
maining, wherein the molt part of his men were hurt, for which cauſe be was con(trained to 
ſtay there 7 days to have them cured: No: the preſent neceſſicy enforcing us to take ſome 
courſe, wha:ſoever it were, we were glad co agree to ſerve under him until! ſuch cime as we 
might meet with ſome good opportubity to get unto CHalace. Thoſe 20 days ended, 
wherein yer there was no mann-r of reconciliation berween us, but ill continving in diſ- 
cord we imbarqued our ſelves with the Pyrat, namely,?; in te ſunck where be himſelf 
was, and 5 inthe other, whereof he had made a Nephew of his Captain. Having left 
this Ifl;nd wirh an intent to ſail unto a Port, called Lailoo, ſome + leagues from { hincheo, 
we continued our voyage with a good Winde all along the Coaft of Lamas for the ſpace 
n:inz days, untill chat ons morning when we were near to the River of Salr, which is 
about 
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tout five lergues ſrom Chabaques, it was our ill fortune ro be aſſailed by a Pirate, who with 
ſeven great Juncks fell to fighting with us from fx inthe morning till cen of the clock before 
noon, in which confli& we were lo entertained with ſhoe, and pors full of attificiall fire,char 
at laſt chere were three Sail burnt, to wir, two of the Pirats, and one of ours, which was che 
Junck, wherein che five Portugals were, whom we could by no means ſuccour, for thac then 
moſt of our men were hure z Bur at length cowards night being well refreſhed by the afcer- 
noons gale, it pleaſed our Lord that we eſcaped out of chis Pirars hands, In this ill equipage 
wherein we were, we continued our courſe for three days together, at the end whereof we 
were invironed by (o great and imper uous a Tempef}, that the ſame night in which ic ſeized 
us we lot the Coalty and becauſe the violence of the Stotm would never ſuffer us after to re» 
cover ic again, We were forced to make with full Sail towards che Iſlands of the Legwios, 
where the Pirate, with whom we wen, was weil known, both to the King, and thoſe of the 
Country; with this reſolution we ſec our ſelves to ſail through the Archipelage of theſe I- 
ſlands, where notwichflanding we could nor make land, as well for that we wanted a Pilot to 
flecr the veſſel, ours being Mlain'in che latt fight, as alſo becauſe che wind and tide was againſt 
us; Amidſt ſo many crofl:s we beat up and down with labour enough from on: rhomb co 
mother for three and twenty dayes together, at the end whereof ic pleaſ:d God that ye diſ- 
covered land, whereunto approaching to ſee if we could deſcry atiy appearance of a Port, ot 
anchorage, we perceived on the South-coaſt near to the Horizon of the $22 a great 
, which perſwaded us that there we might peradventure find ſome Borough, where we 
furniſh our ſelves wich freſh water, wheteof we had v-ry great need. So we went and 
juſt before che Iflind in ſeventy fathom,and preſently we beheld rwo Almedzas come to- 
wards us from the Land with fix men in them,yho being come cloſe ro the fide of our Junck, 
ind having complemented with us according to their manner, demanded of us from whence 
we came ? whereunto having anſwered,cthat we came from China, with merchandiz+, intending 
to trade in this place if we might be ſuffered, one of the fix replyed ; That the Nantaquim, 
Lord of thar Iſland, called Tawxwmaa, would very willingly pzrmic icupon payment of ſuch 
cuftoms as are uſual in Jappar,Which is, continued a this greax Country that you ſee here be- 
fore you : At theſe news, and many other chings which chey cold us,we were exceeding glad; 
ſorhac afrer they had ſhewed us the Port, we weighed anchor,and went and put our ſelves un- 
der the lee-ſhore of a creek, which was on che Sourh-fade , and where food a great Town, 
named AMiay-gimas, from whence there came inſtantly aboard of us divers Paravos With re» 
freſhments, which we bought. 

We had not been two hours in this Creek of XMiay.gimas, when as the Nautaguins,Prince Sets; 
ef this Ifland of T aw xxmaas,came dire&ly to our Junck, atrended by divers Gentlemen and 
Merchants, who had brought with them many Cheſts full of fivier Ingors, therewith to barter 
for our commoditiesz(o after ordinary complements paſt on eicher fide,and that we had given 
gur word for his cafielt coming aboard of us ; he no ſooner perceived ys three Portegals, but 
he demanded what people we were, ſaying,that by our beards and faces we could nor be Chie , 
wſes : Hereunto the Pirate anſwered, Thac we were of a Country called Malacs, whither ; ; 
years before we were come from another Land, named Portugal, which was at the 
further end of the world; At theſe words the Namtaquim remained much amazed,and curn- 
ing hicſelf co his followers ; Let me not live, ſaid be unto chem, if theſe men here be mot the 

icogis , of whoms it written in our Books , That flying on the top of the waters they ſhall 
from thence ſubdue the inhabitants of the earth, where God hath created the riches of the 
world , wherefore it will be a good fortune for 9 if they come into our Country 4s good friends, 
Thereupon having called a woman of Lequia, whom he had bangs to ſerye 48 an interpre- 
ter berween him and the Chixeſe, Captain of the Junck ; Ark, the Necoda, ſaid he unto her, 
where be met with theſe men, and upon what occaſion he had brought them hither with him 
is our Country of Jappan ? The Captain chereunto replied , That we were honelt men and 
Merchants; and that having found us at Lawpacas, where we had been caft away, he had our 
of chariry raken us in, as he uſed co do unto all ſuch as he met withall in che lik: caſe, tothe 
end that God might our of his gracious goodneſs be thereby moved to deliver him from the 

of ſuch violencTempeſts, as commonly ſuch as ſail on the Sea are (ub to periſh io. 
This ſaying of che Pirate ſeemed ſo reaſonable co the Nawtaquims, that he preſencly came 
board of ws, and becauſe thoſe of his Train were vefy many, be commanded thac none buc 
luch as be named hould enter in. After be +" es 
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him down in a Chair upon the Deck, and began co queſtion us about cercain things which he 
deſired th kno, to the which we anſwered him in ſuch ſort, as we thought would be moſt 
agreeable to his humour,ſo that he ſeemed to be exceedingly ſatisfied therewith; In this man- 
n:r h2 entertained us a good while together, making ic apparent by his demands chat he was 
a man very curio:1$,and much inc/inedto hear of novelties, and rare things. That done, hz took 
bis leave of us, and the Necoda, lirtle regarding the reſt, ſaying, Come and ſre me at my houſe 
to morrow, and for a preſent bring me an ample relation of the ſtrange things of that great 
world through which you have travelled, as alſo of the Countries that you have Go and withall 
remember to tell me haw they are called ; for 1 ſwear unto you that 1 would far more willingly 
buy this commodity then any that you can ſell me. This ſaid, he returned co Land, and the 
n* xc mo:ning,as ſoon as it was day,he ſent us to our Junck a great Pareo, full of divers forty 
of refreſhmevrs, as Rayſns Pears, Melons, and ocher kinds of fruirs of that Country ; In ex- 
chivge of this 7r:ſent the Necods returned him, by the ſame meſlenger, divers rich pieces of 
tuff, rogevher with certaia knicks and rarities of China, and withall ſent bim word, that as 
ſoon as his. J.:nck ſhould be at anchor, and out of ye che weacher, be would come and 
wait on him aſhore, and bring him ſome patterns of the commodities which we had to ſell 
as indeedthe next morning he went on land,and carried us three along with him,as alſo ſome 
ten or eleven of che chiecfelt of the ( bizeſes of his Company, to the end that at chis frſt 6 

he might ſectle a good opinion of himſelf in this people for the betrer ſatisfaftion of r 
vanity whereunco they are naturally inclined ; we went then ce the Nautaquims bouſe, 
where we were very well entertained, & the Necods having given him a rich preſent,ſhewed 
him the patterns of all the commodiries he had, wherewith he reſted o contenced,that he ſenr 
preſently for the principal Merchants of che place, with whom the Neceda having agreed ups 
on 2 price for his commodities, it was reſolved that rhe next day chey ſhould be cranſported 
from the Junck unto a certain houſe , which was appointed for the Necoda and his people to 
remain intill ſuch time as he ſhould ſer (ail for China:Afrer all this was concluded,the Nawtes 
guins fell again ro queſtioning of us about many ſeveral matters,whereunto we rendred him 
iuch aniwers as might rather fic his humour, then egree Wirh the truth indeed, which yet we 
did not obſerve buc in ſome certain demands that be made us,where we thought ic neceſſary to 
make uſe of certain particulars alcogether fained by us, that ſo we mighc not derogace from 
the'greatopinion he had conceived of our Country. The firſt thing be propounded was, how he 
had learned from che Chineſes and Lequios,that Portugal was far richergand of a larger extent, 
then the whole Empire of Chiza, which we confirmed uato him, The ſecond, hovy he had 
likewiſe been :flared, that our King had upon the Sea conquered the greateſt parc of the 
world, which alio we averred to be ſo ; The third, that our King was fo rich ir gold and fil. 
ver, 2s It Was held for moſt cercain, thar he had above ewo thouſand nouſes full of ic even to 
the very tops ;- bur thereunto we anſwered, that we could not tru'y ſay the number of the 
houſzs, becauſe the Kingdom of Portugal wavſo ſpacious, ſo abounding with treaſure, and ſo 
populous, as it was impollible co ſpecifie the ſame, So after the Nantaquins had entertained 
us aboye two hours with ſuch and che like diſcourſe, he turned him to thoſe of bis Train, and 
ſaid, Aſſured!y not one of theſe Kings, which at this preſent we know to be on the earth, is tobe 
eftcemed happy, if he be not the waſſ al of ſo great a Monarch as the Emperonur of this people here: 
Whereppon havin; diſmiſſed the Necode and his Company, be imreated us to paſſe char 
nizht on ſhore with him; for co ſatisfie the extream defire that he had to be informed from 
us of many things of che word, whereunto he was exceedingly carried by his own incline 
tion ; Withall be told us, that the next day he would affigne us a lodging next ro his own 
Palace , which was in the molt commodious place of the Town, and for that imſtanc he ſent us 
co lie at a very rich Merchants houſe, who entertained us yzry bountifully chat nighc, 


CHAP, XLIV. 

The great honour which the Nautaquim, Lord of the Iſle, did to one of wu for 
having ſeen him (hoot with an Harquebuſe ; and bis ſending me to 
the King of Bungo. ; and that which paſſed till 

my arrival at bis Comrt. 


$c&.1, Tit next day the Chineſe Necoda dilimbarqued all his commodities, as the Naut aqu;m 
had enjoyned him,and putthem into ſure rooms,which were given bir for thar pupolh, 
an 
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and in three days he fold them all, as well for thar he had not many, as becauſe his 900d for- 
tune was ſuch, that the Country was at that time urterly unfurniſhed rhereof,by which means 
this Pirace profited ſo much, that by this Sale he wholly recovered himſelf of the loſs of the fix 
and ewenty Saile which che Chineſe Pirate had taken from him z for they gave him any price he 
demanded,(o that he confefled unto us,that of the value of ſome five and twenty hundred Tae 
which hg might have in goods, he made aboye thirty chouſand. Now as for us three Portugal, 

having nothing to ſell,wz impioyed our time cither in fiſhing, hunting,or ſeeing rhe Temples 
of theſe Gents/es, Which were very ſumptuous and rich, whereinto the Boxz:s, who are their 
Prieſts,reccived us very courteouſly, for indeed it is the cultome of choſe of Jappan to be ex- 
ceeding kind and courreous. Thus we having little ro do, one of us, called Diego Zeimoro, 
wentmany times a ſhooting for his pleaſure 1n an Harguebyſe that he had, wherein he was 
very expert, (0 that going on2 day by chance to a certain Marſh,where there was great ftore 
of fowl, he killed ar char time abouc (ix and twenty wild Ducks , In the megp time chefe peo- 
ple beholding this manner of ſhooting, which chey had never ſeen beforeiire much amazzd 
at if, inſomuch that 4t came to the notic? of th: Nawtaquim, who was at that inftant-riding 
of horſes, and not knowing whac co think of this novelcy, ſent preſently for Zeimoto, juſt as 
he was ſhooting in che Marſh, but when he ſaw him come with his Harquebuſe on his ſhoul- 


, der,and cwo Chineſes wich him carrying che fowl, he was ſo mightily taken with the matter,as 


he.could not ſufficiencly admire ic for whereas they had neyer ſeen any Gun' before in that 
Country,taey could not comprehend what ic might be, ſo char for wanc of underianding the 
ſecrec of the powder, they all concluded char of neceſſity ic muſt be ſome Sorcery ; Thereupon 
Zeumore (ceing them foaltoniſh:d, and the Nawtagurmh ſo contented, made three ſhoots be- 
fore themz whereof the effe& was ſuch, that he killed one. Kite, and two Turtle Doves ; In a 
wordthen, and not to loſe time, by endearing the matrer with much Speech, I will fay no 
more, but that the Naxtaquim cauſed Zermoto to get up on the horſes crupper behind him, 
and (0 accompanied wich a great croud of people,and four Uſhers, who wich Batroops head- 
ed wich iron went before him,crying all along the ſtreets, Know all mev, that the Nautaquim, 
Prince of this 1fland of Tanixumaa,and Lord of our heads, enjoyns and expreſfly commands, That 
all perſons whatſoever, which inhabit the Land that lies between the two Seas , do honour this 
Chenchicogim, of che farther end of the world , for even at this preſent and for hereafter he 
nbahes hins his kinſman, in ſuch manzer as thelJacharons are, who fit next bis Perſon; and 
whoſoever ſhall not do ſo willingly, he fhall be ſure to loſe his head, Whereupon all the people 
aniwered with a greac noiſe ; Fe will do ſo for ever, In this pomp Zermoro being come to the * 


* Palace gate, the Nantagumrm alighted from his horie, and raking him by the hand, whileſt we 


two followed: on foor a prety way after, he led him into bis Court, where be, made him fic 
wich him ar his own table, and co honour him the more, he would needs haye him lodg there 
char night, ſhewing many other fayours co him afcerwards, and to us alſo for his ſake, Now 
Zeinzote conceiving, that he could nor berrer acknowledge the honour which the Nautaquins 
did him, then by giving him his Harqueb»ſe which he thought would be a moſt accep- 
cable preſent unto him ; on a day when he came home from ſhooting, he rendred ic unto him 
with a number of Pigeons and Turtle-doyes, which he received very kindly,as 2 thing of grear 
value, afluring bim that he eſteemed of it more, then of all the treaſures of Ching, and giving 
him wichat in recompence thereof a thouſand Tae in filver,he dzfired him to reach him how 

ro make the powder, ſaying, that without that the Harquebuſe would be of no uſe to him, ag 
being but apiec2 of unprofirable iron, which Ze:moto promiſed him co do, & accordingly per- 

formed che ſame.Noyg the Naxtaguim taking pleaſure in nothing ſo much as ſhoocing in this 
Huarguebuſe,and his SubjeRs perceiving thar they could nor content him berter in anything, 

then in this, wherewith he was ſo much delighted, they cook a patcern of the ſaid Harguebyſe to 
make others by ir, and the effe& thereof was ſuch, chat before our departure ( which was five 


 moneths and an half afcer) thre was fix hundred of them made in the Country ; nay I will ſay 


more,that afterwards, namely,the laſt time that the Vice-roy Don Alphonſs de Noronha ſenc 
me chicher with # preſent to the King of Bungo,which happened in the year 15 56.thoſe of Japs 
pe» affirmed, chac in the City of Facheo, being the chief of that Kingdom, there were above 
thirty thouſand ; whereat finding my ſelf co be much amazed, for that ir ſeemed impoſſible 
unto me,that this invention ſhould mulciply in ſuch ſorr,cerrain Merchants of good credit aſ- 
ſured me that in the whole Iſlind of Fappan there were above three hundred thouſand Har- 
quebuſes, and that they alone hid rranſporced of them in the way of trade to the Country - 
£ . | . » | 
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the Leguies, at fix ſeveral times, ro the number of five and twenty hundred, ſo that by che 
means of chat one, which Zeimote preſented to the Nawaquim in acknowledgment of the 
honour and good offices that he had.done bim, as I haye declared before, the Country was 
filled wich ſuch abundance of them, as at this day there is not ſo ſmall an hamlet bur bath an 
hundred art the leaſt ; for as for Cities and-great Towns, they have chem by thouſands, 
whereby one may perceive,what the inclination of this people is, and how much they, are na- 
turally addited to the wars, wherein they take more delight, then any other Nation chat 
we know. 

We had bzen now three and ewenty days in the Iſland of Tawmxumaa,where very conten« 
redly we palt away the cime, either in hſhing, fowling, or hunting, whereunto chele people 
of Jappan are much addi&ted,when as a v:f{:1 b:longing to the King of Bunge arriving itfthar 
Port, in the which were divers men of quality, and certain Merchants, who as ſoon as they 
were landed went to waic upon the Nawtequim With their preſents, according to the uſual ct» 
tom of the Countly. Amongſt them there was an ancient man,vety well atrended,and unte 
whom the reli carried much reſpeR, that falling on his knees before che Nautaquins, preſen- 
red him wich a Letter, anda rich Courcelaſs garniſhed wich gold, together wich a box full bf 
ventiloes, which the Nautaguzm received with a great deal of ceremony : Then having ſpenc 
ſome time with him in asking of cercain queſtions, he read the Lecter to himſelf, and up- - 
on having remained a precty while as ic were in ſuſpence, and diſmiſſed che bearer thereof 
from his preſence,wich an expreſs charge unto thoſe abput him to ſee him honourably encer- 
rained, h- called us unto bim, and commanded the Truchman that was thereby, to uſe theſe 
words unto us, Ay good Friends, 1] intreat you that you will bear this Letter readgwhich # ſe ut 
me from my Lord and Uncle, and then 1 will let you know what 1 defire of you ; So'giving it 
to a Treaſurer of his, he commanded him to read it, which inſtancly he did, and theſe were 
the contents of it, Then right eye of my face, Hynſcarangoxo , Nauriquim of Tanixumaza, 
I Orgemdoo, who am your Father in the true love of my bowels, as be from whom you have 
taken the name and bring of your Perſon, King of Bungo and Fatacaa., Latd of the great 
Houſe of Fiancima, — and Bandou, ( bief Soveraign of the petty Kings of the / of 
Goto, and Xamanaxequa, / give you to wnderſtand, my Son, by the words of my month, which 
are ſpoken of your perſon, that ſome dayes fince certain mew, coming from your Conntry, have 
aſſured me , that you have in your Town three Chenchicogims of S other end of the world, 
men that accommodate themſelves wery well with thoſe of Jappan, «re clothed in filk,, and u- 
ſually mear ſwords by their ſides , not likg Hlerchants that uſe traſſique, but in the quality of 
perſons that maks profeſſion of honour, and which by that only mean pretend to render thew ' 
names immortal ; Moreover, 1 bave heard for atruth, that theſe ſame men have entertain- 
ed you at large with all matters of the whole Univerſe, and have aſſured unto Jou on their 
faith, that there tu another world greater then ours, inhabited with black and tawny people, 
of whons they have told you things moſt incredible to our judgement , for which cauſe 1 infs- 
mrely deſire you , as if you were my Son, that by Fiangeandono, whom 1 have diſpatched fram 
hence to viſit my daughter , you will ſend me one of thoſe three flrangers , which 1 am told 

have in your houſe ; the rather for that you know my long indiſpeſition , accompanied ub 
wuch pain and grief , hath great need of ſome diverſion : Now if it ſhould happen that they 


would not be willing thereunto, you may then aſſure them , as well on your own faith, as on \© 


mine , that 1 will not fail to returs them back_in all ſafety z whereupon, liks a good Sou that ' 
deſires to pleaſe his Father , ſo order the matter that 1 may rejoyce my ſelf in the fight of them, 
wnd ſo bave 17 dejire accompliſhed. What I have further to. ſay nmo you, my Ambaſſadour 
Fingeandono ſhall grguaint you with, by whom I pray you liberally impart to me the good 
news of your perſon , and rhat of my daughter , ſeeing (he ts, as you know, the apple of my right 
ee, whereof the ſight ts all the joy of my face. From the houſe of Fucheo the ſevemb Ma. 
mogue of the Moon. After that the Nantaquim had heard this Leccer read ; The King of Bux- 
£o, 1atd hz unto us, is my Lord, and my V=cles the brother of my mother,and (aboye all) be 
15 My good Fatier, for I call him by chat name, becauſe he is ſo ro my wife , which is the rea- 
ſon that he loves me no leſs then his own children ; wherefore I coune my ſelf exceedingly 
bound unco him, and do ſo much deſire to pleaſe him, that I could now find im my hearc to 
give the beſt parc of my Elate for to be transformed into one of you, as well for to go unto 
him), as to give him the content of ſeeing you, which out of the knowledge I haye of his diſ- 
poſition, I am af{1red he will value more then all che treaſures of China z Now having thus 
A acquainted 


qoquaited you with his defire,l earneſtly intreet you to render your ſelyesconformable there= 
unto,and that one of you two will cake tht pains to go to Baxgo, there to ſee the King whom 
I hold for my Father and my Lord ;efor- as for this other, to:whom I have given the name and 
being of 2 kinſman,lam noc willing co part with him till he hath taught me to ſhoor'as well 
as himſclf, Hereupon Chriſtovane Borralbo,and I,greatly ſatisfied with the Nautaquime's cour- 
tefie, anſwered him, that we kiſſed his Highneſs hands for the exceeding honor he did us in 
youchſafing ro make uſe of us;and ſeeing it was his pleaſure ſo to do, that he ſhould for that 
effe& make choice of which of us two be chought beſt, and he ſhould nor fail ro be ſuddenly 
ready for che yoyage. Ac theſe words ſanding a while in mufing to;himſelf,he looked on me, 
and (aid, I am reſolved to ſend him chere,. becauſe he ſeems not ſo ſolemn, bur is of a more 
lively humour, wherewith choſe of Tepper are infinitely delighted, and may chereby chear up 
the ſick man,whereas the too ſerious gravity of this other, ſaid he,turning him to Borralho, 
h.-very commendable for more important matters,would ſerve but ro entertain his me- 
lancholy inftead of diverting-ic. Thereupon- falling into merry diſcourſe and jefting wich 
thoſe abour him, whereunto rhe people of Jappar are much.inclined,the Fingeandone arrived, 
uaro whom he preſented me,with < ſpecial and particular recommendation touching the aſſu- 
rance of my | = ary —_ Was not onely well ſatisfied, but had my minde alſo cleared 
from certain doubts, which out of the liccle knowledg I had of theſe peoples bumors,had for- 
merly troubled me. This done, th: Nawtaguim commanded 200 T aess to be given me for 
the expence of my voyage,whereuponithe Fizgeandono end I imbarqued our ſelves in a veſ- 
ſel with oats, called a Funce, and in one night having ttayerſed all chis Iſland of Tawxs- 
was, the next morning we calt Anchor in an Hayen, natmed Hiamangoo, from whence we 
went tO'n good rown,called Oxarqurxumaa,and ſo continuiflg our courſe afore the Winde, 
with a very fair gale,we arrived the day enſuing at a yery ſweet place,named Tanors, whence 
the mortow.after we went io Minato, and ſo forward to a Fortreſs of the King of Bungoes, * 
called Oſqz7, where the Fingeandono Rayed ſome time, by reaſon that the Captain ot che 
proce (who was his Brother in Law) found himſelf much indiſpoſed in his heatth, There we 
the veſſel in which we came, and ſo-wenc by land direRly co the City, where being atri- 
wed about noon, the Fingeandone, becauſe it was not atime fir ro wait'upon the King, went to 
his own houſe, Afrer dinner having reſted a licle, and fhifred himſelf into a better habir, he 
mounted on horsback, and with certainof his Friends rode to the Court, carrying mealong 
with bimwhere che King was no ſooner advertiſed of his coming,but he ſent a Son of his a- 
bour aine or ten years of age to receiye him,who accompanied with a number of Noblemen, 
richly apparelled, and his Uſhers with their Maces going before him, rook the Fingeandono 
by che band, and beholding him witch a ſmiling countenance z ay 'thy emrance, ſaid he un- 
to him, into the houſe of the King my Lord, bring thee as much content and honour as thy chil- 
drow deſerve, and art worthy, being thine, to 7 at table with me in the ſolemn Feaſts. At 
theſe words the Fingeandoxo profirating himſelf on the gee 3 My Lord, anſwered he, / 
moſt humbly beſeech them that are in Heaveu above, which have taught thee to be ſo conrtes 
owe and ſo etther to anſwer for me, or to grve me # tongue ſo dad as may expreſs my 
thankfulneſs in terms agreeable to thy ears for the great honour thou art pleaſed to do me at 
this preſent; for in doing otherwiſe 1 ſhould offend no leſs, thim thoſe ungratefull wretches 
which inhabit the lowdſt pit of the profound and obſcure houſe of ſmoak + This ſaid, he offered 
© kiſs che Curcelaſs which the young Prince wore by his fide, which he would by no means 
permit, bug caking him by the hand, he led him co the King bis Father, unco whom, lying fick 
in bis bed,he deliv:red a Letter from the Nawtaguirs, which after he had read,he commanded 
him co call me in fromthe next room where f aid atcending,which inftantly he did,and pre- 
ſented me:to the King, who entertaining me very graciouſly; Thy arrival, ſaid he unto me, 
is this mey Country is no leſs pleaſing to me, then the Rain which falls from Heaven u profitable 
to our fields that are ſowed with Rice, Finding my ſelf ſomewhat perplexed with the noye!c 
of theſe rerms, and this manner of ſaluration, I made him no Anſwer for the inſtant, which 
made the King ſay roche Lords that vyere abour him, I imegine that chis (t ranger is daunted 
vith ſeeing ſo much company here, for that peradvencure he hath nor been acculiomed unter 
it, vyherefore I bold ic fix coremit bim unco;ſome ocher time, yyhen as he may be bercer ac- 
quainted, and not be ſo abaſhed at the ſight of the people. Upon this Speech of the Kings I 
anſvvered by my Truchman, that vvhereas his Highneſs had ſaid that 1 yyas daunted, I con= 
fefſed that it, yvas true, not in regard of ſo many folks as yyere about me, becauſe I had _ 
ar 
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meg Fo 0, bur that my amazzmenc proceeded from the conſideration that I'vves novy 
before the feer of fo great a King, vyhich vvas ſufficienc ro make me mure an hurid red chou- 
ſand years, if I coud live ſo long: I added further, chat choſe which were preſenc there ſeem» 
edto me bur mes, as I my ſelf was, buras for his Highneſs, that had giv:n him ſuch 
great advantages above all, as it was his pleaſure char he ſhould be Lord,- and chat ochers 
ould be meer ſervants, yea, and that I my ſelf was bur a filly Ant, in compariſon of his 
greatneſs, ſo that his Majeſty could not ſee me in regard of my ſmalneſs, nor I in reſpe& 
thereof be able to anſwer unto his demands. All the Affiftants made ſuch account of this mad, 
Anſwer of mine, as clapping their bands by way of aftoniſhmene, they ſaid unto the King, 
Mark, I beſeech your Highneſs, how he ſpeaks to purpoſe ; verily ic ſeems that chis man 1g 
not a Merchant, which meddles wit h baſe things, as buying and ſelling, but rathet a Bonzs, 
that offers ſacrifices for the people ; or if not ſo, ſurely he is ſome great Coprain that hath « 
long time ſcoured the Szas. Truly, ſaid che King, I am of che ſame opinion, now that I ſee 
him ſo reſolute ; but let every man be filent, becauſe c_ that none ſhall ſpeak co him 
but my ſelf alone ; for I aflure you, that I rake ſo much delight in hearing him talk, chat at 
' this inſtant I feel no pain. Arthoſe words the Queen and her Daughters, which were ſer by 
him, were not a lictle glad, and falling on their knees, with cheir hands lifed up to Heaven, 
they thanked God for this his goodneſs unto him.

| ASS after the King cauſed me to approach unto his bed, where he lay fick of che Gour, 
Ser, when I was near him, 7 prithee, ſaid he unto me, be wot wnwilling to ftay here bye, 
" for ut does me much good to look, on thee, and talk_with thee ; thou ſhalt * go me to les me 
know whether in thy Country, which « at the further end of the World, thou haſt net learn'd any 
Remedy for this Diſeaſe wherewith 1 ami tormented, or for the lack of appetite, which bath con- 
tinued with me now almoſt theſe two moneths without eati thing.to ſpeak, of. Hereunto I 
anſwered, that I made no profeſſion of Phyſick, for that I had never learn'd that Arr, bur ther 
In che Junk, whercin I came from { þ;xe, there was a certain Wood, which infuſed in Wa- 
rer healed fac greater Sickneffes then char whereof he complained, and that if be took of it, 
it would afſuredly help him ; To hear of chis he was very glad, infomuch that tranſported 
With an extreme defire to be healed, he ſenc away for ic in all haſte to 7 avixumes,where the 
Junck lay, and having uſed of ic 30 days rogether, he perfeRly recovered of his Diſeaſe, 
which had held him ſo for 2 years together, as be was nor able to flir from one place to ano- 
ther. Now during che cime that I remained with much content in chis Ciry of Faches, being 
ſome 20 days, I wanted not occaſions to entertain my ſelf withall ; for ſometimes I was in;- 
ployed in anſwering the Queſtions, which the King, Queen, Princes, and Lord; asked of me, 
wherein I catily ſatisfied them, for that the matters they demanded of me were of yery lit- 
tle conſcq uence, Och:r-whiles IÞbeftowed my (elf in their Solemnities, the Tem- 
ples, where on up their prayers, their warlike Exetciſes, their naval Fleers, 'a alſo 
their fiſhing & buncing,wherein they greatly delighr,eſpecially in che high-flying of Falcons, 
and Vultures, Oftentimes I paſt away the time with my Harquebuſe in killing of Turtles, 
and Quails, whereof there is great abundance in the Country, In the mean ſeaſon this new 
manner of ſhooring ſeemed no leſs marvellous & fir co the inhabicancs of this Land,thea 
to them of Tarmxumes ; (0 that beholding a thing which they had never ſeen before, they 
made more reckoning of ir than I am able co expreſs, which was che cauſe that the Kings ſe- 
cond Son, named Arichaudono, of the age of 16 or 17 years, and whom the King wonder- 
fully loved, tntreated me one day to teach him to ſhoot ; bur 1 pur him off, by ſaying that 
there needed a far longer. time forir then be imagined, wherewith noe well he com- 
plained co his Father of me, who co content the Prince defired me to give him x'couple of 
«charges for the ſatisfying of his minde z whereunto 1 anſwered, that 1 would give him as many 
as hisHighneſs would be pleaſed ro command me.Now becanſe be was that «a to dine with 


his Father, the marcer was referred to the afternoon, howbeir then too there was _ 
done, for that he waiced on his Mocher to a Village adjoyning, whicher they came from 31 
parts on pilgrimage by reaſon of a certain Feaſt, nlichwes clean 
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abe King : The next day this young Princ: came wich onely 2/y0ung Gentlemen Waiting on 
him co my loJging,Where finding me aſl:ep on a Mar,ind my Harguebuſe banging on a hook 
by,he would not Wake me till be had ſhot off a couple of charges,incending,as he told me af- 
rerwards himſclf, char ch:ſe 2 (ho0.s ſhould nor be compriſed in them I had promiſed him : 
Having then commanded one of the young Gentlemen chat attended him, to go ſoftly and 
kindle che Match,he crook down the Harguebwſe from the place where it hung, and going to 
charge it,as he bad ſeen me do, not knowing how much Powder he ſhould par in,he charged 
the Piece almoit 2 ſpans deep, then purcing in the Buller, he ſec himſelf with it co ſhoot ar 
agnOrange tree that was not far off;but fire being giyzn,it was bis ill hap chat the Harguebuſe 
brake into 3 pieces, and gave him z hurts, by one of .che which bis righe hand thumb wes in a 
manner loſt; inſtantly whereupon che Prince fell down as one dead, which che 2 Gentlemen 
perceiving, = ran away towards the Court, crying along in the fireers that thi firavgers 
Harguebuſe had killed the Prince z Ar thefe ſad news the people flocked in all haſte with 
Weapons and great cries to the houſe where I vas ; Now God knows whether I was nor a 
tele amaz2d when coming to awake I ſaw this trumulr, as alſo the young Prince lying along 

the floor by me weltring in his own bloud wichour Rirring either hand or foot ; All thar 
I could dochen was to imbrace him in my arms, ſo befides my ſelf, as I knew not where I 
was. In che mean time, behold che King comes in a.Chair carried upon 4 mens ſhoulders, 
and ſo ſad. and pale, as he ſeemed more dead then alive after him followed the Queen on foot 
lexning upon 2 Ladies; wich/her 2 Daughcers, and a many of Women all weeping. Afoon 
us they were encred inco che Chamber,and beheld che young Prince extended on the ground, 
a8 if he had been dead, imbraced in my arms, and both of us wallowing in bloud, they all 
concluded chat I had killed him z fo that 2 of the company drawing out their Scymirars, 
would haye ſlain me ; which the King iving, Stay, ftay, cried he, let ms kaow firſt how 
the matter goes, for 1 fear it comes furt , «nd that this Fillow here hath been corrupted by 
ſexe of thoſe Traitors kinred, whom 1 cauſed to be laſt executed. Thereupon commanding 
the 2 young G-atlemen to bz ca:led which had accompanied the Prince, his Son, thither, 
be queſtioned them ex1Aly ; Tacir Anſwer was, that my Harquzebuſe with the Inchant- 
ments io it had killed him : T. is Depohuon ſerved but to incenie the Aﬀiiants che more, 
who in a rage addreſſing themſelves ro the King ; What need, Sir, have you to heat more, 
cried they ? hers is but coo much, let him be pur to a cruel Death: Therewich they ſent in 
all haſte for the Jarabica, who was my Interpreter, to them z now for that upon the arrival 
of this Diſatter he was out of extreme fear fled away, they brought him fraightly bound co 
the Kings but before they fell co examining of him, chey mightily chreatned him, in caſe he 
did not confeſs the rruch z wheteunto he anſwered trembling, and wich cears in his eyes, thac 
he would reveal all chat he knew, In che mean time being on my knees,with my hands | 
« Bonzs, that was Prefident of their Juſtice, having his arms up co the ſhoulders, and a 
Poiniard in bis band dipped in che bloud of the young Prince, ſaid thus unto me, / conjure 
ibee, the Sow of ſome Devil, and calpable of the ſame crime for which they are damned that 


inbabir in the houſe of Smoak, where they lie buried mn the obſcure and deep Pit of theCentre 


of the Earth, that thou confeſs unto me with a voice ſo loud that every one may bear thee, for 
what cauſe then baſt with theſe Sorceries and Inchantments killed this young Inweent, whons 
we held for the hairs, and chief ornaments of ouy beads, To this Demand I knew noc what 
ro anſwer upon the ſudden, for that I was ſo far beſides my ſelf, as if one had taken away my 
life, I believe I ſhould not hbaye felr ic ; which the Preſident perceiving, and beho me 
wirh a terrible countenance; Seeſt thow not, continued he, that if thou doeſt not anſwer ro the 
ftiens 1 ark, thee, that thow maſt hold thy ſelf for condemned to a Death of Blond, of Fire, 
Water, and of the Blaſts of the Winds ;, for thaw ſhalt be diſmembred imo Air, like the 
Feathers of dead Fowl, which the Winds carries from one place to anather, ſeparated from the 
Body with which they were joyned whileſt they lived, Thus ſaid, he gave me a great kick with 
his foot for ro rowſe up my ſpirirs, and crigd out again, Speak, confeſs who they are that bave 
corrupted thee ! what ſum of money have they given thee ? bow are they called > and where are 
they at this preſent ? Ar theſe words being jomewhat come again to my ſelf, I anſwered him, 
that God knew my innocence,and that I rook him for witneſs thereofs Bur he not contented 
with what be had done b:gin ro menace me more than before, and ſer before ro an in- 
finite of cormen!s & certib'e chings;wherein a long time being ſpent,ic pleaſed C 
that the young Prince came to him? 
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I woulddo ic moſt willingly:Preſently cheKing willed every one to be —— 
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cher and Siſters diſſolved into tears, bur that he deſired chem nor ro weep z and that if be 
chanced ro die, thty would attribure his death to nonz bur himſelf, who Was the onely cauſe 
theteof, conjuting them moreover by the bloud, wherein they bzh-1d him weltring, to cauſe 
me to be unbound without all delay, if they deſir:d not co make him die anew z The Ki 
rauch amazed with this language, commanded the Manacles to be caken off which they had 
put up6n me ; whereupon came in 4 Boxzoes to apply Remedies unto him, but when the 
12w in what marner he was wounded, and t hat his thumb hung in a ſorr but by the skin, they 
were ſo troubled ar it, as they knew not what to doy which the poor Prince obſerving, Away, 
awaygſaid be, ſend hence theſe D:vils, and let orhers come that have more bearc co judge of 
my hurt, ſince it hath pleaſed God ro ſend ir me ; Therewith the 4 Boxz.oes were (ent away, 
and orher 4 came in their ttead, who likewiſe wanted the courage to dreſs him z which the 
King perceiving was {o much troubled as he knew mot what to do ; bowveit he reſolved ac 
length to be adviſed therein by chem chat were apour him, who counſelied him ro ſend for x 
Bonzo, called Teixeandono, a man of great reputation amonglit them, and that lived then « 
the Ciry of Fecataa, ſome 70 leagues from that place z but che wounded Prince nor able tg 
brook theſe delays ; 1 know not, anſwered he, what you mean by this counſel which you give 
my Father, ſeeing me im the deplor able eſtate wherein I am; for whereas I ought ” bave bin 
dreſt already, you would have me ſtay for an old rotten man, who cannot be here unti(l one bath 
made a journey of an hundred and forty Leagues, both in going and commg, ſo that it muſt be 
a moneth at leaſt before he can arrive; wherefore ſpeak_no more of it , but if ou define to do me 
2 pleaſure, free this Stranger a lutle from the fear you have put bimin, and clear the Room of 
all this throug, be that you believe bath bure me will help me, as be may, for 1 had rather 
arder the hands of this poor Wretch ; that hath wept ſo much for me, then be touched by Bono 
of Facataa, who at the age be is of, of ninety and two years, can ſee wa further then bis noſe.

CMy curing the young Prince of Bungo ; with my Return to T anixumas, 
and imbargquing there for Liampoo ; and alſs that which hap- 
pened to mw 0nland, after the Shipwrack we 
ſuffered by the way. 


T He King of Z »go being extremely grieved to ſee the diſaſter of his Son, turned bimſelf 
to me,and beholding me with a very gentle countenance; Stranger, ſaid he unto 

1 pray thee, if thou canſt aſſiſt my Son in this _ of bu life ;, for 1 ſmear wnto thee, if tha 
canſt do it, 1 will make no leſs eſteem of thee, then of him binoſelf, and will give rhee whatſoe+ 
ver thou wilt demand#f me : Hereunto I anſwered the King, chat 1 his Majeſty © 
command all choſe people away, becauſe the coyl that they confounded me, and that 
then 1 would ſee whether his hurts were dang=rous;for if I that I was able co cure them,

proxcting unco the Prince, I perceived that he had bur 2 hurts; 'one on the cop of his ſores 
ad, which was no great matcer; and the other on his right hand chumb, chac was almoſioex 
off ; So that our Lord inſpiring mezas ic were, with nevw courage, I beſought the Kipg mac to 
be grieyed,for I hoped in leſs then a month to render him hisSon perfeRly recovered. Having 


. com:forced him in cis manner, I began to prepare my ſelf for the of che Prince; but 


10 the me:n time che King was very much rep rchended by the Boxzors, who told himytbac his 


Son would zfſurecly die that night, and therefore it was berrer for-him to put me to death 


preſcntly,then to ſuffer me co kill the Prince out-righe, adding further,char if ic ſhould bap- 
pen to prove ſo, as it was very likely,it would not only be a great ſcandal unto him, bur alſo 
much alienate his Peoples afteRions from him, To theſe ſpeeches of the Boxzocs the King 
replizd,that he thought chey bad reaſon for chat they ſaid,and therefore be deſired chem co ler 
him know how he ſhould goveru himſelf in this extremity; You muſt,ſaid they,fizy the com- 
1ng of the Boxzs Teixeandowo, and never think of any other courſcs for we afſure you,in re- 
gard he is the holie(t man living, he will no ſooner lay his hand on him bur he will heal him 
ſtraic, as he hach healed many others in our hgh, As the King was even reſolyed to follow 
the curſed counſel of theſe ſervants of the devil;thePrince complained that his wounds pained 
him in ſuch ſort as he was nor able to endure it, and therefore prayed that any handſome re 
medy 
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medy might be inſtantly applied co chem ; whereupon the King,much diftraſted between the 
opinion of the Boxzoes, and tbe danger that his Son was in of his life, rogerher wich the ex- 
trearn pain that hz ſuffered, detiring choſe about him to adviſe him what he ſhould reſolve on; 
in thar exigent z not one of them bur was of che mind, thar ic was far more expedient to have 
the Prince drztt our of hand, then co Ray the time which the Borzoes ſpake of, This counſel 
be.ng approved of che King, he came again to me, and making very much of me,he promiſed 
me mighty matters 1t I could recovzr his S-n z I anſwered him with tears in my eyes, that by 
the help of God I would do it, and that he himielf ſhould be witneſs of my care therein : So 
recommending my ſelf ro God, and raking a good heart unto me; for I ſaw there was no other 
way to ſay2 my life, bur chat, I prepared all chings neceſlary to perform the cure. Now becauſe 
the hurt of che right hand ciumb was molt dangurous, I began with that, and gave it ſeven 
fiirches, whereas peradverfture if a Chirurgion had drett him, he would have given it fewer x 
as for that of the forehead, I gave ic bur four, in regard it was much lighter chen the other ; 
tha done,l applyed ro them tow wer in the whites of eggs,and ſo bound them up very cloſe, 
as I had (cen orhers done in the /ndiaes:Five days after I cur the Ritches, and continued dreſ- 
fing tim as b-fore,uncil that at the end of rwenty days it pleaſed God he was throughly cured, 
wichout any other inconvenience remaining in.him, then a lictle weakneſs in his chumb ; For 
this cauſe after that <t:7e the King and his Lords did me much honour ; the-Q 1:en alſo, and 
the Princ.fles ber daughters preſenced me wich a great many Surtes of tilks,anu che chiefeſt of 
the Court with Cymurars, and other chings, belides all which the King gave me {x nundred 
T aeis ; (© that after this ſort I received in recompence of this my cur2 above fifreen hundred 
Ducates, that I carried with me from this place. After things were paſt in this manner, being 
adveriſed by letters from my two Companions at Tarmxumaa, that the Chineſe Pirate, with 
whom we came thither, was preparing for his r:turn co China, I beſought the King of Bungo 
to give me leave to go back, which he readily granted me, and with much acknowledgemenc 
of the curing of his Son he willed a Funce co be made ready for me, furniſhed with all chings 
n<ceſliry, wherein commanded a man of quality,that was attended by twenty of the Kings ſer- 
y-nts, with whom I departed on Satzrday morning from the City of Fxcheo, and the Friday 
following ahout Sun-ter I arrived at Tamxumas, where I found my two Camrades, who re- 
ceived me with much joy. Here we continued fifteen days longer , till ſuch time as the Junck 
w:s quite ready, and chen we ſet Sail for Liampeo, which is a Sea-porr of the Kingdom of 
China; whereot I have ſpoken ar large herecofore, and where at that time che Portugals tra- 
ded, Hrving concinued our voyage With a proſperous wind, it pleaſed God that we arrived ſafe 
at our defired Port,where it is not to be believed how much we were welcomed by the Inha- 
bicants of the place. No.7 becauſe ic ſeemed (irange unto them, that we had yolunrarily ſub» 
micred our ſelyes in that ſort to the bad faith of the Chineſes,they asked of us from what Coun- 
try we came, and w ere it was that we imbarqued our ſelves with them ? whereupon we 
freely declared unto them the crutch of all,and gave them an account of our Voyage,as alſo of 
the n:w Land of Japper that we had diſcovered, the great abundance of filver that was there, 
and the exceeding profic that might be made by carrying the commodities of Ch;xa thither ; 
wherewich they were wond-rfully conterfted,and inſtantly ordaineda general Proceſſion to be 
made by way of thaykigiving unto God for ſo great a blefling : Bur withall covetouſneſs be- 
gan in ſuch (rc ro ſeize upon the hearts of molt of the Inhabicants,every one ſtriving to be che 
foremoſt 1n this wyage, 28 they came to divide themſelves into troops , and to make ſeveral 
parties;ſo that even with weapons in their hands they went thronging to buy up the commo=- 
dities of thac Country 5 which made the Chineſe Merchants, upon the fight of our unruly a= 
varice, ſer ſo high 2 price upon their wares , that whereas a Pico of filk was ar firſt not worth 
forty Tales, it roſe before the end of eight dayes to an hundred and threeſcore,at which rate 
roo the Merchant s ſeemed to part with it very willingly. Thus by the means of this unreaſona- 
ble defire of gain nine Juncks, which were then in che Port, were in 15 days ready to fet Sail; 
though co ſay the r11th they were all in ſacl diſorder, and ſo unprovided, that ſome amongtt 
them had no other Pi ors then the Maſters themſelves,who had bur liccle underſtanding in Na- 
vigation. In this bad order they departed all in company cogerher one Sunday morning, not- 
withltanding t'vat they had che wind,the ſeaſon,the ſea,and all things elſe concrary,not iuffer- 
ing hemſecly-s to b- guided by reaſon, or the con(ideration of rhe dangers which they are ſnb« 
x& unto that commit themſely2s ro this Elemeny;For they were ſo obſtinate,8& ſo blinded,as 
they would not repreſent any inconyenience to ” —_ ; and1 my ſelf was 0 — ” 
Dd 3 chat 
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that I went along with them in one of their Veſl-1s, In this manner they ſailed all chat Game 
day, as it were groping berween the Iſlands and che firm Land ; but about midnight there a- 
roſe in the dark ſo mighty a Storm, accompanied with ſuch horrible raingthat ſuftering theme 
ſely2s to be carried at che m2rcy of the wind, they ran upon the Sands 4 Getemw,where of the 
nine Juncks,two only,as it were by miracle,were ſaved(o that the other ſeven were loft,our 
of which not ſo much as one man eſcaped, Tnis loſs was thougat © a:nount unro above three 
hundred thouſand Crowns in Commodities, beſides the greater, which was of fix iundred per- 
ſons that lefc their lives thre , whereof there were an hundred and forty Pertagals, all rich 
men,znd of quality, As for the other two Juncks, in ong of the which by good hap I was, joyn- 
ing in conſort cogerher, they follow:d the courie they had begun, until ſuch time as they at- 
rived at the Iſland of the Leqguros ; There we were beaten with ſo furious a Northecalt wind, 
which increaſed by the conjunRtion of the new Moon, that our vcſlels were ſeparated in ſuch 
ſort as we could n:yer ſee on>: another zgain, After dinner the wind turned co Weſl-Nort h- 
welt, whereby the Sea was ſo moved, and the waves roſe with ſuch fury,as it was a moſt dread» 
ful ching ro behold ; whereupon our Captain, named Gaſpar Mels, a very couragious Gznele» 
man, ſeeing the grearelt part of the prow'of the Junck to be halt open, and that cherg was 
nine ſpans water in the botcom of her, he reſolyed by the advice of all che Officers co cur 
down the ewo Malts, whoſe weight was the cauſe of the opening of the Junck;zhbowbeir this 
could not be done with ſuch care, bur that the main Malt in its fall overs helmed fourteen 
pzrſons, whereof five were Portugals, which were all cruſhed in pieces, a (peRacle (© lamen» 
table ro behold that it exceedingly grieved every mans heart, Now foraſmuch as the Storm 
increaſed more and more, we were confirained to ler our (clyes be carried at the mercy of the 
Sea,even until Sun-ſer,at which cime the J unck made an end of ſpliccing quite aſunder;where- 
uPon our Captain, ind eyery one of us, ſeeing the deplorable eſtate wherevnto our ſins had re- 
duced us,fell ro preparing our ſelves for our laft end, Having in this ſort paſt away half of the 
nighr, about che firlt quarter of the watch we f(iruck upon a Shelf, where at the firſt blow the 
Junck broke all co pieces, the event whereof was ſo lamentable char threeſcore and rwo men 
lefc their lives there, ſome of which were drowned, and the reſt ſqueezed ro death under the 
K2el of the Veſſel. 

$8.2 There were buc four and twenty of us, beſides ſome women,that eſcaped from this miſera- 
ble Shipwrack ; Now as ſoon as it was day we perceived by the fight of the Iſland of fire, and 
of the Mountain of Taydacene, that the Land where we were was the great Lequis, where- 
upon With tears in our eyes recommending our ſclyes ro God,and marciung up to the breſt in 
water, w2 ſwam over certain deeper places, and ſo went five dayes together in great paim, not 
finding in all that cine any thing co eat bur the ſlime which che Sea caſt up on the mud ; 
Howbeit at length by the mercy of God we gor to land, where going into the woods we ſu. 
ſtained our ſelves with a certain herb like unto Sorrell, whereof there was great plenty along 
theſe Coaſts, which was all the nouriſhment chat we had for three days (pace that we were 
chere, uni! at laſt we were eſpyed by a boy that was keeping of carrel,ywho as ſoon as he bad 
diſcovered us, ran to the next Village, which was ſome quarter of a league off, for ro give no» 

tice of it co the inhabitants there z who preſently thereupon with the ſound of Drums and 
Cornets aſſembled all cheir Neighbours round about chem, ſo that wirhin three or four hours 
they were a Company of about rwo hundred men, whereof there were fourteen on horsback- 
As ſoon as they deſcried us afar off, they made dire&ly rowards us ; whereupon our Caprain, | 
ſeeing the wretched eſtate whereunto we were reduced, fell down upon his knees, and began 
to encourage us With many goog words, defiring us to remember , That nothing in the world | 
could fall owt without the Providence of God , and therefoxe like good Chriſtians we ſhould aſ- | 
ſare our ſelves it was his pleaſure, that this ſhould be the laſt honr of our lrves, ſo that we 
could not do better then to conform our ſelves to his holy will, and with patience wmbrace thu | 
pitiful end,-wh:ch came from his Almighty band, craving pardon from the buttons of our be rts | 
| 


for all our fin: paſt ; ard tha: for himſelf he had ſuch confidence in his mercy , that we duly 
repenting uyaccording as we were obliged by his holy Commandments , he would net forget m 
1n that our extremity, Having made us this Exhortation, and lifred up bis hands to Heaven, 
he cried out three times rog2ther with abundance of tears, Lord have mercy wpon mw, Which 
words, were reiterated by all the reſt, bur with ſuch ſighs and groans of true Chriſtians, and 
ſo full of deyotion and zeal,thac I may cruly ſay,the thing which then we feared lealt was that 
which narurzlly is molt abhorr'd. As we were in this grieyous agony fix horſmen came unco 
us, 
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us, and bcholcing us in a manner naked, wichourt arms, on the ground on our knees, and 
10 women lying as it were dead before us, they were ſo moved wich compaſſion, that four 
of chem turning back to the foormen, which were coming on, made them all to ſtar,not ſuf- 
fering them co approach us ; Howbeir alicrle after they came to us again, bringing with chem 
[ix t-ormen, which teemed to be fome of the Officers of Juftice, who by the commandment 
of the horſinen tied us, three and three together , and with ſome ſhew of pity bid us, That 
of ny mot be afraid , for that the King of the Lequios was a man greatly fearing God, 

very well inclined to the pror, upon whom he continually beſtowed much alms : Moreover, 
they (wore unto us Þy their Lrw, that we ſhould receive no hurt ; yet could we not by any 
means be perſwaded cherennco, for at that time we had (o licele hope of life, that if perſons 
worthy of credir had aflured us of it, we ſhould hardly bave believed chem,much leſs thoſe cru- 
el and dereiiable Genriles, who neucher bad Religion, nor any knowledge of God : When the 
bad tied us together, che foormen placed us is ths mid(t of them, while(t thoſe on borsbac 
courſed up and down on every tide, as chough they had gone the round ; now we no ſooner 
b:gan to march, bur that the three women which were with us, more dead then alive, fell 
down on the place in a (woon, partly through cheir narural weakneſs, and partly through the 
fear they were in z ſo chat the foormen were forced to take them up in their arms, and each 
one to carry them in his turn, howbeic for all that before we could arrive at the place whither 
they were leading us, ewo of the rhtee died , and were left in the Wood for a prey tothe 
Wolves, Foxes, and orher Wiid-beatts, whereof we ſaw great plenty thereabour, Ac length 
afrer we had marched a good while we arrived about Sur-ſer at a great Borough where we 
were preſently put into a Pagede,or Temple,of theirs, which was invironed with very high 
walls ; and yet for the more tecurity they placed an hundred men abour ic ro guard us all char 
night, who with their cries and beating of their Drums kept us waking till the next morn- 
ing ; for the noiſe thereof, and che conſideration of our preſent miſery, would not ſuffer us ro 
cake any relt, 
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A $ ſoon as it was morning the next day che chiefeſt women of the Town came to vilic SeR:s; 


us,and in the way of charity brought us a quancicy of Rice,boyled fiſh,and certain fruits 
of the Country for us to ear, ing themſelyes to be much moved wich our miſery, a$ well 
by their words, as by their tears z 2nd ſeeing che extream need we food in of clothes,for that 
we had liccle. or ſcarce any,upon our bodi:s, fix —_ chem, which for that purpoſe were 
choſen by che re(t, went a begging for us through all che fireets of the Town, ſaying ; O good 
folks, good folks, which makg profeſſion of the Law of the Lord, whoſe property it ts, if one may 
ſay fo, to ſhew himſelf prodigat towards us by communicating bis benefits unto 8 , come forth of 
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your howſer to bebold the fleſh of our fleſh, which the wrath of the hand of the Lord Almighty 


bath ronched , and ſurcour them with your alms, tothe end the mercy of his greatneſs may not 
abandon you, 45 it bath done them. Theſe words were of ſuch force to itir up their charity, 
as within leſs then an hour we were abundancly furniſhed With all things neceflary for us : 
Bur about three of the clock in the afternoon came a Poſt ro this Borough with letrers ro the 
Xivalon of the place,that is the Captain thereof, who had no ſooner read them, bur he cauſed 
ewo Drums to "eat an Alarum, ar the ſound whereof all the people aflembled together in a 
great Pagode or Temple, whzre our of a window be ſpike unto them, and gave chem to un- 
deritand that the Brequen, the Governor of the Kingdom, had commanded us to be brought 
tothe Town of Pungor, which was ſome ſeven leagues from thence, The mott part of them 
at firlt refuſed ro obey this command, ſo that chere was great contention about it,in ſuch ſort 
that nothing could be agreed upon all that day, by means whereof the Poſt was returned to 
the Broquen with a relation of that which had paſt, and ſo we were left there ill eight of che 
clock the next morning, at v hich time two Peretandaos, Who are as it were Juoges, came ac- 
companied with divers Burgefles, and ſome twenty horſmen,unto us, and atcer many writings 
drawn up by certain publique Regitiers concerning us, they ſent us away the ſame day to a 
Tomn,called Gondex1/aw,wherc we were put into a dungeon,made in the faſhion of a Ciltern, 
remaining 
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remaining there till the next day up to the middle in filchy Randing water, chat was full 
of horſleeches, which made us all gore blood : As ſoon as it was morning they carried us to- 
wards Purgor, Where we arrived = four of the clock in the afternoon ; now becauſe it was 
late the Broquen would not ſce us cill che day following zand then bound rogether as we were, 
he cauſed us to be led through four of che principall fireers of the Ciry , where the people 
rhropging from all parts co behold us, ſeemed much co pity our miſery,chiefly che women ; In 
this manner we were brought to a Court of Juſtice,where there was a great many of Ofhcers, 
amongſt whom we continued a long time waiting for the coming of the Judge,at leng' h up- 
on the thrice (riking of a clock, a door that Rood juft againit the place where we atrended, 
was preſently opened, by which we entred into a very ſpacious Hall,wiere the Governour ſac 
upon a Throne all adorned with rich rtapeſiry,and under a Cloth of Stare of filyer rinſelgrouny 
abour him were fix Uſhers upon their knees,carrying Maces on their ſhoulders,and all along 
the room tiood a Guard with Halberds in their hands,damasked with gold and flyer All che 
reſt of che Hall was full of people of divers Nations,the like whereof we had not ſeen in thoſe 
Cuntries. Afcer lence was impoicd on ali chat were preſent, we profirated our ſelves be- 
fore the Throne of the Broquen, and Weeping ſaid unto him, Sir, we beſerch ther by that God 
which hath made Heaven and Earth, and on wheſe power we all of #« depend, to taks pity of our 
miſerable fortune ; for ſince the waves of they Sea have brought #%« to the lamentable eſtate, 
and wretched condition wherein thou ſceſt us , we moſt humbly deſire thee that thy goodneſs will 
be pleaſed to put #4 inco a better before the King , to the end be may be incited to have con 
paſſion on ws poor ſtrangers , that are d:ſtitute of all ſuccour and favour of the world ; for ſo it 
bach pleaſed God to have it inregard of onr ſins. At theſe words the Br-quen looking on them 
chat were about him, and ſhaking his bead , What think you of theſe people, ſaid he unto them, 
verily here is one of them that ſpeaks of God as a man which hath the knowledge of bu irmh, 
fo that we may conclude without all doubt, that there is another great world whereof we have no 
notice , wherefore ſince-theſe men know the Source of all good, it us reaſonable that we ſhould 
proceed with them according to the requeſt they have made unto mw with ſo many tears ; Where» 
upon Lurning cowards us, who all this while lay proftrared on the ground, with our hands 
lifred up, as if we were worſhipping God ; I muſt confeſs , ſaid he unto us, that 1 have ſo 
great compaſſion of your miſery, and am ſogrieved to ſee you ſo porr as you are, as 1 aſſure you 
in all verity, that 1 had rather , if it were the good pleaſure of the King, br liks one of you, as 
wretched as you are, thentoſee my ſelf in thus office , which queſtionleſs was conferred on me 
for my fins, wherefore I would be lorh to off end you, but the duty of my place ebliging me there- 
unto, I muſt dejire you as friends not to be troubled , if 1 ath you ſome queſtions, which are ne« 
ceſſary for the good of Juſtice ; and as touching your deliverance, if God aff ords me life, be afſſ- 
red you ſhall have it, for I am moſt confident that the King my Maſters inclination to the poor 
& truly Royal. Theſe promiſes exceedingly contented us ; and co thank him for them we had 
recourſe to out tears, which we ſhed in abundance, for our hearts were ſo full, as we could 
nor poſſibly bring forth a word to anſiver him. 
$Se&.2, Tune Brequen called four Regiſters, the two Peretandaos of the Court aforeſaid, and ſome 
eleven or cwelve other Officers of Jultice, to come immediately before him ; Then rifng on 
his feer , he began with a ſevere countenance , and a naked Scymitar in his hand, to exa- 
wine vs , ſpeak'ng (> loud »s every one might hear him ;  Pinaquila, (aid be, Bro 
of this City of Pungor by the good pleaſure of bim whons we all hold for the hairs of our 
heads, King of the Nation of the Lequios, and of all this Conntry of the two Star, where 
the freſh and ſalt waters divide the Mynes of his treaſures, do adviſe and command you 
by the rigour and force of my words , to tell me clearly, and with a clean heart , what people, 
and of what Nation you are , as alſo where your Country is, and how it « called? To this 
demand we anſwered according to thz truth, chat we were Portwgals, Natives of Aalaca. 
It u well, added he, but what adventure brought you into this Country, and whither did you 
mtend to go when as you ſuffered ſhipwrack? We replyed thereunto, That being Merchancs, 
who make no other profeſſion then of trafique , we had" imbarqued our ſelves mm the King- 
dom of Cxiza, for to go from the Port of Liamps to Tanixumas, Where we had former- 
ly been; bur that arriving near to the Iſlind of Fire we were ſurprized by « mighty cem- 
peſt, ſo that not able ro oppoſe the violence of the Sea,we were contirained to lic at the mer- 
cy of the winds for the ſpace of three dayes and three nights cogether ; and thar at che cnd 
thereof our  unck ran her ſelf upon the Sands of Taydican, where, of ninety and rwo ar 
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that we were, threeſcore and eight were drowned, no more eſcaping of that great number 
bc theſe four and twenty of us which flood betore him all covered over with Wounds, thac 
were ſav:d(as it were by miracle)rtrough che ſpecial grace of Gad. At eleſe words ttanding 
a little in ſuſpence, By what title, replied he, did you poſſeſs ſo mach Rickes, and ſo many 
peeces of Silk which were in your [unck, and that were worth above an hundred Tatis, as 1 am 
informed ; Truly, it us not credible that you could get ſo much Wealth any other way then by 
thieving, which bring @ great offence againft God, ts a thing proper to the ſervants of the Ser- 
pent of the houſe of ſmoak, and no: to thoſe of the houſe of the Sun, where they that are Juſt, and 
of 4 pure heart do bath themſelves amidſt the perfumes in the great Pool of the Almighty: We 
anſwered heceunio, that affuredly we were Merchants, and noc Thieves, as he was pleaſed co 
charge us, becauſe the God in whom we believed forbad us by his holy Law, either to kill or 
torob, Hereupon the Brequen beholding them that were about him ; Doxbrleſs, continued 
he,if that whuch theſe men affirm be true, we may well ſay than they are like unto 14, and that 
their God is much better then all ethers, as me thinks may be inferred from the truth of their 
words, Then turning bimſelf co vers us he ex:mined us, as before, with a fern counte- 
nance, and the behaviour of a Judge thr exerciſeth his charge with integrity 3 In this exa- 
mination be beſtowed almoſt an hour, and in the lat place ſaid unt& us ; / woxld faix kzow 
why thoſe of your Country, when as heretofore they took,Malaca, carried thereuno by extreme 
avarice, did kill owr men with ſo lintle (pity? which i ftill made good by ſo many Widows who 
in theſe Countries have ſurvived their Hutbands, To this we made aniwery how that hape 
p<ned rath:r by che chance of War, then out of any defire offRobbing, which we had never 
uſed codo in any place whereſoever we came ; What is thus you ſay, replied hez can you main- 
tain that he that conquers doth not rob ? that he that uſeth foree, doth not kill ? that he which 
ſhews himſelf covetona, tis not a Thief ? that he which oppreſſeth, performs not the ation of « 
Tyrant ? and lo, all theſe are the goodly qualities which are given to you, and whereof you are 
ſaid to be culpable; and that by the affirmation of werity it ſelf : whence it ts manifeſt, that Gods 
abexdoning of you, and permitting the Waves of the Sea to ſmallow you up, ts rather a pure ef- 
felt of bu juſtice, then any injury that is done to you, This ſaid, he aroſe our of the Chair 
where be was ſet, and commanded the Officers to return us back co Priſon,promiting to give 
us audience according to the grace which it ſhould pleaſethe King to ſhew us,& the compat» 
hon that he would lave of as ; wherewith we were very much afflited, and,in great deſpair 
of our lives, The next day the King was advertiſed, as well of our impriſonment, as of the 
Anſwers we had made, by the Brogwes's Letrers. wherein he had incermingled ſomething in 
favor of us;Þy means whereof he did not cauſe us to be executed,as it was ſaid he had reſolved 
ro have done upon certain falſe reports which the C hineſes had made ro him of us.In this Pri. 
ſon we continued very neat 2 moneths,with much pain,never hearing in all that time ſo much 
as any word ſpoken of that firſt poncenerng againſt us. Now foraſmuch as the King defired 
to be more amply informed concerning us by ocherſmore particular inquiries then ctheLetcers 
of the Broquen, be (ent a cerrain man unto us,nated* Ravdinaa, for ro come ſecretly to the 
Priſon where we were, to the end that under the pretext of being a Merchenrt-firanger, he 
ight exactly learn the cauſe of , our artival in that place, and that upon the report he ſhould 
make thereof to the King he might proceed to do that which ſhould ſeem juſt unco him. How 
beic,though this was clolely carried, yet was it our good fortune to be adyertiſed of it the day 
before bis coming £0 us,o that we had time enough.co arm our ſelves outwardly with all che 
apparances of milery and affliction we.could poſſibly deviſe,and counterteir;which expedienr 
next to Gods aſſiſtance Hood us in more ſtead then any other we could have thought upon. 
This man then came one morning well accompanied co the Priſonz and after he had viewed 
us all one after another, he called ro bim the Jurabace, who ſerved to interpret for him ; 
«Ark theſe men, (aid'hie, what is the cauſe that the mighty hand of God hath ſo'abandoned them. 
as to permit their liver, through an effett of bis Divine Tabice,to be ſubjefied ro the judgement 
of men, without having ſo much remorſe of conſcience, as to ſet before their eyes the terrour of 
that dreadful viſion which doth uſe to fright the ſoul at the laſt gaif of a mans lifez, for ut is to 
be believed, that they who have done that which I obſerve un thens, have beaped ſin upon fin. 
We anſwered him thereunto, that he had a great deal of reaſon for what he ſpake, in regard 
ic was very probable thatithe fins of men were the principal cauſe of cheir ſufferings ; how- 
heit that God, as the Soyzreign Lord of all, did nevertheleſs in chat caſe acculſtome to 
take pity of them ; who with {obs and tears contiuually called upon him,and that it was = 
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” his bounty wherein all our hope was placed, to che end he would be pleaſed co inſpire the 
Kings heart With a will cojdo us juſtice according ro our works, for that we were poor (iran- 
 gers deſticure of all fayour, a thing whereof men make moſt account in this world. That 
which, yos ſay, replied he, «s well, provided that your bearts be conformable to your words, 
and then you are not to be found fanlt with; for it us moſt certain, that be which enamels all 
that our eyes do bet old for the beamiifyi the night, and that bath likewiſe made whatſoever 
the day doth ſhew ws for the ſuſtenance w; man, who are but Worms of the Earth, will not refuſe 
Jou Jour deliverance, ſering you beg of him with ſo many ſight and tearsy wherefore 1 inireat 
Jou not to diſſe mble with me, but irwly to confeſs what 1 defire to winderſtand from you at this 
preſent ; namely, what People you are? of what Nation? in what part of the World you live 
in, and how the Kingdom of your King 1 named? wherexnto you ſhall adde the cauſe that bath 
brought you hither and to vhs place yon are going with ſo much Riches which the Sea bath caft 
upon the ſhoars of Taydican, whereat all the Inhabitants have ſo wondred, as they were per - 
ſoaded that you were Maſters of all the Trade of China > Intheſe, and other like Queſti- 
ons, which chis Spie asked of us, we recurned him ſuch Anſwers as were moſt beboofull for 
us to give him; wherewith he was ſo contented, that making us many offers, he promiſed co 
move the King for our deliverance. In the mean time he ſpake not a word to us of the oc- 
cafion for which he was ſent, bur ill feigned himſelf co be a firanger, and a Merchan: like 
one of us. Howbeic when be went away, be carefully recommended us to the Gaoler, and 
willed him not co let us want any ching, promiſing co ſatisfie bim for it co his content ; In 
acknowledgment whereof we gave him bumb —— where- 
by he was greatly moved to compaſſion, ſo that he gave'us « Bracelet of Gold chat weighed 
thirty Ducates, and alſo fix Sacks of Rice, and wi 
' neſs of che Preſent he had given us. After this be returned back to the King, unto whom 
he rendred an account of all that had paſt wichus, aſſuring him that we were not ſuch as the 
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order for our enlargement, as well upon the report of 
which the Broquen had written him, there arrived at

make thus acknowledgement wnto bim, be will communicate to you from above, whence all geed 
deth proceed, an agretable repoſe , which ts 4 thing far more conyement for 1 then to 
live three or four day1 in the miſeries of this _ » Where there is nothing but labowir, gffs 
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great affition, and above all pevert), which * the accompliſhment of all evils, and 
QDnalfs gunrras our ſouls ares wholly conſumed i the deep abyſs of the houſe of 
mode. S 

L.., Th Broquex marcover cauſed rwo Paniers full of clothes ro be —_ to that place, and 
rochan gnongh es ecepating o> cath cnaattecy Tice Gang, carried us home to 

his houſe, where all the Ladies of che Town came to ſee us, teflifying by rheir countenances 
chat rhey greatly rejoyced at ihe good (ucceſs of our deliverance: They comforted us alſo with 
great demon(ſirarion of pity,which is an cffe& of che good nature of che women of this Coun» 
ry.that is common to them alizand not conterced rherewich they encercained us in their bou- 

fox2 one afier anocher during all the cime we Were there uncil cur departure, for we continued 
in this Ciry afterwards the ſpace of forry-fix days , in which cime we were furniſhed with all 
things neceſſary for us, and that in ſuch abundance, as there was nor one of us but catried a- 
bove an hundred Ducares away Wich him, As for che Portugal woman, of whom I ſpake be- 
fore, ſhe had above a thouſand, as well in money , as in ocber gifts which were given her, by 
which means her busband in leſs chen an year recovered hi of all che lofſes he had ſuſtai. 
ped. Afcer we had with a grexs deal of comrentmenr palt thoſe forty fx days there, the ſeaſon 
proper for our voyage being came, the Broguen procured us paſlage in the Junck of a Chineſe, 
which was bound for the Pars of Liewpoe in. the Kingdom of Chins , according to the 
commandment thaz he had received of che for chac purpoſe ; bur firlt he cauſed the Cap- 
tain of the Junck to pur in good ſecuricy for the fafery of our perſons during all the cime of 
the voyage. In this manner we departed from Paygor,the capital City of the Iſland of Legas- 
es, of which I will here mak: a brief relation, to the end char if it hall one day picaſe God wo 
ſpe che Nerage!

Arxhe very inftanc I diſpatched a- 
way the rowing' veſl:1 that we had to AMalaca, and advertiſed Pedro de Faria of the whole 
ſucceſs of our yoyage ;. \Withall 1 certified him what courſe we had beldy as alſo into whac 
Ports, and into what Rivers we had eatred, withour —_—— ocher news of his enemies, 
chen that it was ſuſpeRed they had been at 7 avaucarins, where by the appearances of thoſe 
dead bodies, it was robe believed that they had been defeaced ; whereunto I added,for a con- 
clufion, that if I could _— any more affured news concerning them, I would preſently ac- 
| quaint him with ir, in'what pare ſoever I were. 
[| $e2;2, After I bad diſpatched away the rowing Veſſel to Afalace, with the Letters which I had 
| _ * duefted ro Pedrode Faria, that our Junck was furniſhed with all chings neceflary for ber, 
| we ſayled cowards the Coalt of 7 avencerim, where, as I (aid before, I had order co land for 
co treat with Lercerote Gwrerreyro, thar he, and che reſt of the Portugals of his Company, 
might come to che ſuccour of ſalacs ,- which the Achems intended to boſiege, according to 
the report that went of it, Beipg under Sail then we arrived at 2 little INand, a league in cir- 
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circuit, called Paulbo Hinhor, where a Paras cane unto us, in the which were fix rawny 
Moors, poorly claJ,with red Bonners on their hea /s; their Bc a being cloſe co our Junck, 
which was thezg utider Sail, they ſa;uced us in the way of peace, vwherevnro vye aniwared in 
the like mann}; Thac done,thcy demanded of us it chere were any Portwgals among us? we 
cold rhem that chere were z bur milirulting ic, they defireq to ice one ur ewo of them upen 
the Harches, becauſe, added they, it imports much that it ſhould be ſo, Whereupon the Ne- 
coda prayed me to come up, which inconcinen-ly I did, though ac that time I was ſhut up in 
my Cabbin below ſomewhat indiſpoſed in my h-alth ; when I was on the Deck | called ro 
rhem thac were in the Para, who had no ſooner ſeen me, and known me to be a Portugal, 
bur they gave a great ſhout; and clapping their hands for joy, they came aboard our Junck, 
Then one of them, who by his countenance ſeemed to have more Authority then the ret, 
began to ay unto me ; Scignior, before 1 crave leave of thee'to ſpeak, 1 defire thee to read this 
Letter, to the end it may induce thee the more readily to believe that which 1 ans to ſay unto thee. 
Thereupon our of an old filthy Clout be cook a Letter,whzr.io(fcer I hid open d ic) found 
this wricten s Signiors Portugals, which are true Chriſtians, this honourable man, that ſhaſ 
ſhew you this Letter, is King of this Iſland, newly converted to the Fauth, and called Dom Lan- 
cerote z He hath rendred many good Offices, not onely to them who bave ſubſcribed this Writing, 
ne alſo who have navigated on theſe Coaſts ; For he hath given us very important adver- 


tiſtments of the Treaſons which the Achems and Turks bave plotied againſt 9, ſo that by 
the means of this honeſt man we have diſcovered all their Deſigns :- withall God hath made 
uſe of him for to. give ws not long ſince a great Vittory againſt them, wherein we have - hen 

them one Gally, four Galliots, and five Foiſts, with the death of above a thouſand Sa: 
razins, Wherefore we intreat you, by the Wounds of our Lord Jeſws Chrift, and by the mea 
rits of his boly Paſſion, not onely to keep him from all wrong, but to aſſiſt him with all your 
power, as the manner is of all good Portugals, that it may ſerve for an example to thoſe which 
ſhall know this, to do the like in imitation f you ; And ſo we kiſs your hands this thirteemth day 
of November, 1544. This Leccer was f1gned by more then 50 Portugals, 2monght whom 
were the 4 Captains that 1 ſoughc for, namely, Lancerote Guerreyra, Antonio Gomez., Pedro 
Perreyra, and Coſmo Bernaldes. When I had read this Letter, I made a t-nder of my per- 
ſon to this petty King, tor ocherways my power was {> ſniall, as it could nor reach turther 
then co the giving hinys bad Dinner, and a red Bonnet I had on, which, all worn as it was, 
was yet better they his own. Now after this poor King bad made ſome D-claracion co me of 
himſelf, and of his miſcries, lifting up his hands co Heaven,and ſhedding abundance of tears; 
Our Lord Teſws Chriſt, ſaid he unto me, whoſe Slave 1 am, doth know what great need 1 bave 
now of the favour and ſuccour of ſome Chriſtians; for becauſe 1 am a Chrifian, a they are, 
«4 Mahbometans Slave of mine, about four Moneths ago, reduced me to that extremity, wherein 
I behold my ſelf at this inſtant, being not able in the ſlate I am in to do ony other then caſt 
up mine eyes to Heaven, and lament my misfortune, with much ſorrow, and lutle remedy. 
eMrd I aſſure thee, by the verity of that holy and new Law, whereof 1 now make profeſſion, 
that not oncly for bring a Chriſtian, and a Friend to the Portugils, I am perſecuted in ths ſort, 
Now for that being. alone, as thou art, it us net poſſible for thee to 4 ih we, I beſeech thee, 
Signior, :0 rakg me along with thee, to the end that this Soul wbich God bath puz into me 
may wot periſh, and i recompence thereof 1 promiſe to ſerve thee as a Slave all the days of 
m7 life. Lo this is that which this poor King ſaid wich ſo many rears, as it was great pity to 
behold ic ; inthe meap time the Necods, Who was of 908 diſpoſition, and charita ly in- 
clined, was yery much moved with the Diſaſter of che untorcunace King, ſo chat he gaye him 
alictle Rice, and ſome Linnen co cover him withall, for he was ſo ragged, that one P'ght 
ſee his naked skin every where about him. Afrer he had informed himſelf from him of cer- 
rain particulars, the knowledge whereof concerned him, be demanded bim where his Enemy 
Was, and what Forces he had > Whereunco be anſwered, Thac he was a quarter of a league 
from thence, in a Cabbin coyzred wich ſtraw, having not above thirty Fiſhermen with him, 
who were moſt of them without Arms, Hereupon the Necods caſt his eye upon me, and ſee- 


ing me ſad, for that I was nor able of my ſelf ro ſuccour this poor Chriſtian, thipking wit hall 


that he ſhould much oblige me thereby, Sigmor, ſaid be unto me, if thou wert ow ( aptais 
of my Tunck, as 1 am, what Remedy wouldſt thou give to the tears of a poor man, wheres 
with alſo thy eyes do participate ? 1 knew not what Reply to make bim, tor chat 1 was greatly 
moved to behold my Neighbour, a Chriſtian like my iz|f, co ſuffer in —— 
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Necoda's ſon perceiving, who was, as I have ſaid, a young man of a good ſpiric, and broughe 
vp amongit the Poriwgals, and gueſſing ar the ſhame and ſorrow I was inz be defired his 
father to lend bim 2o Mariners of his Junck, that by their means be mighg re-eſtabliſh chis 
poor King, and chaſe the Thief our of the I{land z To this the Necodajaniwored, that if I 
would d:mand ſo much of him, he would do ic very willingly ; whereupon caſting my ſelf ar 
his feet, and embracing him, which is the humble!t complement uſed amongtt them, I cold 
bim with tears in my eyes, chat if he would do me this favour I would be his Slave while(t I 
lived, andthat borh he and his children ſhould finde how ready I would be always to ac- 
knowledge the ſame ; He preſencly granted my Requeſt, ſo that cauſing the Junck to ap. 
proach near the ſhoar, he prepared hinſelf in 3 Boats with one Faulcon, 3 Baſes, and 60 
Men, Jos and Leſons, all well armed, for 30 of them carried Harguebuſer, the reft Lances, 
and Bowes and A:rows, beſides Granadoes, and other ſuch like Fire-wvorks, as we though. 
were convenient for our D:hgn. 

Ic was about 2 of che clock in the aftetnoon when we landed, and ſo we went dire&ly to 
che Trench where the Enemies were. The Necoda's ſon led the Vantguard, conſiſting of 4 
Sen, whereof 20 were artned wich Harguebuſes, and the reſt with Bowes and Arrows ; T 
Necoda himſelf brought on the Rear, wherein were 30 Souldiers, carrying a Binner, which 
Pedro de Faria bad given him at his parting from ©Malaca, with a Croſs painted in it, to 
the end thar he might be known fort a Vaſſal to our King, in caſe be ſhould encounter any 
of our Ships. Marching in this order by the gy this petty King, we arrived where 
the Rebell was with his men ſet in order, who by che ſhouting and cries ſeemed in ſhew 
not to make any reckoning of us. They were in number abour 5o, but weak, unarmed, and 
urrer'y deſtitute of all things neceſſary for their defence, having for all cheir Arms bur Staves, 
ioor 11 Lances, and 1 Hargquequſe. Afſoon as we had diſcovered them we gave fire to the 
Faulcon ard Baſes, diſcharging withall 20 Harguebuſes, whereupon the T hieves berook 
themſelyes preſ:ntly to flight, being in grear diſorder, and moſt of them hurt z We purſued 
them then ſo cloſe, that we overcook chem on the top of a licrle Hill, where they were de- 
feated in the ſpace of 2 (reds's, not one of them eſcaping with life ſave onely 3, whom 
we ſpared for that they ſaid they were Chriſtians. That we went toa Village, where 
there we not above 20 poor low Gabbins, covered with (iraw ; in it were found ſome three- 
ſcore and four Women, with a manylof little Children, who no ſooner perceived us, bur all 
of chem wich tears fell a crying out, (br:ftian, Chriſtian, Jeſme, Jeſws. At theſe words bee 
ing fully perſwaded that they were Chriſtians, I defired the Neceds that be would cauſe his 
ſon to retire, and not to ſuffer any of them to be killed, becauſe they were nor Gent;les, 
which he preſencly yielded unto, and yer for all chat he could not keep the Cabbins from 
ſacking, though in them all there was not found the value of 5 Ducates. For the P 
of this Iſland are ſo poor, that ſcarce one of them is, worth a Groat z they feed on nothing 
bur a lictle fiſh, which chey take with angling, and cat it broiled on the coals without Cle; 
yet arethey ſo vain and preſumpruous, that not one almoſt among them but terms himſelf 
a King of ſome vile piece of ground, wherein there is lietle more then one poor Cabbin z 
befides, neither the Men nor the Women have wherewichall co cover their pakedneſ(s. Af- 
cer the ſlaughcer of the rebellious Saracen and his followers, and there-eftabliſhment of 
the poor C:riftian King, putting him in poſſeſſion of his Wife and Children, whom his Ene- 
my had made Slaves, together with above threeſcorerand three Chriſtian Souls, we ordained 
akinde of Church amongſt chem, for the infirution of thoſe that were newly converted ;; 
And then returning to our Junck, we preſcncly ſer ſail, and continned our courſe rowards 
Taunacarine, where I was periwaded I ſhould fade Lavcerote Guerreyra, and his compani- 
ons, for to treat with them abour the buſineſs, whereof I have formerly ſpoken : But for as 
much as in che Letrer, which the petty King ſhewed me, the Portuga/s made mention of a 
Vitory which God had given them againſt the Tarks and aAchems of this Coaft, I hold ir 
nor amiſs to relate here how chat hapned, as well for the content th: Reader may take 


' therein, as to ſhew that there is no Enterprize which valiant Souldiers at a need may noc 


bring to paſs, in regard whereof ir imports much to cheriſh, and make efteem of them; 
Foreight moneths and more our hundred Portagals had ſcoured up and down this Coaſt in

Throughout this Fleet they played on ſo many barbarous & 1ll accorded Infirumencs,asBells, 
Cymbals,Drums,and Sea-cornets,tbat the din thereof coming to joyn with the noile which 
the Rowers made, terrified all thoſe that heard it ; and indeed one would have thought it at 
firt robe ſome Inchantment,or co ſay berter,a Muſick of Hell,if chere be any there. Amidſt 
this ſtir we drew near to the City, where we arrived about noon ; Being come to the firit 
Key, that was nimed Gampalarraia, we ſaw a great many men, both Horſe and Foot, all 
richly accoutred, as alſo a number of fighting Elephants, yery well furniſhed, having their 
Chairs and fore-head pieces garniſhed with Silver, and their warlike Panores fattencd to their 
teeth, which rendered them very terrible. The Ambaſſadour was no ſooner come on ſhore, 
buc the Camparogrens took him by che hand,and falling on his knees preſented him to ano- 
ther 2re:t man that atrended for him at the Key in great pomp z This ſame was called Pa- 
tedacan, one of the chiefelt of the Kin , as we were told ; After he had with a new 
complement of conrtefie received rhe Ambafiadour, be cffered him an Elephant furniſhed 
with a Cnair and Harneſs of Gold ; bart whatſoever the Maxdarin could do ro make the Ame 
b:\ſadour accept of it, he could by no m:ans draw him thereunto ; whereupon he cauſed ano- 
ther almoſt as well furniſhed to be brought, and gave it ro him, As for us nine Portzgals, 
and fifty or threeſcore Bramaas, they provided Horſcs, on which we mounted: In chis 
manner we deparced from that place, having his Chariors b:fore us full of men, that amidſt 
the acclamations of the peop'e played upon divers kindes of Infiruments ; namely, on Silver 
Cymbals, Beils, and Drums ; Thus we were conduſted through many long Streets, whereof 
nine were environed with Ballifters of Lattin, and at the entrance into them, there were Ar- 
ches very richly wrought, as alſo many Chapirers of Pillars gilt, and greac Be'ls, which like 
unto Clocks firuck the hours, nay, the quarters of the hour of che Day, whereby che people 
were ordinarily direted. After that with much ado, by reaſon of the grear preſs of people 
that was in the Streets, we were come to the curward Court of the Calaminbar's Palace, 
which was as long, or little leſs, as a Faulcons ſhor, and broad proportionably chereunco, we 
ſaw 1n it above fix thouſand Horſes,all cra with Silver and Silk,and thoſe that were mount- 
ed on them were armed with Corſlecs of Latcin and Copper, Head- pieces of Silver, carrying 
Enfigns in their hands of div-rs Colouts, and Targers at their Saddie-bows, The Come 
mander of theſe Troops was the Qmietor of Juſtice, who is as the Superintendent over all 
\ the other Civil and Criminal Minitters,which is a Juriſdition ſeparage by it ſelf,from whence 
there is no Appeal. The Ambaſſadour being come near unto him, who was alſo advanced 
ro receive him,and the two Governours, they all proftrated themſelves on the nd three 
rimes, which is amongſt eh:m a new kinde of complement, whereupon the Q«1erer ſpake 
not » word to the Ambaſſadour, bur onely laid his on his bead, and cher gave bim a

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who were all in gilt Arms, cheir Swords by their ſides, and on their heads Helmets wrought 
with Gold and Silver, wherein tuck g:llant Plumes of ſeveral colours. After we had paſt 
throvg? the iwniddle of all this Guard we arrived ata great Hall, where there was a 2{anda- 
rim, Uncle co the King, called the Morvagarum, a man of above ſcyenty yzars of age, ac- 
comry:nied wich a great number of Nobilty, as alſo with many Captains and Officers of the 
Kingdo:n ; About him were ewel ve lictle Boys richly clad,with great Chains of Gold chree 
or four ines double about their necks, and each of them a Silver Mace upon his ſhoulder : 
Aſloon as the Ambatladour was come near lim, he couched him on the head with a YVemrloe 
thar he held in tis hznd, and behelcipg tim, Ay thy entrance, ſaid he, into this Palace of 
the Lord of the World be as agreeable to his eyes, a3 the Rain 1510 our Filde of Rice, for 
ſo ſhall he grant thee all that thy King demands of him, From thence we wenr up an high 
pair of ttairs, 2nd encered inco a very long Room, wherein there were many great Lords, who 
ſeeing the Monwagarun Rood up on their feet,as acknowledging him for their Supertour;Our 
of this Room we entered into another, wiere there were 4 Altars, yery well accommodated 
with Idols of Silver;upon one of theie Altzrs we {aw the Statue of a Woman as big as a Gi- 
ant, being eighceen Spans high, and with her arms all abroad looking up co Heaven : This 
Idol was of Silytr, and ber Hair of Gold,which was very long,and ſpread over her ſhoulders, 
There alio we ſaw a grext Throne, encompaſled round about with thirty Giants of Bfaſs,wto 
had gilded Clubs upon their ſhoulders,and faces as deformed as thoſe they paint for the Devil, 
From this Room we paſt into a manner of a Gallery,adorned from the top to the bottom with 
a number of little Tables of Ebony, inlayed with Ivory, and full of mens heads, under every 
one of the which the name of him to whom it belonged was written in Lecters of Golds Ar 
the end of this Gallery there were a dozen of Iron Rods gil, whereon hung a great mavy Sil. 
yer Candlefticks of great value,and a number of perfuming pans,from whencezbreathed forth 
a moſt excellent odour of Amber, and Calambuco, or Lignum Aloes, bur ſuch as we have 
none in Chriſtendom, There on an Altar environed all about with three rows of Ballifters of 
Silver,we (aw thirteen Kings viſages of the ſame Metall,wich golden Micres upon their heads, 
and under exc of them a dead mans head, and below many Candlefiicks of Silver, wich great 
whiceWax lights in them,which were ſnuffed ever and avon by littleBoys,who accorded their 
voices to thole of the Grepos that ſung in form of a Lecany,aniwering one another. TheGrepos 
told us that thoſe thirteen dead mens heads which were under the viſages were the skulls 
of thirteen Calaminhans, which in times paſt gained this Empire from certain rangers, cal- 
led Roparons, who by Arms had uſurped the ſame upon che of the Country : As for.the 
ct her dead mens heads which we ſaw there, they were the skulls of ſuch Commanders as by 
their Heroick deeds had honourab'y ended their days in helping to recover this Empire,in re- 
gard whereof it was moſt reaſonable,that though death had deprived chem of the recompence 
which chey bad mericed by their ation, yet their memory ſhould not be aboliſhed our of the- 
World, When we were gone our of the Gallery, we proceeded on upon a great Bridge, 
that was in the form of a Streec, railed on either ſides with Ballifters of Lactin,and beautified 
with a many of Arches curiooſly wrought, upon which were Scytcheons of Arms, charged 
with ſeveral devices of Gold, and che Creſt over them were Silyer Globes, five ſpans in cir- 
cumferences, all very (tately and majeftical tro behold, Ar the'end of this Bridge was another 
building, he doors whereot we found ſhur,whereupow yve knocked 4 times, they vvichin not 
deigning to anſvver us, vvhich is a ceremony obſerved by them in ſuch occaſions:At the length 
after vve had rpg a Bell 4 times more, as it Were in haſte, out comes a Woman of abour 50 
years of age, accompanied vvith 6 lictle Girls, richly actired, and Scymirars upon their ſhoul- 
ders garniſhed with Floyvers vyrougit in Gold:This ancient Woman having demanded of the 
AMonyagarun why he had rupg the Bell, and vvhat he wonld have, he anſwered her with a 
great deal of reſpeRt, That he bad there an Ambaſſ adour from the King of Bramaa, the Lord 
of Tanguuy who was come thuher to treat at the feet of the Calaminhan about certain mate 
ters much importing his ſervice.

turned with an Hermy , who made earneft ſupplications to Quiay Paturen, God of the Sea, 
that he would bring this Monſter to the ſhore, ſo as they might come to bury the Damſel 
according tO her quil''y ; The Hermit was anſwered by Quay Patwrew, That the twelve 
Ladics (ſhould ch:nge their [amencations and cAhplainces into (0 many Conſorts of Muſick, 
chat were agr-cabl. co his cars, and he would chen command the Sea to cali the Fiſh upon 
the firand to be done withall as they ym whereupon comes on the Stage fix 
lictle Boys with Wings and Crowns of Gold upon their heads, inthe ſame manner as we 
uſe co painr Angels, and naked all over, who falling on their knees before the Ladies, pre« 
ſented chem wick three Harps and chree Viols, ſaying, that Quiay Patwres ſent them theſe

rook the Embaſſadour by the hand, and led him back ro che ovrermoſi Room of all, where 
with many complements, 'af:er their manner, be rook his leave of him, andſo commicred 
him tothe Oneztor, who (iraightway carried him to his Houſe, where he lodged all the 
while that he was there, being ewo and thirty days, during which time he was feaſted by 
the principal Ipords of rhe Courr, in a ſplendid and ſumptuous manner, and continually enter. 
rained with ſeyeral ſports of fiſhing, hunting, hawking, and other ſuch like recreations ; 
As for us Portwgals, we took a fingular content in obſerving, over all «he City and abour ir, 
the excellent ftruQture of very ſumptuous and magnificent Edifices, of fately Pagodes or 
Temples, and of Houſes adorned with goodly workmanſhip, and of ineſtimable value. 
Now amonelt all theſe Buildings there was not in the whole City a more majeſiical one 
then that which was dedicated to Quay Pimpocan, who is The God of the Sick: In it 
ſerve continually a number of Prielis, apparelied in grey Gowns, who being of greater 
knowledge then all thzreſt of the four and rwenty Sets of this Enmpire, do diltinguiſh 
themſelves from the others by certain yellow firings, which ſerve them tor Girdles ; rhey 
2re alſo by the vulgar people in a ſovereign degree of honour called, ordinarily, Perfett men, 
The Embaſſ:dour himſelf wenc five times to their Temple, as well co ſee very marvelous 
things, as to hear the Do&rine of thoſe thar preached there, of which, and of all that con- 
cerns the extrayagancies of their Religion, he brought a great Volume ro the King of Bra- 
24a, Which was {o pleaſing to him, as he afterward commanded the ſaid DofArine to be 
preached in all the Temples of that __—_ which is to this day exa@tly obſerved in all 
his ftates. Of this Book I brought a Tranſlation into the Kingdom of Portngal, which 
a Florentine borrowed of me; and when 1 asked him for un again, he told me chat it was 
loft, buc I found afterward rhat he hadcarried it to Florence, and preſented it ro the Duke 
of Twſcaxy, who commanded ir to be printed under this Title, The new Belief of the Pa- 
gans of the other tnd of the World. Upon a day as the Emb:fladour was caiking in this Pa* 
gode with one of the Grepos, who profeſi:d much kindneſs unco !um, (for indeed they are 
all of a good nature, cahie of acceſs, and communicating themſelves to firangers freely 
enough) he demanded of him, how long it was fince the Creation of the WorldJor whether 
choſe rhings had a beginning whic God doth (hew (o clearly to our eyes, ſuch as the Night, 
th: Day, the Sun, the Moon, the Stars, and other Creatures that have neicher Father nor 
Mother, and of whom no reaſon can be rendered in Nature how they began : The Greps 
relying more on his own knowledge, then @ the others that were about hin, made this An- 
ſwer to his Queſtion ; Nature, laid he, bad no other Creation but the which proceeded from 
the will of the Creator, who in a certain time, determined in bis divine Counſel, manifeſted 
it tothe Inbabutants of Heaven, created before by bus ſovereign power ; and according to that 
which ts written thereof, it was fourſcore and two thouſand Moons, fince the Earth was diſ- 
covered from w»der the Waters, when as God created therein a wery fair Garden, where be 
placed the firſt Man, whom be named Adai, together with bis Wife Bazzgon, them he expreſly 
commanded, for to reduce them under the yoke of obedience, that they not touch a core 
tain Fruit of @ Tree, called Hilsforin, for that be reſerved the ſame for bimſelf ; and incaſe 
they came to eat thereof, they ſhould for « chaſtiſement of their fault prove the rigeur of bis 
Juſtice, whereof they and their deſcendants ry eel the dire effefts : This being knows to 
the great Lupant 00, who us the gluttonous Serpent of the profound Houſe of Smokes, and per- 
cerving bow by thu Commandment God would for mans obedience on Earth give him Hea« 
ven for a Reward, he went to Adar's Wife and bid her eat of the Fruit, and that ſhe ſhould 
alſo mak: ber Husband eat thereof, for be aſſured her that in ſo doing they ſhould both of them 
be more excellent in pp all other Creatwres, and free from that heavy nature whereof 
he had compoſed them, ſo that in a moment their bodies ſhould mount to Heaven, Then Brt2- 
gon, hearing what Lupantoo had ſaid wito ber, was ſo taken with a deſire of enjoying that 
excellent Prerogatve of Knowledge which he promiſed her, as to attain thereunts ſhe eas of the 
Fruit, ard made her Hurband likewiſe to cat of it, whence it enſued, that they were both of 
them by that unhappy Morſe! ſubjeited to the _ of Death, of Sorrow, and of Poverty. For 
God ſering the diſobedience of theſe two firſt Creatures, made them fee! the rigour of bus Juſtice, 
by chaſing them out of the Gard-n where he had placed them, and confirming the Puniſhment! 
pon them wherewith be bad threatned them before ; Wherefore Adaa, fearmg left the divine 
Tobice ſhould proceed further againſt him, gave himſelf up for a long time to continual tears ;

one of the company, named Gaiþar de Meyrelez, ſhewing himlielf therein more curjous 
then the re(t, atter h: had thankea the Greps in the name of us all, he prayed him to give 
him leave co ask him ſomething which he defired to know of him ; Whereunco the Greps

vines, and fruics ; the chief of all cheſe Cicies is 7 ympher, Where chis Emperor, the Ca 
laminham,urith his Court gommonly relides : it is ſeared along by a great river, named 
Piczy, and inviconed all about with two broad walls of earth, made up with firong fone

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- on either fide, having very broad ditches, and ar each gate a Cafile with high Towers ; 
ccriain Merchants affirmed unto us, chat rhis Ciry had within is ſome four twndred 
chouſand fires; and albeit the bouſeg,are for che moſt part nor above two ſtories high, 
yet in recompence thereof they are builc very ately, and with great charge, elpecially 
' thoſe of the Nobility,and of the Merciuanes,not ſpeaking of the great Lords, which are 
teparx.ed by great incloſures, where are ſpacious ourward Courts, and at the cntring 
into thetn arcnesafrer che manner of {Þine, as alſo gardens, and walks planred with 
crees,and great ponds,all yery handſomely aegcommodared to rhe pleaſures and delights

departed from the town of Bdor , we held on our courſe down the gceat river 

of P«twy , andthe ſame day at night we went and lodged at a certain Abby ot the land 
of Quiay Jerem , the god of married folks ; this Abby is ſeated on the bank of the ri- 
ver in a plain, where are a great many of trees planted, and very rich buildings, bere the 
was well enterrained by che ( ab:z.0ndo and the Talagrepes ; then continuing 

our voyage ſeven. days longer, we arriyed at a cown named Pavel , Where we ſaid three 
days, to furniſh our veſſels wich ſome proviſions which we needed; in this place the 
Ambaſſador bought divers knacks of China, and other commodicies that were ſold 
there ar 2 very cheap rate, as musk, fine porcelains, wroughe filks, Ermins,: and many 
other ſores of furs, which are much uſed in chart country, becauſe ir is exereme cold there 3 
theſe wares were brought thicher by great troops of Eieghanes .and Rhinocero's from 
a certain far diltant Province, as the Merchants gold us, called Frioucarav144 ,* beyond 
the which, they ſaid, was a kind of y_ called Calogens and Funcaos, rawny men, and 
great Archers, having their feer like unco Oxen, -bur hands like unco ocher men , ſave 
that chey are exceeding hairy , chey are naturally inclined to cruelty, and haye below ar 
che pr of the backbone a lump of fleſh as big as ones two filts, their dwelling -is in 
mountains that are very high and rough on ſome parts, where there are mighty deep pits 
or caves, from whence are heard in winter nights moſt dreadful cries, and dolefal la- 
mentations : We were told likewiſe ; thac not far from theſe people there were otners, 
called C alouhes, Timpates, and Bugems , and a good way beyond them ſome, named 
Oquens and CHMagores , who feed on wild beaſts which they catch in hunting, and eat raw, 
as alſoon all kind of contagious creatures, as lizards, ſerpents, and adders ; they hunc 
thoſe wild beaſts mounted on certain animals, as big as horſes, which, have three horns 
in the mid(t of their forebeads , wich thagk (ſhore legs, and oSthe middle of their backs 
arow of prickles, wherewich they prick when they are avgry,and all che reft of the bo- 
dy is like a great lizard ; beſides they have on cheic necks, inftead of hair, oth:r prickles 
fat longer and bigger then thoſe on their backs, and on. the joynts'of their ſhoulders 
ſhorc wings like to che fins of fiſhes, wherewith they fly, as ic were , leaping: the- lengrh 
of five or fix and twenty paces at a jump : Theſe creatures are called Banezrs , upon 
which theſe ſavage ride into the country of their enemies, with whom ch:y.bold conti- 
nual war, and whereof ſome pay them tribuce in fſalc, which is the thing they make molt 
account of ,' in regard of the need they have of it, for that they are very far diftant from 
the Seca, We ſpake alſo with other men called: Bumoens , who live on high mountains, 
where there are Mines of Alum and Lacre, and great ſtore of wood ; of this Nation , we 
ſaw a troop conduſting of above two chouſand oxen, on whom they had put pack-ſad- 
dies, and ſo made them to carry their Merciandiſe ; th:ſe men; were very tall, and had 
eyes and beards like the Chineſes : We ſaw others likewiſe, that had reaſonable long 
beards 5 cheir faces full of freckles, and their cars and noſtrils pierced, and in the holes 
+ thereof ſmall threds of gold made inco claſps , theſe were call:d Gingphogaar, and the 
Province whereof th:y were Nativ:s Swroboſay , which within the mountains of = 
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dred borſe , and fourſcore fighting Elephancs , one of the which is called by-the nathe of | 

the capital cown' of the ſame Province; ſo char- if one ſhould make a juſt computation 

of all choſe men of war that are in thoſe ſeyzn hundred companies: of thoſe Provinces,

Wuereunto all the crowd of people that accompanied 
him , anſyered with: ſuch cries and acclamations , as the very noiſe thereof frighted all 
that heard ir. In chis equipage they lead the Porrwgal to the Ambaſſadors houſe, whete 
they ſer 'hinv down with' a _= deal of reſpe& and many complements; chen on their 
knees they rendred him to the Ambaſſador, defiring him to have a care of him as of an 
holy man, 6r thie ſon of forme great King , for , ſaid they , ir camnor be otherwiſe, ſeeing 
God tach-beftoed ſ6 gteir agife on him, as ro know how to drink ſo well. Whereup- 
on having made a gathering for him , they gor together aboye two hundred lingors of 
filver, which they geve' him' 3 and until che time that we departed be. was continually 
viſited bythe-inhabiants, whereof maty preſenred him with rich nv of flk, and o0- 
cher gifts, as if they had made an offering to ſome Sainc upon a ſolemn day of his inyo- 
cacion. ' After theſe we ſaw ocher men that were yery white, named Pavilens, great 
archers, and good horſemen, appatrelled in caffocks of filk like thoſe of Japon, and char 
catried their meac co their «mouths with little flicks , afrer che manner of che Chineſes ; 
theſe ſame told us that cheir Country Was called "Binagorem, and that it was diftanr 
from thence abour ewo' hundred leagues up che rivers their merchandize was tore of

{ Oormag our courſe from this town of Pavel, we eame the nexc day-toa village, SeR.1. 

called Luxcer, invironed about che,ſpace of three leagues, with a great mumber of 

rrecs of Benjamin, hich from chis placs is tranſported inco the. Kingdoms of Pegu,and 

Siam. From chence we ſailed for nine days ogethns down .char great river, all alongſt 

che which ws ſaw a oodly rowns, and..then we arrived at.another 'river, called 

Ventras, thorow che whigh we contiqued oyr voyage. to Penaxchin, the firſt Bor 

of rhe Kingdome of Jdngumaa, where the Ambatſador regiftred his veſſels,- and albchat 

were within them , becauſe ſuch was the cultom of che country. Being deparced from 

thence , we went and lay thar night at. the Reudizexs, which are two lirong places bee 
ing to the Prince of Pqrcanor. Five days after we came toa great town, called -

; Magilalnygwbich is the.country from whence [acre is brought to Martabanoz the Prince 


of all che men of war char he had levied, gant che King of che Lewhos,with whom be

place of che Kingdom of Pegs ; there ohe Chalagonims,. a famous Pyrar, that wene up 
and down robbing in this place with thirty Ceroos, well equipped, and full of warlike 
men, aſſailed us one night, and fighting wich us ull ie was almoſt by he handled us in 
ſuch ſort, as it was the great grace of God that we eſcaped our of his hands; neverthe- 


rheroate Guring che time that we (tayed there, ſhewedche, Ambaſſador a general muſter 


@ leſs it was not wirhour the lois of five of te ewelye veſſels that we had, together with 


at hundred and fourſcore of out men, whereof two were Portugals : The Ambaſſador 
himſelf had a cut on one of his arms, and two wounds beſides with arrow ſhot, which 
had almoſt coſt him his life ; all of us likewiſe were cruelly hure; and the Preſenc which 
the (alaminbam ſent tothe King of Bramaa, being worth above an hundred thouſand 
ducates, was taken by che Pyrar, together wich a great deal of rich merchandize that 
Was in the five veſſels, whereof be had made himſelf maſter. In this ſad equipage we ar- 
rived three days after at the City of Adartabano, from whence the Ambaſſador wrote 
the King a letter , wherein be rendred himan y_ of all that bad hapned co him 
in his yoyage , asalſo in his diſaſter, Whereupon the King ſent preſently away a Fleer 
of fixſcore Ceyoos, with a number of choice men, among which were an hundred Por- 
tugals,in queſt of this Pyrac.. This Fleet having by good fortune diſcovered bim, found 
chat he bad pur on ſhore his thirty ({roos , wherewich he had aſſailed us, and was 
with all his forces retired into a forcreſs, which was full of diyers priz:s that be had ta» 
ken in ſeveral parts thereabour ; our men immediately atracqued the place, and carried 
it eaGly at the very firkt afſault, only with the lois of ſome few Bramaes and one Porta+ 


_ . Fl, howbeit many were hurt wich arrows, bur they recovered in a ſhort time withoue 


the maiming of any one. As ſoon as;the fortreſs was gained, all that were found with- 
in it were put to the ſword, not ſpating the life of any, but chat of the Pyrat, and fix- 
ſcore others of his company which were led alive to tie King of Braman, who cauſed 
them co be caſt co his Elephants, that inſtancly diſmembred chm, In che mean time che 
raking of chis forcre($ was ſo advantagious to the Portngels that were ſent thither, as 
they returned from thence all very rich ; and ic was thought that five or fix of chem gon 
each of them the value of five and ewenty, or thirty thouſand ducates apiece, and that 
he which bad leaſt had the worth of two or three thouſand for his ſhare : After that the 
Ambaſſzdor was cured at Hſarrabano of thz hurts which he had received in ghe fight, 
he went direly to the Cicy of Pegs, where, as I haye declared, the King of Branaa 
Court was at that timez who being advertiſed of his arrival, and of the lecter which 
he broughe him from che C 2 nes Au (whereby he accepred of his amicy, % allied him- 
ſelf wich him )hz ſent the Chaumigrem, bis folter-brother,and brother-in-law,to receive 
him ; co which end ne ſer forth, accompanied with all th2 Grandees of the Kingdom, 
and four buctalions of ſirangers, amonglt the which wete a thouſand Portugals —_ 
| mande 
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manded by Antonio Ferreira, born in Braguenca, 2 man of great underſtanding, and to 
whom this King gave twelyz thouſand ducares a year penhon , beſides che Preſents 
| which be beſtowed on him in particular, that came to lictle leſs. Hereupon the King of | 
| ; Bramas ſeeing that by this new league God had contented his defire, be reſolved eo | 
:w himſelf thankful for ſo great a fayour , wherefore he — _ feaſts to be |

ther, wich a moſt ardent zeal, and at rhe incredible of the King, Lords, and peo- 

ple, news came ©o the City of che death of the Aixquendoo, Reolims of Mounay, who " 
was a8 irwere their Sovereign Biſhop , which cauſed all rejoycings to ceaſe in an in- | 
anc , and every one to fall into mourning , with great expreſſions of ſorrow ; The 

King himſelf retired, the ffrs were given over, che windows, doors, and ſhops were 

ſhur up, ſo that no living thing was ſeen to Rir in the Ciry , withal their Temples and 

Pagodes were full of penicenrs of all ſorts, who with inceflant ſhedding of cears exer« 

ciſed ſuch an exceſs of repentance, as ſome of them died rherewith. In the mean time 

the Kirlg der arced away the ſame night for ro go to CAonnay, which was ſome ewenty 

leagues from thence, for that he was neceſlarily co be affiftant at chis funeral pomp , ac- 

cording rthe antient cuſtom of the Kings of Pega he atrived there the next day ſome-

This 
grave then was invironed about with chree icon grates, arid With two of filyer, and one 
of latter, and upon three iron rods thar croſled the whole bredrh of che Chappell, hung 
ſeventy and cwo lamps of filver, namely, four and.cwenty on each of them , all of great 
value, and faſtened rogerhes, with yreas filvex chains, Furchermore, there were placed a= 
bout the ſteps, whereby one deſcended inco-the grave, thirty and fix liccle perfuniing 
pots, with Benjamin, Aloes, and other confeRions, wherein was great fiore of Ambers 
greece z all which was nor finiſhed cill-ic was almott night, by rezſon of the many cere« 
monies uſed in this funerallz all char day: long they freed an infinice number of birds 
which had been brought chicher in above an hundred cages theſe Gentiles being of the 
opinion thac they were ſo many ſouls of deceaſed perſons , which before times had paf- 
ſed our of this lite, and that were depofired as ir were in the bodies of thoſe. birds, rill 
the day of their deliverance ſhould come, at which time they were in all liberty to ac- 
ny (ie ſoul of the defurt. The like they did with a great many of liccle fiſhes 
which bad been tranſporred thithet alſo in cettain Veſlells full of water ſo that to ſer: 
them ar liberty, they calt chem into the river wich anocher new ceremony, to the end 
they might ſerve the ſoul of him whoſe aſhes were then buried: There was alſo broughe 
chicher all kind of veniſon and fowl , which was difiributed as an alms to all the poor 
thac were preſent there, whereof the number was almoſt infinite. Theſe ceremonies, 
and other ſuch like which were performed in chis ation being finiſhed, the: King in re» 
gard ic was negr night reciced inco his quarrer, where he had cauſed cents co be pitched 
for co lodge in, and that in lign of cvurning ; the like did all the great ones, ſo that all 
the Aſſembly by lictle and licthe withdrew. The next morning as ſoon as it was day, the 
King made it to be aimed, that all perſons of what condition ſoever they were, 
ſhould upon pain of death diſlodge ſpeedily our of the 1{1and,and chat they which were 
Prieſts recurn to the atrendance of their cures, wich chis penalty, in caſe of con- 
travention to be degraded from cheir dignity, Whereupon all the Priefts wene preſent- 
ly out of the Iſland , ninety of chem excepted, who were deputed for the eletion of 
him chat was to ſucceed in the place of the deſun&t. Theſe ſanie then afſembled in che 
houſe of Gangipare tO acquit themielyes of their charge z and for that in'the cwo firſt 


© dayes, which was the cerm limited to make chis eleRtion , it could norſucceed by reaſori 


of the diverſity of opinions , and great contratiety chat was found amongR rherii 
which were co give their votes z the King thought fir, char out of choſe depured ninety 
there ſhould nine be choſen, who alone ſhould make the ele&ion, This reſolution be= 
ing taken, theſe nine continued five dayes, and as many nights, together, in conti 
rayer ; in the mean time a world of cry wete made,and alms given; 4 great 
r of poor people were alſo cloathed, and tables prepared, where all men that would 
might ear of free colt ; and all this was accompanied with Procefſions in evety quarter. 
Ar laſt cheſe nine being agreed in conformity of yores,clefted for Roo/ims one Mancha 
CMonchan, who at that time Was a Capizondo, Or Prelate, in the Town of Dignm, of a 
Pagode, called Quiay Figras, that is to (ay, god of the atomes of che Sun, of whom I 
have oftencimes (poken ; he was 8 man of abour threeſcore and eight years of age, ac- 
counted amongh them for an boly perſonage, very knowing in the Cuſtoms and Laws 
of thoſe Sets of the Gentiles, and above'a'] exceeding charitable ro- the poor With 
this ele&tion the King and all the great ones of the Court remained very well ſatisfied : 
The King then (ſpeedily diſpatched away the Chanmigrens his foſter-brother, to whom 
he gave thereupon the ticle of Comtalanhaa, which fignifies, the Kings brother, ro the 
end he ryight be the mote bomourably qualified, with an hundred Lau/ca, wherein was 
the Flower of all the BYawas Nobilicy, cogerhet wich the nine EleRors, for to g0 and

Auditors with the ſubje& of this ceremony , them the explication of every 
thing,tnaking an ample relation unco them of the life and death of the deceaſed Rake, 
Z 
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and of the election of this ſame ; rogerher with che excellent qualities wich which he 
was indued for to be ruſed to (© high a charge whereunto he was called by a particular 
grace of God to this they added many other things wherewith the people were ex- 
ceedingly ſatisfied and contented g then the ſame bell having toiled three times more, 
the wo Prielis deſcended from their Pulpics , which cogether wich all cheir furnicure 
were preſently burned with anocher new kind of ceremony, whereof I will forbear 
here making a relation, becauſe ic ſeems unneceſſiry to me to lole time in theſe ſuper- 
Auicics, having aid bur coo mach already thereof. After all things were peaceable and 
quiet? and that for the ſpace of five or (ix Credoes nothing had been ſpoken, there ap- 
peared coming from th. next Temple, which was abcur a flight ſhot cf, a very rich and 
ſumptuous Proc fre of lictle children, attired all in white caffeta, for a mark of their 
innocency and pur-nets ; they had about their necks a number of jewells,chains of gold 
upon their legs in form of bracelets, whi e wax lights in ticir hands, and upon cheir 
heads bonn<ts inbroydered with 111k and gold,and ter with Pearls, Rubies, and Saphirs ; 
in (he middl: of chis Proceſſhon was a tich Canopy of cloth of gold, which twelve of 


thoſgglictle children carried, invironed round about with perfuming pans and c-nſers 


of hlver, from whence breathed forth exccllenc odors molt pleafing to the ſcent .The ſe 
lictle children played on divers infirumencs of muſick , and went on firging prailes co 
God, and praying him co reſuſcicate this defunt to a new life, When they were arrived 
at the place where the Roolims lay, they drew rothe ſhrine, and taking away the cloth 
wherewith ic was covered, there came out of it a lictle child, which could not be above 
three or four years old, znd although be was nakedgget was not his nakedneſs ſeen, be» 
caule be was all covered over with gold and precous ones, and appeared 1n the lame 
faſhion as we are agcuſtomed to paint Angells ; he had aiſo golden wings, 2nd a yery 
rich Crown upon his head : When as he was come from out the ſhrine, the Aſſittancs 
beings profirated on the ground, fell co ſaying aloud, wich a voice that made thoſe ro 
' exemble which h-ard them, Thou Angel of God, ſemt from heaven for our ſalvation, pray 
for ws when thou returneſt thither again, Toe King went intiancly co this child, and he- 
ving fone him in his arms with a great deal of refpe&, and a firange ceremony, as If be 
would ſhew chat he was not worthy wo couch him, in regard he was an Angel ient from 
heaven, he ſet him on the brink of the grave, where after the child had taken away the 
cloth of black Velvet that covered him , whileſt all were on their knees, with cheir 
hands and eys lift up to heaven, he ſaid aloud, as if be bad ſpoken co bim, Thos which 
baſt been conceived in ſin, amidſt the miſery and filthineſs of the fleſh, God commands thee 
by me, who am the leaſt of bu ſervants, that thou ds reſuſcitate to a new life which may be 
reeable wnto him, almwayes dreading the chaſtiſement of his mighty band, to the end that at 
the laſt gaſp of thy life thou mayeſt not ſIunoble like the children of the world and that from 
thu place where then art extended ſtark dead thou do riſe up preſently, becauſe it bath been 
fo decreed by the greateſt of the greateſt in the Temple of the ear th, and come af er me, and 
canve after me, and come after me. The King thereupon took chis child again in bis arms, 
and then the Koolins rifing up in the grave where he was, as it were am»2ed Wirh this vi= 
fion, fell on his knees betore the child whom the King held,and ſaid, I accept of this new 
ace from the band of the Lord, conformably to that which thou baſt told me from him,ob- 
c ing my ſelf to be even till death an ex ample of humility, and the leaft of all bis, to the end 
the toad: of the crarth may not loſe themſelves in the abundante of the world. This (aid, the 
child rid himſelf again out of the Kings arms, and going directly co che grave, he lent 
the Roolims his hand to belp him our of ir. Now he was ſcarce come forth, whenas they 
gave five toles with a Bell, which was a fign for all che peop-e ro protirace themſelves 
on the ground the ſecond time, ſaying, Bleſſed be thou, O Lord. for ſo great agraces 
whereupon all the bells in the City began to ring , and all che Ordnance that were on 
the land to ſhoot off , as alſo thoſe of above two thouſand veflells that rode ar Anchor 
in che Port , from whence proceeded (0 lirange a noiſe, as was mot inſupportable co 
the ears of them that heard irs 
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CHAP. LXII, 
In what manner the Roolim was condwtted to the Iſle of Mounay , «nd 


put into poſſeſſion of bis dignity. 


He new Roolins was conduted from that plice in a chair of gold exceeding rich, 
and ſer with Precious Stones , Which the principal Lords of the Kingdom carried 
upon their ſhoulders ; the King in the mean time marched on foot before bim, bearing 
a rich Scymitar upright in his hand. In this equipage he accompanied him to his Palace, 
which was gorgeouſly furniſhed, and where he was lodged three dayes z during which 
time the preparations neceſſary for his entry was made in the Ile of Afonnay. Now 


_ Whileſt he abode in the City of CMartabane, there were many forts of inventions of 


oreat charge made by the Princes, Lords, and Inhabirentsz In two of thoſe feats the 
King himſelf was preſent in perſon, with a moſt ſumptuous entertainment, Which I 
ſhall not deſcribe, becauſe, to ſay the truth, I do nor know bow ic did paſs, The day be- 
ing artived wherein the new Roo/;mywho is (28 T haye already deſcribed) their Sov<reign 


\ . High Prieſt, was to make his entry into the Iſl: of Mownay, the whole Fleet of Srroos, 


Jangoas, Laulea, and ſuch other veſiclls of divers forts which were-upon the river, co 
the number of rwo thouſand and berter,were ranked in ewo files, ſome a league and halt 
in length, being che ſpace between the City & the Iſland;ſo that of all choſe veficls joy- 
ned together was formed a (ircet, the faicelt char poſſibly conld be ſeen; for every veſlel 
was covered with boughs full of ſeyeral dainty fruts , with all kind of flowers, 
Tangers, Standards, and B:nners obSilk , each one firiving in emulation of another to 
gain their prerended Jubilee, and 2 plenaty indulgence and abſolucign of all che robbe- 
ties they had formerly commicced, withour being ſubje& to the reſiturion of any thing 
whatſoever. This chey did alſo ro be abſolyed from an infinice of other abuſes of cheir 
abhominable lives, which I paſs by in filence, as a matter unfic for deyout ears, but con 
formable to their diabolical Se&s, and the damnable intentions of thoſe which have 
inflicuted them;for their whole manner of living is nothing bur difſoluteneſs and excefle 
in the laſciviouineis of the fleſh ; as in like manger arc all other infide'ls,and arch-bere- 
tiques. In the Roolims company there Were not above thirry Lau/eas, who were reple- 
niſhed with a great number of ch: Novility, as for him he was in a rich Sereo, ſeared in 
a Throne of filver, under a clorh of State of cloth of gold, and the King at lis feet, as 
not being worthy co fit in a mor: eminent place ; round about him were thirty children 
on their knees attired in Crimſon Sattin , with ſilver Maces on their ſhoulders, and 
rwelve (fanding on their feet cloathed with whice Damask, having cenſers in theic 
hands, from whence breathed forth MO delicre perfumes. In the relt of the ſhipping 
followed two hundred of the moſt honourable Talagrepor, ſuch as Archbiſhops and o= 
cher Prelates may be amongſt us, in the number of whom were alſo fix or ſeven young 
Princes, all che Sons of Kings,comprehended. Now becauſe theſe veſiells were fo 

of people as one cou:d not row, they had fifreen Zawleas, or little Skyffer, wherein the 
Supream religious men of thoſe nine Se&s did row, ro bring them the ſooner ro land. 
In this equipage, and in this order,the new Keolins parted from the Ciry of Martebane 
two hours before day, ard continued his courſe amudft theſe Veſſells, which made, as I 
have delivered,a kind of Rreetgind foraſmuch as it was not yet day, there were a great 
number of Lanterns of differenc faſhions placed amongſt che hs. As ſoon as he be- 
gan to ſec forth, a Cannon was ſhot off three times, ar Which fign there was ſuch 
a nOyie of Blls, and great Ordnance, as alſo of divers ſorts of very fir Infiruments 
iotermingled with ch-: cries and acclamations of the people, as one m_—_ have though. 
that Heaven and Earth would hayz come together. When he was arrived at the Kay, 
where he was toland, he was received with # ſolemn Proceſſion of certain religious 
men that live in ſolitary places, & are called Memigrepos zurhiich are like to the Capuchins 
10 Praxce, whom theſe Gemt:les infinitely reſpeRt , by reaſon of their manner of living ; 
for according to the rule which they obſerve, they uſe more abſtinence by far then all 
the reſt ; Theſe ſame, being ſome fix or ſeven tbouſand in number, wee all bare fcor, 
and cloathed wich biack Mar, to ſhew their contempt of the world: their heads 
they wore the (culls and bones of dead men, and great cords abour their necks, having 
all cheir faces dawbed over wich dice, and a writing hanging upon chem which contained 
theſe 
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theſe words , Cir, mire, do not caſt thine eye on thy baſeneſs, but on the recompenſes 
which God hath promiſed to thoſe that vilifie themſelves to ſerve him, When as they were 
very ne<r to the Roolim, who received them very aftaoly, they prottrated themielves 
with their faces Cown tothe gro:1nd, and after they had continued (o ſome rime; the 
chiefeit among them looking on th- Roolim; May it pleaſe hims,Crid he from whoſe bard 
thou haſt newly received ſo great a bleſſing. as to be the Head of all on the earth , to render 
thee ſo good and ſo holy a max, that all thy wirks may be as pleaſing nnto him, as the inno« 
cency of children which bold their peace when the mo: her gives them the dug. Woeteunto 


all che rett aniwered, (rich « great noy{g of confuted voices, Permit, O Lord Almighty, 


that it may be ſo, Paſſing on then, accomp:nied wich this Proceſſion , which th- King 
for the greater byungur governed himtelf , cogether with ſome of che principal perion- 
ages, whom he called unco him for that purpoſe , he went dire&ly co the place where 
the dead Roolims lay buried, and being arrived ac his Tomb he fell down flat wich his 
face upon it, then having ſh:d a great many tears, he (aid with a ſad and doleful voice, 
as if he had ipoken tothe deceaſed, Aſay ut pleaſe him, who reigns in the beauty of the 
Star: ,to make me deſerve the honowr to be thy Slaveto the end that in the houſe of the Sun, 
where now thow recreateſt thy ſelf,1 may ſerve as a broom to thy feet for ſo ſhall 1 be made 4 
Diamond of ſo high a price, as the worldzand all the riches thereof rogether, ſhall not be able 
to equall the value of it : whercunto the Grepos aiilwered , God graxt ir, Thereupon ta- 
king a pair or B:ads which had belonged to the deceaſed, and that was upon the Tomb, 
he pur it about his neck as a relique of great worth, gigzng as an Alms, fix Lamps of 
flyer, ewo Cenſers, and hx or teyen pieces of violet cobured Damask.: This done, he 
retired unto his Palace, accompanied (till with the King, t e Pinces, and great Lords 
of the Kingdom ; 28 allo with the Prieſts that were chere afliltznt , from whom he 
ſently rid himſelf, and then from our of the window he threw down upon che Aﬀlems 
bly handfulls of Rice, as amongſt the Papilts they uſe to caſt holy Water, which all che 
people received upon their knees, wich their han.s lifted up. This Ceremony ended, 
which laſted very neer three bours,they give chree toles with 2 Bell, upon which Signal 
the Roolims retired for alcogerher , and to did the Y-{ſ-lls, and chev that came in them, 
wherein all that day was wholly beliowed. About evening the King rook his leave of 
the Reohims, and returned co the City , making dir Aly che next morning towards Pe- 
gu, which was ſome cighteen leagues from chence , wher< be arrived che day following 
cwo hours within night, withour making any entry or ſhew, co reftifie the extream- 
ood he was in for the death of the lace Roo/i, whom ( it was (aid,) he greatly afs 
tected, 


CHAP. LXIIL 
That which the King of Bramaa did afier his arrival at the City of Pegu, 
together with his beſieging of Savady, 


Wo and twenty dayes after the King of Bramaa arrived at the City of Pegs, he 

perceived by the Letter which his Ambif:dour brought him from the Calammbam, 
that he had concluded the League wich him againſt che $;amon ; yet in regard the ſeaſon 
was not fic for him, either ro commence that war, or to aff the Kingdom of Avas, 
as hi: deſired, he r:(olved to ſend his Folter-brother, unto whom, as I have already de- 
clared, he had given the ticle of lawfull Brother, to the fiege of Sevady, which was 
ſome hundred and thirty Leagues from cence to the North-Eaſt. Having cf-mbled an 
Army then of an hundred and fifry thouſand men,amongt whom were thirty thouland 
firapgers of divers Ntions, and five chouſond fighting Elephants , beſides chree thou- 
ſand ochers that carried the baggage, and the vitualls ; che Chauwmgrem deparced from 
Pegn with x Fleet of thirteen hundred rowing Veſſ:11s, che fifceench of rhe monerh of 
March, Fourteen dayes zfter be arrived in the fight of Savady ; and having caft Anchor 
neer to 4 great Plain, called Gampalaor, Ve arrived there fix dayes in attending the five 
thouſand Elephanis which were to come to him by land, which were no ſooner arrived, 
bur he began to befiege the Town z (0 that baving begirt ic round; he affaulred ic three 
times in the open day , and recreated fill wich very great lois, as well in regard of the 
notable reſiſtance which they within made againit him, as of che extream trouble his 


people 
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people were at in plancing their ladders againſt the walls, by reaſon of their bad (cirua- 

tion, which was all of S'ate ; whereupon conſalting wich bis Commanders about whac 

he ſhould do, they were all of opinion ro have it battered with the Canon on the 

weakeſt fide , uncill chat by che overthrow of ſome parc of the wall ,” a breach might be 

made, whereby they might enter wich more caſe and leſs danger. This reſolution was 

as ſoon executed as taken, ſo that the Ingineers fell ro making of ewo manner of hull. 
works on the outfide upon a great Plattorm , compoſed of great beams and bavins, 
which in five dayes they raiſed up co ſuch an height, as ic ſurpeſied the wall ewo fathom 
at the leaſt. This done,they planted on each bulygrk ewenty greac pieces of Ordnance 
wherewith they began wo baner the Town ſo tly, cher in a liccle time they bear 
' down a pane of che wall; and beſides choſe pieces of battery, there were aboye chree 
hundred Falcons that ſhot incefſancly, with an intention only to kill thoſe that were 
in the fireets,as indeed they made a great havock, which was the cauſe that ſeeing them = 
ſelves ſoill entreated, and their people ſlain in chat manner, they reſolved, like valianc 
men as they were,to ſell their lives as dearly as they could ; ſo that one morning having 
ſallied forth by che ſame breach of the wall which che Cannon had made, they gave {o 
valiantly upon thoſe of che Camp , that in leſs then an bour they almoft routed the 
Bramaas whole Army, Now becauſe it began to be day , the Savadss thought it fir to 
re-enter into the Town, leaving cight chouſand of x OA enimies dead on the place. 
Afrer this they repaired the breach 1n a very little cime by che means of a rampire of 
earth, which they made up with bavins and other materially, chat was firong enough 
co reſiſt che Cannon, Here the Chaumig rem (ecing the bad ſucceſs |he bad had, re- 
ſolved co make war, both upon the places neer about, as alſo upogahe fronmers char 
were furcheft off from the Town, for which purpoſe he ſent Disſanay, high Treaſurer 
of the Kingdom, whoſe Slaves we Portuga/s were, Colomel of five c men, to 
ſpoil a certain Borrough, called Yales tay, which furniſhed che beſieged Town with pro- 
viſions ; but this yoyage was (o infortunate unto him, that before thus arrivall at the de- 
figned place, his forces were by rwo thouſand Saved , whom be incouncred by che 
Way, all cur in pieces in leſs then half an hour, nor one eſcaping with life that f-l! inco 
their enemies hands, Nevercheleſs, ic pleaſed our Lord chat amidft this defeat we ſaved 
our (elves by che favour of che night , and withour ing whicther we went, we 
took che way of a very craggy mountain, where we marched in exceeding great pain 
chree dayes and an half, at the end whereof we cncred into certain Mooriſh Plains, 
where w2 could meer with no pach or way, not having other company then Tygers, 
Serpents, andother ſavage beaſts , which put us into a mighty fear, But as our God, 
whom inceſſantly we inyoked with tears in our eys , is the crue guide of cravellers , be 
our of his infinice mercy permitced, that at lengrh we perceived one evening a certain 
fire rowards the Eaſt, ſohat continuing our courſe rowards that where we ſaw 
this light, we found our ſelyes che n:xt morning neer to a great Lake,where there were 
ſome Corcages, which in all likelihood were inhabited by very poor people ; bowbeic 
not daring to diſcoyer our ſefyes as yer, we hid us all that day in certain ging pre- 
cipices that were very boggy, and full of Horſleaches , which made us all gore 

As ſoon as it was nigh: we fell co marching again uncill the next morning, when as we 
arrived neer to a great river, all along(t the which we continued going for five dayes to. 
vether, Ac latbwich much pain we got co another Lake, chac was far greater then che 
former, upon the bank of was a liccle Temple in the form of an Hermitage, and 
there we found an old Hermice, who grve us the belt entercainment that poſſibly he 
could : This old man permicred us to repoſe our ſelves rwo dayes with him , during 
whichtime we d:manded many things of him chat made for our purpoſe ; whereunto 
he alwayes anſwered according to the truch, and cold us , that we were ftill within che 
Terri:ories of che King of Sevady, that this Like was called Oreguanter, that is to lay, 
the opening of the mig bt ; and the Hermitage, the God of ſuccour. Whereupon being de(1= 
rous to know of him the fignification of this abuſe , he laid his hand on an horſe of 
braſſe, chat flood for the Idol upon the Alcar, and ſaid that be often read in a book, 
which entreated of the foundation of the Kingdom, that ſome two hundred, chicry, 
and ſeven _ before, this Lake being a t Town, called Ocsmbales, 2 King that 
Was named eva had taken it in war, . in acknowledgement of this _—— 
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P:iefts,by whom he was wholly governed,counſelled bim to ſacrifice unto:Dacey Gaes 
cor, the god of war, all the young male children which had been made captives ; and in 
cale be did not ſo, they would when they became men regain the Kingdom from biity, 
The King apprehending che evenc of chis threatning , cauſed all rheſe:cbildreny being 
fourſcore and five thouland in number, co be brought all into one place, and ſo upon 2 
day that was kept very ſolemn among chem,be made them to be pur moſt inbumanely 
to the edge of the ſword , with an intent co bave them burned the next morning; in Sa» 
crifice ; bur the night following chere came a great earthquake, and ſuch lighrning; and 
fire from heayen upon the Town, as within leſs then half an hour ic was quite de- 
moliſhed, and all chat was in ic reduced co nothing ; ſo chat by this juſt judgement of 
God, the King, together with all his, were firicken dead, not. ſo-much as one eſcaping z 
and belides them _ chouſand Priefts in like manner , who ever fince during all 
New Moons are h:ard to cry and roar ſo dreadfilly, chat all the Inbabicagcs there- 
avouts were ready co go belides chemſelyes with feasz by reaſon whereof the Country 
was utterly depopulated, no other habiration remaining therein , ſave ouly fourſcore 
and five Hermitages, which were ereted in memory of the fourſcore and five thouſand 
children , whom che King had cauſed co be butchered through the evill counſell of bis 
Prieſts,

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” unto us,wefound our ſelyes the next morning above ren leagues from the place whence 
we parced,- namely, neer co a Pagode, calle Lug Hizarel, that is to lay, the god of 
Rice, where we met but only wich one man and ſeven and thirty women, the moſt of 
them old, and Religionaries of this Temple , who received us with a great deal of cha» 
rity ; alchbough in my opinion they did it father out of fear of us, then any will chac 
they had ro do us good. Haying queſtioned them abcur many things which ſerved for 
our purpoſe, they could give us no pertitent anſwer chereunto, alledging (till, thar 
chey were bur poor women , who upon a ſolemn vow had renounced all chings is the 
world, and confined themſelves into chis incloſute, whet: they beſtowed all their time 
in contiguall prayer ro Ouiay Ponnedea, which moves the clouds of heaven, that he 
would be pleaſed co give them rain, whereby cheir grounds might be made frunfull wo 
os kw abundance of Rice. In this place we ſpent all the day in caulking our 
barque, and furniſhing our ſely:s at cheſe reli womens colt , wich Rice, Sugar, 
French B:ans, Onyons, and ſome ſmoak-dried fi:ſh, wherewith they were ſufficiency 
provided. Being parted from hence about an bout within night, we continued cur 
coutſe with our Oars and Sails for ſeven whole dayes cogether, without ſo much as 
once daring to touch the Land, ſo much were we in fear of ſome diſsſter that might 
eaſily arrive to ys from rhoſe places which we ſaw all along che. river. But as it is m- 
poſſible co avoid that here below which is determined there above, jult at the inftanc 
as we were continuing on Our coilſe; {if confuſed as we were , and in 2 perpetuall a.

water, there chanced 'to paſs by a Veſſel, wherein there was a Chriſtian woman, na- 
med Y;olenta, who was married to 2 Pages, to whom this Veſlel appertained, which 
he bad laden wich Corton Wooll ro (ell off at Coſmin ; this woman no ſoonex percei- 
yed us, but'/moyed wich pity art the fight of us, Jeſaw,cried ſhe, theſe are Chriſtians which 
1 beho/d that ſaid, ſhe cauſed the Veſſel wherein ſhe was ro come to the ſhore, and 
A wr re. rogether with her husband, they fell both of them to imbracing us 
wich tears in their eys , and then made us co be im wich them ; preſently where- 
upon this verruous Dame took a care to haye our wounds dr: , and provided us of 
cloaths the beft that ſhe could , rendringius many other good offices of x true and chari. 
table Chriflian : Then _ all fear, we parted from this wich all and 
five dayes after thorough grace we arrived ſafely at the Town of Coſmin, which 
is a parc of the Sea in the Kingdom of Pegs, where in the houſe of this good Chriſtian 
' woman we were ſo well looked unto, that in a ſhort crime we found our ſelves tho- 
roughly. cured of all our hurts. Now whereas thete is never any want in the grace which 
God doth to his creatures , ir pleaſed bim' that at that very time we met in this Porr 
with a ſhip, whereof Laws de Montorrayo was Maſter, who was upon the poynt of 
ſetting (ail for Bezga/s; ſo thar afrer we had taken our leaye of our Hoſteſs, ro whom we 
rendred many t for all che benefits which we had received of her , we imbarqued 
our ſelves with the ſaid Luis de Momtorrayo, who likewiſe entreared us exceeding well, 
and furniſhed us abundantly with all that was neceflary for us. At our arrivall at tl1: 
Port of Chatigan in the Kingdom of Bergala, where there was at that time = 
Portugals, 
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Portmg als, | intmly imbarqued my ſelf in che forſt of a certain Merchant, called Fer: 
nands (, i/deyra. who w's bound for Goa, where ic pleaſed God I arrived in good healch. 
There I found Pedro de Faria, who hxd been Caprain of XMalace, and by whom I had 
been {-nr as A nhuffidorromthe { bainbanbaa of Martabano, as I have declared hereto- 
fore. To hi I rendred in ex: account of all that bad paſt, for which he ſhewed him- 
ſelf very ſorrowful, 2nd accommodated me with divers things , whereunto his conſci- 
ence and generofity obliged him, in regard of che goods which 1 had loft feþ his occafi- 
on. A liccle after, that I mighe norlote the © unicy of the-ſcaſon, I imbarqued my 
ſelf with an intention to go to the Sourhward , and once more co try my fortune in 
the Kingdoms of ( bin« and f apas, to ſee if in thoſe countries where I bad ſo many 
cimes loſt my coar, I could noc had a beecer chen that I had on. 

Being imbarqued at Gea in a Junck that belonged to Pedro de Faria,which was bound 
in way of tfade for Z anda, I arrived at CMalaca the ſame day that Ray vas Perera, 
termed CMarramague died, who was then Captain of the fortreſs there, Being de- 
parted from that place to go to Zwada, at the end of ſeventeen days I arrived at Ban» 
ts, where the Portug als xre accuttomed torraffique, And becauſe there was at that time 
great ſcarcity of pepper over all the country, and that we came thicher of purpoſe for 
ic , we weae conſirained to paſs the winter there, wich a reſolution to go for China 
the year following. We bad been almoft wo monerhs in chis Port, where we exerciſed 
our commerce very peaceably, when as from the King of Demas , Emperor of all the 
Iſlands of Java, Angenia, Bala, CMadnra, and of the reft of the Iſlands of that Archi- 
pelags, there landed in chis country a widow woman , named Nhay Pombaye , about 
che afe of threeſcore yars,who came as Ambaſſidor to Tagaril, King of Zunda, that = 
was aiſo his V flal as well as all the reft of chat Monarchy, for wo rell him that he was 
within the term of fix weeks co be in perſon at. the town of Japares , where 
he was then making preparation to invade the Kingdom of  Paſſar#«»y, When 
this woman arrived in this Port, the King went in perſon to the Veſlel where ſhe was, 
from whence be carried her to his Palace with great pomp,and pur her into the compa- 
ny of bis wed 2 her becrer emtertainment, wiuleft he himſelf retired to another lodg- 
ing farther oft co do her the more honor. Now that one may know the reaſon 
— mw chis ambaſſage was execured rather by a woman chen a man, you muſt note, 
chac ic hath a'wiys been che cultom of che Kings of this kingdom to reac of the 
moſt important matrers of their State by mediation of women, eſpecially when ic. 
concerns which they oblerye got only is particular nieflages that are fent by the 
Lords co their Vaſlals,(ſuch as chis was) bur alſo in matter of publique-and general af- 
fairs, which is performed by ambif{ ge from one king ro another ; and all che reaſon 
they give for it, is ; That God hath grven more gentleneſs and inclination to conrteſie, yea 

more authority to women then to men, who are ſevere, as thiy ſay, and by conſequent leſs 
able to thoſe unto whom they are ſext, Now iris their opinion , that every one of 
coke women Which the kings are accuſtomed co ſend about affairs of importance, 
phe ro have certain qualities for well executing of an ambafſ:ge , and worthily diſ- 
chitging rhe Cormiſhon which is granced co them: for firſt of all, they ſay, That ſhe

forty Portugals, of (ix and forry that we were in all, in regard whereof they did as ma- 
ny particular favors in the buſineſs of our Merchandize, and publikely confeſſed , that 
> 4 were much obliged co usfor following them as we did, ſo that we ſhould have had 
lictle reaſon to have excuſed our ſelyes from accompanying chem in this war.

red. In this Army was the Emperor Panguryr en in perſon, accompanied wh all che 
grandees of the Kingdom ; the King of Zande, his Cedeber in law who was Generel 
of the Army, wenc by land rs, the forces , and being all arrived at the 
place where they meanc co pitch their Camp, cook care in the firſt place for che 
fortifying thereof, and for placing the Canon in the moſt commodious places tb bat. 
ter the Ton, in which labour chey beftowed the *moſt part of the day. As for the 
night enſuing it was ſpent in rejoycings, and keeping good watch until (uch cime as ic 
was day,when as each Capcain applied himſelf crothar whereunto his dury obliged him, 
all in general imploying themſelves —_— ro _—_— direQions, ſo that by 
che ſecond day the whole Town was invi with high Pall;ſadees, and their Plat- 
forms fortified wich great beams , whereupon they planced divers great pieces of 
Ordnance, among the which were Eagles and Lions of metal , that the Aches and 
Twrks bad calt,by the invention of a certain Renegado, born in the Kingdom of Al/- 
£armes, appertaining to the Crown of Portugal ; and by reaſon this wicked wretch had 
changed his belief, he called himſelf Co;s Geinal: for as for the name which he had be- 
fore 
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Fore when he was a Chriſtian, I am contenced co paſs it over in filence for th: honor 
of his Family, being indeed of no mean excration. In the mean time che beſieged ha- 
ving taken notice how ill-adviſed they had been in ſiff:ring the enemies to labor two 
whole days cogerher peaceably in fortifying of cheic Cxmp, wichout any impeachment 
of theirs ; and taking tbe ſame for a greac aftronr, they defired their King co permic them 
co fall upon them che night following, al.edging how it was probable that men wearied 
with labor could got make any great uſe of their arms,nor be able to refit this fir im- 
peruoficy.The King,who at char time commanded the Kingdom of Pafſarnes,was yong, 


& indued wich many excellenc qualities which made him to be exceedingly beloyed of 


all his ſubjeRs;for as it was reported of him, be was very liberal,no maner of tyrant,ex- 
ceedingly affable to the common people,a friend to the poor, and ſo charitable cowards 
widows, thac if they acquainted tum Firth cheir neceflicies, he relieved them infiantly,; 
and did chem more good chen they asked of him. Beſides cheſe perfeRions that were 
ſo recommendable, he poſſeſſed ſome others ſo comfortable tro mens defires, as there 
was not any one that would not have expoſed his life a thoulayd times fer his ſervice 
if need had been. Furthermore he had none bur choice men with him, even. the flower 
of all his Kingdom, befides many firangers, upon whom he conferred much wealth, 
honor, and many graces, Which he accompanied wich good words, that being indeed 
the means whereby che minds boch of great and ſmall are ſo ixongly gained, chat they 
make chem Lions of ſheep , whereas carrying ones ſelf ocher ways , of g-nerous Li- 
ons, they are made fearful bares. This King then examining the requeſt which his peo- 
ple made unto him, and referring himſelf co the advice of the antienceſt and moſt pru- 
dent Councellors of his Stare which were wich him, there was a great contention a- 
bour che ſucceſs that the affairs might have; bur in the end, by the counſel of all in ge- 
neral, it was concluded, That in caſe Fortune ſhould be altogether adverſe unto them in 
this ſally which they meant to makes againſt their enemies, yet would it be a much leſs evil, 
aud leſs conſiderable affront, then to ſee the K ing, o beſieged: by vile people, who againſt all 
reaſon wonld reduce them by force to quit their belief, wherein they had been bred by their 
Fathers, to imbrace another new «ne by the ſuſcitation of the Faraze$,who place their ſalus- 
tiow in waſhing their parts behind, in not eating of ſwine: fleſh, aud marrying of ſeven wives, 
where the beſt adviſed may eaſily judge gbatGod was ſo much their enemy,as he would not 
aſſiſt them in any thing ſeeing that with ſo great offence they would under pretext of Religi- 
on, and with —_— full of contr adiGion, compel their King to become a Mahometan, 
and render himſelf tributary to thems, To theſe reaſons they added many others which 
che King, and they chat were with him,found to be m—_ as they all with one come 
mon copies agaand thereunco, which is an evident mark, that it is athing no leſs na- 
tural for a good SubjeR co expoſe his life for his King , then for a yertuous wife to 
conſerve her chaſtity for the busband which God hath given her : This being ſo, ſaid 
they, 2 matter of ſo great importance Was no longer to be deferred; but we all in gene- 
ral, and each one in particular,are by this {ally co make. demonſtration of the extreme 
affeRtion which we bear to our good King, who we are affured will never be unmindful 
of them chat ſhall fight beſt for his defence , Which is all che inherirance we => ro 
leaye co our children.

was general, they never fayed cill chey were called, buc ewo hours after midnight, and 
before the time which the King had appaicred , they aflembled all in a great place, 
which was mot far from the Royal Palace, and where chey of the country had accu- 
fomed to keep their Fairs,and co ſolemnize their moſt remarkable feaſts on thoſe prin» 
cipal days which were defined to the invacation of their Pagodesr, The King in the 
mean time, wonderfully content to ſee ſuch bear of coarage in chem, of ſeventy chou- 
ſand inhabicants which were in che Town, drew our ewelye thouſand only for this en- 
rerpriſe, and divided them into- four companies, each of chem containing three thou- 
ſand, whereof an Unkle of the'Kings was General , a man whom experience had ren- 
dred very knowing in ſuch undertakings, and that marched in the head of the firſt com» 
pany« Of che ſecond was Captain anocher of the principal \ Ffardacins ; Of the third 
a fitanger, a Chawpas by Nation, and ww in che Iſlndof Barzeo; and of the fourth 
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one called Panbacaluirz all of them good Commanders, very valiant, and exceeding 
expert in matters of war. When they were all ready, the King made them a Speech, 
whereby be ſuccin&ly repreſenced unto them the confidence which he had in them 
couching this encerpriſe. After which, the berrer to encour them,and affure them of 
his love, he rook a cup of goldand drunk to them all , cauſing the chiefeſt of chem co 
pledge him, and craving pardon of the reft, for that the time would not permit them 
ro do the like, This gracious carriage of his ſo encouraged the ſouldiers, that withour 
further delay the mot parc of them went and anointed themſelves with Minhamund:, 
which is a certain confeRion of an odoriferous oyl , werewich theſe people are ac- 
cuitomed to frore themſelves with, when they bave taken a full reſolution to die , and 
theſe ſame are ordinarily called Amacos. The bour;being come wherein this ſally was to 
be made, four of twelve gates that were in the Twwn were opened, thorow each of 
the which ſallied forth one of the four Captains with his company, having firſt ſence 
out for Spies into the Camp fix Orobalons , of the moſt valiant that were about the 
King , whom he had hagpred with new citles, and wich ſuch ſpecial fayors as uſe to 
give courage to them that want it, and co encreaſe it in them that are endued with ſome 
reſolucion. The Four C:ptains marched a liccle after the fix Spies, and went and joyned 
all rogerher in a certain place, where chey were co fight with the enemies : whereupon 
falling into the midi} of chem with a marvellous im ty, they fought ſo vallancly, 
that 10 leſs chen an hours time, which the fighe ed, the ewelye thouſand Paſſars- 
ans left above thirty thouſand enemies upon the place, beſides thoſe char were wound- 
ed, which were in afar greater number, and whereof many died afterwards. Further- 
more they took priſoner chree Kings, and eight Pater, which are as the Dukes amongſt 
us; the King of Znda too, with whom we forty Portugals were , could not ſo ſave 
himſelf, buc that he was hurt vvith a Lance in three places, a number being killed in de- 
fending him. Thus vvas che Camp pur in ſo great diſorder,as ic vvas almoſt deſtroyed, 
the Paxgueyres himſelf being vwounded yvich a dart, and conſirained to leap into the 
water, where lictle lacked but that he had been drowned, Whereby ohe may ſee what 
rhe force of a number of reſoluce and fearleſs men is againſt ſuch as are ſurpriſed when 
leaſt they think of it ; for before that rhe enemies could know what they did, or the 
Commanders could put their ſouldiers into order , they wete twice routed. The next 
morning , as ſoon as the day gave them leave co know che rruch of the buſineſs , the 
Paſſernans retired into the. Town, where they found that they had not loſt a- 
_ nine hundred of cheir men , nor more then two or three thouſand 
ure, | 
Ir is ſcarcely to be believed bow much che King of Dewas was grieved with the diſa- 
ter of the former day,as well for the affromt which he received from thoſe within by che 
loſs of his people,1s far the bad ſucceſs of the beginning of this Giege, whereof he ſeem- 
ed in ſome ſort ro impure the faule unto our King of Z «»ds,ſaying,rhac this fortune bad 
hapned by the bad direRtions he had given to the Sentinels. Now after be bad coms 
manded that che wounded ſhould be dreft, and the dead buried, be called co Councel 
all che Kings, Princes, and Captains of the forces that he bad, both by Land and Was 
rer,unto whom he ſajd, That be had maade a ſolemn vow,and oath upon prong wa} Ma- 
homer,which « their Alcoran, or the book of their Law,never to raiſe the foge! before 
this Town, until be had utterly deſtroyed it, or loſt bis own State therein, reunto he 
added, 7 bat he proteſted he would put to death whomſorver ſhould oppoſe this reſolution of 
bis, what reaſon ſoever he could alledge thereupon ; which begor ſo great a terror in the 
minds of all chat heard himyas chere was nor-one that durſt concradid his will, bur con- 
trarily they infinitely approved and commended ir. He uſed then all kind of diligence for 
tie new fortifying of the Camp with good ditches, firong Pallifadoes, and divers Bul- 
works made of (tone and cimber, garmſh:d on the infide with cheir Platforms, where 
he cauſed a great many of Cannons to be planted, ſo that by this means the Camp was 
ftronger then.che Town i ſelf, in regard whereof che ed did ofren times jeer 
the —_ - _ Fe _ That it wy —_ ——— _ = pm rs 
cowards , ſince inſtead ng their enemies liks valiant men, t ed themſelves 
like ot wr raxtoqurauBeacs ab them return home to their 4-4 - it was fitter 
for thers to fall to Ffinnmng, then to maks war. Theſe were the jeers which chey ordinarily

been five batteries and three aflaulrs given to ir, wit 

aboye « thouſand ladders planced againit the walls, the beſieged defended thernſelyes 
Rili Like valiant and couragious men, fortifying chemſelyes with counter-mires which 
rhey oppoſed to the breaches, which they made with pieces of timber taken from the 


-houſcs z ſo thac all che power of the Pavgueyyan, which (as I have declired ) was abobc 


eight hundred thouſand men, whereof the number was much diminiſhed, was not able 
co give him entrance into ic. Hereupon the _—_ Ingineer of the Camp, who was 
a Rencgado of CMaillorgariſeeing thar this affair had not a ſucceſs anſerable to what 
he had promiſed the King, he reſolyed to take another far diffetent courſe. To that ef- 
fe, with a great amaſs of eatth and bavins he framed a kind of a Placform, which he 
fortified wich fix rows of beames, and wroughc ſo, that ifi nine days he raiſed it a fa- 
chom bigher then the wall ; char done, he planced forty great pieces of Cannon upon it, 
rogether wich a number of Baſes and Faulconers , wherewich, he fell to battering the 
Town in ſuch ſorr, as che befieged were therewith mightily damnified, ſo that the King 
perceiving that this invention of the enemy was the only thing in the world that could 
moſt incommodate him in the Town, he reſolyed by the means of ten thouſand Vo- 
lunceers, who had offered themſelves unto him for ghat purpoſe , and to whom for a 
mark of honor he gave the title of Tygers of the world, to attacque this Fort, and they 
that were upon ic ; this matrer was no ſooner reſolved upon , bur was preſently put in 
execution, and for the better incouragement of them, che King himſelf would be cheir 
Caprain, albeic chis whole enterpriſe was governed bythe four Þavoricons, which had 
formerly commanded in the firſt ally. Having pur chemſelyes into the field then with 
the riſing of che Sun, they fought ſo yaliantly without any fear at all of the dreadful 
Ordnance , which were planted on the Platform, as in leſs then erwo Credees they got 
tothe top of it, and chere ſerting on the enemies, who were thirty thouſand in num- 
ber, they defeated them all in a yery ſhore cime. The Pargweran of Pate ſecing his 
forces chus roured, ran thicher in perſon with ewenty chouſand Side ſouldiers, intend- 
ing co beat the Poſſer»ars from the place which chey had gained; byg. they defended it 
ſo couragiouſly,as it is not poſſible co expreſs ic in words, This bloody battel having in- 
dured till evening, the Paſſerner, who had loſt che mot part of his met, made his re- 
creat inco the Town by the gate chat vas next co che Platform , whereunto having 
firit ſet fire in fix or ſeven places, ic.cook hold of ſome barrels of powder, whereof 
there was great liore there, which inflamed it ſo cetribly in ſeveral parts, as ic was not 
poſſible to approach unto it by che ſpace of a flight ſhoot z this accident was very favor- 
able ro the beheged, becauſe che enemies were thereby kepr from joyning together, and 
ſo the Town was for this cime preſeryed from the greae dawger wherewithal ic was 
chrearned ; howbeir the Paſſer»ars ſcap'c nor ſo ſcot-free, but that of the ten thouſand 
Volunteers imployed in thus ſervice,fix chouſand remained dead on the top of the Plat- 
form. True it is, that in the Pargueyren part thee was above forty thouſand killed, 
amongſt che which were three chouſand rangers of divers Nations, the moſt pare A- 
thems, Turks, and Malabares, as allo twelve Pater, or Dukes, five Kings, with many 0- 
cher Commanders, and men of qualicy, 
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put upon the befiegers, who were greatly offended with them. This Town had been 

almoſt three monechs _—_ and yer had the enemies adyanced but lictle; for during

All chis night was ſpent on both fides in lamentacions and complaints, as alſo in $e&-4; 


Orefſing the wounded, and cafting the dead into the river, The next morning as ſoon 
as it was day the Pargucyres of Pare ſeeing the bad ſucceſs which his encerpriſe bad 
had uartil chat preſefic , could not for all char be drawn to dcfift from it, ſo that 
he cauſed all his ſouldiers co prepare themſelves for a new affaulting of che Town, 
ing perſwaded that the beſieged had no gtear force left ro defend them wichal, 
dering their walls were overthrown in many places , cheir anumunition ſpent, che 
moſt part of cheir __ ſlain, and their King dangerouſly burt, at leaſtwiſe it was ſo 
reported, Now the detter to be affured thereof, he cauſed ſome of his forces to be 
lud in ambuſh in certain avenues, by which be had been adverciſed char divers of 
the frontizing inhabirancs would paſs, co bring unto the Town, Eggs, Pullein, and o- 
cher ſuch like things neceſſary for che recovery of fick perſons, Now they whom be 
had ſenc for that purpoſe arrived at che Camp a lictle before day, and broughe nine 
X priſoners 
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riſoners with-chem, amongſt the which there was one Portugal. After then that they 
Fad racked and tortured thz other eight, & were come to do as much ro the Portugal, 
who was the laſt, be imagined that it may be they would ſhew him ſome favor if be de. 
clared unro chem what he was,ſo that upon the firſt cormenc he cried our, That he was a 
Portugal,he pot knowing hitherto any thing of us,nor we of him : Our King of Zan 
da no tooner heard this Declaration of his, but he commanded him to be raken from 
the rack*, and inſtantly ſent for us ro know whether that which this wretch delivered 
was true ; Whereu f of us chat were the leaſt hurc went unto him , and at the firſt 
Fehr we judged him by his countenance to be a Portugal, (0 that profirating our ſelves 
before the King,we beſought tum to give us this man,repreſencing unto him, thar in re- 
gard be was.of our Nation we were bound to make this ſuir for him, which he very 
willingly granted us, and ſo we in way of thankfulneſs kiſſed his feer. After we had 
received him,we cvrried hi:a to the place where our companions lay wounded, and then 
we would needs underſtand ct him whether he were a Portugal indeed, becauſe he look- 
ed (ir-pgely as .ve could noc weil know him,no nor by his ſpeech ; bur after he was a 
Jictle come <6 nimſelf, and that he had ſhed a many of rears, Ay Maſters , ſaid be un- 
to us, 1 aſſwre you that I am 4 Chriſtian, and « Portugal , both by father and mother, al- 
though as y2m ſee 1 do not wear the babit of one ; my country ts Penamocor , and ” name 
Nunu Rocrigutz Tabords z 1 weng owt of Portugal i the ye ar one thouſand undred 
and thirteen, after 1 bad inroll:d my ſelf im the Marſhals Army, and in the Ship called the 
S. Joano, whereof R';y Di:z Percyra was Captain, Now becauſe mm thoſe &f beg inmug # 
I ſhewed my ſelf mn all eccaſions 4 worthy man , Alphonio Albuquerque made me Cape 
rain of « 7 wg brigandines whichyhe had in the Indiacs at that time 1 afterward; 1 was 
fer with him at '£ taking of Goa ava Malaca ; withal I labored in the foundations of Or- 
muz'& Calecut,never failing in any of the ſervices performed in theſe times by that famous 
Commanderto whom ſo many diff erent Nations do at this day give the title of Great. 1 con« 
rinued the ſame proef of my courage during the Governments of Lopo, Suarez, of Dicgo, 
Eopez de Siqueyra,and of other Governors of the Indiaes,even nnto Don Anriaque de Me+ 
neſez, who ſucceeded to that charge by the drath of theVice- Roy Vaico de Gamazwbo at the 
entrance into his Government Franciſco de Sa General of a Fleet of twelve Veſſels, 
wherein were three ed men which he was to makg uſe of for the building of « Fort a 
Zunda, in regard of the fear they were then inof the Spaniards, who at that time went to 
the Moluccaes by the new way which Magellan bgd diſcovered unto themyn this Fleet I was 
made ( aptain of a Brig andine, called the S.) otge, where I commanded over fix and rwen- 
ty very conragions and valiant men. We departed then from the bay of Bintan, when as Pee 
dro de Maſcarephas deſtroyed it; but when we arrived at the Iſle of Lingua, we were beaten 
with ſo furious a tempeſt, that unable toreſfiſt t , we were forced tos makes towards Jon, 
Where of ſeven rewing Veſſels that we were fix were loſt ,and my ſins would bave it that mine 
was one of that number,beſides for my greater nusfortune,the texupeſt caſt my Brig andint upon 
the coaft of this ( onntry,where I bave now remained theſe three and twenty years, not ohe of 


all that were in the veſſel ſcape; ſave three of my companions who ave one dead but 
m1 ſe, z and would to God it bad pleaſed bim to flew 
[4 
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me the grace that I bad bren ſo tos, 
at ſo I might not have offended tum as I have done fince; for ſeeing my ſelf continually 
_ byt gre to follow their m—_— errors , 1 —_— —_ time, but 
whereas the fleſh u frail,being very poor, far country, and wit libert 
my fins made me at their ma to nield to that which they deflred of me wt _ 
1mportznity ; by reaſon whereof this Kings Father did me great favours ; and bring 
ſent for yeſterday from a place where 1 was to look, unto two of the chiefeſt Gentlemen of thus 
county 1,14 pleeſed God that 1 fell tuto the hands of theſe dogs ,go the end 1 ſhould uo longer be 
one,for which rhe Lord be bleſſed for evermore. This mans ciſcourſe exceedingly aſtoniſhed 
| Us, and as much as the novelty, of fo ſtrange an accident required, ſo that having com- 
forced him'as well as we could in ſuch rerms as we chought were for the 
time wherein ve were,we asked bim whether heywould go with us ro Zands, and from 
then to Malege, where God might ſhew bimthe grace to dic in his ſervice like a 
good Chriftian,, Whereumo baving made anfver , that he defired nothing more, and 
that he had never had other defign, we gave him anocherhubir, becauſe be was clpatbed 
like a Pagev, and kept him always wich ug as long as che ſiege laſted, _ 
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CHAP. XLV. 
The death of the King of Demaa by « _ ſtrange aecideut, and that which enſued 
thereupon. 


"= O come again now to our hiftory, you are to underſtand, that the Pargueyran of Seft-1. 
Pata, King of Demaa, being certified by ſome of the enemies whom his men had 
taken priſoners, of the piteous eltate whereunco the befieged were reduced, the moſt 
pare of chem dead, their ammunition failing, and their King dangerouſly hurc , all theſ: 
chings rogether carried him more ardencly chen ever to the aflule, which he had purpo- 
ſed wich himſelf co give co the befieged Town. He reſolved then to ſcale ic in plam : 1 
and to aſſault it wich more violence they before, ſo chat inſtantly great preparations 
were made over all che Camp, where avers Serjeants at Arms, on horſeback, and car- 
rying Maces on cheir ſhoulders, went proclaiming aloud, after che men of war had been 
made to sMemble rogerther witch che ſound of erumpers, The Pangueyran of Para by the 
power ff hins who bath created all things, Lord of the Lands which inviron the S$eas,being 
willing to diſcover unto all in general the ſecret of his ſoul, doth let you know, that nine days 
beice he will have you be ina readineſs, to the end thit with the conrages of Tygers,and re- 
doubled forces, you aſſiſt him in the aſſ ault which be intends to give unto the / ah or Arts 
compence whereof be liberally ag way to de great favors, as well in money,as in honorable 
and remarkable titles, to thoſe five ſonldiers which firſt of all ſhall plant colours on the 
enemies walls, or that ſhall perform ations which ſhall be agreeable to him Whereascontr «= 
rily they which do not I» valiantly mm this emterpriſe,conformably to his plea- 
ſare, ſhall be executed by the way of juſtice, without any regard had to their condition. This 
Ordinance of che Kings, full of menaces, being publiſhed over every parc of che Camp.,. 
them incoſuch an alarm, as che Commanders began incomtinently to make them- 
elves ready, and co provide all chings neceſſary for this affault, without ſcarce caking 2« 
ny r<|t cicher day or night, making wichal ſo great a noiſe, by incermingling cheir hues 
and cries with che ſounds of drums, and other infirumiencs of war, as ic could nor be 
heard wichour much terror. In che mcan cime, whereas of the nine days , deſtined for 
the pu/poſe afoteſaid, ſeven. were already paft, ſo as there reſted no more bur two, at 
ch= cnd whereof an afſaulc was to be given co the Town, one morning as the Par 
& (ace in Councel, to reſolve of che affairs of this fiege with the principal Lords 
of his Army, as alſo of the means, of che time, and places, whereby they were to aſ- 
ſaulr the Town, and of other neceflary things, ic was ſaid, char from the diverficy of 0- 
pinions, which che one and the ocher had , chere aroſe ſo great a contention amongſt 
them, as the King was conſtrained to take eyery ones advice in writing. During chis 
rime, whereas he had always neer about bim « young Page, who carried Bethel, an herb 


whoſe leaves are like unto Plancain,which cheſe Pagans are accuffomed co chaw,becauſe 


it makes chem have « ſweer breath,and alſo purges the humours of the Romack ; he ask- 
edthis Page chen for ſome of ir, who ar firſt ſeemed not co hear him being much abour 
ewelye or chirreen years old, for I hold ic fie to make mention of his age, in regard of 
char T am to ſay of him hereafter. Now to return tothe Pangueyren, 28 he was conti- 
nuing his diſcourſe with his Councel of War, thorow much ſpeaking , and ſomewhat 
in choler, his mouch became dry,, ſo chat be avked the Page again for ſome Berbe!, 
which be ordinarily carried in a lucle box of gofd , bur he heard him no more this ſc- 
cond time, then he had done the firſt 5 inſomuch as the King having asked him for ſome 
the chird rime, one of the Lords chat was neer to the Page pulled him by the ſleeve, 
and bid him give the King ſome Bethel, which i i did, and falling on his 
knees he preſented him with che box which he had in his bands ; the King then took 
two or three leaves of ir, as he uſed rodo, and wirhout being otherwiſe angry, giving 
him a light couch with his hand on the head, arr chow deaf, ſaid he unto him, that thox 
conldſt not hear me * and (th:reupon re-entted inco diſcourſe with them of his Coun- 
cel. Now becauſe theſe Facas are the moſt punRillious and perfidious Nation of che 
world, and that withal they of chis hold ic for the greate(t affrone char can 
be done th:m, when one gives them a crouch on the head ; chis young Page imagini 

that the King had couched him ſo out of a mark of ſo great x contempt, as be ſhould 
thereby be made infamous for ever, though indeed none of che company took notice of 
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ic, he went afide weeping and ſobbing by himſelf,% in the end reſolved ro revenge the 
injury which the king bad done him , ſo chat drawing out a lictle knife which he wore 
ar his girdle, he tabbed the king wich ir into the midit of the left pap, and fo becauſe 
the blow was morral, the king fell infancly down cn the ground, not able to ſay any 
more then theſe two or three words , / am dead: Wherewich all thoſe of the Councel 
were ſo frighted,as it is not poſſible ro expreſs it. After that this commotion; was a lite 
cle calmed , they fell firſt unto looking to the king , to ſee if ſome remedy might not 
be applied to his wound ; bur becauſe he was hurt juſt in the heare there was no ho 
of recovery, ſo that he died within a very ſhore time after : Preſently they ſeized on = 
Page, whom they put to torture, by reaſon of ſome ſuſpitions which they had upon 
chis accident, but he never confeſſed any thing, - ſaid nought elſe, ſave, That be bad 
| done it of bis own free will,aud to be revenged of the blow which the King kad given bin on 
his head by may of contempt,as if he had ſtruck, ſome dog that was barking mp and down the 
ſtreets in the might, without conſidering that he was the ſon of the Pate Pondan, Lord of 
- Surebayaa. The page then was impaled alive, with a good big ſtake, which was chruft in 
at his Fundament, and came our at the nape of hisneck. As much was done to his Fa- 
ther, to three of his brothers, and co threeſcore and rwelye of his kinſmen, ſo that his 
whole Race was exterminated; upon which ſo cruel and rigorous an execution, man 
great troubles enſued afterwards in all che country of Face, and in all the Iſlands of 
Bale, Tymor, and Madura, which are very great, and whereof rhe Governors are Soye- 
reigns by their Laws, and from all antiquity. Afcer the end of this execution, que- 
tion w2s made what ſhould be done with the kings body, whereupon there were ma- 
py diff-rent opinions among chem; for ſome ſaid that tro bury him in that place was 
as much as to leave him in the power of the Paſſerwans; and others,that if he were tran» 
ſported ro Demaa, where his Tomb was, it was not poſſible bur chat it wou!d be c&r- 
rupted before ic arrived there z whereunto was added, that if rhey incerred him fo purri- 
fied and corrupted, his ſoul could nor be received 1810 Paradiſe, according tothe Lave 
of che country, which is that of Aſabomer, wherein he died. After many conteſiations 
thereupon, in the end they followed the counſel which one of our Portugals gave 
them, thac was ſo pooſraNe co him afterwards, as it was worth him above ten chouſand 
che Lords rewarded him as it were in yye of one another for a re»

precious things the king had, together with all che rreaſures of the T Bu 
ſoever care and filence was uſed therein , the enemy could not be kept from having 
ſome inkling of it, and from nnderftanding how things went in the Camp, ſo that in- 
ſtancly the kin;z marched our of the Town mn perſon, with onely three thonſand ſoul- 
diers of the paſt confederacy, who by a ſolemn vow cauſed themſelves to be anointed 
with the oyl which they call Af:nbamunds, xs men reſolved, and that had vowed chem- 
ſelyes co death., Thus fully determined as they were, they went and fell upon the enc- 
mies, whom finding buke im crufling up their ba , they encreaced (© 1ll, as in leſs 
then half an hours ſpace, for no longer laſted the hear of the fight,they cur ewelve chou- 
- ſandof themin pieces. Wirhal they cook ewo kings, and five Pates, or Dake, priſon- 
ers, together with aboye three hundred Tarks, Abyſſines, and Achems,yea and their Ca- 
c1ſmoubana, the Sovereign dignity amongit che CAabomerans, by whoſe counſel the 
Pangnueyran was come thicher. There were alſo four hundred ſhips burne, wherein 
wer: the hure men, ſo that by this means all che Camp was neer Joſt. After this the 
king recreated into the Town with his men, whereof he loſt bur four bundred. In the 
mean time the king of Zands baving cauſed the remainder of the Army co be re-im- 
barqued wich all ſpecd the ſame day , being the ninth of AMarch, they þuw ſail 
rely 
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direAly for the City of Demas, bringing along with thzm the Body of che Pan- 
guejran, which upon the arrival thereof was received by the People wich great 
Cries, and firange Demonfirations of an univerſal Mourning. The day afrer a review 
was taken of all the Men of War, for to know how many were dead, and there was 
found miſſing a1 hundred and thirty thouſand ; whereas the Paſſernuans, according to 
report, had loſt bur five and ewenty thouſand z but be ic as ic wil', and let Fortune 
make the beſt Market that ſhe can of cheſe things, yet they never arrive, but the Field is 
dyed with che Bloud of Vanquiſhers, and by a (tronger reaſon with that of the Van- 
iſhed, ro whom theſe Events do always colt far dearer, chen to che others. The ſame 

y there was queſtion of creating a new, Pangwueyran, who, 25 I have ſaid heretofore, 
the Emperour over all the Pates a that great Archipelago,which theChineſes, 
Tartar, Japon,and Lequio,Hiftorians rto.call Raterrs Yerdas,that is to ſay, the 
eJe-lid of the World, as one may ſee in Che Card, it che Eleyation of the Heights prove 
true. Now becauſe that after che death of the Parguemrar, there was not a lawfull ſuc- 
ceſſor to beifound that might inheric this Crown, it was reſolved thst one ſhould be 
made by ele&ion; for which eff:& by the common conſent of all, eight men were cho- 
ſen, as Heads of all che Peopleitocreate a Pangueyren. Theſe ſame afſembledrthen to. 
gether in a bouſe, and after order had been taken for che pacifying of all things in the 
Ciry, chey continued ſeven whole days together without being able rocome to any 
reement about the eleQion ; for whereas there were eight Pretendents of the prin- 
cipal Lords of the Kingdom, there were found among theſe Ele&ors many differenc 
opinions, which proceeded from this, that the moſt part, or all of them, were meerly 
alliecro the eight, or co their kinſmen, o that each one laboured tro make him Parn- 
we7ran Which was moſt co his minde.” Whzreupon the Inhabicants of the ow the 
Eouldiers of the Army, making uſe of this delay co their advantage, as men who imagt= 


ned that this affair would never be terminated, 2nd that there would be no chaſtiſe= 


ment for them, they began ſbameleſly co break our into all kinde of aRions full of in- 
ſolency and malice. And foraſmuch as there was a great number of Merchants Ships 
in the Port, they got aboard them, and fell pell-mell co rifling both of Strangers, and 
thoſe of the Country, with ſo much licenciouſneſs, as it was ſaid,that in four days they 
took an bundred Junks, wherein they killed aboye fix thouſand men ; whereof notice 
being given to the King of Pararxca, Prince of Balambxam, and Admiral of the Sea 
of this Empire, he ran thither wich a'l ſpeed, and of the number of choſe which were 
convicted of manifeſt Robbery, he cauſed fourſcore to be hanged all along che ſhore, 
to the terrour of thoſe that ſhould behold chem. After this ation, Quiay Anſedeac, 
Pate or Duke of ( berbom, who was Governour of the Town, and greatly in authority, 
taking this which.ciie King of Panarivce had done for a manifeſt contempr, becauſe be 
had, ſaid be, lictle reſpe&ted the charge of Governour, was ſo mightily offended at ic, 
as having inſtantly got cogether about fix or ſeven thouſand hv, went and fell up- 
on this Kings Palace, with an intene toſcize upon his perſon ; but the Parmruca reliſted 
him with his followers, and as ic was ſaid, he endeavoured with many complements to 
juſtifie himſ1f co him all chat ever he could ; whereunto Quiay Anſedeas was io far 
from having any regard, as contrarily entring by force into his houſe he {l:w thirty or 
forty of his men;in the mean time ſo many people ran tothis mutiny as it was a dread-, 
full ching co bzhold. For whereas thefe two Heads were great Lords, one Admiral of 
the Fleer, the ocher Gov:rnour of the Tovn, and both of chem a'lied ro the principal 
Fami.ies of the Country, the Devil ſowed ſo great a Diviſionamongſt them, as if nighe

days after z ducing which rtime he took order by his Teſtament for the moſt importanc 
affairs of his Kingdom, and diſchatged himſelt of che obligation wherein he (iood in- 
o29ed to the Strangers which had ſerved him in this War of Chiammay In this Tefta- 
ment, when as he came to make mention of us Portugals, be would needs have this 
clauſe added therzunto, Ut i my intent thar the ſixſcore Portugals, which have always ſo 
faithfully watched upon the Guard of my Perſon, (hall receive for a Recompence of their 
good Services, half a years Tribute which the Oneen of Guibern gives me z and that in my 
Cuſtom-houſes their Merchandiſe fhall pay no Cuſtom for the ſpace of 7 years : Moreover 
m2) intent is, that their Prieſts may throughout all the Towns of my Kingdom publiſh the 
Law whereof they make profeſſion, namely, of a God made Man for the fowl of man- 
kinde, as they have many times aſſured me. To theſe things he added many others ſuch 
like, which well deſerve to be reported here,though I paſs them over in filence, becauſe I 
hope to make a more ample mencion of them bereafter. Furthermore, he defired all the 
him, that chey would give bim the con- 
ſolation before he died, ro make his eldeſt Son be declared King, which was inconti- 
nently executed. For whici eff<& ,after that all the OyaasConchalis,and MMonzros which 
are Sovereign Dignities over all the reſt of the Kingdom, had raken che Oath of Alle- 
geance to this young Prince, they ſhewed him out at a Window to all the People, who 
were ina great place below, and they ſer upon his head a rich Crown of Gold in the 
form of a Mitre, and pur a Swordinto his right hand, and a pair of Balances in his left, 
a cuſtom which they always obſerve in ſuch a like ceremony: Then Oya Paſſilico, who 
was the higheſt in dignicy in the Kingdom, falling on his knees before th: new ſe 


ſaid unto him with cears in his eyes, and ſo loud that every one might hear him, Bleſſed 
childe,that in ſo tender an age doſt bold from the good influence of thy Star the happineſs to 
be choſen by Heay e above for Governour of this Empire of Sornau ;ſee how God puts 
wt into thy hand by W# who am thy Vaſſal,te the end thou maiſt take thy firſt Oath, whereby 
tho uarſt proteſt to hold it with obedience to bis divine will, as alle to obſerve juſtice = 
qually to all the people ,without having any regard to perſons whether it be in chaſtiſing or re- 
comp-nſing the great or ſmall,the mighty or the humble, that ſo in time to come thou maiſt 
ne: be reproached for not having accompliſhed that which thou haſt ſworn in this ſolemn att;« 
0n. For if u ſhall happen,that humane conſiderations ſhall make thee ſwerve from that which 
fer thy Juſtification thou art obliged to do before ſo juſt a Lord, thou ſhalt be greatly puniſh- 
ed for it in the profound pit of rhe houſe of ſmoke, the burning laks of inſupport able ſtench, 
where the wicked and damned how! continually with a ſadneſs of obſcure mg bt in their en- 
trails, And to the end thou maiſt oblige thy ſelf to the charge which thou takeſt upon thee, 
fay now X 'mXaimpom, which is as much as to ſay, among} m,) Amen. The Polfiice ha= 
ving'tin ſhed hisSpeech,the young Prince ſaid weeping Xamxaimpm;which ſo mightily 
moved all the Afſembly of the People, as there was nothing beard for a good while 
cogerher, bur ſighing and wailing. Ac length, after that this noiſe was app=-aſed, the 
P-ſſiliro proceeding on with his Diſcourle in lookipg oa the yourg King ; This Sword,

After this, the Paſſilic» 
having iattructed hum in divers ocher ſuch lik: chings, the young Prince anſwered ſever 
times X awx4;mpom, and (o the ceremony of his Coronation was finiſhed , only there 
came firlt a Talagrepo, of a ſoyereign dignicy above all the oth:r Priefts, named Quidy 
Ponuedes, who \c was (aid was aboyes an hundred years old : This ſame proftrating him- 
ſelf ar the feer of the Prince , gave himan cath upon a golden baſon fall of rice ; and 
that done, they put him inco ir, after they had created him thus anew g for time would 
not permir chem to hold him chere longer, in regard che King bis Father was at the 

of death ; beſides chere was ſo univerſall a mourning amongſt the people; thar,

A/T= as the day and che nighe following hid been ſpent in the manner that I $1: 
have related, the nexc morning abour eight of the clock the infortunate «King 
yielded up che Ghoſt in the preſence of th: moſt pare 6f the Lords of his Kingdom, 
foe the which all the peopl: made ſo great demonſtrations of mourning, as every 
where there was nothing but wailing and weeping. Now foraſmuch as this Prince had 
lived in che reputation of being charicable co the poo, liberall in his benefirs and re- 
compences, picifull and gentle roward eyzry one, and above all incorrupt in doing of 
juſtice, and chaftifing the wicked ; his Subj:&s ſpake ſo amply thereof in their lamentatt 
ons, 25 if all chat they ſaid of it was true ; we are to believe, that rheze was never a bet- 
rer King chen he, cicher amonglt cheſe Pagans, or in all che Countries'of the world. 
Howbeir, whereas FE cannot aſſure, chat thoſe things which they affirmed in their com- 
plaints were true, becauſe 1 did not fee chem, I will only inſiſt upon thoſe which paſt 
concerning him, in the time whileR I was trading in-chis Kingdom, whereof I will re. 
port three or four amongſt many others,which I have ſeen bim-do,from the year 1540. 
untill 1545. The firſt was, that in the year 1540. Pedro de Faria, being Governour of 
Malaca,King Jeans Or Jobn,the third, of glorious memory, wrote him a L:tter, whereby 
above all chings he recommended unto him his uſing all poſſible means for the redeeming 
of a c:rrain Domingos de Serxa,who fot the ſpace of three and twenty years had been a 
{lave in the Kingdom of $:am ; adding that the doing thereof would be very impor- 
tant for Gods ſervice and his, in regard he was informed, that from him, racher chem 
from any other,he mighc be certified of the great things which were recounted to him 
of this Kingdom ; and in caſe he could redeem this Chriſtian, that he ſhould ſend him 
incontinently to Doy Garcia, the Vice-Roy of the India's, tro whom he had alſo writs 
ren, that he ſhould imbarque him in the (hip which was co part that year for to return' 
nhto Portugal. Pedro de Faria ad no ſooner received this Letters bur ſeeing with how 
much care che King his Maſter recommended this affair unto himbe ſent us with his Am- 
baſſadour to Siam,one Franciſco de Caſtro,a noble &yery rich man,to the end he ſhould 
treat about the ranſom of this Domingos de Seix as, and other fixteemr Portugals, whictr 
were alſo ſlaves there as well as he, According to this Commiſſion Franciſco de Caſtrs 
came tothe Ciry of Odiaa , whileft 1 was there , where he delivered his Lerter to che 
King of S:4m ; Wio gave him a very good reception; and after hz had read ir, and que= 
flioned him concerning . many n2iv and curious things , he anſwered him preſently, 
which was a thing he did nor uſually do to any Ambaſſadour z his anſwer contained th 

much, 4: for Domingos de Szixas, whons the C aptain of Malaca ſends to ms: fors — 
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me that I ſhall ds the King of Portugal « aſurs "mx releafing bim , I do 
NCI ne gg ch IG 
Ciſco de ving had this ing,grve him. mo for 
gp prolirated himſelf chree (cyeral times before him , Wich his head bowed down 
ro the ground, as the cutiome was to do unto this King, in regard he was more abſolute 
then others. When as ch:n the ſeaſon permitted Franciſco de Caſtro to return ro Mala- 
cs, the King ſent ro ferch Domungos de Seixas from the Town of Goutalen, where he 
was at that cime Generall of che Frontice,having under his charge thirty chouſand foor, 
five thouſand horſe, and eighteen thouſand ducates penhion by the year * With him al. 
fo he cauſed to be broughe the other fixceen Portaugals, and conſigned rhem all into the 
hands of Franciſce de Caftre, who gave him thanks again for the grace which he did 
him: A lictle after, when as Domingo de Seix as and his companions wenr ro take their 
leave of this King, he cauſed a thoutand turmes of filver to be given to them, which are 
in value cwelye thouſand ducares of our money , and defired them to pardon him for 
giving them (© lixcle. Another cime, which was in the year a thouſand five bundred for. 
y and five, Si;meno de Melo being Captain of the ſame Forcreſs of Malaca, one Luy: 
4 CHMontarroyo coming from China to go to'Patens, it happened char the ſhip wherein 
he was, being beaten with a furious cempeR, was calt away in the Port of Charir, ſome 
five lezguzs from Lugor, where all bis goods were ſeiz by the Yabardar of the 
Country, afcer that che Sea had caſt him aſhore, and wichall, be himſelf was made a pri- 
ſoner, cogerher wich all the reſt which were ſaved, co the number of four and rwenty 
Portugals, and fifty boys, which made in all ſeventy and four perſons ; the goods coo 
that were ſaved out of this Shipwrack,amounted ac leaſt co fifteen thouſand ducates.Now 
the reaſon which the Xabandar alledged for this ſame was, thu by the ancient cuſtoin of 
the Kingdom all theſe goods belonged unto him ; whereof Luw de Aontarreyo having 
advertiſed cercain Porewgals which were at that inſtant in the Cicy, they concluded a. 
mongſt chem(elyes to make an Od:as, or preſent, of ſome rich pieces, to the value of a 
thouſand ducares, and therewith to go unto the King, upon the day which was named 
of the white Elephant, that was ten dayes after, and on thz which, in regard it was a very 
ſolemn feaſt, this Prince was accuſtomed to do many graces to ſuch as were ſuicors ro 
bim for them. So on the ſolemnity of chis day, which chey call Onidaypiles, that is to 
ſay, the rejoycing of good men; all the Porrugals, who were threeſcore and odd, placed 
bemſelves in a certain paſſ:ge of one of che three principall Rreets, chrough which 
King was to pals with a great deal of pomp Majeſty, and when as they ſaw 
the King come by, they profirared themſelyzs all upon the ground, as che inbabicancs of 
Siam uſe todo; and one of them, being depured , cecounted unto the King 
the whole buſineſs of Luis de Monterroyo, and his companions, jutt as ic had paſt, be- 
ſeeching him he would do chem ſo much grace , as to command che releaſement of 
thoſe poor priſoners, without ſpeaking of che goods which th: Xaberdar had ſeized 
upon , becanſe ir ſeemed not reaſonable unto chem. Bx th2 King, who preſemcly un- 
derfiood their demand, was ſo moyed with the cears which hs ſaw ſome of them 
ſhed, as be cauſed the white Elephant whereon h2 was mounted co tay ; then caſting 
his eye on the Portugals , and the Preſent that ſome of them held our in their hands, 
Which be knew th:y intended co offzr unco him ; My friexds,ſaid he unco him, 7 rake 
that for received which you would preſent me with, and do thank_you for it;but in ſo ſolenm 
4 day 45 this 1s I dv not uſe to taky any thing of any body ,but to give,& oblige every one with 
beneficwherefore 1 deſire you for the love of your God whoſe ſervant I ans, and ever will bez 
ts beſtow this Preſent upon ſuch of your — 4s are wn moſh need of it x, for you ſhall do 
far better in Euming thereby the recompence of this Alms , which you ſhall giorfor bus ſake, 
then you could get by allthat which 1 ſhould confer on you in ack: of this Preſent, 
3t betng mooſt certain that before him 1 am but a pow worms of the earth. As for the priſoners 
which you demand of wt, it is my pleaſure tobeſtow thems as an Alnss upon you, that ſe in al 
liberty they may return unto Milaca ; ard further, 1 command that all the goods which they 
ſay have been taken from them be reſtored to them ag aig for things which are dove for God: 
ſake ought to be accompliſhed with wach more liberality then the need. of the poor requires, 
eſpecially when they crave it with ters in their ejer, Hereupon the Poreugals prottraced 
themſelyzs all before hin ; and ths nex: day the King by fig Leccers Pacencs _— 
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whereon depended the whole ſafery of this Scare ;(het2foMd to 26 agiinf him in per- 
ſon, Wherefore he ſent certain Colonelle over all'the\Kinbdom oy {pre avi an 
expreſs Commiſſion to return wichin ryetity de with thelt*qgen” bf war'ro che' City

then , and that did nor well agree wich the manner of life which they wete wont to 
lead, and therefore the richeſt of the Country aſſembled togerher, and reſolved co gei 
a diſpenſacian from chis voyage by che means of a gfeat- ſam of monzy which che) 
made up amobgt chemſelves, and carried ro the Colonel, Now whereas there is 'no 
plice where money is not powerfull enough to overthrow 'all things ; 4nd from which 
2 man ly defend himſelf ; che Colone! Raudinas ſuffered himſelf tb be overcome 
with ſuch e of coyri'#s theſe men 'preſented him with, and gonſerited char ay 
ſhould not budge from cheir homes. In this ſort he was confirained to take iny in their 
Reads moſt of rhe poor impotent 2nd ofd men of the Country, without oy Regard had 
co the Kings expreſs Injun@ion to che Eoatrary, Being arrived witli this s dly com- 
pany of Souldiers at the Ciey of Odias, he was commanded ro make x'fhew of them be- 
fore the King, as all che Colonels did of theirs ; as ſoon as this Prince cat his eye from 
2 wi where he was, ſo wrerched, old, and poorly clad ; be' cauſed one 
file of them to come before hinſy then having arked of them how old rhey were, thd 
why chey preſented themfelyes before him in ſo bad an equipage ; one —_— them 
ſpeaking for the reſt , tecoumcred unco him the whole bufineſs as it had paſt; which put 
che King inco ſich choler} chat having preſently commanded Qu:4y Raxdicaa to be 
brought before him, and reviled him publikely for his yillany and baſeneſs,” he cauſed 
him £6 be bound hand and footy and baving given order fot the melting of five Twrmes 
of filver, be made ic to be'powred into his hin his preſence, whereof he died in+ 
early, W beholding him lie dead before him ; 7f ;t be ſo, ſaidhe unto bim, 
tha needed but five Turmes of ſilver to kill thee, bog could'ft thou 1m1agi#e that the 
threeſcort thouſand thuc utes which thou rookeſt of the comards of Banchas' i to diſpenſe 
with ther from the war ſhould wot be capable of ſending thee into the other world ? God for-' 
give thee thy avarice,& me the little punt] I have inflified om thee for the ſame. After 
chis, he fenc preſently to ſearch his houſe, where the five thouſand Times he bad taken 
"were found, which were immediately brought to the King , who cauſed this money to 
be diſtributed in his preſence to thoſe old and impotent poor wretches which Raud; 
bad brought chicher, being in number aboye chree chouſand ; rhat done, be ſenc 
home to their houſes, willing them co pray unto God for him: As for thoſe effeminace 
men, who co be exempted from going tothe war, had given the five chouſand T wrmes 
eo the Colonel, be commanded them to be attired like women, and ſo baniſhed chem 
into an Iſlind called Pu/bo Cato ; whetewich yer nor concented, he confiſcared all cheir 
eſtates, which he ordered ſhould be beſtowed on ſuch as behaved chemſelves beſt in che 
war, And not long after, obſerying that one of. the hundred and thrreeſcore _—_—_ p 
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1 finice ſorrow, both: all the great Lords; and 

nerally all che Subje&s of this Kingdom,bewatled che death: of their goad: King 3 

at length an Aſſembly was \made of alt che Priefts of this City, who as ic was ſaid, were 
.twenty xd in number; by whoſe direRtion-cheprincipall petfons” ofthe Kingdom 
concluded npon che funcrll pomp, and ecremonies which tyere to bz uſed chereabour, 
according tobe cuſtom of che Country : whereupor# mighty great pile was forch- 
wich ered; made of Sandal, Aloes,Calembaa, and B:njatnin z on che which the body 
of the deceaſed King being laid, fire was put toit, with a ſtrange ceremony < during all 
thetime that the boy was a burning, the people did nothing wail and lamenc be- 
yond all expreſſion ; bur in che end, ic bzing conſumed to aſhes, oy put them inco 8 fil- 
ver ſhring, which they imbargued in a Lawles vecy richly equipped,rhat was accompanied 
with forty Seroos full. of Talagrepos, which are the higheſt dignicy of theic Gentile 


Prieſts, and a grexc number of ocher Veſſells, wherein there was a world of le : af» 
ret chem follewed an hundred ſmall barques iaden wich divers figures of Idols, under 
the forms of Adders, Lizirds, Tygers, Lions, Toads, Serpencs,Bacs,Geeſe,Bucks, Dogs, 


Elephants, Cats, Vulcures, Kices, Crows, and other ſuch like creatures, whoſe figures 
were ſo well repreſented to tie life, as they ſeemed to be living. In another vety great 
Ship was the King of all theſe Idols , which they called, The gluttonong Serpent of the 
Liga Put of the houſe of ſmeak, This Idol had the figure of a monitrous Adder,was as 
ig abour a8 an hogſhead,and wriched into nigt circles; (o that when as ic was excended, 
is Was above an hundred ſpans long z it had che week ing u>righe , and ouc of the 
br throar, and breaſt, iſſued limes of artifici ; which rendred this moſiſter ſo 
eadfull and furious, as all chat beheld ic crembled for f:ar, Now upon a Theacre three 
fathom high, and richly gilc, was a yery beautiful liccle boy,abouc four or fiv2 years old, 
coyerced all ayer with pearls, and chains, and bracel-rs of precious fionzs, baving wings, 
and a huſh of hair of fine gold, much after che manner as we uſe tro paine Angels. This 
child had a rich Curcelas in his hand ; by which iny:ntion theſe Pagans would giv: ro 
underſtand, That it was an Angel of heave ſent from God toimpriſen all thoſe many De- 
vils, to the end they ſhould not ſteal away the Kings ſoul, before it ſhould arrive at the place 
of reft, which was prepared for it there above in glory, for « recompence of the good works 
which he had done below in the world.1n this order all theſe Veſſ:lis gorto land at a Pa- 
ode, called Quiay Poutor, where after that the filyer ſhrine, in which che Kings aſhes 
were, was placed, and the liccle boy taken from chence, fire was put to all chat infinite 
number of Idolls, juttin che manneg as they ſtood in the Barques ; and this was accom-* 
panied with ſo horrible a din of cries, great Ordnance, Harquebuſes, Drums, Bells, Cor. 
nets, and other different kinds of noyſe, as it was impoſſible to hear ic without trem- 
blidg. This ceremony laſted nor aboy2 an hour ; for whereas all theſe figures w:re made 
of combuſtible tuffe, andthe Veſliells filled with pitch and rozen, ſo dreadfull a li me 
enſued preſently thereupon, as one might well haye ſaid chat ic was a very pourtraiture 
of belly ſo thac in an inftanc the Veſſells, and all chat were in them were ſeen ro be re- 
duced to nothing. When as this, and many other very lively inventions, which had coſt 
a grext deal of money, were finiſhed, all che inbabicants, which were come chronging 


thicher, and whereof the number ſeemed to be infinice, recired back to their _ 
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were ad6rngd wich may Enſigns of rejoycing,togerher, with s worla of hangings,fian- 
; Þ, ndpenereo Hereupon chere dos rn all -6 Rteers — 
orſeback, apparelled in white Dimask , who ac the ſound of very harmonious infiru- 
ments, ctycd aloud with tears in their eyes, Te ſad inhabitants of this Kingdons of Siam, 
bearkgn, hearken to that which image known ta you from God, and with humble and pure 
hearis prauſe je all bis holy names for the effeits of bis divine jnſtie are great ; withall lay- 
ing afidr 1our mourning , come forth of your abodes woes 7 ng are ſhut wp, and. ſing the 
praiſes 0 ff groderſ 0 07 God, fince he bath been pleaſed to give you a new King, who 
fears bins, and id 4 friend of the. poor. This Proclamation þ ing mocee, of the Aftiftancs, 
'Withtheir faces profirared 6n the ground, andcheir hands lifted up, as people that ren» 
dred chanks co anſwered aloud weeping z Fe makg the Angells of hoaven our «At- 
torne)s , to che end they may cantiaually proiſe the Lord fer ms. Atcer this, all the inhabi. 
rants of che Ciry coming ou of their houſes, and thinking of nothing but dancing and 
rejoycing, went to the Temple of Quiay Fanarel, that is tO ſay, the god of. the joyful, 
where they offered ſweer mes, and the pooreſt ſore, fruics, pullen, and rice, for the 
entertainment of the Prieſts, The ſame day the fiew King ſhewed himſelf over M the 
Ciry with a great deal of pomp and Majeſty, in regard whereof the peopie made great 
demonſtrations of joy and gladneſs. And foraſmuch as the King was bur nine years 
old, it was ordained by the four and twenty Braca/ons of the Goveroment, that the 
Queen his mother ſhould be the ProceRreſs or Regent of him, and that ſhe (hould bear 
rule over all the Officers of che Crown, Things palt cbus for che ſpace of four moneths 
"and an half, during the which chere was no manner of diſorder, but all was peaceable 
in :hz Kingdom z howvei, at ch: end of that time, the Queen coming to be delivered of 
a Son which ſhe had had by ber Puryzyor, being diſplzaſed wich the bad report that 
went of her, ſhe reſolved with her ſelf ro ſatisfic her defire , which was to matry with 
che Father of chis nzw Son, for chat ſhe was deſperacely in love wich him & And further, 
ſhe wickedly enterpriſed co make away the new ink, er lawfull child, co the end that 
by this means the Crown mighr- paſs to rhe baſtard by right of inhericance. Now to 
ex2cute this horrible deſign of hers, ſh: made ſhew that the exceſs of her afeRign to 
the young King her Son kept her ls in fear, leſt ſome attempt ſhould be made up- 
on his life ; ſo that one day having cauſed all che Councell of the State tobe aſſembled, 
2 repreſented uato them,that having bur chis only pearl enchaced in her heart, ſhe de- 
fired ro keep ic from _ plucked from thence by ſome viſafterz for which effet ſhe 
thought it fequiſice,as well ro ſecure her from her apprebenfions,as to prevent the great 
miſchiefs which careleſsneſs is wonc co bring in ſuch like caſes, that there ſhould be a 
uard ſet about the Palace, and che perſon of the King. This affair was immediately de- 
red in the Councell, and accorded to the Queen, in regard the matter ſeemed good 
of it ſelf. The Q1gen ſeeing then chat her defign had ſucceeded ſo well, took inftantly 
for the guard of the Palace, and che perſon of her Son, ſuch as ſhe judged were proper 
for th: executing of her damnable enterpriſe, and in whom ſhe moſt confided. She or- 
dained 2 guard then of two thouſand foor, and five hundred horſe, beſides the ordinary 
ard of her houſe, which were fix hundred Cauchins and Lequior,and thereof ſhe made 
goeva one called T:lebbacwe, che cozen of the ſame Purveyor, by whom ſhe had had a 
child, co th: end chat by this mans favour ſhe mighc diſpoſe of chings as ſhe pleaſed, 
and the more _ bring to paſs her pernicious deſign, Whereupon relying on the 
great forces which ſhe had already on ber party,ſhe began to r:venge her ſelf upon ſome 
of the great ones of the Kingdom, becauſe ſhe knew they deſpiſed her , and held her 
not in that eſteem ſhe defied, The two firſt whom ſhe cauſed co be laid hands on were 
two Deputies of the Government, making uſe of this pretext, that chey held ſecret in-

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rowardly diſpokicion,a tyrenc,and ill beloved of his Subje&ts, be fell co conſult there- 
upon with his Lords in the Town of Azeples , where ac that time be kepe his Courr, 
Deſiring cheir advice then upon ſo imporcanc an encerprize, they all of chem told him, 
that by no means he ſhould deft from ir , in regard this Ki was one of the beſt 
of the workd, «s well in riches, as in abundance of all chings ; chereunto they added, rhac 
the ſeaſon which was chen ſo favourable for bim, promiſed ic to bim at ſo good a rare, 
as it was likely ic would nor coft him aboye che revenue of one only year, EXPERCE 
ſoever he ſhould make of his creaſure ; beſides, if he chanced to ger ir, he ould remain 
Monarch of all the Emperours of the world , and therewichall be ſhould be honoured 
wich che ſovereign cicle of Lord of the white Elephant ; by which means the ſeventeen 
Kings of Capimper, who made profeſſion of his Law, mult of neceffity render him obe- 
dience. They cold him moreoyer, that having made ſo great a conquell he mighe, cho- 
rough che ſame Terricories,and wich the ſuccour of che Princes his —_——_ inco Chi- 
ns, where was the great Ciry of Pequin, che incomparable pearl of. all the world ; and 
againſt which the great Chan of Tartaria, the Siamen, and the Calaminhem, bid 
broughe ſuch 5ous Armies into the field, The King of Brawas, having beard all 
theſe reaſons, and many others which his great Lords alledged unto himgwherein his in- 
cereft was eſpecially concerned, which wo works powerfully on man , Was | 
perſwaded by chem, ang reſolved to undertake this enterpriſe, For chis he went 
directly to 2ſartabans, where in leſs chem ewo moneths and an half, he raiſed an Army 
of eight hundred chouſand men, wherein there were an hundred chouſand firangers ; 
and amonglit chem a chouſand Porragals, which were commanded by Diego Swarez, d* 
Alberg ar14, called G alegs by way of nick-name. This Diego Suarez, d our of the 
Kinggom of Portugal in the year one thouſand five hundred thirty and eight, and 
wenc into the / with che Fleet of the Vice-Roy , Don Garcia de Noronba, in a 
Junck, whereof Joans de Sepulveda,of the Town of Exora, was Captain z but in the time 
of which 1 ſpeak,namely, in the year one thouſand five hundred forty and eight, he had 
of the King of Brames two hundred thouſand ducares a year , with the title of his 
brother, and Governour of che Kingdom of Pegw. The King departed then from the 
Town of CIfariabano the Sunday after Eafter , being the ſeventh of «April 1548. 
Hi -_ as I have already (aid, was eighc hundred thouſand men , whereof only forty 
thouſand were horſe, and all the reft toor, chreeſcore thouſand of them being H - 
buziers ; there were moteover five thouſand warlike Elephants, with whom they fighc 
in thoſe Councries,and a!o a world of baggige,coger her with a thouſand pieces of Can- 
non,which were drawn by a thouſ:nd-couple of Buffles and Rhinocerots ; withall, there 
was a like number of yokes of Oxen for the carriage of the victualls. Having taken the 
field then wich theſe forces, he cauſed his Army to march fill on,untill at length he en- 
ered into the Terticories of the King of $:am, where after five days he came to a For- 
creſs called T apwres, containing ſome two thouſand fires, commanded by a certain Aſo- 
gor, 2 valianc man, and well verſt in matcers of war. The King of Bramas having inve- 
tied ic, gave chree afſanlcs coir incche open day, and laboured to ſcale it with a world of 
ladders which he had cauſed to be brought thither for that purpoſe ;- but not being able 
ro carry it, in regard of che great reliftance of them within, he retreared for that time. 
Bur having by the counſel of Diege Suarez, who was Generall of the Camp , and by 
whom he was wholly governed, cauſed forry great pieces of Ordnance , whereof the 
moſt of them ſhoe of irom, to be planced againſt it, be fell co batcering ic wich 
ſo much fury, as having made a breach in che wall cwelve farhom wide, he affaulced ic 
with ten thouſand (trangers, Tarks, Abyſſins, Mor, Malanares, Achems, Faaos, and 
Malayor ; whereupon enſued fo terrible a conflift berween the one and the ocher, that 
in leſs then balf an hour, the befieged, which were (ix thouſand Siemrees, were all cut 
in pieces, for nor ſo much as one of them would reader himſelf, As for the King of 
Bramaa,he loſt above three thouſand of his men,whereat he was ſo iriraged,as thar to be 
revenged for this loſs be cauſed all the women to be pur to the ſword, which no doubt 
was a ſtrange kind of cruelty : After this execution, he drew dire&ly cowards the 
Town of Sacotey, which was nine leagu:s beyond, defiring to make himſelf Maſter of 
that, as well as of che other. He arrived in the fight of this Town on Saturday abour 
Sun-ſer, and incamped all along the river of Lebraw, which is one of the three that iflue

_ come to a place, called Ti/ax, which is befides Juncalas, on the South-Extt Coaſt, neer 
to the Kingdom, of Quedea, an hundred and forty leagues from Afalaca, he took 
. guides char were very well acquainted with the way, b means in nine days jour- 
: ney he arrived/io-che (ight of Odiaes , where he ried Camp , which he inviconed 
with crencheg and Rirong Palliſadoes. - 
$8.2. During the (acl five days thac che King of Bramas had been before the Ciry of Odias, 
' he had beſtowed labour and pains enough, as well in making af trenches and Pallila- 
do: $,a8 in proyiding all chings neceſliry for this fieg2zin all which time the beheged ne- 
yer offered to ftir, whereof Diego Suarez, th: Mirſhall of the Cim> being aware, as 
alſo of rh licthe reckoning waich che S:amires made of ſo great a power as was there 
aſſembled, and not knowing whereunco hz ſhould arrribure che cauſe of ir, he reſo'y:d 
co execute th: delign for which hz came; co which efte&, of che moſt parc of the men 
watch he had under his cammand, he made two ſeparated Squadrons , in each of which 
there were (ix Butalions of fix thouſand a piece. After chis manner he marcied in bat- 
rell artay, at the ſound of many inſtruments , cowards the two poynts which the Ciry 
made on the South fide, b2cauſe the entrance there ſeemed more facile to him then any 
other where, $0 upon the nineteenth day of June,in the year on: chouſand five hundred 
forty and eight, an hour before day, alf theſe men of wir , having ſer up above a thou. 
ſand ladders againlt the walls, endeavoured to mount up on them y bur che beſieged op- 
poſed-chem ſo yalianly, that in leſs then half an hour there remainzd d:ad on the place 
aboy2 c2n chouſand on either parc, [n che mean time che King,who incouraged his (oul- 
diers, ſecing che ill ſucceſs of this fight, commanded theſe ro rerreat , and chen made 
the wall ro be aſfuulced afreſh, making uſ: for chat eff2& of fiv: chouſand El:phanrs of 
war which he had brought chicher , and divided into ewerrry croops, of rwo hundred 
and fifry apiece, upon whan there were ewenty thouſand Arenr and Chalems , choice 
men, and chat had double pay. The wall chen was afluulced by cth:ſe forces with o 
terrible an impetuoficy , as I want words co expreſs ic, For whereas all che Elephancs 
carried wooden Caſtles on th:ir backs, from whence they ſhot with Muskers, braſs Cul- 
vering,& a great number of Harquzbuſes a crock,each of chem cen or ewelve ſpans long, 
cheſe guns made ſuch an hayock of the befieged , char in leſs chen a quarter of an hour 
che moſt of chem were bearen down ; the El:zphancs wichall ſetting cheir tranks co che 
rarger fences, which ſerved at bactlemenes, and wherewich they wichin defende.! them 
ſelves, core chem d>n in ſuch ſorr,as not one of them remained cencire ; (© that by his 
means the wall was abandoned of all defence, no man daring to ſhow bimſelf above. In 
this {art was the entry into che Cicy yery caſi: to th: Aſlailants, who being inviced by (0 
good ſucceſs, to make their profic of ſo favourable an occaſion, (er up their ladders a- 
gain Which they had quitced, and mounting up by them co the top of ch: wall, with 2 
world of cries and acclamations, chey planced thereon, in lign of vitory,a number of 
Banners and Enfigns, Now becauſe the Tarks deſired to hays therein a berrer (hare chen 
the re(t, they beſought che King co do them ſo much favour as to give them che yant- 
guard, which the King eaſily granced them, and chat by ch: counſel! of Diege Suarez, 
who deſired noching more then co ſee their number leflzned, always gav: chem ch: moit 
dangzrous imploym:nts. Th:y in the m2an time excraordinarily contented, and 1 
to (ee chemlelyes preferred before ſo many ocher Nations as w2re in che Cumpretolved 
cocone off wich honour fro:2 this ſervice which they had undertaken, For which har

ſe having formed a Squadron of twelve hundred men, 6 wager ſome eAbyſſms and 

ANIZLATIES WEE re 44h chey mounted with great Cries by choſe Ladders up co the 
cop of the Wall, which,as I have declacedwas at that cime in the power of the King of 
Bramaa's people, Theſe Twrks then, whither more raſh;or more infortunace then 4. 
reſt, ſliding down by a, Pane of the Wall, 'deſcended through a Bulwark into a place 
which was below, withan incent to open a Gate, and give an entrance unto the King,

cal City of che, Kingdom of Siam, and ſp might gain the recompence: which « 
might well expe for ſo brav: an Action; for the King bad before promiſed to give un- 
to whomſce ver ſhould deliver up the City unco him,a chouſand Biſſes of Gold,which in 
value arc five hundredtbouſandDucaces of our money, Theſe Tarks being gotten down, 
as I have ſaid, labcaced to break opena Gare with rwo Rams which they bad brought 
with chem for char purpoſe bur as they were occupied abour it,upon a confidence -thac 
they alone (hould gain the chouſand Bifſes of Gold, which the King had promiſed to 
whomſcever ſhould open him the Gates,they ſaw themſelves ſuddenly charged by three 
chouſand Jaoz,all reſolute Souldiers,who fell upon chem with ſuch fury,as in liccle more 
then a quarter of an bour there was- not ſo much as one Twrk left alive in the place, 
wherewnh not contented, chey mounted up immediately ro the rop of the Wall with a 
wonderfu'l courage, and (o fleſht as they were, and covered over with the bloud of the 
Twrks, whom they had newly cut in pieces, they ſer upon the Bramas*s men which 
they found there, and fought with them (© valiantly, chat they durſt nor make head a- 
paint them, ſo that molt of chem were there ſlain, andthe reſt cumbled down over the 

all. The King of Br amas r<doubling his courage .more then beſore, would not for 
all chac give over this Aflaulr, bur contrarily reſolyed to undertake it anew; ſo as imagi- 
ning chat thoſe Elephancs alone would be able to give him an entry inco the Ciry, 
he cauſed them once again to approach unto the Wall. Ar the noiſe bereof, Oyaa Paſ- 
Slew, General of the Ciry,ran in all. haſte tothis paxt of che Wall, accompani 
ed with fifteen thouſand men,whereof che molt part were ;, Borneos, and ( bame 
pas's, with fome AMenancabs"s among, and —_ the Gare co be preſently opened, 


through which the Brawaa pretended to enter,and then ſent bim wx 'd,that whereas bg,.. « ; 
yur to underſtand bow his Highneſs bad promiſed to give a thouſand Bifles of® 
old w 


whomſoev:r ſhould open him tbe Gates,that ſo he might thereby enter imcothe 


Ciry, be had now pe i ſo that e might enter if be would, provided that like 
a great King a5 be make good his word, and ſend bim the thouſand Biſſes 
of Gold, which he filay to receive, The King of Bramas having received this 
jear, would not vouchſafe to give an anſwer, chereby to ſhew his contempt of Oyas 
Paſſilics ; but inftantly be commanded the Ciry to be aſſaulted, which was preſencly 
executed with a greac deal of fury ; for the fight began ſo terrible, as ic was a dreadful 
thing ©© behold, the rather for that the violence of it laſted above three whole hours, 
during the which time the Gate was twice forced open, and twice the Afſailants gor an 
entrance intothe City, which the King of Siam no ſooner perceived, and char all was 
in danger co be loſt, bur be ran ſpeedily co oppoſe them with his followers, which 
were about thirty thouſand in number, and the beſt Souldiers that were in all the City : 
whereupon the Coaflift grew much hotter chen before, and continued half an hour and 
berter, during the which I co not know what paſt, nor can ſay any ocher thing, ſave 
that we ſaw (ireams of bloud running every where, and the Air all of a light fire g there 
was alſo on cicher part ſuch a cumulc and noiſe, as one would have ſaid the Earth had 
been coctering; for it was a molt dreadfull ching to hegr the diſcord and jarring of thoſe 
barbarous Infiruments, as Bells, Drums, and Trumpets, intermingled with the noiſe of 
the great Ordnance azd ſmaller ſhor, and the dreadfull yelling of fix thouſand Ele- 
phancs,whence enſued ſo grear a terrour, chat it took from them that heard ic both con- 
rage and ſenſe; withall, that place ac che City gate, whereof the Bramas bad been Ma- 
fier, was all covered over with bodies drowned in bloud, a ſpeRacle ſo horrible, chat 
the very fight of ic put us a'moſt befides our ſelves. Diege Suarez then, ſeeing their For- 
ces quite repulſed our of the City,the molt part of che Elephants burr, and the reſt ſo 
ſcared with th: noiſe of the great Ordnance, as it was impoſſible to make them rerurn 
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Sc2.2, | The King being retired co his 
Ation which 
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unto the Wall ; #3 alſo char the'beſt of ch6ie that had fought & the Gute were (lain, 
and thar the Surf was almoſt down, came to rhe King, and counſclled Hint to ſound

He 
gzve th:n $ ſecond Aﬀault unto the Ci:y, which proved like unco the former, for he loſt 
a world of che in it, ſo that he was forced to retreat ; bur his wilfulneſs was ſuch, 2f 
_—_—— wich the grear ſlaughter of his men, he gave five Aﬀliules more co it my 
che diy, whetcin be made uſe of many Warlike firatagems, which a Greek _Enginier 
daily invented for him ; but whatſoever he could do, be was always ſa'\oto retire wich 
loſs, whereat be was greatly rroubled. In the mean time, whereas the Siege of this Ciry 
hid already endured four moneths and an half, be commanded a general Muſter of his 
Sonldicrs to be made, and, he found that an hundred and forty thouſand of them were 
wanting. Whereupon iccing to what eſtate he was reduced, for the purti”'g of an end 
co the buſineſs, he reſolved to affault the Ciry again with anocber new Invention, and 
this Aﬀaule was the eighth he had already given to ir, during the Siege, which be enxer« 
priſed by che Council of War, and that under the fayour of the night ; for 
ed vato him, chat Darknefs would make the Aﬀlulc leſs dangerous, art! the 
the Walls more facile.

Things thus prepared, on Friday abour 
midnight, being very dark and rainy, the King of Bramas cauſed three times one after 
another all the grear Ordnance of che Camp ro be diicharged, which, as I remember, 1 
have already ſaid, confifted of an hundred and threeſcbre great Pieces, whereof the mot 
part ſhot Iron Bullers, beſides a many of Falconers, Baſes, and Muskers, to che number 
of fifreen hundred; ſo that from afl theſe Guns ſho: off cogether three times one after 
snother, proceeded ſo horrible and dreadfull a noiſe, as I canner Chink char any where 
but in Hell cie like could be ; for on whatſocy:r the imagination can be fixr, ic cannoc 
meer with any thing chat may be rightly compared thereunto, Ac this time, it was noe 
onely the great Pieces of Ordnance, whereof I have ſpoken before, and che (mall 
ones roo, Which were ſhor off, bur the like was done by all the Guns which were boch 
within che City, and wichour the Camp, of what bigneſs focver chey were, being 
at leaſt an hundred chouſand in all; for whereas ther: wers, as I have :lready aid, 
threeſcore thouſand Harquebuſiers in the King of Framas"'s Army, there were thir- 
ty chouſand alſoin the City, beſides ſev=n or erght thoutand F lconcrs and Baſes ; (© 
Chat to hear all theſe ſhot off continnally tor the ſpace of three hours together, and 
intermingled wich chunder, lightning, and che rempett of che night, was, to ſay che 
ruth, a thing which was never ſeen, reac of, or imagined, and ſuch indeed 25 put every 
one almoſt beſides himſelf, for ſome fell #ac on the ground, 1one crept behinde Walls, 
and others got inco Walls, During the greateſt violence of this borri Je and furious 
Tempet}, chey ſer fire on the fix and ewen'y Catti-s hich they had b fore brought cloſe 
co the Walls, ſo that by the force of the Winde, which was at that time very great, and

ther id: , bur racher boch of chem were in a condition to be utrerly defitoyed ; for 
whereas the one and other reinforced rhem(ſelves continually with freſh ſupplies , and 
that che King of Br ama: obſtinacy was ſuch, as be went, himſelf 1n perſon among 
his ſouldiers, incouraging them with tus ſpeeches, and che grear iſes char he made 
them, the hgh. proceeded ſo far, and increaſed ſo mightily , as being unable co deliv:r 
the leaſt pate of that which paſſed therein, I leave i co the underſtanding of every one 
x0 imagine what it might be, Four bours after midnight,the fix and ewenty Caſtles be- 
ing quice burned to che ground, wich (© terrible a blaze, as no man durſt come within a 
fianes cat of ir, the King of Brawas cauſed a retreat to be ſounded,ar th2 requelt of the 

ains of the (irangers; for there were ſo many burt men among them, as all che day, 
and moſt parc of che night following, was imployed in dreſſing of them.

them, be required chem co give him cheir advice thereupon ; immediately che affair be»

That the Zemindoo bring riſen #p in the Kay | 
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dom of Pegu, bad cut fif:eev theuſand Bramaas there un pieces, and bad withal ſeized on 
the principal places of the country. At theſe news the King was fo troubled, that with» 
out further delay he raiſed che hege, and imbarqued himſelf on a river, called Pacaras, 
where he (tayed bur that night, and the day following, which be imployed in retiri 
his great Ordnance and ammunition. Then having tet fire on all the Pallifadoes, and 
lodgings of che Camp, he parted away on Tueſday , the fifreenth day of Offober, in 
the year a chouſand five hundred forty and eight , for to go to the Town of Marta- 
bawo. Having uſed all poflible ſpeed in his voyage ; at ſeventeen days end he came 
thicth:r, and chere was amply informed by the Chalagonims, his Captain of ll the 
Zemindsos proceedings, in making. himſelf King, and icizing on his treaſure z by kil- 
ling fifteen thouſand Brawaas , and that in divers places he had lodged five bundred 
thouſand men, with an intencion to (top his paſſage into the Kingdom. This news ve- 
ry much perplexed.the King of Bramaa, (0 that he fell to thinking with bimſelf whac 
courſe he ſhould take for the remedying of ſo great a miſchief as he was threatned 
with : In the end he reſolved to tatry a while at CAMartobane, to attend fame of his" 
forces that were ftill bebind , and chen co go and fight a barrel with his enemy ; bur 
ic was his ill luck, chat in the ſpace, of fourteen days onely which be abode there, of 
four hundred thouſand men which he had , fifey thouſand quicred him: For wher-as 
they were all Pegues, and confequendly defirous ro ſhake off the Bramaasr yoke, 
they thought it belt ro (ide with the new King-the Zemundos , who was a Pegs x8 well 
as they; and they were the rather induced chereunco, by underitanding , char this 
Prince was of an eminent condition , liberal, and ſo affable ro every one , that be 
thereby won molt men co be of his party. In che mean time the king of Bramas, fear- 
ing left the defeRion of his ſouldiers ſhould daily more and more increaſe, was advi- 
ſed by his Councel toſtay no longer there , in regard the longer be ſhould carry, che 
more 'his forces would diminiſh, for that a great part of his Army was Peges, which 
were not likely to very faichful unco him, This counſel was _—_ of 

king , 'who preſently marched away.cowards Pegs, neet unto Which be was 
et arrived ,. bur he was certified thae che Zemundes , being advertiſed of his coming, 
Was attending ready to receive him. So tbeſe rwo kings being in the view of one an- 
other, incamped in @ great plain, ſome rwo: from the Ciry of Pegs, the* 
Ztmindoo with 3x hundred thouſand men, and the Br awas with three and 
fifry thouſand. The nexc day-theſe wo Armies being pus into bactel array, came co 
Jjoyn together on Friday the fixteemth of November , year, atbouſand five 
tundred forry-and cight, Ic was about fix of che ing when firt chey 
began cheir incouncer, whith was performed wich ſo much violence, as 2 general cc- 
feat enſued thereupon, yer fought chey wich an invincible” courage on eicher pare ; 
but the Zennndeo bad the works, for in leſs then three hours his whole Army was rout» 
ed, with the {langhrer of chree hundred thouſand of his m-n , ſo char in this extre- 
miry he was forced co ſave himſelf onely with fix horſe in a fortreſs, Battelor, 
where he ſtayed bur one hour, during the which, he furniſhed himſelf with 8 lietle Ve 
ſel, wherein he fled che night enſuing up the river 10 Cedas. lexve him now fly. 
ing, until we ſhall cone to him again when es time ſhall ſerve, return tothe king 
of Bramas, who exceedingly contented with the vitory which be had gotren, march- 
ed che next morning againlt the-Ciry of Pegs z where as ſoon as be arrived, the inha- 
birants rendred themſelves unto him , on condition to have their lives and goods ſa- 
ved. ep he took order for the i them, thar were hurt z as for thoſe 
thar he loſt in this baxcel , chey were found to be threeſcore thouſand in number, a+ 
mongli che which were two hundred and fourſcore Porrug als, all the reft of them being 
grevouſly wounded. _ 

Set. Having already treated of the ſucceſs which the king of Brawaa: had in 
the kingdom of S;am, and of the rebellion of. the kingdom of Pegs, m:»thinks ic will 
nor be amiſs for me to ſpeak hereſuccinRly of the ſcituarion, extenc, abundance, riches, 
and fercility which I ſaw in this kingdom of $S/4m, and in this Empire of Ser#as,to ſhev 
that che conqueſt chereof would have been far more uſeful unto us, chen all che eftares 
which now we baye in the India's, and cbat we might obtain it with a great —_ 
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charge. This kingdom, as may be ſeen in che Map, is ſeven hundred leagues in length, 
and 2 hundred and chreeſcore in breaths che molt pare of ir conſiſts in great plains, 
where are a world of corn grounds , and rive;s of freſh water, by reaſon whefeof the 
Country is exceeding fertile, and abundantly fRored with cattel and vituals. In the 
moſt eminent parts of ic are thick Forelis of Azge/in 700d, whereof thouſands of ſhips 
m'ghe be made ; there are alſo many mines of Silyer, Iron, Sceel, Lead, Tin,Saleperre; 
and Brimfione ; likewiſe great abundance of Silk, Aloes, Bznjamin, Lacre, Indico, Coc- 
ton-wool, Rubies, Saphires, Ivory and Gold ; There is moreover in the wcods matvel- 
Jous fiore of Brafil and Ebony, wherewich an hundred Juncks are every year laden, to 
be tranſported to China, Haman, the Lequios, { amboya and ( amphaa ; beſides Wax, 
Honey ,and Sugar,which divers places there do yeeld very plentifully,The Kings yearly 
revenue is ordinarily twelve millions of Gold,over and above the preſents which the 
great Lords make bim,chat comes co a great marrer, In the juriſdiction 8f his territories 
there are fix and rwenty hundred populations, which they call Prodon , as cities and 
towns amonglt us, beſides villages and ſmall hamlets, whereof I have no reckoning. The 
moſt part of choſe populations have no other fortificatiobs or walls, then paliſadoes of 
weed > that it would be eahie for any thar ſhould atcaque them ro make themſelves 
maſters thereof ; che rather for that the inbabitancs of choſe places are nacurally effemis- 
nate, and defticure of arms oft-nfive and defenſive, This coaſt of this kingdom joyns. up= 
on the rwo North and Sourh Seas z on that of the Indias by Jaxcalo 2nd Tanancaring, 
and on that of Ching by Honpolocata, Cuy, Luger, C hintabs, and Berdio, The capital 
City of all chis Empire 1s Odias, Wwhereot I bave (ſpoken heretofore ; ir is fortified with 
walls of brick and mortar, and conrains, according to ſome, four hundred thouſand 
fires, whereof an hundred chouſand are firangers of divers countries of the world: for 
whereas the county is very rich of it ſelf, and of great traffick, there paſſes not a year 
wherein, from the Provinces & Iſlands of 7aoa,Balr, Madonra, Angenio, Borneo,& Solor, 
there ſails not thereunto at ch- le.ſt a 1090 Juncks,belides och2r (mailer veſſels,where- 
with all the rivers and all che harbors are full. The King naturally is no way given toty- 
ranny. The cuſtoms of alt the Kingdome are chaticably deflinaced for the maintenance 
of certain Pagoder where the duties that are paid are very eaſic ; for whereas the religi= 
ous men are forbidden to trade with mbney,tbey rake ao more of Merchants then what 
they will give chem our of alms, There are in chis Country twelve Sets of Gentiles, 
as in the Kingdom of Pegs ; and che King for a Sovereign ticle cauſech. himſelf co be 
called Prechaw Salex, which in our rongue fignifics, A bely member of God, He (hews 
not himſelf co che people faye only twice 1n:che year, bur chen with ſo much riches and 
majeRy ; as he hath power and greatneſs, and yer for all this chat I ſay,--he Jers nor ro 

himſelf the yafſal and cribucary to the King of China, to- che end chat by 
means thereof his (.,bj:&s Juacks may be admitred inco che port of Col8bay, where or- 
dinacily mn Sue cheir commerce. There is alſo in this Kingdom a great quantity 
of Pepper, Ginger, Cinamon, Camphire, Allume,Cifſiz,Tamarinds and Cardamon ;. ſo 
6 one may truly affirm that, which I have ofcen heard ſay in choſe parts, namely, that 
this Kingdom is one of rhe deft countries in the world, and eafizr robe ſubdued then a- 


ny other Province, bow lictle ſocver. I could here report likewiſe many more parcicula= 
ricies of chings which I have ſeen only in che city of Od:as; but I am not minded ro make 
mention of them,chat I may not beger in them chat ſhall read this the ſame grief which 
I have for the loſs which we made of it, chrongh our fins, and the gain we might make 


im conquering this Kingdom.

after the King of Br amaa had obtained that memorable vitogy neer to Peg,as 1 
have declared heretofore , by means whereof be remained peaceable poſſefior of the 
whole kingdom , the firit thing be —_— himſelf in was co puniſh the offendors, 
which had formerly rebelled ; for whi he cut off che heads of a great 'many of 
the Nobiliry,apvd Commanders, all whoſe cltates were confiſcated to the Crown, which 
(according to report) amounted unto cen millions of gold, befides plate and jewels, 
whereby that cEmmon Proverb, which was common in the mouths of all, was verified, 
namely , That one mans off ence coſt n—_p—— Whileft the king continacd 
more and more in his crueltics , and injuſtice, which be execured againſt divers perſons 
during the ſpace of two monerhs and a half, certain news came to him, chat the eyed 
HMarthbano was revolted, with the death of two thouſand Bremer, und thatthe Che- 
logomin, Governour of the ſame city, had declared himſelf for the Xemundes, But that 
he cauſe of this revolt may be the berrer underfiood by ſuch as are curious, I will(before 
I proceed any further) ſuccintly relate,how this Yemrndos had been of a religious order 
in Pegs, 2 man of noble extraftion, and (2s ſome zffirmed Jnecr of kin to che precedenc 
King, whom this Brawas had put to death rwelve years before, as I have already decla- 
red, This Xemiadoo had formerly ro name Xoripaw Xay,a man of about forty five — 
of age, of a great underſtanding,and held by every on= for a Saint : be was withal very 
well vertt in the Laws of their Sects and falſe Religion, and had many excellent parts, 
wWhici: rendered him ſo agreeable unto all that heard him preach, as be was yo ſooner in 
the Pulpic , but all che afſiftancs profirated themſelves on the , at every 
word that he uttered, Aſſwredly God ſpeaks in thee, This Xemi ing bunſelf chen in 
pans arty re Auer re, ns urred on by che generoſity of bis nature, and che 
occaltion which was thet ſo favorable unto him, reſolved to try his forrune , and fee to 
what degree it might arrive. To this end,-ac ſuch time as che King of ZBrawas was fal- 
len upon the kingdom of Sem, and had laid fiege co che ciry of Odias, the Xemindeo 
preaching in the cemple of ( arguiey at Prgw, which is as it were the Cathedral of all 
the reſt, where chere was a very bly of people, he diſcourſed at large of the 
loſs of this kingdom, of the of their lawful King,as alſo of che Extortions, 
cruel puniſhments, and many miſchiefs which rhe Br eamwaas bad to their Na- 
tion; wich 7 fn ran with ſo many offences againſt God,as even the very 
houſes which had been founded by the charity of good co ſerve for Temples 
wherein che Divinz Word might be preached, were all deſolated and demoliſhed ; or if 
any were found till Randing, they were made uſe of, cither for fables, lay ſtalls, or o- 
cher ſuch places accuſtomed to lay fileb or dung in. Theſe, and many othet ſuch like. 
things, which the Xemsirdov delivered, accompanied with many highs and cears, made (o 
oreat an imprefſion in the minds of the people , as from xd they acknow- 
ledged bim for their lawful king , and ſwore al unto him ; ſo chat inftead of 
cal'ing him, as they did before, Xonipan Xay, they named him Yemindoo, as x ſovereign 
ricle which chey geve him aboye all orbers. Seeing himſelf raiſed then to the dignuy 
of king, the firſt —_— and fury of this people, was to go to the king 
of Bramaas palace, where baving found five thouſand Bramaas , be cut them all ip pic- 
ces, not (paring the life of one of them ; the like did he afterwards to all the refi of 
them that were abiding in the moſt important places of the State, and wichal he ſeized 
on the kings treaſure, which was not ſmall. In this manner he flew all the Brameas 
that were in the kingdom, which were fifteen thouſand, beſides the women of that Na- 
tion of what age ſoever, and ſeized on the places where they refided, which were in- 
ttantly demoliſhed; fo thar in the ſpace of three and ewenty days onely be became ab- 
ſolute poflefor of the kingdom, and prepared a great Artny to fight with the king of 
Bramaa, if be ſhould chance to return upon the bruic of this rebe'lion, as i he

Wherefore ic ſball#uffice me to ſay, that this poor Maid ſecing her 1elf upon che 
poinr to be forbed, (irangled her ſels-with a firing that ſhe wore about ber Middle 
for a Girdle ; which ſhe choſe rather to do, then (uffer this ſenſual and brutiſh Man 
to carry her away with him by forcez bur he was therewith ſo dilpleaſed, as be was 
heard ro ſay, that he repented him more for that be had not enjoyed her, chen for 
uſing hr in thac ſore as be did. Now from the day of this abborred AR, till four years 
after, the good old man, the Father of che Bride, was never ſcen to go our of his 
Houſe; but at {epgth ro give a greater Demonliration of his Sorrow, and to ſhew 
his extreme R2fentment of che matter, he covered himſelf with an old tatrered Ma, 


» and in that ſad equipage went up and down, begging an Alms of his yry Slaves,

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never eating any thing, bur lying all along naked, and his face fixed on the ground. | 
Thus conrigued he in fo (ad a manner of life, uncill in che end he ſaw that the ſeaſon 
invited him to hay2 recourſe taco juſtice, which he demanded in this ſort ; perceiving 
that in the Kingdom there was another King, other Governours, and other Juriſ- 
diction, alterations which time ordinatily producerh in every Country, andin all kinde 
of affairs, hz went out of his houſe in th: wreeched faſhion he had ſo long uſed, ba- 
ving a big Cord about his Neck, and a white Beard, reaching almoſt dow to his 
Girdle, and gor him into the midlt of a great place, where flood a Temple called 
Opiey Fantarey, that is co ſay, the God of the «ff1Red; there he rook the Idol from 
cft the Alcar, and holding it wn his arms, be returned out of the Temple, to the ſaid 
great place, whete having cried out aloud three times to draw the People togerher, 
as accordingly they came flocking in unto him, ,he-ſaid with cears in his cyes; O ye 
People, ye People ! who with a clean and peaceable heart make profeſſion of the truth of 
this God of the affiified, which you ſee here 1 my arms, come forth likg Lightmng in 4 
dark andrainy Night, and joyn with me in crying ſo loud, that our Cries may pierce the 
Heavens, to the end the priifull car of the Lord may be drawn to hear our beavy lamenta- 
tions, aud by them he may know the reaſon we bave to.demand juſtice a y - this ac- 
curſed ſtranger; as the moſt wicked Man that ever was born inthe werld or this abo- 
munable'Wreich hath not been comented with ſpoiling u4 of our Goods, but hath alſo diſho+ 
moured our F,milies ; wherefore whoſoever ſhall not with me accompany the God which 1 
hold in my hands, and water with my tears, in detefting ſo herrible a Crime, let the 
£lutronous Serpent of the profound Put of Smoke abridge bis days miſerably, and tear his 
Body in pieces at Midnight, This old mans words 10 mightily terrified the Afliftants, 
and made ſo deep an impreſſion in their mindes, chat in a ſhort time fifty thouſand 
perſons zfl:mbled in thar place, with ſo much fury and defire of revenge, as Was won - 
derfull't& behold. Thus the number of che People fill more and more increafing, 
chey onging (trait ao the Kings Palace, with fo. horrible a noiſe, as Rruck rerrqur 
ito all that heard them. 1n ctis diſorder, belmgygrrived at the ourward Court of the 
Palace, they cried our 6x or ſeven times with a dfeadfull rone ; G,King come ogt of the 
place where thou art ſhut up, to hrarkgs to the woice of thy God, who demands juſtice of + 
thee by the of thy poor People, Ac cheſe Ctics the King pur forth his head out of 
the WindoWh and affrighred with ſo range an Accident, Would needs know of them 
what they would haye ? Keno 7,07 all anſwered unanimouſly-wich ſuch loud Cray 
as ſeemed to pierce the "Juſtice, juſtice, againſt a wicked Infidel; who to. ſpoi 

« of our Goods bath killed our” Fathers, our Children, our Brothers, and our Kinſmen; 
The King having thereupon inquired of chem who ic was; 4s &, anſwered they, ar ac- 
xrſed T bref, participating with the Works of the Serpent, who i the Fields of Delight 
abuſed the firſt Man that God created, Is it poſſible, ſaid he unto them, that there 
fhowld be any ſuch thing 4s you tell me F Whezeunto they all replied, This ſame 5s the 
moſt accurſed Ma: that ever was born onthe Earth, and is ſo out of hu wicked nature and 
inclination, wheyefore we all of us beſeech thee in the name of this God of the affiifted, that 
his veins may be as mach empried of his bloud, as Hell us filled with his wicked works. 
Ac theſe words the turning towards them that were about him, #hat do you think. 
hereof, (aid he unto them 2” What am 1 to de? and how am 1 tocarry my ſelf in [> flrange 
and extraordinary a matter ? To which they all anfvered, My Lord, if t hou wilt not 
hearken to that which this Goddof the affiifted. comes to demand of thee, it i210 be feared 
that he will take care na longer to aid thee, ' and will refuſe to ſupport thet mihy Dignity. 
Then the Kipg turning himſelf again to the multicude that were below in the Court, 
bade them go to the place where the great Market was kept, and he mould grue order that 
the Man whom they required frowld Te delivered unto them to be diipoſed of at their plea- 


ſure. Whereupon having ſenc for the Chirca of Julitice, who igas the Sovereign Su- 
perintendent thereof abov- all others, he commanded him to go and apprehend Diego 
Swarez,, and deliver bim bound hand and foot to the People, that they might do juliice 
ou him, for he feared it he did ocherwiſe , that. God would execute 1t upon 
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The Chirca of Juſtice went immediately ro Diego Suarez. his houſe, and told

for me to take upon me that great pain which thou ſayeſt then haſt in thy bead, where- 
fore thou muſt go along with me, tither by fair means or by force, ſince thew obligeſt 
me to tell thee the truth, Diego Suayex, then, ſeeing thit chere was no means to excuſe 
him, wcald have taken along witty him fix or ſeyen of his Servants, and the { birca 
not permitcing ir z 1 maſt, ſaid be unco him, fulfill the Kings command, which us, that 
thou ſhalt come alone, and not with fix or ſeven men, for the time is now paſt wherein 
then wert wont to go ſo well accompanied, as I bave ofrentinues ſeen thee do ; all thy ſup- 
port is gone by the death of the Tyrant of Brains, who was the quill wherewith thou 
blewedf up thy felf 10 unſupportable pride, as ts apparers by the wicked attions which 
thou haſt committed, which at this preſent accuſe thee before the juſtice of God, This 
ſaid, he rook him by rhe hand, = led him along with him, environed with a Guard

Being come 
again to himſelf, be craved a lictle Water, which he bed no ſooner taken, but lifring 
up bis hands to Hexven, he ſaid with cears in his eyes, 5s iniguitates obſeryaberis, Dop+> 
mine, Domune quis ſuſtinebit?

Thus al- 
together deſolated as fie was in this laſt afliftion, when be was come in fight of the 
place whither the King bad commanded him to be d, it is ſaid, rhat per 
ctiving ſo many people, he remained ſo exceedingly diſtna chat curning himſclf 
ro Portug al, who was permitted ro accompany him, . Jeſas, ſaid be unto him, have 
all theſe accuſed me to the King * Wherennto the {birce made him chis Anſwer, 
It is no lexger true for thee to think, of this, for thon haſÞ wit enough to know, that the 
People are of ſo unruly a humoxr, that they always follow evil wherennto they ave natu« 
rally inclined. It is nor that, replied Diego Suarez, with tears in his eyes, for / know 
that Hy 6 fs Garrary in them, ir proceeds from my ſins. Thou ſeeſt thereby, 
faid che (Þerca, this 15 the ordinary Rechmpence which the World is accuſtomed to 
we to them, who during this Life have loſt the menuory of the divine Juſtice, as thou 
done, and God give thee the Grace that in this little time thou baſt to live thou 
mayeſt repent thee of the F aunts thou haſt committed, which poſſibly may avail thee more 
then all the Gold that thou leaveſt behinde thee, for an Inheritance to him, who peraduen- 
thre is the Cauſe of thy Death, Herz Diego Suarez, falling do vn on his knees, and

lifripg up his eyes to Heaven, O Lord Jeſu Chriſt, crizd he, my true Redeemer, T be= 
feech thee by the Pains which thes ſuffered upom the Croſs, to permit that the Ac- 
euſation of theſe bundred thouſand bunger-flarved Dogs againſt ma, may ſerve to ſa= 
115fie the Chaſtiſement of thy drvine Juſtice in my behalf, ro the end that the ineffi= 
mable Price which thow haſt :impleyed for the Salvation of my Soul, without any Me» 
rit of maine , -may net be unprofitable unto me, This ſaid, he aſcended the Stairs 
which led to the Marker-place, and the Porrage! that affifted him told me, how 
at eyery ftep he kifled the Ground, and called upon the Name of JESUS; at 
length when he was come to'the cop, the CAſanbogoan, who held the Idol in his 
arms, animating the People with great Cries, faid unto them, #hboſorver not 
for the honour of this God of the afflited, whom I bave here in my arms, ftone thei. 
ed Serpent , tet him for ever be miſcrablt and let the Brains of bus Children 

be conſumed in the midſt of the Night, 1» the end that by the Puniſhment of (6 
great a Sin, the righteous Judgement of the Lord above may be juſtified in them. 
He had no ſooner made an end of ſpeaking thus, bus there fell io great a Showet 
of Scones On Drego Snares, as in leſs them « quarcer of an hour be was bu- 
ried under chem, and they that flung chem at him did ic © indiſcreerly, as che 
moſt part of chem hurt one another therewith. An hour after they drew forth 
the poor Diego Swarce, from under the Stones, and with another new Tumulc, of 
Cries and Voices they tore him in pieces, with ſo mucty fury and batted of the 
whole People in general, as there was noc he which did tzot believe that he did 
a charicable and holy Work in giving a Rewatd to the molt mutinous a2 
choſe which dragged his Members and Entrails up and down the Screets. This 
Execution done, the King willing ro confiſcate his Goods, ſent Men to bis Houſe 
for that purpoſe, where che Diſorder was ſo great, in regard of the exrreme 
Avatice which theſe hungry Dogs had, they lefc not a Tile unmoved ; ahd becatife 
they found not ſo much as they expeRted, they pur all his Slayes and Servancs 
to toctufe, wich ſuch an exovs of cruelty as eight and thirry of them remained 
dead in the place, among which were 4. obs Portugals, who bote rhe pain 
of thing whereof they were not guilcy. In all this ſpoil here were no more then 
fix hundred Bifſes of Gold found, which are in value chree hundred thouſand Du- 
cates , bdefides ſome Pieces of rich Houſhs!d-{tuff ,' bur no precious Stones, nor 
Jewels at all, which perſwaded men that Diego Suarez, had buried all the reti; bows 
ſoever it 'eould never be found our, nomwichitanding alf che ſearch char was made 
for ir, and yet it was venfied by the judgement of ſome who had ſeen him in bis 

- . proſperity, that be had in means above three Millions of Gold, according ro the 
ation of che Goumry, B-hoid char was the end ofthe great Dregs Suns 

rez,, whom Fortune had ſo favoured in this Kingdom of Pegs, 23 ſhe had raifed - 
him upto the degree of the King's Brother, the' higheſt and moſt -abſolure Title ot 
all others, and given him wichall two hundred thouſand Ducates yearly Rent, with 
thie Charge of General of eigt hundred thouſand Men, and Sovereign over all the 
other Governours or Vice-Roys of fourteen Kiagdoms, which' the King of Bras 
ma had at that time in his poſſeſſion. Bur it is the ordinary courſe of the Goods 
of this World, eſpecially of ſach as are il! gocren; always to ſerve fot a way to 
Diſgraces and Misfortunes. : 
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I returg now tothe Xemindoo, of whom I have not ſpoken a long time. Wh:re- 
as thar Tyranc. and avaricious King Xemin de Satan gave” daily new increaies to the 
Cruelties and Tyrannies which be exerciſed again all ſorts of perſons, never ceaſ- 
ing killing and robbing (indifferently) thoſe, who were thought ro have Money ; nor 
ſparing any thing that be could lay bis hands, his Rapines proceeded (o far, as ic 
was that in the ſpace of ſeven Monerhs onely, wherein he was peaceable Poſi.flour 
of this Kingdom of Pegs, he put to death fix vety rich Merchants, be- 
ſides many ancient Lords of che Country , who by way of Right of Inhericance 
held cheir ERates from the Crown, Theſe Extortions rendered him ſo odious, as 
the moſt of -thoſe that were with him abandoned him co fide with the Xe- 
21ndoo, who had for him at that'time the Towns of Digen Meideo, Dalas, and 
Coulame , even to the Confines of Xarss, from whence he parted in halle to go 
and befiege this Tyrant with an Army of two hundred thouſand men, and 
thouſand Elephants, When, be was arrived at the Ciry of Pegs, where Xemin de 
Satan then kept his Court, he inveſted it round abour with Paliſadoes and very 
firong Trenches, yea, and gave ſome Afults co ir, bur he could not enter ic. lo 
eafily as he believed, in. regard of the great refiftance he found from them wictun ; 
wherefore judging it requiſice for him to alter his minde, being prudent as he was, 
he came very ſubtilly co a Truce of ewenty days with the Tyrant upon certain Con- 
ditions, whereof the principal was , that if within che cerm of choſe twenty days 
he gave+him a thouſand Biſles of Gold, which are in value five bundred thouſand 
Ducates, he would defiſt from the pretention and right which he had co tis King- 
dom; and all this he did (as I have already ſaid) cunningly, boping by this means 
to bring him to his bowe wich leſs peril, So the time of the Truce beginning co 
run on, all things remained peaceable on eicher fide, and che Behegers fell co 
communicate With the Beficged: During this Pacification = — wo hours 
before it was day, they of the Xemindgs's Camp played afrer their manner upon di- 
yers ſorts of Infiruments very y, at the ſound whereof all they of the 
City ran to the Walls to ſee what the matter was ; Whereupon thoſe Inftramgacs 

g ©o play, a' Proclamation was made by a Prieſt, accounted by every man a 
holy perſonzge, who faid theſe words wich a ſad voice, O ye People, ye People ! 
unto whom Nature hath given cars to hear, hearken to the woice of the holy Captain 
Xeimindoo, of whom God will maks uſe for the reſtoring you to your ibenfand for- 
awer quiet ; mm order whereunto be admoniſheth you *from Quiay Nivandel, che God 
of Battels of the Field Vitau, that none of you be ſo hardy «s to lift wp your band a- 
£anft him, nor againſt this holy Aſſembly which he hath made, out of « holy z44t © 
"cowards theſe People of Pegu, as Brother", that he is, to the leaſt of all the Poor : 
Otherwiſe whoſocver ſhall come againſt the Army of the Servants of God , or ſhall 
have the will to do thew any barm, ltt him be accurſed for it, and at deformed and 
2c as the Children of the Night, who foaming with Boyſon maks borrible Cries, and 
be delrvered into the burning jaws of the Dragen of Diſcord, whom the true Lord of 
all the Gods hath curſed for ever , whereas comrarily, to theſe that ſhall be fo happy 
as to obey this Proclamation, as bu holy Brethren and Allies, (hall be granted in this 
Life a perpetual Peace, acc ed with a great deal of Wealth and Riches ; and 
TR their Death their Souls ſhall be no leſs pure and agreeable to God, then thoſe of 
the Samts which go dancing amidſt the Beams of the Sun in the celeſtial repoſe of the 
Lord Almighty. This publication made, the Muſick began to play again witch a 
great noiſe as before, which made ſuch an impreſſon in the hearcs of chem that heard 
it, aS1n ſeven nights that it continued above threeſcore thouſand perſons wen. and 
rendered themſelves to the Xemindoo; for moſt of them which heard choſe words 
gave as much credit chereunto, as if an Angel from Heaven had ſpoken them. In 
the mean time che beſieged Tyrant, ſeeing that theſe ſecret Proclamations of the 
Enemy were ſo prejudicial unto him, as they could not chuſe but turn to his utter 
ruine, brake the Truce at twelye days end, and deliberated with his Council what he 
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ſhould do, who adviſed him by no means tw ſuffer himſelf co remain any longer be

DD gaity of King ; for che firft and principal 
endeavour, was to maincain his King- 
flouriſh ; as indeed he citabliſhed ir with 10 
durſt avrong 2 leflcr chen bim- 
the Government of his Kingdom, he - 
it filled che Sc chat were chere with admi- 
che quiet, and union 
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ncencion, ſome SkirmiſhW enſued, which continued moſt part of 
prone fre hundbed exxn en dhneng ile end the echie ware Bala 
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howbeit theadvantage remained with the Chaumigrem, becaiſe he gained the place 
whereunto he pretented, and paſſed all the night chere in banquertcing, and making 
great bonkres for this good ſucceſſe. The next day,betimes in che morning, the Xe- 
mindoo King of P:gu, preſented the batrailto his enemies, who did not reuſe ic , ſo 
that they incountred one another with allthe fury that a cruel hatred is accuſtomed 
co kindlein ſach like caſes, che two vantgards then, who were the beſt Souldiers a- 
mongk them, fell ſo luſtily uncoit, that in lefſe then half an hour, all the Field'was 
covered with dead bodies, and the Pegues beganco lack corirage. Whereuponthe Xemir- 
doo ſeeing his men give ground, came to ſuccour them with a body of three thouſand 
elephants, wherewith he er npon the ſeventy chouſand horſe ſo couragioutly, & to the 
purpoſe, as the Brawas'”; loſt all that they had gained , which perceived by the 
Chanmigrem, who was betcer experienced in matters of Warre, knowing full well 
what he was todo, to recover all again, made ſhew of recyring, as if he had b 
vanquiſhed, the Xemindeos thereupon, whounderſtood not this ſtratagem, andrhat 
thought of nothing but the victory, purſued his enemy abour 2 quarter of a league: 
but incontinently the Br ama facing about with all bis forces, fell upon his enetny with 
ſuch violence and horrible cryes,as not enly men, but evenche very earth, and all che 
other elements ſeemed to tremble atit. By this meanes thecorfi:& renewed in ſuch 
ſort, asins lictle time theayre was ſeen all on fire, and the ground watered all over 
with bloud, for the Pegs Lords and Commanders, beholding their King ſo farre 
ingaged in the battle, and likely to loſe the day, ran inſtantly to his ſuccor ; che 
like did the Panonſaray, the Braman's brother,onhis kde, with fourty theuſand men, 
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and two thouſand elephants; ſo that there enſued betwixt them ſo bloudy and * 


dreadfull a fight, as words are not able to exprefte che truch of it; wherefore I ſhall 
fay no more, bur that half an hour, orthere about before Sun-ſec, the Army of nine 
hundred cheuſand Peprer was utterly diſcomficed, and (asit was ſaid) four hundred 
thoaſand of them were left dead onthe place, and all the reſt, or the molt pare of 
them, grievouſly wounded , which the Xemindoo ſeeing, fled out of the field, and fo 
cſaped. Thu did the vitory remain unto the Chanmigrem, whothereupon cauſed 

unſelt ro becrowned King of Pegs, with the ſame royal Enfignes, magnificence, and 
triumph, as the other King of Br«maa,whom Xemin 4 Satan flew,had formerly been. 
And in regard it was already night, they beſtowed che time in no other thing, but in 
dreſſing the hurt men, and keeping good watch in the Camp. . 


The next day, as ſoon as it was light, all the victorious ſouldiers, as well wound- Se. 1. 


ed as unwounded,ran to the ſpoil eto dead bodies , wherewith divers amungft them 
were mightily enriched, for they found chere great ftore of Geld and Jewels, by 
reaſon the cultome of thoſe Gentiles is, ( as I think, 1 have heretofore delivered ) to 
carry all their wealth abour thermo the War. The ſouldiers being well ſatisfied in 
this particular, the new King of this miſerable Kingdome parted forthwith from the 
= were he had gotten the Victory, and marched towards the Citie of Pegs, di- 
t forme three leagues from thence. Now foraſmuch as he would not that day 
enter into ic, for certain conſiderations which 1 will relate hereafter, he ſer-himſelf 
down inthe view of ic, about half a league off, in a Plain, cailed Sunday Patir =and 
after be bad chus encamped his Army, he gave order for the guard of the four and 
ewenty gates thereof, by placing at each of thery a Bramas Commander with five 
thouſand Horſe. In this manner he remained there five dayes, wichour being able 
to reſolveto enter into the Citie, out of che fear tie was in, leſt the ſtrangers ſhould 
require of him the pillage ofit, asindeed, he was obliged co grant it to them by the 
promiſe which he had made them for it at Taxgaw. Now the cuſtomof menot War, 
who live but upon their pay, being to have regard to nothing but cheirincereſts, theſe 
ſix Nations ſeeing che King thus defer his entry into the Citie , which they could not 
brook, began to mutinie, and this by the inſtigation of a Portxgal, named Chriſte- 
nans Swrnents, « man ofa turbulent ſpirit, but otherwiſea good and valiant Com- 
mander, and this murtinie proceeded fo far, as the King of Bramas for his own 
lafty was conſtrained to retire into a Pagode, where he fortified himfclf with his 
Bramad's, untill that the next morning about nire of the clock he came to a truce 
with them, and cauſing them co aſſemble rogerker, fromthe top of a wall he m ro 
Hhbh them 
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them in this fort, fy worthy Friends, and valiant Commander 1, I have canſed you ts 
' come rs thus holy reſting place of the dead, to the end that with 4 ſolemn Oath I may diſ- 
Cover Knto you my SHEOMMLONS , whereof, with my knees onthe ground, and my ge lift np 
unto heaven, I take to witneſs Quiay Nivandel,che God of Battel of the field Vitau, be- 
ſeeching him to be judg of this between you and me, and to ftrike me dumb, if I do mot rel 
you the truth. Ivery well remember the promiſe I made you at Tanguu, which was, to 
give you the pillage of this tumultuous Citie , as well becauſe [belirved your valer wonld 
be 45 it were the miniſter of my revenge, as in ſome ſort to ſatisfic your avarice, where- 
unto I know you are naturally ny much inclined; Now baving given you thu promi/e 
for a gage of my faith, Iacknowledg that I am altogether obliged not to break myword with 
you: But when, ontheother ſide, 1 come.to conſuder the great inconveniences which may 
accrue to me thereby, andthe ſtrilt account which I ſhall one day render for it before the 
witable and rigorow juſtice of the Lord above, I muſt confelſe wnte you, that I am 
very much afſraid of charging my ſelf with ſo beavie a burthen + wherefore Reaſon ad- 
viſes me to render my ſelf faulty towards men, rather then to fall into the diſpleaſure of 
Ged : Beſides, it is wot reaſonable that the innocent ſhould pay ſor the guilty, and of 
whom I am ſufficiently ſatufied with the death which they bave received in thu laft bat- 
tel by your hands. Behold, how 1 earneſtly intreat you, as children that you are of 
my bowels, that having regard to my good jntention, you will not kindle this re wherein 
my ſoul will be burnt ſince you ſee well enough how reaſonable that u which 1 defore of you, 
and how unjuſt it would be for you to refuſe it me. Nevertheleſs, to the end you may not 
remain altogether witbont recompenſe, 1 do here promiſe you to contribute therewnts al 
' that ſhall ſeem reaſonable to you, and to ſupply thus default in part with my own goodr, 
with my Perſon,with my Kingdom and with my State, Hereupon the Commanders of 
thoſe fix Nations hearing Kings juſtification, and the promiſe which he made 
them, yeeldedto agree unto whatſoever he would do : howbeir, they prayed him a- 
boveall things to have regard unto ſouldiers pretenſions, who were not at any hand 
to bediſcoprented, butgrearly to be made account of, Wherenuato the King re- 
plved, T hat they had reaſen,and that in all things he wonld endeavony to conform 
felf ta whatſoever they ſhould judg reaſonable, 1n the mean time, to aveid diſputes 
which mightenſuc hereupon, it was concluded, that they ſhould referr themſelves to 
Arbicrators : for whicheffc& the Mutiners were to name chree on their fide, and the 
King three others on his, which madeſix in all, whereof three were to be Religious 
men,and the reſt Strangers, thar ſo the judgment might be given with lefſe ſuſpicion. 
This reſolution being raken berween them, they agreed rogether, that the three Re- 
ligious men ſhould be the MMenigrepes of a Pagode,that was named Lniay Hifaren,chac 
is to ſay,the God of Povertie, and thatfor the other three Strangers,the King and the 
Mutirers ſhouldcalt lots, to ſee who ſhould chuſe one or two of them on his fide. 
This Ele&tion being fallen to the King, he made a choice of two Portugals, of an bun- 
dred and forty that were then in the Citie , whereof the one was Gonſalo Pacheco, 
the King our Maſters FaRtor for Lacre, a worthie man, and of a good conſcience ; 
and che orher a worſhipful Merchant, mamed Nano Fernandez. Teixryra, whom the 
Kingheld in good eſteem, as having known himin the life time of the deceaſed King, 
By the ſame means the Commanders of the Mutiners ele&ted another ſtranger, whoſe 
name I donot know. Things thus concluded, the Judges deſtined for the reſoluti- 
on of 'this Aﬀair were ſent for, becauſe the King was not willing toſtirre out of the 
place where he was, untill the matter was determined , to the end he might diſmiſſe 
them all peaceably before he eacred into the Citie, for fear lelt if they entered with 
him, they ſhould not keep their word. For this purpoſe then the King about mid- 
night ſent a Bramaa on horſeback to the Portugals quarter, who were1in no lefle fear 
then the Prgnes of being plundered and kil Aiter that the Bramas was come 
intotheCictie, and that he had asked aloud (for fo they uſe ro do when they come 
from the King) where the Caprain of the Port»gals was, he was preſently conduRted 
ro his Lodging, where _ arrixed, /t 7 athing (faid he to the Captain) & pro- 
' pertothe nature of that Lord above, who bath created the firmament and the whole 
heavens, to makg good men for the converſion of the wicthed, as it is ordinary with the 
pernicious Dragon to nouriſh in hu beſome ſpirits of commotion and tumnlt , to 
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bring diſerdir wato the prace which conſerves w in the holy Law of the Lixd, TI mean 
h:reby (continucd he ) chat amons [t xl theſe of your Nation there is on: wicked man 
lomnd vomiting ont of big infernal Fomack flames of diſcord and [edition,by means wher- 
of be bath cauſed thethree range Nations of the Chalons, Meleytes axd yavadis to mmu- 
timie in the King my Maſters Army, whereupon hath enſnea [0 great a miſchief, tbat 
brfider almoſt the ntter ruint of the Camp three thiuſand Bramaa's have been ſlain, and 
the King hrna( lf bath bren 18 (uch danger, 4s he was fainto retire 1x#to a Fort, where he 
bath remained three dayer, andſtill irthere, not aaring to come out, berauſe he cannot 
pitt any truſt inthoſe ſtrangers. Howbeit, for a remedy of ſo great nnquietue'ſſe, it hath 
pleaſed Grd,whn iy the rywe Fathber of concord, fo inſpire the Kings heart with patience to 
endure thu 1 jure, being prudent as be re the end be may by that means pacific the tu- 
mult and rebellion of theſe three twrbulent Nations, whe inhabit the moſt deſart parts of 
the morutains of Mons, and arc the moſt accurſed of God —_ all people. Now, to 
whe an emtry into this prace and union, 4 Treaty bath been had between the King and 
the Commander! of the MMutinerr, whereby it hath been concluded ontither part with an 
Oath, That tocxempt this'City from the plundering which had been promiſed tothe Soul. 
diers, the King ſhall n11e them ont of bis own eſtate, as much as fix men, deputed for 
that purpoſe ſhall award; of which number there are already fonr, ſo that to make np che 
whole fix, there wants none but thee, whom the King bath choſen for him ;, and another 
Portngal, whoſe name is written in this paper, whereby thin ſhalt be aſcertained of that 
which I bave ſaid niet thee. Thereupon he delivered a Letter unto him from the 
King, of Pramaa ;, which Gonſals Pacheco received upon his knees, and laid upon his 
head, with cxterior complements ſo full of civilitie and courteſie, us the Bramas re- 
mained very much contented and ſatisfied therewith, and ſaid unto him, Swxrely, the 
Kins my Maſter muſt needs have a great knowledge of thee, in that be hath choſen thee 
for a Judge of bis Honexy and Eſtate. Hereupon Genſalo Pacheco read the Letter a- 
loud before all the Portzgals, who heard it ftanding, with their hats in their hands : 
The conrets of it were to this effet, Captain Gonfſalo Pacheco, my dear Friend, and 
that appears before my eyes dike apreciona Pearl, as bring no leſs vertuoms in the tran- 
quillitie of thy life then the holyeſt Menigrepss wyich live 1n the Drſarts,, I, the ancient 
Chavmigrem, ard now King of fourteen States which God Bath now put into my hands 
by the death of the boly King my Maſter, ds ſend thee a ſmile of my month, to the end 
thew mayeſt be 44 agreeable to me, as thoſe whom I cauſe to ſit at my table in a day of joy 
and feaſting : Know then that I bave thought goed to take thee for 4 fmage of the Aﬀacr 
that i in queſtion, and therefore have ſeut for thee,together with my good Friend, Nano 
Fernandez Teixyra, to come preſently unto me for to give _ to this 7 ny 9 I 
wholly commit unto your truſt. And for ſo mnch as conceyns the ſecurity of your perſons, 
in regard of the fear you may be in of the late Mutiny] ds engage my word, [wean to 
yew by thefaith which a King onghtto have, whom God bimſelf hath anointed, that I 
will rake you, and all theſeof your Nation, with all others that belteve in your God, into 
my proteition, Afﬀterthat this Letter was read, to the grett aſtoniſhment of all usthae 
heard it, we could beleeve no other, but that by Divine permiſſion it came from 
Heaven, for the aſſurance of our lives, whereot we itood in very great doube nncil then, 
Genſals Pacheco and Nuno Fernandez, with ren other Portwgals which were choſen for 
that purpoſe, inſtantly prepared a Preſent of divers rich Pieces to carry to the King,un=- 
to whom they went that very ſame night an bour before day, in the company of the 
Bramaa who brought the Letter, in regard, the haſtethe King was in wonld brook 

no delay. . + 
Gonſals Pacheer, Nuno Fernandes, and the other Portuggls] arrived at the Camp 
an hour before Sun-riſing, and the King ſont to receive themone of the chicfeſt 
Bramaa Commanders that he had, and in whom he very much confided, who was 
accettpanied with above an hundred horſe, and fix Serjeantsat Armesthat carried Ma- 
ces, This ſame received the Port»gals, ard lead them to the King, who did much 
honour unto Genſals Pacheco, and Nano Fernandez ;, and after he had calted with 
them of divers matters, he putthem in mind of the importance of the buſineſle for 
which he had ſent for them, and willed them by any means to' leane rather tothe 
Commauders then to him, aſſuring them that he ſhould be very well contented there- 
Haha with, 
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with, and faid many thingsto them to that purpoſe, Then he cauſed them to b+ 
conducted by the ſame Brawas Lord to the Tent, where the other four Arbicrators 
were with the high Treaſurer,and ewo Regiſters , when! as they had commanded i- 
lence to 8ll that were withour, they fell to debating of the buſineſſe for which they 
were aſſembled together , whereupon there were many opinions, which took up the 
moſt partoftheday, buraclaſt all ſix came coconclude; That albeit on the one (ide 
che King,” by the promiſe which he had madeat 7 angunto the forreigne Souldiers, for 
ro give them the ſpoil or pillage of the places which he ſhould rake by force, was excee- 
dingly obliged to the performance thereof, yer ſeeing that on the other ſide chis pro- 
miſe was of great and notable prejudice tg the innocear, becauſe it could not be pur 
in execution without greatly offending God , theſe things conſidered, they ordained 
by their award; That the King, wn regard of the promiſe which be had mad: them, 
ſhould pay wnte them a thouſan bifſe of gold out of bus own treaſure, and that upon the 
Souldiers receiving thereof they ſhowld paſſe over to the «they ſide of the River, and ve« 
tire direftly sutotheir comntries ,, but that they ſhould firſt be alſo paid ali that Was due 
rorbem befſcyethis mutiny began, and that they ſhonld be furniſhed with vituals ſuffici- 
ent for twenty daief, This award being publiſhed was received with much content 
co either party ; So that the King commanded it to be inſtantly and puncually 
executed, and for a greater teſtimony of his liberality , after he had paid chem all 
this ſum of meny, he beſtowed upon the commanders and Officers of each Com- 
pany many bounritull rewards, wherewith they were all of them very well pleaicd, 
and ſatisfied. In this ſort were theſe three mutirious nations diſcharged ;, for the 
King would by no meanstruſt, or make uſe of them any longer :  Huwbeit, be would 
not ſuffer theſe ſtrangers to go all away together, but cauſed chem to be divided in'o 
troups, each of them confiſting of a thouſand men, to the end that by -this means 
they ſhould give the leſle ſuſpicion in their return, and ſhould be lefſe able ro piun- 
der the open towns, by which they were to paſſe, and thus the next day they de- 
parted. As for Gonſals Pacheco, and Nano Fernandes T eixyra, the Kinfguve them 
ten bifſes of gold, for being his Arbicrators in this affair, whereunto he added 2 paſy- 
port written with his own "} whewby the Portugal; were permitted to retire tree. 
ly intothe Indies, without paying any cuſtome or duty for their merchandize; where. 
of we made more account then of all che mony could have been given us, becauſe thac 


 forhree years before the precedent Kings had retayned us inthis country, with excee- 


ding much vexation and tyranny, whereby we wereoftentimes in great danger of our 
lives, by reaſon of the ſucceſfe of that which I have ſpoken heretofore. This done, there 
were Proclamations madgby men on horſeback, to give notice that the day following, 
the King would eater into che City in a peaceable manner,threatning all ſuch as ſhould 
dathe contrary,with a cruell death. Accordingly, the next m__ ar nine of the 
clock che King parted from the Pagode, whether he bad retired himſelf; and abour 
an hour aiterarrived at the City, whereinto entring by the chicfeſt Gate, he was 
receivedby anaſſembly. (iaform of a Progeſſion ) of fix thouſand Priefts of all the 
ewe) ye Sets which arc inchis Kingdome , by one of whom, called Capizandso, an ora- 
tion was made unto him, whereof the preface was thus, Bleſſed and praiſed be that 
Lord, who ought truly to be acknowledged of all men for ſuch,im regard of the holy works 
which he hath made with his Divine hands, teſti fied to us by the I: ght of the day the ſor- 
ning of the night, and all the other magnificences of bus mercy which he bath produced in 

." effett; of bis infinite power, which are agree- 
able unto him, he hath been pleaſed to eſtabliſh thee on the earth above all the Kings that 
govern it , and ſceingwe hold thee for bis favorite, we humbly beſerch thee ony Lord chat 
thou wilt never more remember the faults and offences which we have committed againſt 


-thee, to the end that theſe thy affiifed people may be comforted with the promiſe there- 


of, which they hope thy Majeſty will make them at thu preſent. This ſame requeſt 
was likewiſe made unto him by the ſix thouſand Grepes, all proſtrated on the ground, 
and with their hands lifred upto heaven, who with a dreadfull-rumulrt of voices ſaid 
unto him , Grazt,our Lord and King peace and pardon for that ispaſt ts all the people 
of thus thy Kingdoms of Pegn,to the end they may wot be troubled with the frar of their 
offences, which ch cofee pablikely before thee, The King anſwered them, chat he 

vas 
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w2s contented fo todo, and ſwore tothem by the head of 2niay Nivandid, the God 
of Barrel of the field Firaw, for the confirmition thereof, Upon this promiſe all the 
people proſtrated themſelves with their faces on the ground, and ſaid unto tim; God 
make thee to proſper for infinite years in the viftory over thy enemies, that thou mayeſt 
trample their brads nndey thy fret. Hereupon for a token of great gladneſſe,they fel co 
playing on diversimſtruments after their manner, though very batbarouſly, and un- 
runably ;and the GrepoCapizonds fer on his heada rich Crown of gold and precious 
ſtones of the faſhion of a Micts , wherewich the King made his entry into the City, 
with a great deal of ſtate and criumph, cauſing to march before him ail the ſpoile of 
the elephants and chariots, as alſo the ſtatue of the Xemindoo, whom he had vyanqui- 
ſhed, bound with a great iron chain, and forty Colours crayled on tke ground; As 
for him, be was ſeated on a very mighty elephant, harneſſed with gold, and invirored 
with forty Serjeants at armes bearing Mac there marched likewiſe all the great 
Lords and Commanders en foot, with their Whmient covered with plates of gold, 
whichehey carried on their ſhouldiers, and three thouſand fighting eleplrants, with 


their Caſtles of divers inventions, belides a world of other people, as well toot as horſe 7 
which followed him without number. ” , 


CHAP. kBXXV. | 
The finding of the Xemindoo, and bringing of him to the King, with the manner of 
bus execution and death ;, and kx particularities concerning the ſame. 

A Frer that the King of BY amas had continued peaceably in this Citie of Pegs for 
the ſpace of fix and ewenty daies, the firft thing he,did was co make himſelf 
» after ofthe principal places of chis Kingdome, which not knowing the defeat of the 
X:mindes, held ſtill for him: To this purpoſe, having given Commſlion to ſome 
Commanders for ir, he wrote to the inhabirancs of thoſe places divers courteous 
Lerters, wherein he called chem his dear children, andgavethem an abolition of all 
that was paſt: He alſo promiſed them, by a ſolemn oath, to maintain them in peace 
for the time tocome, and alwayes to miniſter juſtice re chem, without any Impoſts 
or other oppreſſion , but that he would(contrarily )do them new favours, as to the 
very Bramaas which ſerved him in che Warres. To theſe words he added many 0- 
thers, very well accommodated to the time and his deſire, for the better crediting 
whereof, they that were already reduced under his obedience wrote their Letters al- 
ſo unto them, wherein they made an ample relation of the Franchiſes and Immuni- 
ties which the King had granted co them. All this, accompanied with the fame which 
ran thereof in all parts, wrought ſo great an eff:&, as all thoſe places rendred unto 
him, and put themſelves upder his obedience : ſo that,in imitation of them all,the 0- 
ther Cities, Towns, States and Provinces that were in the Kingdom, did the hke. For 
my part, I hold, that this Kingdome whereof the King of Bramaa made at this time 4 
new Conquett, is the beſt, the moſt abundant, and richeſt in Goldin Silver, and preci« 
ous Stones, that may be fonfid in any part of the world: Things being thus accompliſhed, 
to the great advantage of the Bramaa,he diſpatches divers Horſemen with all ſpeed in- 
to all parts, to go inqueſt of the Xemixdeo ,, who (as I have already declared) had 
eſcaped from the paſt Bartel, and was ſo unhappy, that he was diſcovered in a place 
named Faslas, a league from the Town of Pores,which ſeparates rhe Kingdom from 
Aracam : Preſertly whereupon, he was lead with great joy,by a man of baſe conditi- 
on, to this King of Bramae, who in recompence thereof gave bim thirty thovifand 
Ducates of yearly rent. Being brought before him, bou he was with an iron 
collar, and manacies, he ſaid unto him, in way of derifion, Thos art welcome ( King 
of Pegu and maiſt well kiſſe the ground which thou ſeeſt , for I aſſure thee, I have ſet my 
foot on 1t ,, whereby thou mayeſt perceive how much Iam thy Friend, ſince I do thee an 
honour which then conldſt never imagine. To theſe wordsthe Xemindoo made no an 
ſwer , ſo that the King falling to jeer this miſerable man anew, who lay before him 
with his face on the ground, ſaid nnto him, What means this? Art thou amazed to 
ſee me, or to ſee thy ſelf in ſo great bonour ? Or what us the matter that thou doſt not an- 
[wer tothat which 1 demand of thee? After this affront, the Xemindoo,wherher ic _ 
thac 
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that le was troubled with his misfortunes,or aſhamed of his diſhonour, anſwered him 
in this fort; /f the clouds of Heaven, the Sun, the Moon,aund the other ertainres which 
cannot expreſſe 1z words that which God bath created for the ſervice of man,aud for the 
beawtifying of the Firmament, which hides from us the rich treaſures of big power could 
naturally with the horrible voice of their dreadful T bunder explain to them which now 
look upon me, the eſt ate whereanto [ ſee my ſelf reduced before thee, and the extreme af 
fliition which my ſoul doth ſuffer, they would anſwer for me,and declare the canſe I bave 


robe mnte in the condition wherein my ſins have ſet me: whereas thou oanſt not be Pndg 
of the execation 


of that which I ſay, being the party that accuſeſt me, and the miniſter o; 
of thy deſigne, T hold my ſelf for excuſed, if ] do not make the an anſwer, as I wonld ds 
before that bleſſed Lerd,who, how faulty ſorver I could be, would have pitic on me nuved: 
with.the leaſt tear that I ſhowld ſhed. This fawd, he fell down with h# face on the 
ground, and ewicecopether asked for a lygtle water : Whereupon the King of Bramas, 
the more to aflit him, commanded War the Xemwindoo Thou'ld receive this warer 
from the hard of a Daughter ot his, (held by him as a ſlave) whom be exceedingly 
loved, and had at that time of hisdefeat promiſed'to ghe Prince of Nazrir, Son to 
th: King of Avaa. The Princeſle no ſooner ſaw her Father lyiog inthar'manner on 
the ground, but ſhe cat ber ſelf ac his feer, and ſtraitly embracing him , after ſhe 
had kifſed him thrice, ſhe ſaid to him with her eyes all bathed in tears, O my Father, 


| my Lord, aud my King, 1 intreat yow, for the extreme affettion which { bavealwayes 


born you, and for that alſo whichyoubave at all times ſhewed to-me, that you will beplta- 
ſedtolead me with you, thus ifubracing you 4s 1 ds, 40 the end that inthi; ſad paſſage you 
may have oneto comfort yow with a cup of water, now that for my ſins the world refuſes 
you that reſpiit which is dge wnto you, It 15faid, thatthe Father would fain have an. 
ſwered to theſe words, yet could not poſlibly doir, ſo mych was he oppreſſed with 
griefand anguiſh af mind, to ſee this Daughter whom he ſo dearly loved, in ſuch a 
taking ; bur felfasit wereing ſwoun, and ſo continued a good while ; wherewich 
ſome Lords thac were there preſent were ſo moved, as thetears came into their eyes , 


which obſerved by the King of Bramaa, and that they were Pegnes, who had for- 


merly been the Xemindeg*s Subjects, fearing leſt they ſhould berray him in time to 
come, hecauſed their heads to be preſently ſtrucken off, ſaying with « diſdzinfull 
and fierce countenance, Seeing you have ſo great pitic of the Xemindoo your King, get 
J0u before and prepare alodging for him and there be will pay you for this afſetl ion which 
ou teftifie to have for him. Atter this, his wrath redoubled in ſugh ſort, as initantly 
he cauſed this very Daughter to be killed in her Fathers arms, which truly was more 
then a brutiſh and ſavage cruelty, in ſeeking to hinder the affe&tions which nature 
hath imprinted in us. Then no longer enduring the gh of the Xemindes, he com- 
manded him ro betakenfrom thence, and to becarried to a cloſe priſon, where he 
paſſed all che night following under a ſure guard. 

The next morning, Proclamation was made over all the City, for the people to be 
preſentatthedeathof the unhappy Xemindos,now,rthe chiefeſt reaſon why the Braman 
did this, was, that the inbabicanrs ſeeing him dead, might for ever loſe all hope of 
having him for their King, as allgenerally deſired, for whereas he was their Coun. 


_ tryman, andthe Bramaa a Stranger, they were in extreame fear, left the Bramas 


ſhould become inrime like unto him whom Xemin de Satan flew, and that had been 
during his reigna mortal enemy tothe Pegues ; entreating them with ſuch extraordi- 
rary,cruelty, as there ſcarcely paſſed a day, wherein he did not execute hundreds of 
them : andall fer mattets of {mall importance, and which deſerved no puniſhment, 
had they been proceeded againſt by the waics of true Juſtice. Abour ten of the 
clock, /the unfortunate Xewindes was drawn out of the dungeon where he was,in the 
manner enſuing, Before him-marched through the Streets, by which he wasto paſſe, 
forty men on horſeback with lancesintheir bands, to prepare ard clear the waies; 
therewereas many behind as before him, which carried naked ſwords, crying aloud 
co the people, whereof the number was infinite, to make roem : After them follow- 
ed about fifteen hundred harquebufiers with their matches ligbred , next to theſe laſt, 
which they ofthe Country uſe tocall, the avant conrexys of the Kings wrath, went an 


tundred and threeſcore elephants armed withtheir Caſtles, and covered with filk Ta-

peſtry, marching by five and fivein a rank , after them rode in the ſame order, by five 
ina rank, fifteenmen on horſeback, which carried black enſignesall bloudy , crying 
aloud, as it were by way of Poclamation , Let thoſe miſerable wretches, which are 
the ſlaves of hunger and are continually perſecuted by the diſgrace of fortune, hearken to 
the cry of the arm of wrath,cxecuted on them that have offended t heir King,to the en, that 
the aſtoniſhment of the pain, which is oxdained them for it, may be deeply impygnied in 
their memory. Behind theſe ſame were other fifceen, clothed with a xind of bloudy 
garment, which rendred them dreadful and of a bad aſpe& , who at theſound of five 
Bells, which they rungin baſte, ſaid wich ſo lamencable a voice, as they that heard 
them were moved to weep: This rigorous fuſtice is doneby the living God, the Lord 
of all truth,-f whoſe boly body the hairs of our heads are the feet ;, It ts he that will have 


the Xemindoo pat ts death,for wſurping the Eſtates of thegreat King of Bramaa, Lord 


of T angun, T heſe Proclamations were anſwered by a troupe of people, which marched 
thronging before with ſuch loud cryes, as would have made onetremble to hear chem, 
ſaying theſe words, Let him dic without having pity en him, that hath committed ſuch 
an fence : Theſe were followed by a company of hive hundred Bramaz horſe,and after 
them came another of foot, whereof ſome held naked ſwords and bucklers in their 
hands, and the reſt were armed with corſelets, and coats of maile; In the midſt of 


theſe came TX I mounted on a leanill-tavoured jade, and the hangman 


on the crupper him, holding him up under beth the armes. This miſerabie 
Prince was fo clad, that his naked skinne was every where ſeen, withall, inan 
exceeding derifion of his perſon, they had ſer upon his head a Crowne of ſtraw, like 
unto an Urinall caſe; which Crowne was garniſhed with muſcle-ſhel's, faſtned coge- 
ther with blew thred;, andround about his iron collar were a number of onions tyed : 
Howbeitr, thouch he was reduced to ſo deplorable an eſtate, and that his face was 
ſcarce like to char of a living man, yet left he not (for all chat)from having ſomething 
of I know nor what in hiseyes, which manifeſted the condition of a King. There 
was beſides ubſer v-d in him a ma jeſticall ſweernefle, which drew tears from all that 
beheld bim. About this guard which accompamed him chere was another of above 


a thouſand horſemen, incermingled with many armed elepiiants: Paſſing thus tho- 


row the twelve pri» c.pal {ireets of the Cicy, where there was a world of people, he 
arrived a” 'at at a certain ſtreet called Cabam Bainhaa, out of which he went but two 
and twenty, d: y: 52,70 go and fight with the Braman, in ſuch pomp and greatneſs, 
as by the report of them :hat ſaw it, and of which number [ was one, ic was(withour 
doubr)one of the mol? marvellous ſights that ever hath been ſeen in the world, whereof 
notwithſtanding] will make no mention here, either in regard | cannot promiſe to 
recounc rightly how all paſt, or forthart I fear ſume will receive theſe cruths for lies , 
nevertheleſſe mine eyes having been the witneſſes of theſe two ſucceſſes, if I do nor 
ſpeak of the greatneſſe of the firſt, I will at leaſtwiſe declare the miſeries of the ſecond, 
to the end by theſe two fo different accidents, happening in ſo ſhort a time, one 
may learn whatlictle afſurance isto be put in the profperities of the earth, and in all the 
goods which are given us by inconſtantand deceirful Fortune. Whenas the poor Pati- 
ent had paſt that ſtreet of Cabam Bainhaa, he arrived at a place where Gonſalo Pacheco 
our Captain was, with abovean hundred Portugals in his Company ; amongſt the 
which there was one of a very baſe birth, andof a mind yet more vile, who having 
been robbed of his goods ſome years before, as he ſaid, at ſuchtime as the Patient reign- 
ed, and complained to him of thoſe who had done ir, he would not vouchſafero give 
him audience ; ſothat thinkingto be revenged on him for it now, with extravagant 
and unſeemly ſpeech , avſoon asthis poor Prince came where Gonſalo Pacheco was, 
with all che other Portugals, the witleſle fellow ſaid aloud to bim, that all might hear 
him, 0 Robber Xemindoo, remember how when I complained to thee of thoſe that had 
robbed me of my goods thew wonldeft not do me juſtice , but I hopethat now thou ſhalt ſa- 
tirfic what thy works deſerve : for I will at ſupper eat a piece of that fleſh of thine, where- 
wnro I will invite two dogs that I bave at home. The fad Patient having hzard the 
words ot this hair-bain'd fellow, lifced up his eyes to heaven, and after he had 
continued 2 while penſive, turning himſelt with a ſevere councenance towards him 
that uttered them, Friend, ſaid he unto him, 7 pray thee, by the great goedneſs of that 
3s 
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God in whom thou believeſt to pardon me that for which thou accuſeſt me,and to remens- 
ber that it 1s not the part of a Chriſtian, in this painful eſtate wherein I ſee my ſelf at this 
preſent, to put mein mind of that which I have done heretofore ,, for boſedrithat, thou 
canſt not thereby recover the loſs which thou ſayef# thou haſt ſuſtained, it will but ſerve 
to affiibt and trowble me the more. Pacheco having heard whac thisfellow ſaid, comman- 
ded him to hold his peace, which immediately he did ; whereupon the Xemindeo with = 
a pray@&ountenance made ſhew that this aRion pleaſed him , ſo that ſeeming to be 
more quiet, it made him to acknowledge that with his mouth which he cogld not 0- 
therwiſerequite, 1 mnſt confeſs, ard he unto him, chat I could wiſh, if God would 
permit it, I might have one hour lenger of life to profeſs the excellency of the ſaith where- 
in you Portugals live , for, as T have heretofore beard it ſaid, your God alone is tyue, and 
all other gods are lyers. The Hangman had no ſooner heard theſe words, but he gave 
him ſo great a buffer on the face, chat his noſe.ran eut with bloud, ſo that the poor 
Patient ſtooping with his hands downward, Brother ( ſaid he unto hin ) ſuffer mers 
ſavethus blend,to the end thou maiſt nitwant ſome to fry my fleſh with all. So paſſing on 
in che ſame order as before, he finally arrived at the place where he was to be execured,” 
with ſo little life as he ſcarcely thought of any thing : When he was mounted on a 
great Scaffold, which had been expreſly erected for him, the Chirca of Juſtice fell te 
reading ot his Sentence from an high Seate, where he was placed, the contencs where- 
of werein few words theſe , T he living God of our heads, Lord of tha rown of the Kings 
of Avaa, commands, that the perfidious Xemindoo be executed as if pertnybator of the 
people of the earth, and the mortal enemy of the Bramaa Nation, This ſaid, hemade a 
fign with his hand, and inſtantly the Hangman cut off his head at one blow, ſhewing 
it to all the people, which were there without number, and divided his body intro 
eightquarters, ſetting his bowels ard other interior parts which were put cogether, 
in a place by themſelves; then covering all with a yellow cloth, which is a mark of 
mourning amongſt them, they were left there till the going down of the Sun, at which 
time they were burnt in the manner enſuing. 


The eight quarters of the Xemindoo*s body were expoſed from mid-day till three of 
Clockin the afternoon, to the view of all che people, whereof there was an infinite 
company there, for every one came thronging thither, as well' ro avoid the puniſh. 
ment wherewith chey had been chreatned, as to gain(in ſs doing )the Plenary indult- 
gence called by them Axiperan, which their Prieſts gave them of their ſins, without 
rei{ticution of any thing of all che Thieveries by them tormerly commarted, After,then, 
that the cumule was appeaſed, and that certain men on horſeback had impoſed filence 
on the people by making cecrcain publications, whereby the Tranſgreſlors therein were 
threatned with terrible puniſhments, a bell was heard rortoll five ſeveral times ; up- 
onthis ſignall rwelve men clorhed in black robes, ſported all over with bloud, havin 
their faces covered, and bearing ſilver Maces on their ſhoulders, came out of a houſe 
of woed, made expreſly for that purpoſe, and diſtant ſome hve or fix paces from the 
Scaffold , after them followed twelve Prieſts, which they call Talagrepss, being, as 
I have ſaid, the moſt eminent Dignities amongſt theſe Pagars, and held by them as 
Saints; then appcared the Xemin Pocaſſer, the King of Bramaa"s Uncle, who ſeem- 
ed to benear an hindred yearsold, and was(as the reſt)all in mourning, and inviron- 
ed with twelve hctle boyes richly apparelled, _— on their ſhoulders Courrelaſſes 
curiouſly Damasked. After that the Xem» had with a great deal of Ceremonie pro- 
ftrated himſelf three times on the ground, in way of extraordinary reverence; 0 
hbely ficſa( ſaid he )which art more to be eſteemed then all the Kingdomes of Ayaa, thou ori 
ent Pearle of as many Carats as there be Atomes in the brams of the Sun,whonm God bath 
placed in an beight of Honour,with a Scepter of Sovereign power above that of K ings,l 
that amthe leaſt of thy mriny, & ſo unlike thee through my baſeneſs as I can ſcarcely ſee 
my /elf, ſo lutle I am, do moſt humbly beſeechthee, Othou Lord of my head, by the freſh 
Meadow where thy ſoul deth now ricreat thy ſelf, te hear that with thy ſorrowful cars 
which my month ſayes to thee in publike, to the end tho maiſt remain ſati:fied for the of- 
fence which hath been done thee in this word, Oretanan Chaumigrem,thy brother, Prince 
of Sayady 4nd Tanguy, ſends to intreat thee by me thy ſlave, that before he de parts ont of 
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thu life thin wilt ps him that which us paſt if he have given thee any diſcontent; 
and withall that thox wilt take poſſe ffion of all bis K ins domes, becauſe he doth even now 
J{-ld them up unto thee without reſerving the leaſt part thereof for himſelf , withall be 
protefts unto thee by me thy vaſſal, that F makes this recontiliation with thee voluntari- 
ty, to the end that the complaints which thou, maieſt prefer againſt him there above in 
beaven maynt be heard of God: Moreover for a puniſhment of the diſplea/are he hathdone 
thee, be offer: tobe for thee, daring this pilgrimage of life,the Captain and Guardian of 
thus thy K ingdome of Pegu, for which [6 es thee homage, with an oath to accompliſh 
alwaies upon earth ROSS thow halt command him from heaven above ;#pon conditi- 
en that thow wilt beſtow the profit which ſhall ariſe thereof npon him as an al mes for his en- 

tertainment ; ſor be knows very well,that otherwiſe he ſhould not be permitted to poſſeſs 
the Kingdome, neither would the Menigrepos ever conſent thereunto, nor at the hour of 
death give him abſolution for ſo great a fin. Upon thele words, one of the Prieſts that 
was preſeort, and that ſeemed to have more authoritie then all the reſt, mage him an- 

ſwer, asif the deceaſed himſelf had ſpoken , Since 7 /ce, 0 my Son, that thou doeſt 

now conſeſſe thy paſt fanlts, and craveſt pardon of me for them in this publick, aſſembly, 

1 do grant it thee with all my heart ,, ana it pleaſes me to leave thee in this Kingdome fr 

the paſtor of this my flock, on condition that thou doſt not wiol ate the faith thou haſt 

gives me by this oath, which would be 44 great an off ence,as if thow ſnouldſt now come ro 

lay hands on me without the permiſſion of Heaven. All the people having heard cheſe 

words, anſweredthereunto wich joytul voices; Performs ſo much, my Lord, my Lord. 

After this, the Prie(t being gotinto the pulpit, began ro ſpeak thus co the aſliſtancs - 

Preſent me with part of the tears of your eyes for the entertainment of my ſoul, becauſe of 

the geod news 1 now bring you, which is, that by the will of God thus Country u ſetled on 

onr King Claumigrem, without being tyed to make any reſtitution thereof, for which 


you have all of you good canſe to rejoyce, like good and faithful ſervants as you are. He. 


had ſcarcely made an end of ſpeaking thus, when as all thoſe of the aſſembly clapping 
their hands, gave great demonſtrations of joy, andcryed outin a way of thankſgiving, 
Be thou praiſed, O Lord. All this ceremony ended, the Prieſts full of devotion and 
zeal immediacely rook all the parts ot this poor King, diſmembred in that ſort, and 
wich great veneration carried therfto a place below, where a great fire was kindled of 
Sandal, Aloes, and Benjamin, which coſt a great deal ; then three of chem taking up 
of the body of the deceaſed, with the bowels, and all the reſt, threw it into it, and 
afterwards with a {trange ceremony offered many ſacrifices untohim, whereof the moſt 
part were of ſheep. The body burned all chat night unciltthe next morning, and the 
aſhes thereof was put imco a filver Urne, whereia, with a very ſolemn aſſembly of a- 
bove tenthouſand Prieſts, it was carried to a Temple, called The God of thouſand 
Gods, and there was buriedin a rich Tomb within a Chappel gilt all over. Behold 
what was the end of the great and mighty Xemindoo King of Pegs, unto whom his 
Subj<&s bore ſo great reſpeR and honour, during che time of his reign, which was ſo 
flouriſhing, that it ſeemed there was no ocher Monarch greater then he on the earth , 
but ſach is the courſe of all the world. 


CHAP. LXXV. 
Ay imbarkjng in the Kingdome of Pegu to goto Nalaca, and from thence to 
Japan, and 4  _n—_ aceident which arrived there. | 


"THe death of the pe King of Siam, and the adulterie of the Queen his wife; 
whereof] have ſpoken —_ herecofoere, were the root and beginning of ſo ma- 
ny diſcords, and of ſo many craell warres, which hapning in thoſe two Kingdomes of 
Pegs and Siamgindured three yearsand an half, wich ſo much expence- of mony a 
bloud, asis borrible to think of, Now the end of all thoſe warres was,that the Chan- 
wigrem, King of Bramas, remained abſolute Lord of the Kingdome of Pegs : how- 
beir for the preſent I will ſpeak no further of him, but will deliver chat which arrived 
in other Countries, un#Y ſuch time as the ſame Chanmigrem King of Bramaa retur- 
ned upon the Kingdome&f Siaw, wich ſo mighty an Army, as neverany King what- 
ſoever inthe I»d+acs brought a greater into the held, as conſiſting of ſeventeen = 
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dred thoaſfand men, andoffixteen thouſand elephants; whereof nine thouſand were 
for the carriage of the Baggage, and ſeventhouſand forfighting , an enterprize thar 
was ſo dammageable for us, as T learned afterwards, that it coſt us two hundred 
and fourſcore Portugals. I come now againto my deſigne, from which I have wan- 
dered a good while. After that theſe commorions, whereof I have ſpoken herero- 
fore, were all appeaſed, Gonſalo Pacheco departed from the City of Pegs, with all 
us the reſt of the Portugals which remained there, and whom the new King of Br«- 
#aa had delivered, as I have already declared, cauſing their merchandize ro be reſto- 
tedurto them, and obliging them with many othercourteſies, as well of Honour, as 
of Liberty : So-we, an hundred and threeſcore Portugals as we were, imbarqued 
our ſelves in five veſſels, which were atthattimein the Pors of Coſmin, one of the 
principal Towns of that Kingdom, and there we divided our ſelves as pilgrims and 
eravellersto the Indiaes, for to go into divers Countries, according as each of us 
thought to be moſt convenient for him. As for me, I ſet fail for Mal/ac4,wich ſix and 
twenty of my companions; where when we were arrived, I ſojoutacd there one 
month only, and then imbarqued my ſelfagain to goto apex with one forge Alva- 
r:z,, whoin a Ship belonging to Simone de Adells, Captainof the Forcrefſe, went ro 
traffick. Now having been already fix and twenty dayes under fail, in continuing our 
courſe with a goed winde, according to the ſeaſon, we came in fight of an Iland, 
called T arixnumas, ſome nine Leagues South rowards the point of the Land of Zapas ; 
ſo that turning our pro:# that way, we went and rode the next day in the midit of 
the haven of Ganxiroo : :Inthis place the Naxt aquin, who was Governour thereof, 
had the curioſirie to cofne unto us for to ſee a thing which he had never ſeen befare, 
to which effe& he got aboard of us, where amazed wich the faſhion and equipage of our 
veſlet, as being the firſt that ever arrived in that Country, he ſeemed to be infini:ely 
glad of our coming, yea, and was very earneſt with us to have us trade in that place 
with him : but Forge Alvarez and the Merchants excuſed themſelves, ſaying, char 
this port was not ſatefor their Ship, if any contrary winde ſhould happen to ariſe. 
The day following, being parce>from this place, to go to the Kingdgm of Bunge, 
from whence we were diſtant ſome hundred Leagues to the Northward, in - 
dayes after our departureit pleaſed God that we arrived inthe Port of the Town of 
F«*cheo, where we were well received, as wel}by the King as nt —_ who great- 
ly favoured us inthat which concerned the duties of our Merchandize , and the King 
had yer moreobliged vs, ifin the lictle time chat we abode there he had not been 
miſerably ſlain by a Vaſſalof hisnamed Facarandeno, a mighty Prince, Lordofmany 
Subje&s, andexceedingrich ; a diſaſter, which hapned as followerh. Ar the time 
when wearrived there, there was in the King of Buxge's Court a young man, called 
Axirandoe Nephew to the King of Arimaa, who in regard of the ill increaty which 
he had received from the King his Uncle, had retired himſelf into this Court, and 
continued there above a yeer, with anintent never co return into his Coantry again: 
but his good fortune was ſuch, as his Uncle coming to die, and having no other to 
frond him, he declared him for his Heir. Whereuponthe Facarandono, of whom 
{lately made mention, deſiring to marry this Prince to a Daughter of his, intreated 
the King ro mediate this marriage for him, which he eaſily condeſcended gnto. For 
which effe& the King one day invited che Prince to go a hunting with him into a 
W ood, which was ſome twe leagues off,and where there was greac ſtore of game, which 
he much delighted in. When =_ > were there in private together, he moved this 
Marriage unto him, and certified how exceedingly it wonld content him that he 
would accept of it ;, which accordingly he did, w ith che Kiog ſeemed ro be 
extremely ſatisfied ; ſo that upon his return unto the Town, he ſent for the Fx ca- 
* #4ndoxo, andtold him how he had prevailed for the Marriage of his Daughter wits 
theKing of Arimaes, and therefore willed him ro go and acknowledge anto him 
with all cthankfulneſſe chis grace and bonour which he did him , for he affured hian 
on the word of a King, that he himſelf had defired him for his Sor-in-Law. Here- 
upon the Fxucarandono caſt himſelf preſently at the Kings feer, and in convenient terms 
for ſo great an obligation, kiſſedthem, wich much ſenſe of E—_—Y a favour 
ashe had ſhewed him, That done, be weat home ts his Pore, where, wich much 
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joy and contentment, he pave an account of this affair to his Wife, to his Sons, and 
his Kin{men , who ſhewing themſelves exceedingly ſatisfied therewith, congratulated 
one another for it, as they commonly uſe to doin ſuch honourable Matches as this. 
I1 the mean time, the Mother of the Bride, as ſhe that had the beſt part in this Joy, 
went unto a Chamber where her Daughter was ſewing, with divers other young Maids. 
thac ferved her, and caking her by the hand, lead her into the room where her Fa- 
ther, Brethren, and Kinſmen were, whorejoyced with her for ſo happy a fortune, 
and honoured her with the Title of Highneſſe, as being already Queen of the King- 
dome of eArimaa, and lo all chat day was ſpent in Feaſts, Banquets, vifits of Ladies, 
and preſenting her with many rich Gifts, But whereas the good or evill of ſuch like 
Afﬀairs conſiſts morein that which followerh, thenin the original thereof, upon the 
good and joyfull beginning of this Marriage ſuch great diſaſters enſued, as they al- 
moft equalled th:m of the Kingdome of Siam, whereof I have ſpoken heretofore: 
which 1 tick not co ſay, in regard ] can affirm it with truth, as having ſeen theſe two 
Succeſſes with mine own cyes, and wed wp. at them with, danger enough of my 
perſon. All this day was ſpentin the viſits of che principal Perſons of the Kingdom ; 
Eur in thispublick rejoycing there was none ſavethe Bridealone that was diſcontent- 
ed, in regard ſhe wasdeſperacely in love witha young Gentleman, the Son of one 
Groge Arum, who wasasa Baron amongſt us, but very much different in extraQion 
andqualicy from the Facarandono, the Father of the Bride: who, as ſoon as it was 
night, compelled by the violence of the love which ſhe bore xo him, ſent him word 
by her whom ſhe had alwayes ſecretly made uſe ofin this Aﬀqir, that ſhe would bave 
him come and (teal her away out of her Fathers hopſe belons ſome other miſchief 
arrived. Whereupgon the young man, who was no more free from this paſſion then 
ſhe, failed not rocome co her to a place in which they uſed co meet roperher, where 
his Miſtrefſe importuned him in ſuch manner, as he was conſtrained to carry her a- 
way from her Fathers houſe,: and put her into a Monaſtery of Religious women, 
whereofan Aunt of hers wasas it were the Abbcſſe, in which ſhe continued nine 
dayes concealed, without che knowledge or privity ofany body. The nexc-morning 
her Governeſle went into her Chamber where ſhehad left her the night before , buc 
not findiug her there, ſhe preſently repaired co her Mothers Chamber, imagining that 
ſhe was gone thicher to trick up her ſelf extraordinarily, in regard of the time, or for 
ſome other ſuch like occaſion, and miſſing of her there too, ſhe returned to her 
Bed-Chamber, where ſhe found one ofthe windows that looked into a Garden, 0- 
pen, together with a ſheet faſtned to one of the barrs, and one of her ſandals lying 
below on the ground. Preſently miſdoubting the bufinefſe, ſhe went,withour further 
delay,coimpart the ſad news unto her Mother, who wasſtillin ber bed, out of which 
in all haſte ſhe aroſe, and diligently ſearching all the womens chambers, where ſhe 
conceived ſhe might be, and not finding her, it was ſaid, that ſhe was ſo overcome 
with grief, as ſhe fell down dead inthe place. In the meantime, the Facarandono, 
who as yet underſtood nothing of the matter, hearing the noiſe which che women 
made, ran im haſte ro know the cauſe thereof : Wherenpon, being aſſured of the 
flight of his Daughter, he ſent with all ſpeed to acquaint his Kinſmentherewith , who 
amazed with the novelty of ſo unfortunate and unexpeRed an accident, came in- 
ſtantly unto him : Having conſulted then amongſt themſelves what they ſhould do 
in this Afﬀair, they reſolved to proceed therein with all the rigonr that poſſibly could 
be uſed; ſo that preſently beginning with the women of the houſe, they cur off 1 
know not how many of their heads, under pretext of being complices of this rape 
or flight. After this execution, being of different opinions touching the place where 
this maid might be, they were all of che minde not to proceed any further, untill 
they had firſt acquainted the King with the buſineſs , which inſtantly rkey did, and. 
withal], EY wer, him co permit them to go and ſearch the houſes of 
ſome whom they named unto him, where they beleeved ſhe was: Which the King 
refuſing, as well to exempt the Maſters of them from ſuch an affront, as alſo ro pre- 
vent the tnumult which this diſorder might cauſe , the F#cerandono offended for that 
the King did not grant him his requeſt , returned with his Kinſmen to his Palace, 
where he reſolved with them todo therein all that in ſach a caſe be thought was = 
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hishononr, alledging thatir was onely for men of little worth, and baſe mindes, to 
proceed by way of juſtice in matters which might be carried by force. | This reſolu- 
tion taken, as itisthe cuſtomeof theſe people of Fapan to be more ambitious of ho- 
nour then all che Nations of the world, he determined ro bring his deſigne to paſſe ar 
any price wharſfoever, without regard to any thing that might arrive thereupon, ſo 
thar giving intel|1gence thereof te all his Friends and Kinſmen that were in the Court, 
they came all ro him that night, - and approved of this his reſoJution, after he had de- 
clared it unto them , inſomuch that they went without further delay to the houſes 
of them where they were.perſwaded this Maid lay hid: but they bein already for- 
rified and furniſhed with men, upon noticegiven them before-hand of their intenr, 
ſuch a greatand terrible uproar enſued —_— as there were above twelve thou- 
ſand perſons killed that nighr. To this diſorder the King ran in perſon with his guard, 
to ſee if he could pacihe it , bur the quarrel] grew ſo hot berwixt them, as it was im- 
poſſible croappzaſeir; ſo that after they had loſt the reſpe& which they owed to 
the King, they turned all their fury againſt him, and ſlew the moſt part of them that 


' were with him, ſo that he was conftrained to retire unto bis Palace, where he ae 


thered uats him as many as poſſibly hecould upon a ſudden ; bur all that ſerved him 
to lictle purpoſe, tor they purſued him thicher, and killed him, rogerher with very 
neer all them that he had drawn to his defence, amounting to the number of ſeven 
or eighrthouſand men ; amongſt the which were fix and twenty Portugals of forty * 
that were with the King. Burttheſe miniſters of Satan, not contented with having 
commirredſo horriblea Treafon, went direRly rothe Queer s lodging, where having 
found her ſick in her bed, they moſt mercileſly butchered her, wich three of her 
Daughters, and all the women they could meer withall. After this, with an enra- 

ed fury, they ſer fire on the Townin fix Or ſeven places, which kitidling by the vio. 
ence of the Wind, rhat was very high at that time, it rook hold of ic in ſuch ſorr 
asin lefſe then two hours it was almoſt burnt down to the ground, Whereupon, We 
ſeven and twenty Portugals that remained, retired with much adoe to our Veſſel, 
where we ſaved our ſelves as it were by miracle, leaving our anchor in the ſer, and 
ſerting ſail withall the ſpeed we could. . The next morning the murtiners, who were 
about ten thouſaud, baving ſacked the Town, divided themſelves intatwo troops,and 
retired to a Hill, called Canraphamaa , there they fortified themſelves, withan intene 
ro create a new Head that ſhould govern them, becauſe the Facarandono had been 
ſlain withche troak of a lance, which he had received in his throat, ropether with all 
the reſt ofhis kinſmen, which had given a beginning to this Mcinie, 

The ſame day, after the end of this diſorder, advertiſement; was given thereof to 
the Prince, the Kings Son, who#was at that time in the Fore of Ofgay, ſome ſeven 
leagues from the Town of F=cheo., This young Prince, extremely with this 
newes, would preſently have gone to the Town with ſome of his vorites, which 
were all the company that he t:ad then with bim ; but the Fingcuindone, his Governor, 
was utterly againſt it, alledging many reaſons to perſwade him not to budge from"thas 
flace, untill he had been more amply informed in what termes this Afﬀair ſtood - for 

ible, that chey who durft kill his Father would nor Rick to diſpatch 
ay too, fince it lay in their pus ſo to do, he not being in a con- 
fen@Humſelf : Wherefore he adviſed 
to the end hewifgbt by their means ſubdue and chaſtiſe his enemies. The Prince ap- 
proved of thiscounſell, and having taken order for chat which he judged was moſt ne- 
ceffary according to the eſtate wherein he was, he commanded fame that were about 
him to go and winde the horn, a thing obſerved in Fapas, which caufed ſuch a burly 
burly over allchecountry, as words are not ableto expreſſe it. Now the betcer to un- 


_ derſtand this ſame, yeu muſt know, that by an ancient cuſtome of this Kingdome of 


74pan,all the inhabirants, in whatſoever place they lived, from the leaft to the greaceſt, 
are bound to have in their houſes a horn of a great ſea-wirckles ſhell, which they are 
forbidden at any timeto winde upon pain of great puniſhment, ſave in one of theſe 
four caſes, namely,a turoult, a fire, a robberft, and atreaſon , ſo thatif ane winds 
a horn, the cauſe of ir is preſently known ; becauſe if it be a tumulc, one winde it 
once if a fire,twice, ifa robberie,thrice, andif ir be a treaſon, four times, inſomuch,

him to aſſemble all the forces he cold,” ©. 
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that at the firſt winding of the horn, all others arebound upon pain of death to winde 
theirs, and in ſuch ſort as the firſt hath winded }ijs, to theend that ir may be diſtin 
ly known what icis, and that there may be'no confuſion. Now,becsulſe this fignal of 
treaſon is not ſo ordinary as the others, which arrive very often, when it happens ro 
b= given, all the people are ſo affrighted with it, as withour further delay, they ran 
thronging to the place where the born. was firſt winded , ſo that by this means, che 
bruic paſſerh from one to another with ſuch ſpeed, as within leſſe then an hour, one 
is advertiſed thereofabove twenty leagues about, But toreturn to that which } ſaid 
bur now; as ſoon as the Prince had given order for that particular, he retired into a 
Monaſtery of Religious Perſons, which ſtood in the midſt of a wood , there he re- 
mained ſhut up threedaies, during the which he did nothing but bewail his-Farher, 
Mother, and Siſters, and that with exceegirig demonſtrations of ſorrow, teſtificd by 
his ſighs, and tears. At theen1 of that time, in regard great numbers of his ſub- 
jets were aſſembled unto kim, ke went out of that Monaſtery to provide for that 
which he judged neceſſary, as well for the ſafry ofhis Kingdome, as for the cha- 
ſtiſement of the rebels , whoſe goods and eftates were immediately confiſcated, their 
houſes demoliſhed, and ſuch terrible Proclamations publiſhed againſt them, 2s could 
not be heard wichout rrembling. Seven dajes afcer chis deplorable event, the Prince 
was counſelled, in regard he had, as already I have ſaid, great numbers come unto 
him, to go and beſiege the ten thouſand Mutinersin the place of their retreat: Where- 
upon he parted fromthe Fort of Oſq«y, and marched directly to the Town wirh his 
Army, which,it was faid,conſiſted of very neer an hundred and chirty thouſand men, 


whereof ſeyenteen chouſand were horſe, and the ref foot, all luſty and well armed, - 


andcapableof executing any high eaterpriſe., Being arrived at the Town, ke was 
wonderfully well received by the people, who teſtified a great deal of refentment 
for the death of the late King his Father : He would nor go at firſt to the Royal Palace, 
but went, before he paſt any further,to the Pagode where his Father was buried ; there 
be took care to make him a Funeral Pamp, with a great deal of coft and Honor, ac- 
cording tothemanner of the Country, which laſted the ewo nights following. 1n 
concluſion, he was ſhewed the ſame robe, all bloudy, that his Father hadon when he 
was killed ; ugon which he took a ſolemn Oath, never to pardon any of them that 
mould be found guilty,no not if they were Bonzes;and to burn all the Temples where- 
into thoſe traitors bad fled for ſanRuary. The fourth day after his entry into the Town, 
he was Proclaimed King, though but with lictle ceremony andmagnifence, in regard 
of the general mnournihg. Thar done,accompanied,as he was, with an hundred andthree- 
ſcore thouſand men, he marched direRtly to the place whither the Mntiners wete 
retired : Now to the end he might the more eaſily rake them, and keep them from 
flying away, he beſieged them in the mountain where they were, and that for the 
ſpace of nine daies : But whenas they faw that they could hold out no longer for 
lack of Victuals, and that they had no hope of ſuccor, they thought it was berter for 
them to die like valiant men, then to let themſelves be be cowards , with 
this reſolution, under the favor of a very dark and rainy nighr,. they deſcended from 
the mountain by four ſeverall waies,and falling on the Kings Army, which was ready 
to receivethem in battel array, as DR _ advertiſed of their deſign, there enſued 
ſodreadfull and furious a fight betwixt thers, as it laſted two hours within day, bur 
at length, the confli& ended with the death of ſeven and thirty chouſand men , amongſt 
the which, the cen theuſand Mautiners were flain, not one ef them deigning to fave 
himſel|fupon any refmes whatſoever. In themean time, the death of his men great- 
ly afflicted the King, who after this puniſhment of che rebels, retiring toche Town, the 
thing he did was to provide for the curing of the bure men, wherein he ſpent a 
_ time, in regard they were very many, and whereof 's great number died afier- 
wards, |

frer that this revole h1d taken an end by the death of ſo many men on the one 
ar.d the other ſide, we few Portwg als lac remained, as ſoon as time would per- 
nut us, £97 to the Por: ofche Town, where fecing the Country deſolated, the mer- 
chancs fled iway, and the King reſvlved to leaverthe Town, weloſt all hope of ſelling 
our Commodices, yea ard of being ſafein this harbour, which made us ſet ſail, and go 
ninety leagues further toanother Port, called Hiamangoo, whick is in the bay of Car- 
«cx: man; there we ſojourned two months and an half, not able to ſell any thing 
at ail, becauſe rhe Country was ſo full of Chineſe Commodities, as they fell above halt 
in halfin che price : for there was nor a Port or Road in all this Hand of Japan, where 
there were not thirty- or forty Z«»ks at anchor, and in ſome places above an bun- 
dred, ſo that inthe | tio very year, at leaſt two thouſand merchants ſhips came from 
Chinato fapan. Now moſt of this merchandiſe conſiſted in Silk, which was fold 
at ſocheaparate, that the piece of Silk which at chat rune was worth an hundred 
Taicsin China, was ſold in Fapas for eight and twenty, or thirty at the moſt, ard 
that too with much adoe; beſides, the prices of all other Commodities were fo low, as 
holding our ſelves urterly undone, we knew not what reſolution or counſell ro rake. 
Br whereas th : Lord doth diſpoſe of things according to his good pleaſure, by waies 
which ſurpaſſe our underſtanding , he permitted, for reaſons only known to himſelf, 
that on the new Moon in December, being the fifth day ofthe Month, there aroſe ſo 
furious a tempeſt of W.nd and Rain, as all choſe Veſles, ſavirg a few,periſhed, init : ſo 
that the loſſe cauſed br tis ſtorm amounted enco a thouſand, nine hundred, and 
ſcventy two funks , amongit che which were ſix and ewenty ——__—_ Ships, wherc- 
in five hundred and rwo of our Nicion were drowned , beſides, a thouſand Chriſtians 
of other Countries, and eight linndred thouſand Ducates worth of Goods caſt away, 
Of Chineſe Veſlels, according to reporc,there were a thouſand, nine hundred, thirty 
and (ix,loft, together with above two Miilons of Gold, and an hundred and threeſcore 
thouſand Perſons. N »w from to miſcrable a Ship-wrack not above ten or eleven Ships 
eſcaped, of which number was that wherein I was imbarqued, and that almoſt by 
miracle; by reaſon whereof theſe ſame ſold their Commodities at what price they 
would. . As for us, after we had nttered all ours, and prepared our ſelves for our 
departure, we put toSeaon a twelfth day in the morning , and although we were well 
enough conrented in regard of the profic we had made, yet were we not a little ſad, 
to ſec things fallout ſo tothe coſt of ſo many lives and riches, both of thoſe of our 
Nation, ard of Scrangers; But when we had weighed anchor, and hoifted our failes 
for che proſecution of our courſe, the tiesof our main ſail brake, by which means, 
the ſail-yard falling down upon the Prow of the Ship, brake all to prices; 
ſo that we were corftrained, by this accident, torecover the Port again, and to fend 
a ſhallop on ſhore to ſeek for a ſail-yard, and ſhipwrights co fit it for us. To this ef- 
ſe&, we ſent a preſent to the Captain of the place, cha: he might ſuddenly give us ne- 
ceſſary ſuccor, as accordingly hedid ,fo thatthe very ſame day, the Ship was pur in- 
ro her former eſtate, and berter then before: Nevertheleſſe, as we were weighing 
anchor again, the cableof our anchor broke , and becauſe we had but one more in 
theShip, we were forced to endeavour all that we might for therecovery whereof, b 
reaſon of the great need we ſtood in of it , now, to do this, we lent to land for fuch 


- 45 could dive, who in conſideration of ten ducates that we gave them, fell to diving 
incothe Sea, where they found our anchor in fix and ewenty fathome depth , fo thac 


by the means of the cordage which we faſtned untoit, we hoiſted ic up, ;hough 
with a great deal of labour, wherein we all of us beſtowed our ſelves, and ſpent the 
moſt partot thenight. Asſoonas it was day, we ſet faile, and parting from this 
river of Hsamangoo, it pleaſed God, that in fourteen daies, with a good Wind, we 
arrived at Chincho, which isown of the moſt renowned and richeſt Ports of the King- 


lay 
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lay at that time a famons Pirate, called Cheopechecs, with i'mighty fleet, which put 
us into ſuch a fear, that inall haſte we got away to Lamas, where we made ſome 
proviſion of victuals, which laſted us uncill our arrivall at Malacs. 


Having ſtayed ſometime at Malaca, for the diſpatch of certain affaires that I had 
there, I imbarqued my ſelf for Goa, with an intent at length; toreturn into Portugal, 
if I could meet with ſhipping ready to' depart from-+thence at that time ; +but ſome 
few daies after my arrivall there it happened, that a Porxugal named Antonio Ferrers; 
broughe a preſent of very rich pieces to the Vice-Roy Don Pedro Maſcirenhas; which 
the King of Buugs ſent him from fapan, together witha letter, whereof the contents 
were theſe, [ltnſtriows Lord, and of great majeſty, 'Vice-Roy of the limits of the! Jn- 
diats, the dreadful Lion in the flouds of the ſea, by pn ree of thy ſhips and ariillerie's 
I Yacataaandono King of Bungo, Facataa, Oma , and the Conntries of the two 
ſeas, Lord of the petty Kings of the lands of Toſa, Xemenarequa,c Miaypgimaa,do give 
thee to wnderfland by this my letter, that Father Franciſco Xavier having been not i 4 
ſouce inthuc Country, preaching to them of Omangucha the new law of the Creator of 'all 
things, I feeretly promiſed to bim, that at his rays into my Kingdome I would 're- 
ceive from his hand the name and water of boly Baptiſm howſoever the novelity of ſo un- 
expelted a thing might put me into bad terms with my Subjetts. © Wherenpon, he al/a 
promiſed me on his ſide, that if God __ him life, he would come back. again unto me ak 
ſpred'y 44 by: could. And foraſmmch 4s bis return hath been longer then 1looked for, 1 

ave ſent thus expreſfly to know both of bins, and of you, the canje-of this retardment of 
bis. Wherefore my Lord, 1 defire you, that he may haſten away to me with all the ſpeed 
that the firſt ſeaſon which ſhall be proper for navigation; will permit. Farbeſgdes, that 
his arrival in my K ingdome us greatly important for the ſervice of God, it will be al/s 
very profirable to my ſelf for the cotratt ing of a new league Withthe great King of Portu- 
gal, 10 the end that by this amitie my Conntry and his may hereafter be but one thing , 
and that bis Subjefts may in al onr Ports and Rivers be as free as they are in your Co- 
chim where you are;, wherefore your Lordſhip ſhall exceedingly oblige meby ſending one 
wate me, that may be witneſs of the deſire [ havero ſerve your King ; for I will do 5t 
as willingly, as the Sun 1 ready to baſten big conrſefromthe morning tothe night. More 
over, Antonio Ferreyra will give thee the very ſame armes wherewith 1 vanquiſhed the 
King: of Fiangaa and Xemenarequa, andwhich 1 wore in the day of battel. T am rea- 
dy is all things to obey my elder Brother, that invincible King of the other end of the 
world, Lord of the treaſures of great Portugal. The Vice-Roy having read this 
Letter, ſent for one facher Be/qw4or, Rector of che Colledg of the Jeſuirs, and- ha- 
ving imparted unto him che King of B«nge's deſire, hetold him, that in regard Father 
Xavier was dead, he could wiſhthat he wouldin his ſtead undertake this voyage to 
Japan, which in all itie would very much redound tothe ſervice of God, and 
the propagation of the Chriſtian Faith, Recor upon the hearing hereof, willing- 
ly imbraced che imployment, wherewich the — was exceedingly well pleaſed, 
and very much commended him for ſuch his good ious reſolution.

«- fifty\and four, 'Father Belquior and I ſet fail tor Malaca 1n a ſhip, wherein alſo 
was Don Antouio de Noronba, Son to Don Garcia de Noronha, who had been Vice 
Royof che Indiaes, that was going to take pulicilion of the Governmert of the For- 
treſſe there; from the which the y ice-Roy had ſent order to diſplace Don eAlvare de 
T-ayda, who was Captain of it, as well for that be would not obey his Commands, 
as tor mary other miſdemeanors which he had commirted, whereot I will noc ſpeak 
in patticular here, becauſe they are alcogether from my purpoſe at this time. The 
fitch day of June foHowing, we and the new Captain arrived xt Alacra, whete the 
Licenuat Gaſper: Forge. Superintendent Generall of the Indiaes, who was the man 
that proſecuted this buſineſſe, cauſed the people of the Town to all.mble roperher 
upon:the tolling ofa Bell , and having read unco them che Vice-Roys Letters Vacents, 
whereby be diſplaced Don Alvare, he examined him upon divers Interrogacories, 
whereof two: Repiſters made a verbal proceſs, which was ſigned bo'h by chem and 
the ſaid Superintendent, and the new Captain. * Atrer all this, Dos Alvare was de- 


"poſed trom his Government, made a priſsner, and all his eſtate confiſcaced ; che 


like was done to ail his parcakers who had favoured him inthe impri! ning of 
Gambea, Superintendent of the Treaſure, and in diſobeying the Vies-Roys Come 


- Millions, as alſo in many other diſorders that had been commitred thereupin 2 


which was executed with ſo Eg, as the moſt part fled ro the Aſabeme- 
rant, whereby the Forcrefſe remained ſo bare of men, as it was in danger of being 
undone, had not the new Captain provided for it with a great deal of pruderce, 
granting a general Abolition unto all, alchough chey return. d for all char but wich 
anjll will, Theſe revolutions, - and rhis exceſs of juſtice, which put all the Count 

into an uproar, were the cauſe tha Father Bel/qu+o0y and I could not this year pa 

unto Japan, as we had:reſolved, ſo that we were conſtrained to winter at Afalace 
until April following,in the year One thouſand tive hundred fifty and five, which was 
ren months. During that time, the Auditor Gaſpry Forge contunning the rigorous 
executions which hexxerciled day by day, was a Subje& of great ſcandal to all the 
Country; wherewith not yet concented,and relying on the large Commiſſion which 
the Vice-Roy 'had given him, be would needs intermeddle wi.h the Captiin Dox 
Aatonro*s Juriſdiction, and indeeg, he incroached fo far on his Authority, as Dex 
Antonio had no more but the name of it, and was no other then as « guard of the 
Forcreſs. Now though he was very ſenſible of this affront, yer he * diſſemble 
and endure it witha great deal of patience : Bur theſe exceſſive rigours of this Au- 


'ditor continuing for che ſpace of four months , (during the which there were uy 
r 


diſcontentments, whereofI will not creat- here in particular, becauſe the diſc 

of it would be infinite, ) One day Den Antonio, fleeing the time proper for the exe- 
cution of that which he had formerly reſolved on, cauſed ſome, whom he had de 
fined for it, to ſeiſe on him in the Fortrels, and carry him to s private houſe; 
where (according toreport) he was ſtript ſtark naked, and his hands and feet bei 


. bound with cords, he was griev6uſty whipped : After which, having drop'd 


ing oyl on his bare fleſh, (which had almoſt killed him) and _— iron on his legs, 
and manacles on his hands, they pluck'd eff all the hair of his brard, leaving him 


. not ſo much as one, and did many other ſuc like things unto him, as it. was = 
-lickly ſpoken : ſo that the poor Licentiat Gaſpsy Forge , who termed himſelf Auditor 


Generall ofthe /»diaes, great Proviſor of the deceaſed and Orphelins, and Soperin- 
rendent of che Treafure of Afalaca, and of the Countries of the Sourh, for the King 
our Sovereign Lord, was thus handled by Den Antonio, if the report of it be true. 
Finally; when the ſeaſon of Navigation was come, be was fent, fo manacled as he 
was, to the Indiaes, with an infamous verball proceſs ; which the Parliament of Ges 


 annulledafterwards: And Don Antonio had thereupon an expreſle Commandment 


from 
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from the Vice. Roy Don Pedro de Maſcaronhas, who governed the State of the Indiget 
ar thar rime,, roxppear periona'ly before him as. a Prifoner, for to be confronted in 
judoment with G=/þ+r forge, andrender an account of his proceeding againſt him, 
as indeed Dow Antonio tailed not in making hisappearance at Goa accordingly : where 
being about to juitifie himſelf for chat which had paſt, he was ordered © anſwer 
within three dayes to 2n ignominious L'bel, which Gaſper Forge had exhibircd a- 
painſt him : Bur toraſmuch as Don Aztonio was naturally an enemy of Juſtifica- 
tions by Arſwers and Replyes, whereby (ir was ſaid, ) the Councellors of the Parlia- 
ment intended to ſurprize him, the report went (at leaſt wife ſuch was the fay- 
ing of Decraftors ; for as for me, Inticher ſaw nor am aſſured of it) that in ſtead 
of imploying the three dayes which had been given him, in making anſwer to this 
Libell , he within four and twenty hours having met accidencally with Gaſper 
forge, ſent bim to proſecute his Suit in the other World, laying him ſo ſure on 
the ground, as he never roſe again. Howbeit, there are thoſe which recount this 
Afﬀair quite otherwiſe, and that fay, how in a Feaſt, whereunco he was invited; 
be was poyſoned. By this death of his*all this difference was decided, and this 
buſineſſe wholly ceaſed , fo that Dex Antonio was by Sentence abſolucely clear- 
ed, and ſent backto bis Government : whercin he continved notabove two months 
and a half, at the end whereof he died of a bloody Flux: and fo were all the 
ſtorms of envie and diſcord wherewich the Fortreſſe of AMalacs had been beaten, 
appealed. ; 
"When the ſeaſon was come wherein we might continue our Voyage, on the 
firſt day of April, in the year One thouſand five hundred fifty and five, we par- 
ted from Malacs, after we had imbarqued our felves in a Carvel belonging to 
the King our Sovereign Lord, which Dex Antroxis, the Captain of the Fortreſle,pave 
us by the exp: efſe command of the Vice-Roy. Three dayes after our putting to Sea, 
we arrived at an Iſland called Pubs Piſas, at the entering into the Streight of 
Sincaapnre, where the Pilot having never navigated that way before, ran us with 
full ſar's ſo dingerouſlyon certain Rocks, as we thought our ſelves to be utterly loſt, 
without all bope of oucry : In regard whereof , by the advice of all the ref; 
the Father and I were conſtrained to get into 4 Manchua, for rogoand demand 
ſuccour of one L»is Dalmiida, who two hours before had paſſed by us ina Veſlcl 
of his, and lay at anchor cwo leagues off us, by reaſon the winde was againſt bim : 
$o the Facher and 1 made to him wich peril enough. For whereas all that Country; 
which appertained to the King of Jantans, Grand-childe to him that had been 
King of Malaca, our mortall Enemy, were at that time in arms, his Ba/ozs and 
Lanchares, that were aſſembled in a Fleet of Warr, continually gave us chaſe, with 
an intention to take us ; but by Gods providence we eſcaped x (a At length, af- 
ter we ha& got to this ſhip, with no lictle fear and trouble, he that was Captain 
of her farniſhed us with a Boat and Mariners, ard ſo we returned to our Carvel 
as ſpeedily as we could, for to ſuccour and draw, her out of the danger wherein 
we had left her : But it pleaſed the Lord we found her the day after deli- 
vered from it, though itis'rrue, that ſhe took In water abundantly in the prow's 
fide, butin the end we ftanched ic at Patare, where we arrived ſeven dayes af- 
ter. There Iwenca ſhore, wich two others, ro ſee the King ; unto whom 1 deliver- 
ed a Letter from the Captain of Malace: and being received very gracioully by 
him, he read it over, whereby he underſtood, that the cauſe of our coming thi- 
ther was to provide our ſelves of victuals, ard ſome gtber chings which we had nor 
taken 'in at Afalacs; as alſo that we were reſolved to proceed on in our courſe 
diretly to Chine, and from thence to 7apan, where Farther Bel/q»ior and ochers 
with him were to preach the Chriſtian Law to the Gentiles : which the King of 
Patana —_—_— aicter he had muſed a little, he turned to them that were a- 
bout him, and ſaid ſmilingto them, O how wich better were it for theſe men, ſince 
they expoſe themſelves to ſo many travels, to go to China and inrich themſelves there, 
then to recount tales in ſtrange Countrys? Whereupon, calling the Yabanday to 
him, Be ſ#re, ſaid he unto him, that thou - giveſt theſe men here all that they ſhalt » 
demand of thee, and that for the love of the Captain of Malaca, who bath grea:ly re» 
«KN 80100= 
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619:mended them unto me: and above all remember, That it is not my cuſtome ts conp- 
manda thing twice. When we had taken leave of che King, cxccedingly content. 
ed with the good reception-he had given us, we fell preſently to buying of Vieu- 
a!s, and other ſuch things as we ſtood in need of, So that in eight dayes we were 
abundantly furniſhed wich whatſoever was neceſſary for us. Being departed frem 
this Haven of Patana, we failed two dayes together with a Sourh-caſt winde alor 
by thecoiſt of L«goer and Siam, traverſing the Barr of Cy, to go to Paulbs Cam- 
bim, and from thence tothe j{lands of Canton, with an inient there to atcend the 
conjunQion of the new Moon : Bur it was our ill fortune to be ſuprized by Eat 
ard Sourh-caſt winde, ( which reign in that coſt che moſt part of the year ) 
whereof the violence was ſo great, that we were in fear to be caſt away: ſo thaz 
to decline the event thereof, we were forced to tack about again to the Coaſt of 
ZA4alcya , endarrivicg at an Hand, called Palo, Timer, we ran into great danger 
t!:-re, as well by reaſon of the tempeſt which we had upon the Sea, as 19 regard of 
the great treaſon of the people gf the Country. Now after five dayes thas we had 
conumned there, without ha eithergfreſh water or Vietuals, (becauſe for the 
eiing of our Veſſell we had i out all into the Sea,) it pleaſed God that we 
encountred with, three Portugal Ship which came from Sxxds, by whoſe arrivall 
we were v-:y much comforted in cur traveis: Whereupon Father Belquier ard 1 
 bepan t0 treat with the Caprains of thoſe Veſſels about that which they thought wes 
requiſice we ſheuid do, and all were of the opinion, that we ſhould ſerd back the 
Carvel wherein we were to CMalaca, ſaying, that there was no likelihood we 
ſhould be 2ble ra make ſo long a Voyage in her as that of Japan, Having appro- 
ved of this counſel, we preſencly imbarqued our ſelves in the Ship of one Fran; iſco 
T:ſcane, a Worlhiptull and rich man , who defrayed our charge Curing all our 
Voyage, yea, and moſt part ofthe time that we were.in China, not permitting a 
ny of our Company to ipend a penny. From this iſland Pufo Timer we put to Sex, 
on Friday the ſeventh of 7«ne, in the ſame year One thouſand five bundred fifty 
ard five, and diſovering the firm land of Pa Kingdome of Champaa, we failed 
along the Coaſt with a North-Weſt winde , and in twelve dayes we arrived at an 
Wand called Pls Champeileo, in the Streight of Canchenchina, where we took in 
freſh water ata River which deſcended from an high Mountain, There amo 

the Rocks we perceived a _— fair Croſs graven on a great free Stone, and ander 
ic 15 1'8, with fixletters abbreviated, which ſaid, Duart Coelho : We obſerved at- 
ſortowards the River, and on the Souch-fide, two flight ſhot off, cthreeſcore and 
rwo men hanged on trees alongſt the Srrand, beſides othery that lay on the ground 
h:Ifeaten; athing which ſeemed co have been done not above fix or ſeven 
before. Upon another tree there hung a great Bunner, wherein theſe words were 
ſeen in Chineſe letters, Let every $ bip or funk which feall arrive in thu place, be 
ſure rodiſlodg quickly from thence after ſhe hath furmſbed ber ſelf with freſh watery, 
whether ſhe hath time, or hath it not ; on pain of incurring the ſame Juſtice a« theſe 
wretches have done, whom the fury of the arm of the ſon of the Sun hath overmwhelm- 
ed. We were mightily ſurpriſed with ſo ſtrange an accident, ſo that we could make 
no other judgment of ir, but that ſame Chineſe Army had arrived there, and mcet- 


ing with thoſe wretches, had (as Pirates uſe ro do) intreated them as we ſaw, under 
the ſpecious prerexc of Juſtice, 


C H AP, LXXVIN. 
Onr departure from the Tlandof Champeiloo, and «wr arrival at that of Lam- 
pacau ; with a relation of two great diſaſters which bapned in Chi- 
na #to two Portugal Colonies , and of a ſtrange accident 
that 3fe in the Country. 


Vt we wereparted from the Iland of Champeilos, we gotto the Tands of 

Cantor, ſo that on the fifihday of our voyage,it pleaſed God that we arrived 

at one of them, called Zampacas, where at that time the Portygals exerciſed their 

commerce wich the Chineſes, which continued untill the year One chouſand five _ 
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dred, fifty and ſeven; when as the Mandarin of Canton, atthe requeſt of che Mer 
Chants of the Country, gave vs the Port of Macao, where the trade now is; of which 
place(char was but a deferr {l :nd before Jour Country men made a vety goodly planta- 
tion, wherein there were houſcs worth three or four thouſand Ducates;ropecher with & 
Cathedral Church : Moreover,this Colony hath its Governor, Audiror, and Officers 
of Juſtice, 'whereunto | ſhall add, that the intabirants of this place are in as grexr lafety 
there, as if they were in the quie-eſt part of Portugal, But God grant of his infinite 
mercy,and goodneſle.that this Colony may be of longer durance then that of Liampos, 
which was another of the Portugale, and whereof [ have ſpoken at large herergfore, 
being ewo burdred leagues from this ſame on the North Coaſt. But ill fortune would, 
rn the Ciforder of one Portugal it was demoliſhed ina very lictle time: in which 


diſaſter, I my ſelf was preſent, and can fay, that the lofſe which was made chere, as- 


well of people, as of riches, was ineſtimable. For in this plantation were three 


thouſand men, whereoftwelve hundred were Portzugals, and the teſt Chriſtians of- 


divers nations: Yea, and I have heard many ſ1y, which ſpoke like knowing men there- 
of, that the Portvgalseraffick there exceeded cliregmillions of gold : Nw, the moſt 
part of cthiscraffick was in lingors of filver of ZapaM} which had been found out nor 
above two months before, and was ſuch as a man doubled his mony three or four times 
by the commodiries which he ſent thither, In this Colony there wes a Governor, 
who refided inthe Country, there werealſo an Audicor,Julges, Sheriffs, Aldermen, 
a Proviſor of cIfe deceaſed ard Orphelins, a cowr-Clark, and all other Officers that 
are uſually in a Commonwealth, rogether with four publick Nogeries, and fix Re- 
giſters, each of whoſe offices were ſold for three thouſand Ducates; yes, and there 
were ſome farredearer. Therewerealſotwo Hoſpitals, wherein above thirty thou- 
ſand ducaces was ſpent every year,- and the Town-hbouſe had in revenue fix thouſand 
per 4nnwm , Sothat it was generallyſaid, chat this Colony was the richeſt, and beſt 
peoplcd, of iny that was in theTndiaes, beſides, for matter of extent, ic had not ics 
fellow in ail 4f4. Furthermore, when the Regiſters or Secretaries paſſed any Granr,or 
when the publick Nocaries made any writings,they ordinarily uſed cheſe termes, 1 this 
woſt noble and al wairs faithful town of Liampoo, for the King our Sovereign Lord. 
Now, having ſaid ſo much of ir,l hold it not amiffe to rt oxy how and wherefore ſo 
noble and rich a Colony was deſtroyed, which arrivedin this fort. There was living 
therea minofz good extra Rionardrank, named Lancerote Pereyya, born ag Pont de 
Lima, atown in Portugal, it is faid, that this ſame had lent ſome thouſand ducares 
ro certain Chineſer, who were not men ſolvent} but bec1me bankruprs, and never paid 
him any thing, ner could he hear any newes of chem afrerwards: which was the cauſe 
chat deſiring to make good this loſle, and to recover it of them which were not the oe- 
cafion of ic, he aſſembled for thar effe& ſome eighteen or twenty Portvgals, idle fel- 
lows, and of lewd diſpgfitions, wich whom, uncer the favor of the night, hefell upon 
a village, ſomerwo leagues from thence, where he robbed cleven or twelve labouring 
men ; and withall, ſeizing on their wives and children, killed about half a ſcore 
perſons, without any reaſonatall ſo tro do, In tAt'mean time, the Alarum being 
taken up by the whole coantry round about, by reaſon of this violence, the inhabj- 
tants went and complained tothe Chambin for Juſtice ; and having made a verball 
proceſs of the buſineſſe, they preſented ir in the namevi the peopic ro the Chaem of 
the Goyernment, which is as one of the Vice-Roys of the Kingdome, who immedi- 
arely chereupon, diſpuched away an Hairan,whoisas an Acmirallamongſt us, with 
an Army of three hundred Junks, and fourſcore Vanſons with Oarcs, wherein 
there were chreeſcore thouſand men, which being all made ready in ſeventeen daies, 
came and fell on this misfortunate Colony , and che matter paſſedin ſo ſtrange a man- 
ner for them, as1 muſt confeſſe, 1 have not capacicy enough to recount ir ſufficient- 
ly, nei: her underſtanding enough to imagine it, only it ſhall ſuffice me to lay, as 
one who ſaw ir, that in lefſe chen the ſpace of tive hours, (which chis dreadfull chal iſe- 
ment of the hand of God indured) theſe crucll eremies left not any thing at all in 


Liampos to which one could givea name, forthey demoliſhed and burre a!l that they - 


could find , they put to death withall ewelve hundred Chriſtians, amongſt the which, 
were eight hundred Portygals, who were all burned alive 1n five and twenty ſhips, 
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and two and forty funcks. Tt isfaid, that in this common ruine, there was loſt to 
the yalue of two millions of Gold, as well in Lingots, Pepper, Sandyl, Cloves ; 
Mace, and Nutmeggs, asin other Commodities , and all theſe diſafters arrived by 
theill conſcience, andlicrle judgement,of an avaricious Portngal. Now, from thus 
misfortune was andther farre greater derived; which was,that weloſt our credi and re- 
putation ſo mightily over all x Country , as the inhabitants would no longer endure 
the ſight of us, ſaying, that we were devils incarnfte, ingendred by the maledidtion of 
the wrath of God, for the puniſhment ef ſinners. This hapned in the year, onethou- 
ſand, five hundred forty and two, Martin Alfonſo de Souſa being Governor of the 
Indittes, and Ruy Vaz Pereyra Marrawaque Captain of Malacs. Twoyears after, 
the Portugals deſiring ro make another new Colony in a Port, called Ch,xcheo, in the 
ſame Kingdome of China, five leagues lower then Ziampoo, wich an intention to 
ſertle their trade there, the Merchants of the County coming to conſider what 
great profic would redound to them thereby, intreated the Afandarins to make ſhew 
of permitting it, andobliged them thereunto with many great preſents ; we had com- 
mercethen with thoſe of the Country about two yeares and an half, untill ſach time 
as by the expreſſe command of Simxo de Mello, Captain of the Fortreſſe, there was 
ſent intothis place another man of the ſame humor as Lancerote Pereyra was of, un- 
ro whom the ſaid Simanze de Mello gave a commiliion to be Governor of this Port of 
Chincheo,and Proviſor of the Deſcaſed : bur the bruit went of him, that the extream 
covetuouſneſſe wherewich he was poſleſt made him lay hands on all things, with- 
out any the leaſt _—_— toought whatſoever. It hapned then chat in his time there 
arrived inthe Portof Chincheo a ſtranger, by nation an Armenian , who was he'd by 
every one for a very good Chriſtian: Fhis man, who had an eſtate of ren or rwelve 
thouſand ducates, and being a Chriſtian,” as I have ſaid, and a firanger, as we were, 
paſſed out of a ahomerans Junk, wherein ke intothe ſhip of a Portugal, na- 
med Luis de Moxtaroyo. Now having lived ſome (ix @r feven months very peace- 
ably amongſt us, and muck reſpeRted and favored of every one, he chanced to fall 
ſick of a feaver, whereof he died , but before he gave up the Ghoſt, he declared by 
bis Teſtament, that he had a wife andchildren in a Town of Armenia, called Gaborom, 
and that of his ewelve thouſand ducates eftate he left two thouſand to the Hoſpitall 
at Malaca; and for the reft, he deſired jt might be kept in ſafe hands, untill there 
were an opporcunity to have conſigned it unto his children, as to big lawfull heirs, 
and in cafe they weredead, he left it ro the Hoſpital. Behold, what was the Te- 
(tament of this fairhfull Chriſtian, who-was no ſooner buried, but Ayrez Botelbs de 
Souſa, Proviſor of the dead, ſeized on all hiseftate, without making any [nventorie, 
or other kind of accompr, ſaying, that before any farcher proceedizg therein, they 
were to ſend to make enquiry in Armenia Which wasabove two thouſand leagues from 
thence, to ſee whether there were not ſome ingagements, or ſeizure of Juſtice upon 
it, Therearrived alſoat the ſame time two Chineſe Merchants, who bad to the va- 
Jae of three thouſand ducares in ſilk, peeces of damaske, musk, and porcelaines, ap- 
pertaining to the deceaſed Armtnjan : the Proviſor arreſted them all,and nor con- 
rented therewith, he would needs make the Chineſss beleeve, that all che merchan- 
diſe which they had belonged alſo unto the Armenian ;, fo that ander tle pretext 
thereof, herook eight thouſand ducates from them, and bid them go ro &ox and there 
demand juſtice ofthe Proviſor Generall, by reaſon he could do no otherwiſe then he 
did, for that, he was obliged to dea} in that ſort by the duty of his Charge. Now, 
notto ſtanduponthedelivering ofthe reaſons, which in vain were all:dged by them 
againſt rhis injuſtice of his, I will only ſay, that theſe rwo Merchants returning home 
without any of their merchandiſe, went wich their Wives and Children ; and caſtin 
themſelves at the Chaems feer, repreſented unto him in a Petition the whole buſineſle, 
asirpaſt: informing him, moreover, that we were men quite void of the ſcar of God. 
The Chaem willing to do juſtice then to theſe Merchants, and to many others which 
had formerly complained againſt us, cauſed it to be every whereproclaimed, that 
no man on pain of death ſhould converſe with us; whereupon, the ſcarcity of victuals 
came to be ſogreat among(t us,as that which was wont to be bought for fi x blanks, was 
then worth above a ducate; ſo that neceflicy conſtrained us to go uoto certain hawlers, 
where. 
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whereuponenſued ſuch diſorders, as all the Country roſe upapainſt us with ſo much 
hatred and fury, that ſixceen dave: after we were ſet uponby an Armyof an hundred 
and rwenty very great Junks, which intreated usin that manner for out ſins,a3 ofthir- 
teen ſhips which we had in the Port, there was not one that was not bnrnr ; andof five 
handred Portngals which were abiding in the Country; thirty only eſcaped, who had 
not the worch of a penny left them, From theſe ewoſad hiſtories, recounted by me, 
I inferre,chat it ſeems the Aﬀairs which we have now in China,ardche tranquillity and 
conhdence wherewith we liverhere, (ſuppoſing that the treaties of peace which we 
have wich them be hirm and afſared )wil laſt bur til our fins ſhal ſerve for motives tothe 
inhabicancs of che Country to murine againſt us, which-God, of hisinfinice mercy, per- 
mit not for the time tocome. To returnagua now to my. former diſcourſe , you 
muſt underitand, that after we were arrived at the Port of Lampacas.. as I have de- 
clared before, wecould not meet with any veſſel that was bound for:Zapan, ſo that 
we were conſtrained to paſſe another year coo in this Port, with a deſign in May 


> which was ten months off, to continge our voyage as we had refol- 
ved,

year, as well tor that the ſeaſon was paſt, as for other inconveniences that tell out, we 
were forced to flay in this Land till the time ſhonld ſerve for us to make our voyage 
thicher. Having continued there then tilthe ſeventeenth of Feb.following,certain news 
came to us from Cantan,thar on the third day of cheſame monththe Province of San- 
{5 had been fwrallowed up in the manner enſuing. The firſt day of February, the earth 
fel a trembling from cleventil one of the clock ar nighr, #nd the next day from mid- 
night til tewo1n the morning , as alſo the day following from one til three: During chis 
trembling ic was a dreadful thing to hear the terrible noiſe whick the ſtorms and thun- 
der made : After all chis fuch an horrible iffundation of waters broke forth out of 
the centre of the earth, as (i inſtant) all che Country about was ſwallowed up 
threeſcore leagues round, without the ſaving of any living creature from periſhing, 
but only of onechild of ſeven years of age, and which was for a great wonder pre- 
ſented rothe —_— China, the mean! timethis news was no ſooner come to the 
City of Cantan, 

offrs were ſo amazed ati:, that holding it for an urpoſſible thing, fourceen of our 
company would needs gothither to know the truth thereof, which they immediately 
put in execution, and at cheir return affirmed, that the matter was very certain, 
whereof an atteſtation was made, ſigned by fourteen ocular witneſſes, who had been 
upon the place; which atteſtation was afierwards ſent by Franciſco Teſcano to the 
King of Portugal, Don 7oanc the third, of glorious memory, This prodigious event 0 
affrighred the inhabitants of the City of Caxutas, that all of them generally ceſtified a 
world of repencance; and although chey were Gentiles, yet mult it be acknow- 
ledged that they confounded us Chriſtians, who ſaw how far their devotion extended. 
For on the firlt day when the news chereof arrived there, Proclamations were made 
throughout all the Principall ſtreers of the Cicy by fix men on horſeback, whoinlong 


mourning roþes, and with a ſad and lamentable voice, rode crying our theſe words , 


Aiſerable creatures as you are, that ceaſe not from off ending, day by day, the Lord of all 
things : Heare, O heare, the moſt lamentable and dreadful adventure that ever was , 
For you are to know, that for our ſins God hath drawn the ſword of bis Divine Faſtice a+ 
gainſt all the prople of Cuy and Sanfſy, overwhelming pell mell with water, fire, andtem- 
peſts from Heaven,al! that great Province of China, none being ſaved but one only Child 
which is carried tothe Son of the Sun, And thereupon, they runga lictle bell chrice, 
which they had in their hands; Then all the people proltratins themſelves on the 
ground, ſaid with fearfull cryes, God i Faſt in all that he deth. Afcer this was paſt, 
all the inbabitants retired into their houſes, which were ſhut up for tive daies toge- 
ther, ſothat the City was ſo deſolate, as there was not a living creature ſeen ſtirring 
init. Acthe end of the five daies, the Chaem and the Anchaſſts of the government, 
together with all che reſt of the people (wherein the men only were comprehended, 
for as for the women, they hold them incapable of being heard of God, by reaſon 
of the diſobedience ofthe firſt fin commirred by Eve) went as ic were in _ 
100 


ut all the inhabicants thereof were terrifyed wich ir, yea and al . 
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ſion, thorow the principall Streets of che Citie, while their Prieſts, which were 
above five thouſand in number, cryed with a loud voyce that pierced the very 
Skies, O marvellous and pitiful Lord, Have no regard to our wickedn:ſſe, for if thou 
taleſt arconunt of them, we ſhall remain dumb before thee. Whereunto all the peo- 
ple,with an other fearfull cry, anſwered, Lord, we confeſſe onr fanlrs before thee. And 
ſo the Proceſſioncontinuing, ahdftill going on, they at lengeh arrived at a magnificenr 
Temple, called Nacapyran, whom they hold for the Queen of Heaven, as I have 
heretofore related. From thencethey went the next day to another Temple, called 
The God ef Puſtice { and in this ſort they continued fourteen da1 es, during which 
were great Almsgenerally beſtowed, and many priſoners freed, allo divers Sacrificcs 
were made of the odoriferous perfumes of Aloes and Bcnzoin : There were many 0+ 
thersr00, wherein there was good ſtore of blood ſhed , and wherein miny Kine, 
Staps and Swine were offered, which were all diltribured in almtes ro the poor. 
In purſuarce whereof, during the three months that we abode there, they conti- 
nited in doing many other good works , which were performed with fo much 
charge and charity , as it 1$.t0 be belecved, that if the Faith of Jcſus Chriſt had 
been added thereunto, they weuld have been acceprable unto him. We hear 
afterwards, and this report was univerſall over all che Country, chat during che 
three dayes of that Earth-quake at Sanſy, it had hill rained blood in the Cicy «f 
Pequin, where the King of China's Court was at that time, which made the moſt 
part of the inhabitants to forſake ic, and the King to fty to Nanguing! where, it 
was ſaid, he gave greatalms, and fer at liberty an inhnite many of avg amongſt 
the which were five Portugals,, who had been retained priſoners in the Town of 
Pocaſſer above twenty yearsrogerher. When theſe cameto Cantan they recount 
ed unts vs divers marvellous things ; and amongſt ochers, they told us, that the 
almes which the King had given uporf this occalion, amounted to fix hundred 
thouſand Ducates, beſides the magnificent Temples whict he built ro appeaſe the 
wrath of God; amongſt the which he made one in that very City, very ſumpru., 
ous, and of great majeſty, under thericle of The Love of God, 


CHAP. LXX|X. 
Orr arrival in the Kingdome of Bungo, and that which paſs there, 


2*He ſeaſon being come wherein we might continue our Voyage, we parted from 
F this Iland of Lampacas the ſeventh day* of Ay, One thouſand five hundred 
fifery and fix, after we had imbarqued our ſelves in a-Ship, whereof Don Franciſco 
de Maſcarenhas, ſurnamed Pallia, was Captain. So weproceeded on in our courſe 
for fourteen dayes togecher , ar che end, whereof we diſcovered the firſt Iſlands, 
ar the height of five and thirty degrees, and which by gradation regard the Weſt,and 
Norch-weſt of Tanixummaa: Whereupon, the Pilot knowing that it was ill failing 


there, ſteered to the Sourh-welt, to find out the point of the Mountain of Af: 


nat'o: Wecoaſted Tawcraa then, and ill ran along this coaſt to the Port of Fi- 


| n:gaa,” And foraſmuch as in this Climate the winds are Northerly, and that the 


current of the water was contrary to them, the Pilot had a very bad opinion of his 


. Navigation, ſo that when he came co know his faulr, (alchough out of an accuſto- 


med obſtinacy of Mariners he would not confeſs it) we were already palt three 
ſcoreleapues beyond the Port where we meant to arrive, by realon whereof, we 
vere fain to tack about for the recovery of ir fifreen daycs after, though with 
travell enough, for that the winds were crofſe, and (without lying) our goods 
and lives were in no ſictle jeopardy, by reaſon all this Coaſt was riten up againit the 
King of Bunge our Frierid, and rhe inhabitants, who were greatly inclined to the 
Law of the Lord, which bad formerly been preached uaro them. Ar length, after 
that'by the mercy of God we had got to the Town of Fxcheo, whereof I have of- 
rentimes ſpoken, which isthe capicall of the Kingdome of ZBxrgo, where the chieteſt 
Chriſtians of all Zapa» donow flouriſh, all they of the Ship thought it requiſite that 
I ſhould go ro the Fortreſſe of O/quy, where we heard the King then was : Now 


rhough 1 feared to undertake this Fourney, in regard che Country was all up, = | 
| : reſolved 
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reſolved for ir, at the perſwaſion of them of the ſhip, who allin generall intreated 
me very earneſtly onto it. Moving prepared my ſelf then, and received a Preſent 
worth five hundred Crowns, which Dox Franciſco, Captain of the Ship, ſent: ro rhe 
King, 1 cook four of my companions wich me, and ſo went away,” Afﬀcer I was land- 
ed arche Town Key, the firſt thing I did wascogo to: the houſe of the Admirall of 
the Sea, who received me with great demonſtrations. of friendſhip, and confirmed 
me againſt the fear 1was in , whereupon, having given him an account of the-tauſe 
of my coming thirher, 1defired him co give me horſes and men that-might condu& 
me to the King, which molt willingly he did, and more freely cher I required. Be 
ing departed trom this Town, the. next morning about nine of the clock I arrived 
ata place called Fingax, which might be a quarter of a leagye fram che Fortreſſe 
of Oſquy,; There I ſent one of thoſe of 7apan, which I had wich me, to let the 
Captun of the place underſtand that 1 was arrived, and that I had an Embaſſie 
to deliver to his -Highnelle from the Vice-Roy of .the Indiaes : In whicliregard, T 
increated him to appoint me ſuch atime 4s he pleaſed, that 1 might ſheak, with hin. 
Hereunto he returned me this anſwer by a Son of his, That my Companions ard [ 
were very welcome, and that the King was inthe Jſle of Xequa, where he as enters 
taining bimſelf in the catching 4 great Fiſh, wheresf rhe name was not known, and 
- which was come thither from the botrem of the Sea, with 4 great number of many 04 
ther litgfe fiſher : and that having croped him up in 4 Channdl there, it was likely that 
he w end all the day in that ſport, and not return till nizht: But that be would 
howſorver immediately advertiſe bim of my arrival, Thereupon he ſent me to re- 
poſe my ſelf in a bercer lodging which hz gave me, where I was abundantly fur- 
niſhed wich all that was neceſſary for me, yea, and he told me, by way of Coms 
plement, that all chis Country was no leſſe the King of Portugals, then Adalacay 
Cockin andGoa. Then ohe of his followers, whom -he had appointed to wait on 
us, gave us an extraordinary good receptionin a Pagode, whereof the Bonzes made 
usa very fumpruons Feaſt. In the mean time, the King having notice of my ar- 
vall, diſpacched away from the Iſland where be was cacching that preat Fiſh; 
three light Galleys, and in them his Chamberlain, a great Favourite of his, na- 
med Oretandano, who about evenitg came to me to the place where I was, and ha- 
vivg cold me thac by word of mouth whichthe King had enjoyned him, be drew forth 
a Letter, and having kiſſed i: with the Ceremonies and Complements uſed amongſt 
them, hedelivered 1: unto me, wherein 1 fpund chis written, Being at rhis preſent 
imployed in an exerciſe which i very pleaſing unto me, I have been advertiſed of thy 
arrival in my Country wherewith [ am /o contented, that I protef untothee, I would 
bave come away preſextly wato thee, had I not (Worn that T would not part from hence, 
till I had killed a great Fiſh which I hold coop'd up here : Wherefore I intreat thee, 4s 
my good Friend, 'fince by reaſon thereof [ cannot go to thee, that thou wilt come thy 
ſelf to mein this Veſſel which I have ſent for thee , for on thy coming, and on the death 
which 1 hope to giveto this Fiſh, my perfelt content depends, Having read this Let- 
ter, 1 inſtantly imbarked my felt in the Galley whaeein Oretanaono came for me, 
and my followers in the other two, with the Preſent They carried. And forasmuch 
as thoſe Galleys were very ſwift, wearrived wichimeſſe then an hour at the Iſland, 
which was ſome two leagues and an half off. Now we came thither at ſuch time as 
the King, with above two hundred men in boats, with darts in their hands, was pur- 
ſuing a prodigious W hale, which was all together unknown and ſtrangeto them, as ha- 
ving never ſeen ſuch a Fiſh before iv all that Country. After they had killed and drawn 
it to land, the King was fo pleaſed therewith, that to recompence all the fiſher- 
men that were imployed in the ation, he exempted them from a cerrain Tribute 
which they had accuſtomed to pay before: as alſo conferred new Honours on 
ſome Gentlemen whom he loved, and that were there with him, and gave a thou- 
ſand T aezs 1n filver to his Pages: withgll, he received me with a ſmiling counte- 
nance, and queſtioned me very exatly about many particulars, whereunto I ans 
ſwered the beſt that I could, alwaies adding ſomething of mire own thereunto, as 
jadging ir neceſlary for che increaſing of the Portugals reputation, and of the great 
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eſteem wherein we were atthat timein the Ceuntry, for all the inhabitants held it 
for moſt certain, that the King of Portugal was indeed the only Prince which might 
rterme himſelfthe Monarch of the world, as well for the large extent of histerrico« 
ties; asfor bis power, and mighty treaſure, in regard whereof chiefly they of theſe 
Conryesmade great account 'of our amitie. Theſe things done, the King went 
fromthisjland rowards O/qsy, and about an hour within night he arrived at his 
Caſtie;'where he was received with a great deaf of rejoycing, and applaued by every 
Hne forſo honourable an exploit, as that of killing the Whale, actributing £6 biag 
aldne that 'which all the reſt had done; whereby one may ſee, that this pernicis 
ougviceof flattery reigns fo abſolutely in the Courts of Princes, as it hath eſtabli- 
ſh:&its ſelf a place even amongſt the 'very Gentiles and Infidels. . The King ha- 
wing diſmiſſed all them that had accompanied him, went to,Sup with his Wife and 
Daughbcers, and would notthen be attended on by any body, becauſe the feaſt was 
mide at his wives charge. "And wheteas we were then'at a Treaſureres houſe of 
his;. where we were appointed to lodg, he ſent for us all five, and increated us that 
we would eat in his preſence after the manner of our Country, adding, that the 
Queen did infinitely defire it.” Then baving cauſed a table ro bee covered for 
us, and on it placed {tore of excellenc good meat and well dreſt, which was ſerved. 
uſ by very fair women, we fell to eating after our manner, of all that w be 
fore us, whileſt the jeaſts which the Ladies broke upon us, in ſeeing weed fo 
wich our hands, gave more delight ro the King and Queen, then all che Come- 
dies that could have been preſented before them : for thoſe people being accuſco= 
med to feed with two little ſticks, as I have declared elſewhere, they hold it for a 


- great incivilitie, to touch the meat with ones hand, as we uſe to do. Hereupon 


the Kings Daughter, a marvell6us fair Princeſſe, and not above fourteen or fifreen 
years 6f age, craved leave of the Queen her Mother, that ſhe and fix or ſeven of her 
companions might preſent a certain Play before them concerning the SubjeR in que=« 
tion; which the Queen with the Kings conſent granred ber. That done, they 
withdrew into another room, where they itayeda pretty while, during the which, chey 
that remained in the place drove away the time at our coſt, by jeering and gibi 

at us, "who were much aſhamed, eſpecially my four companions, which were buc 
novicesin the Country, and underſtood not the language, for as for me, I had 
before ſeen fuch a like Comedy acted at Tainxumaa againit the Portwugals, As we 


_ werethus miniſtring marrer for the Company te laugh at us, and ſetting the beſk 


face 6n it rhat- poſſibly we could amidlt theſe affronts, in regard of the great plea- 
ſure which we obſerved the King and Queen took therin, we ſaw the young Prin. 
ceſſe come out of the ogber room diſguiſed like a Merchant, wearing a Scymitar by 
her aide, covercd all over with plates of gold; and the reſt of her Pubic anſ{werable 
ro the perſon-which ſhe repreſented. In this equipage falling down on her knees 


before the King her father, with thereſpe& ſhe owedto him, Aſoft mighty Lord and 


King (faid ſhe unto him) albeit this my beldneſſe be worthy of great chaſftiſement, in 
regard of the incqualitic which it hath pleaſed God to put between your greatneſs and my 
baſentfſe, yet the neceſſity wherennts,] find my ſelf reduced makes me ſout my eyes a= 

ainſt all that niay happen to me thereby ; For being eld as I am, and charged with 
many Children, which T have had by ſeveral Wives, with whom I have been married, 
m1 extream poverty, and the deſire I have not to leave then deſtitute of means, hath made 
me have recourſeto my friends for hel p,which they have granted me , Sothat baving em- 
ployed the mony which they have lent meu 4 certain Commodity, which I cannot ſell in 
all Japan, / have reſolved to barter it away for any other what ſorver it br : And having 
complained hereof to ſome fritnas that I have at Meacoo, they have aſſured me that 
your Highneſs may dv me ' ſome good. Wherefore, my Lord, I humbly brſeech you, that 
in conſideration of theſe white hairs, and feeble age, 45 alſo for that I bave many 
Children,and am poor, you will be pleaſed to aſhft me in my need, which will be an almes 
ery well beſtowed, and miſt agreeble to the Chenchicos, which are lately arrived here 
in their Ship, for this commoditie of mine will accomodate them better then any 
ether, in regard ef the want they have continually thereof. Whileſt this diſcourſe laſted, 
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the King and Queen could nor forbear laughing, to ſee that this old Merchant, who 
had ſo many children, and ſo many incommodities, was the Princeſs their Daughcer, 
very young, and exceeding beaurifull , bur che King forbearivg a little from laughing, 
anſwered her with a great deal of gravity, that ſhe ſhould ſhew ſome Samples of the 
Merchandiſe which (he had ; and if ic were ſuch as would accommodate us, he would 
defire us co buy ir, Acrtheſe words, che prerended Merchant having made a very low 
obeyſance, retirad into the other Room again. In the mean time, we were ſo cone 
founded wich what we heard and ſaw, as we could not cell what to think, or what ſhould 
be the event of ic ; whileft che Women which were in the Room, being abour threes 
ſcore in number, (for there were no other Men bur we five there) fell co jogging one 
another, and laughing atus. Hereupon, the Merchant comes inagain, bringing With 
her (ix fair young Maids, richly clad, and diſguiſed alſo like Merchants, carrying Sam- 
plesof the Merchandiſe they had to ſell: They had Scymicars and Daggers by their 
ſides all gilt, with grave countenances and high looks, being all of chem Daughters to 
the greatelt Lords of che Kingdom, whom the Princeſs bad expreſly choſen co aR chis 
Play with her, Each of chele fix Damſels bare on her ſhoulder a Fardle of green Taf- 
fata ; and all of them cogether, ſeeming to be Merchants Sons, danced a Ball co the 
cune of two Harps and a Viol, and ever and anon ſung in Verſe with a yery ſweet and 
melodious voice, words of this ſubſtance, High and mighty Lord, by the Riches which 
thou poſſeſſeſt, we ub thee to think of our ty; we are miſerable Creatures in this 
ſtrange Conntry, and conſequently defÞiſed by the Inhabitants thereof, which expoſeth ua 
to great Aﬀfroms : wherefore on + thee by that which thou art, be mindfull of our 
poverty. After that theſe y Mercbants had finiſhed their Dance and Song, chey 
fell all on their knees before che King, and then the eldeſt of them having rendered 
him moſt bumble chanks for the favour he did them, in helping chem away with their 
Merchandiſe, they untied all their Fardles, and lec fall in the midt of the Room 4 
great number of woodden Arms with hands, the eldeſt of them ſaying with a very 
good grace, Since that Nature for our fins hath ſubjefted ms to ſo villawme a miſery, 
that our bands muft of neceſſity ſmell always of Fleſh or Fiſh, or of ſuch other Meat as 
we cat with thew, this Merchandiſe will greatly accommodate a, to the end that whileſ 
we make uſe of ane ſort of hands, the ole may be waſhed. The King and Queen fell 
heartily a laughing ar this Speech , whereas in che mean time we five were ſo'aſhamed, 
as the King perceivipg ir, defired us to take ir in goodpart, ſaying, That the Princeſs 
his hrer had done this to no other end, bur for the berter enterrainment of us, 
whom ſhe reſpeRed as ber Brochers. Whereunto we made anſwer, 7hat we hoped God 
our Maſter would reward bis Highneſs for this honour and grace that he did ua ; which we 
bonfeſſed was very great, and for ſuch we would publifh it over all the World as long as we 
lived: Wherewith the King, Queen and Princeſs, ſhewed themſelygs very well ſatiſ- 
fied, giving us chanhs, with many Complemencs after this manner : yes, and the 
Princeſs 12id to us moreover, If your God would take me for bis Servant, 1 ſhould eu= 
deaver the beſt I conld to pleaſe him , but I bope he will not forges me. Aztheſe words 
we | roitraged our ſelves onour knees before her, and kiffing the Hem of he Garment, 
we anſwered her, That we hoped no leſs of ber, and that in caſe ſhe became 4 Chriſtian, 
we ſhould ſet ber Oucen of Portugal, Whereupon the Queen her Mother, and ſhe, fell 
a laughing. Having caken leave then of the King, We returned to our Lodging, and | 
the nexc morning afſoon as it was day, be ſent for us again, and queſtioned us very exact - 

ly about che coming of Father Be/qwior, the incencion of the Vice-Roy, the Lercer 
which I had brought fron him ; our Ship, and the Goods that werz in hep; and many 
other things, wherein we ſpent four hours at the leaſt ; after which he diſmiſſed us, ſay- 
ing, that within fix days he would be at the Town, and that here he would receive 
Lerter, ſee the Father, and make anſwer to all; 
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| him, I delivered him my Letter from the Vice=Roy, whic

Ay Reception by the King of Bungo, as Ambaſſadour from the Vice» 
Koy of the Indiacs. 


- A Fer the fix days were paſt'the King parted from Oſquy to go tothe Town of 
A F#cheo, accompanied with a great number of Nobllicy, and a Guard of fix 
hundred Foot , and two hundred Horſe , which made a goodly ſhew. Being ar- 
rived there, he was received by the People wich great demon(trations of joy, with 


| Shews, Interludes, and many other Invencions after their manner, that were very 


coltiy ; after which, he went to his Palace, an exceeding fair and magnificent 
Structure, whicher the next day he ſent for me, and bid me bring him the Vice- 
Roy's Letter, 48 being come for no ather end bur to receiye it, and that after he bad 
read it, he would ſpeak with Father Belqwor touching the matters that were molt im- 
portant, Whereupon I preſently returned to my Lodging, and having made ready 
all chac was necefſary for me, about two of the Clock in the Afternoon, the King 
ſent the Caprain of the Torn, and four other of the chiefe(t men of the Court for 
me ; who conduted me to the Palace, accompanied with forty Portzgals, which 
marched all. on foor, becauſe it is the cuſtome of the Country fo to do, All the 


* Streecs chrough which we paſt, were very handſomly ſer forth, and there was ſuch 


2 world of People, as the Officers had nauch ado to make way for us. Three Por- 
3»gals on horſeback carried each of them a pizce ofg@he Preſeut z and a little after 


| them followed ewo curious Spaniſp Genners, with" rich Saddles and Trappings, and 
' Wich ſuch Arms as are uſed in Juits, Upon our arrival at the fieft Court of the Palace we 


found the King there on a Scaffold, which had bzen ereRed expreſly for him, accom- 
panied with all the Lords of the Kingdom, among whom were the Ambaſſadours 


of three firange Princes, namely, the firſt of the King of the Leqwios, the ſecond of 


the King of Chaxuchins, and Iſle of Toſa,and the third of th: Emperour of the Aſiacoo; 
and round about as far as the Court extended, there were above a,thouſand Har- 
quebuſiers, and fout hundred men mounted on good Horſes, befides a multitude of 
people wichout number. After that the forty Portwgals and 1 were come to the 
Scaffold.where the King was, we performed all the Ceremonies and Complements 
which are uſed co be done to him in ſuch caſes ; and then _—_—_— alircle nearer ro

ſtanding. Then being ſer down again in bis place, be gave it to one abour him, 
that was his Secretary, who read it aloud that every one might hear.

' 31, being exceedingly amazed ro hear ſuch great and firange chings delivered, he 
tw12d totiem and ſaidg / ſuear truly wito you, that 1 ſhould deſire nothing ſo much in 
the Vorld, as to ſee the Monarchy of this great Country, whereof I have heard ſuch 
wond rfull tnings, as well concerning the immenſe Treaſures, and the infinite number of 
Ships which ke hath i for conld I but once do this, I ſhould live very well comtemed the reſt 
of my days.

. CHAP. LXXXL 


What paſt after our departure from Zequa, till my ayrival in the Indiaes, 
and from thence mto the Kingdom of Poruugal. 


TDRom this port of Zegna we continued our courſe with Northerly winds, which 
 & were favourable unto us in this ſeaſon ; and on the fourth of December we ac- 
tived at the port cf Lampacas, where we met with fix Portuga! ſhips, whereof 
was General a certian Merchant , called Frexciſco CMartixez,, the creature of 
Franciſco Barreto, at that time Goyetnour of the State of the ndiacs in the place 
of Don Pedro Maſcarenhas, Amd becauſe that chen the ſeaſon for Navigation into 
India was aln.oft patt, our Captain Don Franciſco Maſcarenhas fayed no longer 
there then was neceflary for providing of vitual, We deparred then from chis 
port of- Lampacas a lictle before Chriſtmaſe , and arrived at Goa the ſeycnceenth 
of February. The firſt ching I did there wes to go to Fraxciſco Barrets, unto whom 
I gave an account of the Letter which I brought from the King of Jepas : but he 
having referred ic co the day following , I failed not to deliver it to him the 
next morning , together with the Arms, the Scymitars , and the other Preſents =_ 
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\y Of Kerdihand Mentegi Pinto TY 
that. Pagan King bad ſeng, Whereupon , .afcer he bad ſeen afl at leafute, eddie 
fing himſelf unto m2, / af#re. 7208, ſaid he umdme,, that { prize theſe Arms whith 
Jos  baye brought, me, 4s much as the Government of India 2:for: ] hope 1hat'by the means 
of this Preſent, and this Lotzen from the King of Japan; \7 fhgil render my«ſelf agrers 
able te the King our Sougreign Latd, that diifball be debroered from the: fireune fl iſs 
bon, where a/moſt all us that govern this Sywto, is go and and 'for onr- finri Tien,” in 
acknowledgement of this Voyage, and the great expence I had been ac, he made me 
many large oftzrs, which I would by no means accept of at that time: Neverthe- 
leſs I was well contented to juftifie before him by atteftations, and as paſt ex- 
preſly for it, how many times *-had been made a flaye for the ſervice of the King 
our Maſter z and how many times alſo I had b:en robbed of my Merchandize : for 
I imagined that this would ſuffice to keep me, at my return into my Country, 
from being refuſed chat. which I belieyed was due to me for my ſervices; 28 indeed; 
the Vice-Roy paſt me an Act of all theſe things, adding thereunto the Certificates 
which I preſented unto him : withal , he gave me > La addreſt to-che King, 
wherein he made ſo honourable a mention of me and my Services , that relying on 
theſe hopes , grounded as they were on ſuch apparanc reaſons es I had on my fide, 
I imnbarqued my ſelf for ro return into the Kingdom of Portugal; ſo contented 
with the papers which I carried along with me, that I counted chem the beſt pare 
of my eltate; at lealtwiſe, 1 believed fo, becauſe 1-wes-perfwadedrhi 1 ſhould 
no ſooner ask a m—_— for ſo many ſervices, bur it would be preſently granted 
me, Upon this hope being pur co ſea, it pleaſed our Lord, that I arrived ſafely 
at the Ciry of L:sbon , the ewo and twentieth day of Seprember, in the Year Qne 
rhouland five hundred fifty and eight, at ſuch time as che Kingdom was governed 
by Madam KATHERINA, our Qyeen of happy memory, Having deli- 
vered her the Letcer then from the Vice-Roy of the Indiaes,, I told her by word 
of mouth all that I choughe was important for the good of my buſineſs : wheres 
upon ſhe referred me to the Miniſter of her Scate , who bad the charge of deal- 
ing in her Aﬀairs: Ar firſt be gave me very good words , but far betrer hopes , as 
i I held chem for moſt aſſured , hearing what he ſai page 0: 5 ut in (iead 
of letting me ſce the effe&t of. _y mulerable papers of mine four 
years and an half ; at the end c whilth , reaped thereby was no other, 
then the labour and pains which co no purpoſe I had imployed in theſe yain ſollicie 
rations , and which had been more grievous unto me, them all che croubles I had 
ſaffered during. my voyages 2 Wherefore ſeeing of what lictle ou all my paſt 
ſervices were unto me, notwichſtznding all che ſuic I could make, I reſoly:d eo retire 
my ſelf, and remain wichin the terms of my miſery , which I had brought along 
with me , and gotten by che means of many misfortunes, which was all chat was 
refling to me of rhe time and wealth which I had beſtowed in che ſeryice of this King 


dom , leaving che judgement of this proceſs to the Divine Juſtice, I put this de- 


fign of mine chen in execution , not a licele grieved that I had not done ic ſooner, 
becauſe I might thereby peradyenture have ſaved a good piece of money. For a con» 
clufion , behold what che ſervices havs been which I have for the fpace of one 
and twenty years, during which cime, I was thirteen times a flive, and ſold fix- 
reen times, by reaſon of the unlucky events of {> long and painful a yoyage, where- 
of I bave made mention amply enough in chis Book, Bug although this be (o, yet 
do 1 not leave to believe, that the cauſe why I remained without the recompence 
whereunto I pretenced for ſo many ſervices and trayels, rather eceded from the 
Divine providence , which permitted ic co be ſo for my fins, then from the neg» 
ligence and fault of him whom che duty of his charge ſeemed to oblige ro do me 
right, For i being true, thar in all che Kings of etis Kingdom , who are the live- 
ly ſource from whence all recompence do flow, rhough many times they ran 
through pipes more McRionate then-reaſonable , there is always found an holy and 


acknowledging zeal, accompanied with a very ample and great deſire, not onely ro |, 


recompence thoſe which ſerve them , bur alſo co confer great eltates on them which 
render them no ſeryice at all z whereby it is evident , that if I, and others, have not 
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
